Preface. 


The "Pilgrim from Saxony", one of the oldest German 
church journals, of which also the "Lutheran" has always 
taken note when reporting on the church life of Germany, 
brings in one of the last numbers of the year 1895 the 
following appeal: "To the dear Pilgrim readers! According to 
a well-confirmed rumor, the ‘Pilgrim’, who has now 
completed his pilgrimage in our Saxon fatherland for 61 
years, is to conclude it completely with the old or rather the 
new year, and in the new year will no longer shine for the 
silent ones in the country. That would be very regrettable and 
a disgrace for the quiet ones, because the reason for the 
train carrying is that the few pennies that make its continued 
existence possible are spared. Up to now, the publishing 
house has borne the very significant loss, but it no longer 
wants to do so in the future, which is not to be blamed on it, 
even if it is supported so little. Of course, its continued 
existence could be made possible if the subscription price of 
1 Mk. quarterly, which had been introduced for some time, 
were to be reintroduced. And the ‘Pilger’ is well worth it, for 
it will continue to exist under its present editor, who, in 
addition to the burden of his clerical office, has also taken on 
this and receives nothing in return, as well as its 
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The authors of the book are well edited. In the ‘Pilger’ there 
is also an ecclesiastical spirit that has its history in the 
national church and is therefore worthy of continuing to have 
an effect in the new century. Therefore, before it is too late, 
lamenting afterwards will not help, let everyone reach into 
his pocket in time and promise a subscription of 1 Mk. in the 
new year, and let everyone make an effort in his circle to 
procure only one reader each, then it will work, the publishing 
house may confirm it, the pilgrim will continue to wander as 
a light on a narrow path. God forbid! In the name of several 
old Pilgrim readers: H. Nauck, P., GroBbothen. M. Klien, 
Father, Colditz." 

The "Pilgrim from Saxony", since it began its journey 61 

years ago, stood up for the faith of the fathers in the face of 
the then prevailing rationalism or belief in reason and was, 
however, for decades "a light on a narrow path" for the quiet 
people in the country, also established itself outside Saxony 
in many Christian houses and was generally regarded as a 
brave and courageous defender of the Christian faith and the 
Lutheran confession. Now, as the above appeal proves, its 
continued existence is in question, there is a lack of 
subscribers and readers, and its friends are pulling out all the 
stops to make a new volume possible. Whence may this 
come? Has ecclesiastical interest died out among the 
church-minded members of the national church over there? 
No doubt. The "Pilger" has always been somewhat 
concerned with doctrine and has evaluated church events 
and conditions, in contrast to more recent German church 
journals, which offer their readers exclusively edifying 
reflections and stories. And in such ecclesiastical questions 
the country-church Christians over there seem to have no 
taste any more. But this latter fact again has its special 
cause. 
For about 25 years the "Pilgrim" has been unfaithful to his 
solution and has changed his course. From the beginning he 
has also uncovered the serious damage and grievances of 
the German national churches, and has bitterly lamented the 
fact that false teachers are tolerated there, 


that the sacrament is desecrated, in that apparently godless 
people are allowed to join in, that discipline and order have 
been lost. Now it had turned out that all the ideas, petitions 
and complaints of the more serious-minded preachers and 
laymen were of no avail, that there was no hope for an 
improvement of the situation. So it was the God-ordained 
way for faithful Christians to leave the community of false 
teachers and the community of unbelievers. A small group of 
faithful Lutherans took this step, and some old Pilgrim 
readers also joined them. The "Pilgrim", however, stopped at 
this crossroads; the national church was more important to 
him than God's Word. He did everything in his power to hold 
back his friends from separation and the Free Church and to 
keep them in the national church. He persuaded them to get 
along with unbelief, false faith, and all kinds of 
unrighteousness, and in his part put to sleep the awakened 
consciences. And so he also lost all hold on doctrine. To the 
last he bore witness against the grossest false teachers, who, 
for example, denied the divinity of Christ, but to the respected 
theologians of the present day, who still call themselves 
"faithful" and "Lutheran" but have perverted and falsified all 
the articles of the Lutheran confession, he only sprinkled 
incense and displayed and recommended their writings. Yea, 
he has widened the narrow way, his lamp is dimmed.

Our East India Mission. 


From days gone by. 
Il. 

After Ziegenbalg's death on February 23, 1719 (see 
"Lutherans" No. 18), the entire burden of the missionary work 
at Trankebar fell on his friend and co-worker Griindler. He, 
too, was so weak in body that he had to sit in the pulpit for 
months when he preached. On one such occasion, in the 
presence of the congregation, he asked God with many tears 
that He would not chastise the poor flock so severely, that He 
would not take their two shepherds from them all at once, but 
that, according to His mercy and love, He would give him life 
until the new co-workers, who were expected and were on 
their way on the sea, had arrived and had been sufficiently 
instructed and prepared by Him to enter into the work of the 
first missionaries. 

His prayer was answered. In September the three new co- 
workers arrived. Grundier, who had become a little better, 
immediately began to teach the new arrivals the language, to 
introduce them to the church, and to take them out to the 
Gentiles. 

But it did not last long, so this faithful servant followed his 
friend Ziegenbalg. On March 19, 1720, not yet fully 43 years 
old, he quietly and prayerfully gave up his spirit. The following 
day he was buried next to Ziegenbalg in the Jerusalem 
Church. The place where these two men of God are buried 
on the right and left sides of the altar is marked with two 
copper plates, each with a Latin inscription. - 

We will say only a few words about the next twenty years. 
By the year 1740 the mission in the East Indies had pretty 
much reached its climax. It had spread northward to the 
English plantations on the coast, Cuddalore and Madras, and 
inland to the kingdom of Tanjore. Ten European missionaries 
were effective, and had about thirty native workers under 
them. Among these we mention especially the Rev. Aaron 
and the soldier and later catechist (not ordained parish 
assistant) Rajanaiben. The former was at Trankebar, where 
his name is still mentioned; the latter at Tanjore. These were 
faithful and zealous ministers of Christ to their countrymen. 
The number of those who were received into the church with 
the establishment of the mission was 5600. One had a 
printing press. The Bible, translated by the missionary 
Fabricius, was printed entirely in the Tamul language. The 
same Fabricius also beautifully rendered our core German 
Lutheran hymns in Tamul. 

About ten years later the man began his work in the East 
Indies, of whom we wish to give a special account because 
he worked admirably among the Tamuls for half a century. 
This was 


Christian Friedrich Schwartz. 


He was born at Sonnenburg in the Kingdom of Prussia of 
respectable and, what is more, pious parents. His birthday is 
October 26, 1726, and as a child he was such that all 
righteous Christians could have joy in him. At the grammar 
school, of course, his faith flagged and his love for the Lord 
JEsu grew cold in his dealings with frivolous classmates, but 
this did not last long. The shepherd soon sought and found 
his sheep again. And when he became acquainted with an 
East Indian missionary at the University of Halle, the desire 
to bring the good news to the heathen also rose in him. And 
when, after completing his studies in theology, he was called 
to the service of the mission by August Hermann Francke, 
he joyfully said yes, renounced his paternal inheritance in 
favor of his siblings, turned down a lucrative pastorate that 
was offered to him in his home country, and went on board 
a ship sailing to the East Indies on February 1, 1750, where 
he arrived after a six-month voyage, 24 years old. 

At Trankebar, where Ziegenbalg had so finely laid the 
foundation of the Lutheran mission, Schwartz was to begin 
his missionary work. First, however, he had to overcome the 
great obstacle: the language. But he mastered it faster than 
anyone else. Already after four months he preached the first 
Tamulian sermon on Matth. 10, 25. and the following verses. 
And now he threw himself into restless work. The love of 
Christ thus urged him on. For this God had gifted him with a 
fresh courageous spirit and a strong healthy body. Just as a 
hero in the midst of battle thinks only of battle and victory 
and nothing else, so Schwartz thought only of the work to 
which he had been called, namely, to conquer Satan's 
strong, proud castle, Indian paganism, in the power and with 
the weapons of God, and to spread the kingdom of Christ. 
And think! After only one year he was able to louse 400 
heathen. Will you, dear reader, take a look at the mind and 
spirit with which Schwartz went about his work? Here is a 
passage from a letter he wrote to a friend in Europe: "May 
the Lord bless my work. It is certain, and | learn it more and 
more every day, that neither the one who plants nor the one 
who waters is anything, but God who gives it to flourish. He 
who despairs of himself and of his own strength in the 
missionary race, and goes forth in all humility with prayer and 
supplication to seek that which is lost, and to wait for the 
early and late rain from the Lord, will receive blessing from 
God, and will be saved from many useless sorrows. And 
even if the blessing does not come immediately, God still 
awakens the heart, and we may sometimes say: ‘But at thy 
word | will let down the net; and when they had done so, they 
caught a great multitude of fish.’ This Bible verse often 
comes to my mind, and by it God has produced poverty of 
spirit and at the same time childlike confidence in His Word 
in my soul." 

Schwartz did not confine his work to Trankebar. He 
wandered far and wide among the surrounding heathen. 
Wherever he walked and stood, day and night, he 
proclaimed Christ. And he was a spiritual

He had been in Tanjore several times before and 
had taken care of the clusters of Christians there; he had also 
been invited by the ruling prince to come to him and tell him 
about Christ, and had been received so kindly that he hoped

Many, many soldiers were 
converted, high officers worked with him, and a church was 
even built for him. 

Come, let us show you a Sunday work of dear Schwartz. 
- In the morning at 8 tamul service; at 10 English sermon for 
the soldiers; in the afternoon he preached in the Portuguese 
language, because many Portuguese lived in Tritschinopoli; 
towards evening he held a Bible lesson for the Europeans, 
and towards night a prayer hour for the tamuls. This was done 
every Sunday. 

On workdays he went far out among the Gentiles and 
searched and searched where he could find an opportunity to 
preach the gospel. Mass sermons and individual talks filled 
his days. 

The Tamul congregation multiplied. Some years he 
baptized hundreds. He trained younger Tamuls to be co- 
workers. By 1772, he had eight of them. His congregation 
honored him as their spiritual father. The English listened to 
him gladly. The heathens and Muhammadans listened in 
amazement to the sermons of the mighty man, who was yet 
so kind and modest and childlike. Devoid of all earthly cares, 
he lived only for his profession. He was never married. He let 
his assistants be his family, living and eating with him. He 
refused gifts and offerings or used them openly and directly 
for the mission. Was this not a true and proper missionary? 

So he was at Tritschinopoli from 1766 to 1778, 12 years. 

And once again he was to change his location, and his 
life was to take a somewhat altered shape, though he 
always remained the ardent and eloquent witness of Christ. 
In 1778 he moved to Tanjore. 

It lies east 
of Tritschinopoli. At that time it was still ruled by a native 
prince. Mi 


many for Christ. There, too, he gathered a circle of helpers 
laround him, among whom was also the son of a missionary 
Inamed Kohlhoss. Of course, by no means all who heard him 
took his word to heart; not all who sought him out meant it 
sincerely. He writes: "Here and there one has to feel very 
pleasant samples of honesty; one should look at these more 
jthan at evil examples; one has very many temptations to 
displeasure and a depressing nature, therefore one must look

Although unmarried himself, Schwartz was a great lover 
lof children and established children's schools in Tanjore. He 
lhad a special gift for talking to children and teaching them in 
lan understandable and attractive way, and it was a relief for 
lhim to be in their midst. - 

He was on the best of terms with the prince of the country, 
las well as with his successors. The old prince trusted 
Schwartz implicitly and favored him and his work in every 
way. Of course, he did not become a Christian himself. The 
lust of this race held him captive. When Schwartz once quite 
ladmonished him to finally give his heart to Christ, he said, 
"Father, that is not as easy as you imagine.” And he stuck to 
it. It was similar with his son and successor. Schwartz taught 
his son, the hereditary prince Serfogee, and took care of his 
education, like a father of his son, and was also loved by him, 
like a father by his son. Yet Christian neither did this one 
become. -

When in 1786 the Prince of Tanjore was deposed from 
his throne and the English government took over the 
administration of the country, Schwartz was urged, this time 
admittedly very much against his inclination, to become a 
member of the Administrative Council. And as such the 
simple missionary, who had now become a regent, did much 
good for the country and the people. Wholesome institutions, 
the cultivation of justice, all kinds of public institutions were 
largely his work. But he always remained the witness of 
Christ and the humble missionary. From the meeting of the 
council he went to his dear children in the school and to the 
sick and dying and to the pulpit and to the preaching of the 
Gentiles. - 

That was how he had grown old. Many old friends and 
comrades of his work had already gone home. He stood 
there lonelier and lonelier. An ailment of the feet reminded 
him that his pilgrimage would soon come to an end. On 
February 13, 1798, he lay dying. Christians surrounded his 
camp. He sang with them the song "Christ is my life". He 
spoke to them words of comfort and hope. He asked them to 
sing the last verse of the hymn "O Head Full of Blood and 
Wounds", sang along himself, and then, sitting upright in the 
arms of a faithful helper, he gave up his spirit, without any 
pretence, 71 years old. He had been a missionary for 48 
years. 

An immense crowd followed his funeral procession. The 
poor in particular filled the air with lamentations. Prince 
Serfogee covered the face of the corpse with tears and 
spread a gold-embroidered robe over it. Later he had a 
marble monument erected to him in Tanjore, which depicts 
the scene just mentioned. -

There he expressly says that 
all Scripture is inspired of God, and this is confirmed by the 
same Holy Spirit by the Apostle Peter, when he writes 2 Pet. 

"This ye ought to know for the first, that no prophecy 
is done in the Scriptures of your own interpretation: for no 
prophecy was ever yet produced by human will, but the holy 
men of God spake, impelled by the Holy Ghost." Such holy 
men of God were in the Old Testament Moses, Joshua, 
David, Solomon, Isaiah, Jeremiah, and other prophets; in the 
New Testament Matthew and the other evangelists, Paul and 
the other apostles, of whom we have writings in the holy 
book of the Bible. They spoke, then, impelled by the Holy 
Spirit; that is, the Holy Spirit impelled them to speak, and as 
the Holy Spirit impelled them, so they not only thought, but 
they spoke, that is, they put their thoughts into words, which 
they did not choose and set themselves, but which the Holy 
Spirit indicated and gave them. Therefore the holy 
Scriptures, the books of Moses and the prophets, the 
evangelists and apostles, are really and truly the Word of 
God in their entirety and in all their parts, as the Scriptures 
are also expressly called God's Word in many places. 


That this is not only true of the biblical books as a whole, but 
of every single word, is clear from the fact that God Himself 
refers here and there in Scripture to single words that are 
contained in other parts of Scripture with great emphasis, 
e.g. Gal. 3, 16. Gal. 3, 16. to the words: "Through thy seed", 
whereby he emphasizes that Gen. 22, 18. does not say: 
"Through the seed", but: "Through thy seed"; further: Rom. 
15, 9-12. where he takes from Ps. 18, 50. 5 Mos. 32, 43. Ps. 
117, 1. Is. 11, 10. the word "Gentiles"; and the Lord Christ 
himself calls Joh. 10, 34. and 35. the one word "Gods" from 
Ps. 82, 6. "God's word" and "Scripture", which cannot be 
broken. 

But as certainly as the books of Moses and the prophets, 
of the evangelists and apostles, the canonical books of the 
Old and New Testaments, are really and truly the word of 
God, and we ought not to do anything with them, so 
certainly, on the other hand, we ought not to do anything 
with them either, as the pabstical church has done by putting 
the Apocrypha, that is, the books of Judith, Wisdom, Tobias, 
Sirach, Baruch, etc., which are printed with some Bibles, on 
a par with the writings of the apostles and prophets, for he 
who takes his own word, or that of his fellow servant, for the 
word of his Lord and King, is justly liable to the same 
judgment as he who will not accept as his word that which 
his Lord and King has spoken. 

But if we accept the Scriptures as the Word of God, we 
will accept as true all that is written in this Word of God, we 
will agree to all that is taught, we will believe with firm 
confidence all that is promised and promised, we will obey 
with willing obedience all that is commanded, in short, we 
will accept the Scriptures as the only source and guide of 
Christian doctrine and as the divine rule of the Christian life. 
That our progenitor Eve, in Paradise, should have first 
doubted and then denied a word which God had spoken, 
was the beginning of her fall into sin; and as certainly as the 
Scriptures are God's word, it behooves us, as Christians and 
children of God, to believe what they say to be true, to 
believe confidently what they teach and promise, and to do 
what they prescribe; For what the Scripture teaches is divine 
doctrine; what the Scripture promises and assures is divine 
promise and assurance; what the Scripture commands is 
divine commandment, Isa. 8, 19. 20. 2 Thess. 2, 15. 2Cor. 
1, 20. Tit. 1, 2. 3. 1 Cor. 14, 37. Where therefore we are 
preached the things which are taken from the Scriptures, 
where we are given the consolation which the Scriptures 
offer, where we are presented with the duties which the 
Scriptures impose upon us, we are not to consult with flesh 
and blood, nor to ask how these things rhyme with our 
reason, nor what the wise men of this world have to say 
about them, but to accept with simple-minded confidence 
and childlike obedience what God says in his word, and to 
leave everything else to him. But again, if any man come, 
bringing other doctrine, comfort, instruction, and precept, 
than that which is found in the word of God, and claiming for 
such doctrine the respect and heed of lins, which is due to 
God's word and doctrine alone, we ought to turn him away 
from us. 


and with St. Paul according to Gal. 1, 8. renounce all doctrine 
that is not the doctrine of the word of God, nor stay with any 
church or community whose doctrine and confession or 
accepted church practice in any way deviates from the word 
of God as the one rule and guideline of faith and life, because 
that is right according to God's will to fear God's word, Isa. 66, 
2. Ps. 119, 161. to beware with holy timidity of rejecting 
anything that God has spoken, or of acknowledging and 
accepting as God's truth anything that is not written in 
Scripture. 

But what the Scriptures teach, they teach so clearly and 
distinctly that he who reads or hears their words can hear and 
understand from them what the Holy Spirit wants to say and 
teach through these words. Even a human teacher knows 
how to choose and shred his words in such a way that his 
students, if they follow him attentively, can grasp and 
understand the truths which he presents to them. How much 
more will the Holy Spirit have so spoken in the Scriptures 
which he has given, and which are to be useful for teaching, 
that in his words is clearly expressed what he wishes to teach. 
Thus also the Scriptures are expressly called a light, when the 
Psalmist says: "Thy word is a lamp unto my feet, and a light 
unto my path," Ps. 119:105, and: "The testimony of the Lord 
is sure, and maketh wise the foolish. ... The commandments 
of the LORD are loud, and enlighten the eyes." Ps. 19, 8. 9. 
And St. Peter writes of the firm prophetic word: "Ye do well to 
watch for it, as for a light that shineth in a dark place, until the 
day dawn, and the morning star arise in your hearts." 2 Pet. 
1, 19. So also St. Paul writes, that from what he writes, what 
God has revealed to him, may be known and understood by 
those who read it, when he says Eph. 3, 3. 4. "That this 
mystery was made known to me by revelation, as | have 
written above in brief; so that ye, when ye read it, may know 
my understanding of the mystery of Christ." Therefore, if a 
man does not recognize the teaching of the Word of God from 
it, this is not because the Word is not clear and plain, but 
because, as the apostle writes in 2 Cor. 4:4, the God of this 
race has blinded the minds of unbelievers, so that they do not 
see the bright light of the gospel. It is not true, therefore, what 
is taught in the pontifical church, that the holy Scriptures are 
a dark book, which the simple cannot understand without the 
interpretation of the church and of the pope at Rome. Just as 
an earthly light does not first shine when light is cast upon it 
from without, but has its light in itself and by its nature makes 
light what is dark, so also the light of the divine Word, which 
the Holy Spirit has kindled in Scripture, does not first need to 
receive light from men, but shines in the darkness and makes 
the foolish wise. It is true that not all passages of Scripture are 
equally bright and clear, but that some sayings are easier to 
understand than others; but there is no doctrine which the 
Holy Spirit has willed to reveal to us, which he has not made 
clear somewhere in Scripture.

of God. As surely as this is the case, so surely does the 
desire live in all the members of the church to make the 
people who are still without the gospel and without hope in 
the world, through the preaching of the gospel, partakers of 
the salvation they enjoy. The members of the church cannot 
refrain from speaking of that which they have heard and 
seen. The glory of the Lord has risen upon them; their light 
has come. They rejoice in this light and are blessed in it. The 
joy and thankfulness of their hearts is also expressed in the 
fact that, as much as they have, they also want to give light 
to all those who are still in darkness and the shadow of 
death. 

Yes, the Christian church is certainly of that nature. She 
is aggressive at the command of Christ her Lord and 
according to her own spiritual nature planted in her by the 
Holy Spirit. Not to be aggressive, not to push on and on, but 
to retire and be content with the territory already occupied, 
would be quite contrary to the purpose and spiritual nature 
of the Christian Church. 

Already in the Old Testament the Holy Spirit describes 

the doings of the church of the New Testament thus: "Make 
wide the room of thy tabernacle, and spread out the carpets 
of thy dwelling, spare not thyself; make thy cords long, and 
set thy nails fast. For thou shalt break forth on the right hand, 
and on the left; and thy seed shall inherit the heathen, and 
dwell in the waste cities," Isa. 54:2, 3. For the Church, 
therefore, there is no contentment with what has been 
accomplished. Rather, it is breaking out to the right and to 
the left and on all sides. It should and wants nothing less 
than to conquer the world. If it set itself a shorter goal, it 
would be against God's will. "Zion, you preacher,” the Holy 
Spirit addresses the Church, "climb up a high mountain. 
Jerusalem, thou preacher, lift up thy voice with power,” Is. 
40:9. Why should the Church preach from a high mountain 
and with a strong voice? Well, so that her wonderful 
message, the gospel of Christ, may be heard by everyone in 
the whole land and to the ends of the earth. In order to make 
this clear, the Holy Spirit specifies the height of the mountain 
which the church holds as a preacher. He says the same is 
“higher than all mountains, and exalted above all hills," Isa. 
2:2. The voice of the Church, as the preacher on the: highest 
mountain in the world, is to drown all the voices that 
otherwise resound on earth, and reach all the inhabitants of 
the earth. Thus the church in her aggressive manner 
becomes "the light of the world", Matth. 5, 14. 
Our synod forms a part of the Christian church. So we too 
must have the nature of the church about us. We must be 
aggressive. It would be quite unchurchlike if we wanted to 
think that we could - after decades of lively activity - retire 
completely or halfway and limit ourselves to holding on to 
what we have. Such a position is impossible in the Church. 
It is against God's will and against the nature of the Church. 
A church community that is not aggressive cannot hold what 
it has either. There is truly much, very much church work still 
to be done, here in this country 


and all over the world. Who among us would deny this? So 
it is not yet time to come down from the mountain and 
weaken the voice, but rather to take hold on the high 
mountain and strengthen the voice in such a way - through 
the witness of the Christians in their circles, of the individual 
congregations in their regions, and through the sending of 
great multitudes of evangelists on the part of the 
congregations united in the synod - that, as much as is in us, 
the voice of the gospel may also be heard where it has not 
yet been heard. Let us work while it is day; the night is 


coming when no one can work. F. P.

Our last General Synod had decided: "That the General 
Praeses issue an appeal through the "Lutheran" to our 
congregations to collect the funds granted by the Synod for 
buildings, etc., or, first of all, to send the sum subscribed by 
each congregation as soon as possible to the respective 
District Treasurer."

So send your signatures or gifts to your District 
Treasurers as soon as possible, so that our General Synod, 
when it meets, will see at once that it will not remain stuck 
this year, but that it will carry out, as it has always done, 
praise God, what it has recognized as necessary and 
therefore decided.

To the ecclesiastical chronicle. 


The death of Director Bohm on Christmas Eve of the recently 
passed year was for the blessedly deceased the entrance to the 
joy of the great congregation of the triumphant, who are no 
longer gathered in faith at the manger, but in contemplation at 
the throne. For us, however, the loss, which was his gain, is a 
heavy blow, which may well cause us to think seriously, as a 
visitation of the chastening hand of God. According to human 
judgment, and if God had willed it, the blessed man could have 
continued to serve the Church for many years, and the Church 
has never had an abundance of capable people, but the 
Saviour's words have always applied: "The harvest is great, but 
the labourer is few"; and this is also true today. And so, when 
God has again taken from us so soon a noble gift which He had 
bestowed upon us, we must not neglect to take a moment to 
reflect upon ourselves and to put before ourselves a number of 
questions for honest answer, questions such as these: Do we 
well recognize, as we ought, the gifts which God gives for the 
service of his Church, as gifts of his goodness? Are these gifts 
well appreciated by us according to their value and importance? 
Are we faithful, as we ought, in holding up the arms and 
strengthening the weary knees of the men who labor for us and 
in our name in the works of the kingdom of God commanded to 
all of us, to all his church, with faithful diligence, by continued 
intercession and vigorous support, that they may not do their 
work with groaning, but with all the greater strength and joy? On 
the other hand, are we not often inclined to put our trust in men, 
and to take flesh for our arm, forgetting that all depends on 
God's blessing, and that, if he does not continually and 
repeatedly prosper, all the labor and toil of those who plant and 
water is lost? Do not many of us, on this occasion, find our own 
consciences urging upon us this or that question, which we 
should once seriously put before ourselves and answer after 
conscientious consideration? A salutary self-examination 
throughout our Synod, besides the purposes of God hidden 
from us here, may well be one purpose which God had in view 
in the early recall of our Dir. Bohm had in view. A. G. 

Unfair Assessment of the Missouri Synod. For the second time, 
we find in Luthard's church newspaper a vehement attack on 
the Missouri Synod, because it does not want to regard the Ohio 
Synod as a community of fellow believers, but rather considers 
itself obligated to fight Ohio and, if necessary, to move it out of 
the way. To be sure, we find it quite in order that the Leipziger 
Kirchenzeitung should sympathize with the Ohio Synod. The 
church paper is fond of its own. After all, it represents the newer 
Lutheranism, which does not want to leave God the glory that 
He alone converts us and makes us blessed, and the Ohio 
Synod is not a good example. 


Synod has taken the same position since its separation from the 
Synodical Conference. The Ohio Synod, even to this day, has 
not yet renounced the teaching of its spokesmen, who maintain 
that conversion and blessedness do not depend on God's grace 
alone. Therefore, as we have said, we find the sympathy of the 
Leipzig church paper with the Ohio Synod quite in order. But what 
is not in order, but quite unjust, is when it reproaches us without 
further ado for not treating the Ohio Synod as a community of 
fellow believers. The facts are, after all, this: the Ohio Synod first 
declared us to be a fellowship of fellow believers, and began to 
break up congregations within the Synodal Conference and to 
raise up counter-congregations. Is not the attack of the Leipziger 
Kirchenzeitung, even from its point of view, quite unjust?

By buying the Herald and Magazine we 
have gained two things: first, the list of subscribers, which 
contains about 3,000 names, and second, the prestige of a paper 
which has now had 38 issues." We think it would be well for the 
new synodal organ that as little as possible of the "prestige" of its 
bought-out predecessor should pass to its successor.

Two committees, an editorial committee and a 
business committee, have begun to stir, and Dr. Moldehnke, the 
president of the General Council, has subscribed $100,00 to the 
operating fund of H15,000, although he is a German by birth and 
relatively poor; it is also hoped that the necessary 20,000 
subscribers will be gathered in the not too distant future.

On the anniversary of Luther's death. 


"Next Wednesday, beloved of God, as the 18th of 
February, on which day 300 years ago our venerable father 
resting in God, Dr. Martin Luther, blessedly fell asleep in the 
Lord, let the congregation here assemble for the 
commemoration of this day of death at half past nine in the 
morning and at two in the afternoon; and as you have now 
heard that before God the death of his saints is held in high 
esteem, and that the remembrance of what God has done 
good and great things for us through the blessed Luther 
obligates us to the "most humble" thanksgiving, so now also 
ask God for mercy, that according to his word we may 
remember in right blessing that great church teacher who so 
faithfully told us the word of God, may look upon his blessed 
end with right earnestness, and may follow his faith. - This 
afternoon a preparatory sermon is to be preached for that 
commemoration." With these words, according to his still 
extant sign-out book, Blessed Pastor Loeber announced fifty 
years ago to his congregation at Altenburg in Perry Co, Mo, 
the 300th anniversary of Dr. Luther's death. So also in the 
minutes of a meeting of the St. Louis congregation of January 
26, 1846, the following is recorded: "Resolved, that the 
sesquicentennial of the anniversary of the death of D. Martin 
Luther be also solemnly celebrated in this congregation on 
February 18, with early and evening services." And in the 
minutes of the meeting of February 23 of the same year: 
"Resolved, that the church collection, which was collected on 
the last Wednesday, as on the memorial day of Luther's 
death, shall be used for the distribution of Luther's 
writings.".... Resolved, That the black stuff, which had been 
purchased for the adornment of the church, be sold." There 
are also two sermons *) which the blessed Professor Walther 
preached at this sermon, one on February 18, the day of 
Luther's death, and the other on the following Sunday, 
February 22,

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than on the day on which Luther's body was buried in the 
castle church at Wittenberg. 

Thus, even before the founding of our Synod, 300 years 
after Luther's death, the first members of the Synod 
organized a religious celebration to commemorate the 350th 
anniversary of this event, which falls in our present year of 
1896. And fifty years ago this was not the realization of a 
new idea. Not only have the birthdays of outstanding 
witnesses of truth been celebrated in the Church in ancient 
times, not as natural birthdays, but as the days of their 
deaths, as memorial days of their birth to a better life, but 
also the day of Dr. Luther's death has been celebrated in the 
Church as a memorial day in the midst of the Lutheran 
Church in the sixteenth, seventeenth, and eighteenth 
centuries. And with good reason. For if the death of his saints 
is held worthy in the sight of the Lord, Ps. 116, it may well 
also be held worthy in the sight of those to whom the Lord 
has done and continues to do much good through his faithful 
servants. In addition, we know from the express word of 
Scripture, Ebr. 13:7, that it pleases God when the faithful 
remember their teachers who have told them the word of 
God, look upon their end, and are encouraged to follow their 
faith. 

And how God can bless such a celebration, the 
commemoration of our fathers fifty years ago is a strange 
proof. It helped to lay the foundation for the birth of our 
Synod. The last words of Walther before the closing prayer 
of the last of the two above-mentioned sermons were: 
"Finally, however, let us not give place to the spirit of 
separation, but rather, over the grave of our dear Father in 
Christ, the blessed Luther, let us reach out our brotherly 
hand to all those and join with those who want to remain with 
us in the old doctrine and church and fight with us over these 
jewels, for the common pursuit of the work of the Lord, even 
publicly before the world. If the foundation were laid for all of 
this at the present secular celebration, the blessing of it 
would certainly be great, even incalculable and eternal." So

In the words immediately preceding the first sentence, the 
purpose of this union was set forth, and it was exhorted and 
encouraged to faithful devotion to the main purposes and 
works of which our Synod, under God's blessing, has been 
engaged for almost fifty years, saying: "But let us also be 
zealous that the jewel of pure doctrine which God has given 
us may be bestowed upon others; let us therefore confess 
our faith with as much love and humility, as earnestness and 
zeal, confess, however, not only with our words, but also 
with our works; let us further gladly make a sacrifice, that 
good old writings may again be brought among the people, 
and faithful teachers of the church and school be educated 
and trained." 

Now that February 18 is not far off, let us ask how the 
congregations of our synod can observe this day in a 
dignified manner, so that a 350-year celebration 
commemorating the blessed death of Dr. Luther will praise 
God, edify the congregation, and bring lasting blessings. 
That it will be a matter of organizing public congregational 
services with commemorative sermons does not require any 
justification among us, and that sacrifices of the hands may 
also be made in addition to the sacrifices of the hearts and 
lips is obvious enough. However, suggestions and 
proposals from our Synod concerning suitable sermon texts, 
an appropriate use of the collections for the occasion, and 
the like could be made known in the "Lutheraner" of 
February 11. Hopefully the congregation will be quite 
general, and God will then provide the blessing. A. G.

If they discuss doctrine, it soon becomes apparent that they 
are not in agreement about God's Word, partly whether all 
that is written in the Bible is God's Word, and partly whether 
Christ and his work of reconciliation is the core and star of 
this Scripture. In our country, however, most of the so-called 
Lutheran synods do not even dare to enter into a doctrinal 
negotiation, because they know that in doing so their 
disagreement about doctrine would come to light. Consider 
further: When we speak of the business of the synod, how

Everyone expresses his opinion to the best of his knowledge, 
and how conscientiously everyone complies when the 
majority is against him. Look again for a similar body in all 
parts of the world, in which the settlement of such matters 
proceeds in such unity of mind and opinion, and without 
causing divisions, and where so eager an effort is made to 
leave no bitter root of discord. Therefore we _ rightly 
emphasize that it is a thankful common synodal good: we 
have peace among ourselves. But because we know that 
such peace is not our work, but God's gift, we pray diligently: 
"Give us your peace out of such great love, your own, who 
know you and call themselves Christians after you. 

But what God has given us, as a true believing synod, 
we are also to bring and communicate to others. This is what 
we want to look at and consider today: 

God's instruction to an orthodox synod: Be at peace with all men. 
We want to see 


1. what task have we thereby received from God? and 
2. what limits has God Himself set for us in fulfilling this 
task?

Whoever thinks that today we are talking about one of 
the many duties that Christianity demands of each of its 
confessors and therefore also of each orthodox synod, and 
therefore about something of lesser importance, may first 
consider that God's demand, "Be at peace with all men," 
actually comprehends everything that God has done for men 
and spoken to them from eternity until today. God's counsel 
before the time of the world was made for the sake of peace. 
God created mankind, he redeemed them, and he sanctified 
them to the end that they might have peace in time and 
eternity. God gave his law to be a tenfold enclosure of peace 
with him and with one another. For he that hath God alone 
for his God, hath peace therewith with him. He that keepeth 
his name not uselessly, but rightly, Keepeth this peace; and 
he that sanctifieth the holiday rightly, so that he heareth and 
learneth the sermon and God's word, enjoyeth and spreadeth 
this peace with God. And where one honors father and 
mother, peace remains in the home; where one does not kill, 
does not commit adultery, does not steal, peace remains in 
city and country. Where people do not bear false witness, 
there is peace in and out of court; and where people do not 
covet one another's goods, there is peace among all people. 
But because God saw that men did all his commandments 


He decided to give his Son to restore peace and establish a 
kingdom of peace on earth, which, according to his will, would 
embrace all people and make them all children of peace, a 
kingdom that would continue in heaven for eternity after the 
end of this time and this world. That is why this Saviour was 
called the Prince of Peace in the Old Testament. When he 
was born into this world, the heavenly hosts sang: Peace on 
earth, and his holy apostles agree in the sentence: He is our 
peace. But to all who have come to this peace, that is, also to 
this orthodox synod, he gives the clear, unmistakable 
command: Have peace with all men, for then you further my 
plan which | have with men, then you build my kingdom which 
| have established, then you prove before everyone that you 
live under me and serve me. But to those who will not perform 
this duty, yea, who endure and disturb the peace, he saith 
straightway that they cannot be saved, when he saith, 
"Pursue peace toward every man, and sanctification, without 
which no man shall see the Lord." 

Since there can now be no doubt that with the word, "Be 
at peace with all men," we have been given an exceedingly 
important task, let us now see how we are to fulfill it. It would 
be to misunderstand our text altogether, and to turn it into its 
opposite, if | were to ask the reason, whether mine or that of 
much wiser men than | am, for counsel as to what is involved 
in keeping peace with all men, since God has already spoken 
and indicated that to us also. For the words just before our 
text are, "Think not yourselves wise. Do not repay evil with 
evil. "Be diligent to do honourably to every man." What then 
has divine wisdom done? She gave the word, revealed the 
law and the gospel, and commanded: Preach the gospel to 
every creature. This therefore we ought to preach, teach, and 
observe, for no other purpose than to bring men who are at 
variance with God, and therefore with one another, to the 
acceptance of the reconciliation made through Christ Jesus, 
and thereby to peace. Therefore the prophet already says, 
"Love truth and peace," and thus indicates: God's truth, that 
is, pure doctrine alone can make peace; human prudence 
cannot. We should not repay evil with evil, that is, we should 
not pay for insults and distortions with the same coin. We must 
be respectable to everyone. We must conduct ourselves in 
such a way that even our opponents must concede: These 
opponents are honorable and honest, and we must give them 
credit for that. 

How then, my brethren, have we as a Synod done our 
duty in this matter? We may well say of ourselves to this day: 
We have held fast and testified fully and completely to the 
truth of God. In this we do not boast of ourselves, but of the 
Lord, who has preserved us in this by grace. We may well 
confess: We also seek to prove to everyone in our lives that 
we are seeking peace, but we readily admit that we often fail 
to do so, and that we work at it with ever renewed zeal.

City Mission in St. Louis. For some months now, one of our 
candidates of the previous year, Pastor A. Wagner, has been 
active here in St. Louis as a city missionary. He seeks out 
German families in various parts of the city, and after becoming 
acquainted with them, he assigns them to the nearest 
congregations, and endeavors to bring their children to the 
respective parochial schools and Christian schools. Since he 
does not have the task of gathering new congregations, his field 
of work is the whole large city. He also visits the public city 
hospital and other institutions to take care of the spiritual needs 
of Lutheran inmates. Two fellow believers provide for his 
maintenance from the blessing that God places on their 
business, so that the congregations in whose name the 
missionary is appointed by the standing commission for the city 
mission incur no expenses from this work. Could not something 
similar be done in other large cities where we have a number of 
congregations? A. G. 

Concerning the "new paper" of the General Council we read in 
the "Lutheran Church Journal" among other things the following 
remarks. "It had been intended that this great paper should 
unite the three English papers, ‘Lutheran,’ 'Workman,’ unb 
‘Church Messenger," in one new organ, and raise $10,000 
capital to begin its publication. This plan was certainly beautiful. 
But the Workman will not. The Lutheran, with its 
The Church Messenger is a small monthly paper, costing only 
50 cts. per annum, and its committee wants to enter into the 
association; but the subscribers are hardly willing to pay $2 per 
annum, as they have hitherto paid only 50 cts. per annum. In 
addition to this, Prof. Dr. Jacobs, who had been chosen as 
editor by the General-Concil, has resigned this position. 
Furthermore, the Augustana Synod of the Swedes has already 
protested against the paper and published its own semi- 
monthly paper, while at the Conciliar delegates hastily gave 
their support to the Conciliar organ.

Recent Measures. The time of the new measures, when one 
tried to achieve by means of fear banks and camp meetings and 
revival weeks what one did not trust to the simple preaching of 
the Gospel, is quite over, and the time of the newest measures 
has dawned, since one wants to fill the churches above in the 
nave by setting up cook kitchens and gymnasiums and fencing 
floors and theatrical stages and entertainment evenings below 
on the ground floor, in order thereby to draw especially the 
young people to the church or to keep them in the church. Of 
the successes which one thinks or pretends to have achieved 
by these means, much boasting is already being made back and 
forth, until already no church is to be considered complete which 
is not invested with such new means of grace. Many who at first 
laughed at the latest measures have in the course of time 
already accepted them, and it is certainly not superfluous for us 
to watch and guard in all earnestness lest such mischief find its 
way into our congregations, especially into the cities. It is a 
common occurrence that children would like to have what their 
neighbors’ children have, and feel short-changed and neglected 
if they do not get it. The old simple young men's and maidens' 
clubs, as they are remembered by the fathers and mothers of 
our present young men and maidens, have long since ceased 
to be sufficient for the young people, since among the sects with 
Epworth League and 

The Church has been making such a big thing out 
of the Endeavor Societies and other associations and 
alliances, and there is a push here and there for similar 
formations, and they like to do so by appealing to what those 
over there have, or by using the argument that if we do not offer 
or allow our young people this and that, they will just run here 
and there, and in the end they will even get lost from our Church. 
It is to be feared that, if we are not very careful, the keeping out 
of the newest measures will soon only be possible with heavy 
struggles. But the first way to keep away the unhealthy cravings 
for the new is not to slacken in the use of the old and in the 
enjoyment of it. As long as our churches are well preached and 
catechized, as long as our services and Christian teachings and 
our parochial schools are well attended, we have the surest 
protection against the intrusion of the newest measures, which 
cannot do what they are supposed to do, and are not a sign of 
awakening life and new blossoming in the churches, but a 
symptom of the decay that has already set in and a harbinger of 
the imminent death. A. G. 

The American sectarian churches are poor in knowledge 
largely because the men and women of our day were already 
deprived of thorough Christian instruction in their youth, and 
because they have not had the opportunity to learn the Christian 
faith. 


On the other hand, this is due to the fact that little doctrine has 
been preached in the pulpits of these congregations and little 
doctrine has been dealt with in the church magazines of these 
churches. Thus the members of the congregation have had 
neither in their youth nor in their later years the opportunity and 
instruction to become firmly grounded in Christian doctrine, as 
our congregation members have been nourished and 
strengthened in abundance with Lutheran doctrine, with milk and 
strong food, in congregational schools, confirmation classes, 
Christian teaching, Sunday sermons, weekly sermons and 
church magazines. And as it is a precious thing that the heart 
becomes firm, but the heart becomes firm especially through the 
teaching of the gospel, through the wholesome knowledge of the 
whole counsel of God unto salvation, so we all, preachers and 
hearers, teachers and pupils, old and young, should give hearty 
thanks to God for the great advantage which we orthodox 
Lutheran Christians have by God's grace, and in this matter also 
let it be said to us what the Spirit says to the common people: 
"Hold fast that which thou holdest!" For the fact that in the case of 
the sects it is necessary to think of all kinds of artificial means for 
the preservation of the life of the congregations is due primarily 
to the fact that the proper means have been neglected by 
preachers and hearers, and have largely been put out of use, 
until the congregations were weaned from the pure milk of 
doctrine, and, not being accustomed to strong food, were 
spiritually stunted, as they are largely today. A. G. 


Christian Schools. That the growing American youth enjoys 
less and less the blessing of a Christian school education, 
laments lately also the Christian Intelligencer, and this in the 
consciousness- 
that he is by no means alone in his complaint. He recognizes it 
as a duty of Christian parents to give their children a Christian 
education, while he says of the education as it is given in our 
state schools, among other things: "Although the leaven of a 
glorious past permeates our nation from top to bottom, although 
the recognition of God is part of our Constitution and the laws of 
the various states, the schools in our great centers of population 
have largely come under the control of men who are hostile to 
the old ideals, and thus the positive Christian nerve in the 
education of our children has been torn. Fortunately, the 
Christian conscience seems to be waking up, and here and there 
people who have long overlooked the danger threatening our 
state from this side are being roused to the consciousness of 
their duty." But now, instead of recommending a practicable 
means for the Christian education of Christian children, namely, 
instead of calling for the establishment of Christian parochial 
schools in all Christian congregations, the Intelligencer 
proposes the course which either will never be taken.

Childless churches are becoming the American churches 
more and more, and this is chiefly due to two causes. The first 
is that the American families who make up the churches are 
from year to year more and more consistently childless or 
childless; the second is that the American churches have no 
parochial schools, but only the meager makeshift of Sunday 
schools, whose pupils, when they have finished their lections 
and exercises, are not able to attend them. 


The children, who have made their own schooling, go home with 
their teachers, and leave the church service, as not being 
available to them, to the adults, who have nothing to do with the 
Sunday school. One English paper after another raises a 
lamenting voice over the sad observation that few or no children 
are to be seen in the services of their churches, and not without 
reason the fear is expressed that in the not too distant future 
there will be very few adults in the churches, as a generation of 
churchless men and women will grow out of the churchless 
Sunday-school youth. If one adds to this the fact that even now 
relatively few men belong to the American congregations, since 
the lodges have in part endeavored to replace the church 
membership, the prospects for these congregations are truly 
gloomy enough. A. G. 


The Brotherhood of Andrew in the Episcopal Church took its 
name from the apostle Andrew, of whom it is said in John I, 41 
and 42, that immediately after he became a follower of Jesus, he 
brought his brother Simon to Jesus. The members of this 
association have made it their business to bring, if possible, one 
person each week to a public service or otherwise under the 
sound of the gospel of Christ. This is certainly a laudable 
purpose; however, a brotherhood should not be formed for this 
purpose, but rather every Christian congregation should be a 
true congregation of St. Andrew's, whose members are 
dedicated to the work of inner mission in such a way that they 
help to increase the number of hearers of the Word in the midst 
of outward Christianity, especially from the circle of still 
unchurched acquaintances, so that through the power of the 
Word such hearers may also become doers, true disciples of 
Christ. Especially in the cities there is ample opportunity for such 
missionary work on the part of individual Christians year after 
year, but unfortunately it is usually only sparsely utilized. Let 
each one ask himself how many he has done the service of St. 
Andrew in the course of the past year, and then think at once 
which of his unchurched neighbors or acquaintances he will soon 
make the attempt which he has hitherto omitted. A. G. 


Church and State are duly separated in this country. This 
means, at the same time, that the institutions of the state should 
not be ecclesiastical and that the ecclesiastical institutions 
should be and remain independent of the state; for example, that 
the state schools are not ecclesiastical and the parochial schools 
are not state institutions, where they are established and 
administered according to the principle of separation of church 
and state. It is true that in the area of care for the Indians, a kind 
of amalgamation of state and church activity has taken place, in 
that the Indian schools have been left to various churches, and 
they have been granted remuneration from state funds for the 
work that has thus been saved for the state. This institution, 
however, has in recent years, especially at the instigation of a 
society which calls itself the "National League for the 
Protection of American Institutions" and has existed since 
1889, been more and more discontinued, in that the 
Episcopalians, Presbyterians, Methodists and others have been 
deprived of the state grants for the maintenance of their Indian 
schools. In twenty-five States such grants are forbidden by the 
State Constitution, and the said society is endeavoring to add a 
provision to that effect in a special amendment to the State 
Constitution, just as other American co-operatives, with a total 
membership of over four million citizens, are working for the 
adoption of such an amendment, which, however, in the minds 
of many, would have its point against the

Thus the Scriptures clearly and distinctly distinguish 
Father, Son, and Spirit.

At the baptism of Christ, the Father, 
Son, and Spirit appear at the same time as three different 
persons. And when Christ says, John 14:16, "I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another Comforter," he 
distinguishes from himself, as different persons, both the 
Father and the Holy Spirit.

2:7; of the Son, that he was born, 
Jn. 1:14; and of the Holy Spirit, that he proceeds from the 
Father and the Son, Jn. 15:26. But Scripture never attributes 
the father's witnessing to the son or the Spirit, never the son's 
being born to the father or the Spirit, and never the Spirit's 
proceeding from the father or the son. Now if each person 
has something that does not belong to the other divine 
persons, then the names Father, Son, and Spirit can only 
signify three different persons. 

The Scriptures also just as decisively reject the 


and third persons are God, true God. 

Thus the Father is other than the Son and the Spirit, and 
the Son is other than the Father and the Spirit, and the Spirit 
is other than the Father and the Son, and all three persons 
are God in the same degree. And yet, according to the 
Scriptures, there are not three Gods, but there is One God, 
and there is no other besides Him. Marc. 12, 32. Moses cries 
to his people, "Hear, O Israel, the LORD our God is one 
LORD." Deut. 6, 4. And that man should worship only this 
one God is the noblest commandment in Moses. Marc. 12, 
29. Christ asks for the blessed knowledge of this one and 
only real God for mankind, Joh. 17, 3. And Paul writes 1 Tim. 
2, 5: "There is one God" and again 1 Cor. 8, 4: "There is no 
other God but the one." The right Christian belief of God, 
therefore, is that we honor one united God in three persons, 
and three persons in one Godhead, and do not mix the 
persons together, nor divide the divine essence. The only 
true God is the triune God, for there are three that beget in 
heaven: the Father, the Word, and the Holy Ghost; and these 
three are one. 

Just as clearly and distinctly, and yet as mysteriously and 
incomprehensibly to human reason, as Scripture speaks of 
the persons in God, it also speaks of the divine attributes. It 
wants to give us poor men a faint idea of the greatness, 
perfection, honor, glory, and majesty of our God, a glimmer 
of the light in which God dwells. It wants to drive us to our 
knees, so that we adoringly admire the divine majesty; it 
wants to convince us that it is good to trust in the Lord; it 
wants to make us want to love God with all our heart; it wants 
to kindle in us the desire to possess and enjoy him as our 


abominable heresy of the arch-heretic Arius and his highest good and to see in him alone our blessedness, that 
comrades from ancient and modern times, who teach that this sublime God is gracious to us and lets his face shine for 
only the Father is God in the true sense. us. 
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According to Scripture, God is not a mere power, but a 
personal being with consciousness and will. We can 
communicate with God personally, as with people, and 
enter into a relationship of friendship, and we can pray to 
him. In Scripture, therefore, God is often described as a 
man, for example, as having eyes and ears, hands and feet, 
hearts and mouths. But God does not have a real body, 
composed of flesh and bone, limbs and organs. With our 
five senses, therefore, God cannot be perceived. God is a 
spirit and His nature is invisible. Joh. 4, 24. Rom. 1, 20. To 
God, the invisible, we Christians offer praise, honor and 
worship. 1 Tim. 1, 17. 

And as God is invisible, so is he _ incorruptible, 
unchangeable, and eternal. Ps. 90, 2. 102, 27. 28. The 
things around us come into being, undergo various changes 
and pass away. The ravages of time gnaw at everything. In 
God alone there is no coming into being and passing away, 
no change and no alteration. God was not, and he does not 
become. He is, and he remains as he is. He neither grows 
larger nor smaller, neither richer nor poorer, neither stronger 
nor weaker. He is always the same, yesterday, today, and 
forever. And because God is unchangeable, He is also 
incorruptible and eternal. As he has not become, so he will 
not cease. His years have neither beginning nor end. While 
the things around us form a long chain of coming into being 
and passing away, and one thing is always dependent on 
another, God, who is the same, is dependent on nothing. 
Our God lives in eternal, changeless being. He is Jehovah, 
the l-am-who-l-am. Ex. 3. Blessed are all they that cleave 
unto him: they shall abide for ever. Ps. 102, 29. 

Yes, well to all who trust in God, because the eternal, 
incorruptible is also the almighty. Gen. 17, 1. He is the only 
source of all power and all life. There is nothing that, 
independent of God, is able to do anything of itself, or even 
exists. Compared to the power of God, therefore, all the 
power of the world is not merely small, but nil. God revealed 
and glorified his power in the creation and preservation of 
the world. And nothing in the world can now resist his will, 
in whose service God places his omnipotence. God's ability 
never falls short of his willing. With God no thing is 
impossible. Gen. 18, l4. The greatest desire is just as easy 
for him as the smallest everyday event. What is contrary to 
the course of nature is no more difficult for God than what is 
according to him. The power of his will, which works all 
things in all things, produces both the one and the other. 
Therefore it is easy for our God to hear prayers and to 
deliver his children from the hands of their enemies. Ps. 18, 
3. 

The same comfort is given by the omnipresence of God. 
According to this, God is present in all things, in all places, 
at all times, with his whole being. Ps. 139, 7-10: He is the 
one who fills heaven and earth. Jer. 23:23, 24: By this the 
world stands, because God remains near to it. If God were 
to withdraw from it even for a moment, it would perish. 
Nothing is and can be separate and detached from God. Nor 
can the world be separated from God by a single line. 


God can be divorced. As everything is only through God, so 
everything lives and weaves in God. Apost. 17, 28. God is 
unspeakably near to all things, but especially to his own who 
call upon him in time of need. Ps. 145, 18: The Christian is 
never alone. Even in death the Lord is with him and makes 
him feel his gracious and helpful nearness. Ps. 23, 4: And with 
his church he is unto the end of the world. 

Just as nothing can happen and exist without God's 
power and presence, so nothing can be hidden from him. God 
knows all things. Past, present and future is an open book to 
him. He sees, hears, and feels all things. Even the thoughts 
of the heart are not hidden from him. He sees them from 
serne, from eternity, before we have them in our hearts. Ps. 
139, 1-4. Therefore no sinner and no sin can hide from God. 
Jer. 23, 24. Even the abominations of the night are manifest 
unto him. Night shines like the day, darkness like the light. Ps. 
139, 11. 12. No hypocrite can deceive him. He is the heart's 
proclaimer. Even the cunning plots of Satan against his own 
do not escape him. Nothing can happen to Christians that God 
has not already seen from eternity and so arranged that it 
must serve their best interests. And all his works, creation, 
redemption and sanctification, testify loudly to his great 
wisdom, according to which God plans wonderfully and leads 
out gloriously. Ps. 104, 24. 

But this God, who is wonderful beyond all 
comprehension, is not a God who pleases godless beings. He 
is holy, pure and spotless. Only with a veiled face do the 
cherubim sing their threefold holiness. Is. 6, 3. and as God 
himself is holy, so he also created man holy, that he might 
remain holy and live. Ex. 19, 2. God hates sin, which came 
into the world against his will. All wickedness is an 
abomination to him. His law testifies to this. Not even a rod of 
sin is an abomination to his holy eye. He that doeth evil 
abideth not in the sight of God. Ps. 5, 5: To the wicked he is a 
devouring fire. He searches out sin and repays the 
transgressors according to their wickedness. Jer. 17, 10. God 
is just and does no one wrong, not even when he condemns 
and lets his wrath burn to the lowest hell. All the world must 
confess, "Thou, O LORD, art righteous: but we are ashamed."

| have had the good fortune to talk with members of our 
congregations who stopped at the Pilgrims’ Home on their 
way to Germany about the lack of support for our emigrant 
mission, and as a rule | was answered: Ei, why don't our 
pastors tell us that? If the congregations are urged to give 
for this purpose, they will certainly be glad to do something. 
| would rather not make this remark, because | know how 
much our congregations have to do with themselves and 
how much other far more important works need strong 
support; but our work among the foreigners in this 
cosmopolitan city is also a matter for our congregations, and 
they will certainly not forget the small things above the great 
things when they are told that the little branch of the Pilgrim 
Mission is in urgent need of support. 

The Pilgrims' House has also taken care of the poor 
during the last year as far as its means allowed, and has 
donated 815 meals, 203 overnight accommodations, as well 
as food or a penny for the onward journey, and all this to the 
amount of H363. 32. We restrict ourselves almost 
exclusively to the newly arrived with our support and leave 
the care of the many day thieves and fencing brothers who 
hang around in the vicinity of the pilgrims' house to other 
people. 

The number of letters received was 3015, of those sent 

2592. Our aid stations in Bremen and Hamburg, as a result 
of the tremendous decline in German immigration, did not 
accomplish what they could and should have done. Mr. 
Schmidt in Bremen accommodated 990 guests in his 
Pilgrims' House, received 1195 and sent 1468 letters, 
transported 203 persons to New Pork, 100 to Baltimore and 
arranged 153, 340. 36 Marks of money shipments from and 
to Germany. He also distributed Bibles, calendars, and 
tracts. It is gratifying that the Bremen Pilgrims' House is 
sought out and used by pastors, teachers and church 
members who travel from our circles to Germany via 
Bremen. The good reputation that the house has acquired is 
attracting more and more guests, and our pilgrim mission 
over there and here can only gain from this. 
In Hamburg Mr. Vopel worked for more than a year in the 
exclusive interest of the local Pilgrims' Home. About one and 
a half years ago, the old Committee for Emigrant Missions 
dissolved as a result of Dr. Kreusler's departure. But a new 
one was formed, under the chairmanship of the very elderly 
Mr. V. L. Meyer, who had been active for the welfare of the 
emigrants for decades. Due to a shortage of funds, the 
Committee saw itself obliged to dismiss Mr. Vopel and 
retained only Mr. Pastor Miller. This circumstance caused 
our local committee to hire and pay Mr. Vopel as their 
representative. Even if he did not have his hands full, 
because the German emigration via Hamburg was much 
lower than via Bremen, his work has not been without 
blessing. However, if the flow of German emigration does 
not increase soon and our emigrant mission does not 
receive more financial support than before, then we will 
probably not be able to keep Mr. Vopel in his post for longer 
than this year. 
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which would certainly be regrettable in the interest of our 
pilgrim mission. But we want to leave this matter and 
everything else that concerns the weal and woe of our work 
among the strangers and wanderers in the hands of him who 
has everything in his hands and does everything well. He 
has never done anything wrong in his command; no, what 
he does and lets happen has a good end.

The Christian church is aggressive. 


That the Christian church should always be anxious to 
enlarge the space of its tabernacle and to conquer new 
territory does not mean that it must also continually seek new 
means for its effectiveness. There is for all time but one 
means of extending the kingdom of God on earth. That is the 
gospel of the grace of God in Christ. "Preach the gospel"- 
this and nothing else is the commission and task of the 
Christian church until the last day. And only what is gained 
by the preaching of the gospel is really gain for the Christian 
church. By the Gospel alone are souls brought to faith in their 
Saviour, and thus inserted as living stones into the glorious 
spiritual house of the Christian Church. Those who are won 
by other means than the gospel, and who are induced by all 
kinds of unspiritual practices only to join a Christian church 
outwardly, must sooner or later, if true conversion does not 
take place afterwards, be given up again. Easy come, easy 
go! This is the best case. It can also be worse. The elements 
which have been brought into the outer fellowship of the 
church by unspiritual means may gain the upper hand, and 
then either the church will become worldly or the Christians 
for their part will be forced to leave. To be sure, the Christian 
church, according to the apostle's example, is to become all 
things to all men. But only to bring the gospel to the man. All 
events and measures by which the gospel is pushed aside, 
or even relegated to the background, are of evil. They 
involve an apostasy from the task of the Christian church and 
do not build up the church, but only destroy it. 

So, the gospel shall do it and will do it. Let every individual 
Christian, every congregation, and every synod keep this in 
mind. The individual Christian has the right, aggressive 
manner, which is peculiar to the Christian church, when he 
uses every available opportunity to testify to the gospel in 
the environment into which God has led him. What fruit this 
bears we have before us. We have in almost every 
congregation a number of members who heard the gospel 
through the testimony of their Christian friends or relatives, 
and were thus led into the fellowship of the Christian church. 
The local Christian church has the right aggressive nature 
about it when it is constantly striving to fill its own territory, 
which it already holds, and also its immediate surroundings 
more and more with the gospel. This should be a constant 
subject of discussion in the congregational meetings. The

The free federation of a number of local churches has the 
right aggressive nature when it sees its real task in the 
preservation and spread of the preaching of the gospel. All 
the counsels which it cultivates, all the institutions which it 
makes, all the ordinances which it establishes, have but one 
end - they are to serve the gospel, the only means of the 
church tree. Because, by God's grace, we have come to 
know a little of this purpose of a synod, we have hitherto 
endeavored, as a synod, to found and maintain institutions 
of learning, in which able teachers and preachers of the pure 
gospel are prepared. God grant grace that we may not 
decrease but increase in respect to this kind.

t Friedrich Peter Erdmann. ft 


It has pleased the Lord above life and death to call away 
from the contending to the triumphant church his faithful 
servant and long-time servant, the former Pastor Friedrich 
Peter Erdmann. The same was born on January 31, 1828 in 
Jhmeterbach, Iserlohn, Prussia. He lost his father in his early 
youth through death and was taken in and cared for by his 
grandfather and aunt. They also had him taught and 
confirmed. He was prepared for his first communion by the 
Superintendent Ludwig Josephson, later in Késlin and Barth 
in Pomerania. The deceased once told the undersigned that 
he had received very blessed confirmation lessons from his 
pastor. For in these lessons, by the grace of God, he awoke 
from his sleep of sin and came to the knowledge of his Savior 
and Savior of salvation. At the age of 20, in 1848, he 
emigrated to America. He first settled in Vincennes, Ind. On 
October 27 of the same year he married Henriette Sophie 
Rinsch there. In the first time 


he supported himself and his family by colportage, selling 
Christian books. Thus he also came on these journeys to 
Mount Carmel, Ill. 


In 1852 he became acquainted with a pastor from the 
General Synod, named C. Kuhl, who was then in Quincy, Ill. 
Pastor Kuehl was fond of Erdmann, and also recognized his 
excellent gifts, and therefore sought to induce him to prepare 
himself for the sacred office of preaching. Our country was 
poor in faithful preachers at that time. Already in the 
following year 1853 Erdmann was then employed by the 
Lutheran Illinois Synod of that time, first temporarily, by 
licensing, but then finally by ordination as a preacher and 
received by it. In that year 1853 he also accepted the call of 
Trinity Lutheran congregation at Horse Prairie, Randolph 
Co, Ill. That the departed could only gradually come to a 
clear understanding of the pure Lutheran doctrine of the 
Scriptures under these circumstances is clear from the 
circumstances, for otherwise he would not have been able 
to endure the General Synod of that time. However, he put 
himself to diligent study of good books and writings, 
especially our Lutheran confessional writings, and thus 
gradually accumulated a rich treasure of good knowledge of 
the Scriptures. 


and pastoral knowledge. Soon he also recognized the un- 
Lutheran teaching and practice of the General Synod and 
was no longer comfortable in this community; indeed, he 
could no longer remain in it for conscience’ sake. (See 
Minutes of the Last Meeting of the Lutheran Synod of Illinois, 
page 12.) 

The consequence of this was that he, with another 
number of like-minded preachers, resigned from the 
association of the General Synod. This happened in the year 
1867 at Mount Pulaski, Logan (50., The part which had left 
immediately reorganized itself as the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of Illinois and other states, on the following doctrinal 
basis: "That they acknowledge the canonical writings of the 
Old and New Testaments as the sole and infallible guide of 
Christian faith and life, and further that they confess without 
any reservation the entire symbolical books of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church, because they are in perfect 
harmony with the Holy Scriptures, and likewise reject all that 
they reject. (See Minutes of the First Meeting of the Lutheran 
Synod of Illinois and Other States, page 1.) 

He also held various offices in this synod conscientiously, 
with much diligence and faithfulness. He enjoyed such trust 
within this synod that he was elected its president seven 
years in a row. He gladly served the synod and its members 
with counsel and action. He also served his congregation 
with equal diligence and great loyalty. He had a pleasant 
manner and a gift for governing, and with particular With 
special skill and pastoral wisdom he also knew how to lead 
the congregation in difficult circumstances. He was gifted by: 
He was gifted by the Lord of the Church and equipped with 
an important preaching gift. He did not preach in high- 
sounding, hollow phrases and empty’ words 
incomprehensible to the people, but popular and 
understandable to everyone. His way of preaching was quite 
instructive, sweet and appealing. He was also very 
conscientious in pastoral care and faithfully took care of the 
healthy and the sick, the great and the small. In addition to 
his preaching ministry, he also served for many years in the 
school. Thus he served this congregation as a true shepherd 
of souls for more than forty years. 

Physically he was strong and enjoyed good health, 
except in the last years, where an asthma condition caused 
him much discomfort. He lived quite happily in his family, and 
was able to forget the worries and burdens of his office for a 
short time. He himself was of a cheerful nature and had a 
lively temperament. 

God blessed his marriage with 9 children, 4 sons and 5 
daughters; but 2 sons and 2 daughters preceded him by 
death into eternity. He saw his still living children all happily 
married. So then the dear husband, father and grandfather 
mourned the now lonely widow, 2 sons, 3 daughters, 3 sons- 
in-law, 2 daughters-in-law and 25 grandsons and 
granddaughters. 

He resigned from his office in the congregation in July 
1894, because he had become decrepit and ill at an early 
age due to all the work. The asthma, his constant companion 
in the last years, combined with a terrible cough, increased 
and his strength was broken. Since Christmas

Of the counsels of God. 


The previous treatise spoke of God's nature and attributes, 
and showed who and how God is from eternity to eternity, and 
what we can and should therefore make of him. When we now 
begin to speak of God's works and to show from God's Word 
what God has done or is doing, the light of revelation first 
shines into eternity before this world and time and shows us 
the holy Trinity as the eternal wisdom and goodness active in 
wonderful counsels. And there are three great councils of 
God, of which the Holy Scriptures tell us, namely, the council 
of creation, the council of redemption, and the council of 
election. 

Just as a master builder who plans to build a great 
structure not only decides in general to build it, but also draws 
up a plan for its execution, in which all the individual parts of 
the structure are provided for and arranged, so also God from 
eternity, before he created this building of the world, held 
counsel with himself and decided in such a council of creation 
what he wanted to create and how he wanted to arrange 
everything for his purposes in the best possible way. As God 
"is conscious of all his works from the world, that is, from 
eternity," Acts 15:18. 15:18, so also the work of creation. The 
Psalmist says Ps. 104, 24. "O Lord, how are thy works so 
great and many; thou hast wisely ordered them all." Now 
God's wisdom is that attribute according to which he sets and 
works the right means and ways for the right ends. If, then, 
God has wisely ordered all his works, first of all the works of 
creation, he has conceived a plan for these works that 
extends over all parts of his creation and has decided in 
himself what each of his creatures should do and how it 
should be arranged and equipped to fulfill this purpose. This 
is also proved by the whole of Creation, which is evidently laid 
out and executed according to a uniform plan with such 
marvellous purposefulness that even today, after thousands 
of years of investigation 
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St. Louis, Mo. February 25, 1896. 


The first thing that | want to say is that the most important 
thing in the world is that we are all the same. Thus the whole 
plant kingdom and the whole animal kingdom, with all their 
immense diversity, are laid out and executed according to a 
uniform plan, through which the same basic ideas, which 
can be followed throughout, always run. And like his 
wisdom, he also consulted his goodness in his eternal plan 
of creation, as the Psalm says: "He who made the heavens 
orderly, that is, wisely, for his goodness endures forever. 
Who hath spread the earth upon the face of the waters: for 
his lovingkindness endureth for ever. Who hath made great 
lights; for his goodness endureth for ever: to set the sun 
before the day; for his goodness endureth for ever: to set the 
moon and the stars before the night; for his goodness 
endureth for ever." Ps. 136, 5-9. - But in this counsel of 
creation is at the same time included that which belongs to 
the preservation and government of the universe and all 
creatures. Not only did God, according to His counsel, 
"make the Wett, and all that is therein," nor did He only 
create the first pair of men according to His counsel, but He 
also "made of one blood of all men generations to dwell 
upon the face of the whole earth, and hath appointed a 
purpose beforehand, how long and how hard they should 
dwell." Apost. 17, 24. 26. So also according to his eternal 
counsel, according to which he has wisely ordered all things, 
the earth is full of his goods, Ps. 104, 24. just as his creative 
power still continues to carry out and maintain his eternal 
creative thoughts in the work. 

The second eternal plan of God, of which the Scriptures tell 
us, was the plan of redemption, according to which God had 
planned from eternity to redeem the whole human race, 
whose fall and sinful destruction he had not decided upon, 
but foresaw, in the fullness of time through the Son, revealed 
in the flesh, from all its sins and their guilt and punishment, 
and to restore to it its lost blessedness. Of this St. Peter 
writes: "Know ye that ye are not redeemed with corruptible 
silver or gold from your vain walk after the manner of your 
fathers, but with the precious 
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Blood of Christ, as of an innocent and undefiled Lamb, which 
indeed was given before the foundation of the world." 1 Petr. 
1, 18-20. and Apost. 2, 23. Peter says to the Jews concerning 
Jesus crucified: "The same, after he was yielded up by the 
counsel and providence of God, ye took by the hands of the 
unrighteous, and hanged him, and slew him." Similarly the 
apostles say Cap. 4, 27. 28. "Verily they have gathered 
themselves together against thy holy child Jehovah ... To do 
those things which thy hand and thy counsel purposed 
beforehand to be done." There we hear that what happened 
there on Golgotha in the fullness of time was planned, 
provided for, and decided upon before the foundation of the 
world. This was the counsel of love, of which it is said in John 
3:16, "God so loved the race, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life." This counsel of salvation included this, 
that God would open the way of salvation for all men, and 
establish and work the means by which all lost sinners might 
and should be brought into the kingdom of heaven, which was 
to be purchased for all; as the aged Simeon also saith, "Mine 
eyes have seen thy Saviour, whom thou hast prepared before 
all nations, a light to lighten the Gentiles, and for the praise 
of thy people Israel." Luc. 2, 30-32.

The Christian church is aggressive. 


If the world wants to do a thing with special emphasis, it 
forms associations. As is well known, we live in a time rich 
in associations, and this increased formation of 
associations is regarded as a sign of the great stir- 


It is, of course, easier to gather individual zealous 
Christians from the local congregation into special 
associations and to work with them than to lead the whole 
congregation to right Christian activity and to maintain it. But 
the weak and lax members of the congregation have a right 
to have the pastor and their stronger brethren take care of 
them in love with patient instruction, hearty exhortation and 
encouragement, so that they may also do their Christian duty 
and become rich in Christian virtues and good works. 

It only works for a time, and apparently better in the 
church, if you break up the Christian congregation into all 
sorts of human associations. The church is, as | said, divine 
order. Within this order God wants to give his blessing and 
build his kingdom. Anything that restricts the activity of the 
congregation as commanded by God is bound to ruin the 
congregation and the church, just as it has always proved 
ruinous to replace God's order with the order of men. 

In short, if we want to be properly aggressive in the spread 
of the Kingdom of God, according to the nature of the 
Christian Church, we must seek to awaken and cultivate the 
faith and love of the local Christian community and beware 
of the new measures of the sects, which want to replace the 
local Christian community with all kinds of "ecclesiastical 
associations”. This is more forgivable with the sects in that 
they usually do not know what a local Christian congregation 
is. We Lutherans, by God's grace, recognize the glory and 
importance of the local church in comparison to all human 
associations. Let us act in accordance with this recognition!

Our emigrant mission to Baltimore in 1895. 


Although | did not have as much to do in the last year as 
in the previous year, the good Lord can also shower the little 
with his blessings. 

| have made the experience that | can achieve the most 
with the immigrants by distributing our writings. That is why | 
am not scanty about it. | have met passengers who brought 
the writings | am distributing here with them from Germany. 
Friends of mine who had received the writings from me on 
their arrival here in Baltimore have sent them to Germany 
and written that they should only turn to the man who 
distributes these writings, who would give them good advice 
if they so wished. | once asked the interpreter who travels 
with the emigrant train as far as Chicago and who is also 
friendly to our cause, whether the passengers on the train 
also read the writings that are given to them? He told me: 
"Most of them take our calendar out of their hand luggage, 
where they had put it in a hurry, and read it diligently. So we 
may hope that by reading good writings sometimes a grain 
of good soil will be filled. But | have also been asked by 
naughty boys: Well, what have they got to give away? 


Novellas or something? In general, | have noticed more such 
cheeky fellows in the last year than before. Such people often 
soon sow their wild oats when things go badly for them here. 

In the last year the number of German immigrants has 
decreased, but the number of Russians, Hungarians and 
Austrians has increased. Among the Germans were many 
young people and fewer families. Most of them had a clue as 
to where they wanted to find happiness; others, however, 
come here without any goal in mind, thinking that if they are 
here only once, they will be helped. Such people sometimes 
have to go through sad experiences and, if they have no 
money or do not make friends, are sent back again. | have 
succeeded in finding work for some of these poor people, 
although it is difficult in these depressed times. | was also 
able to help those who were in physical need and did not 
even have food to continue their journey. A little girl of about 
ten years of age, who was traveling alone and had been 
recommended to me by the inspector, offered me payment 
for my assistance and, since | naturally refused, forced me to 
take a souvenir from the small things she carried in her purse. 

This year, I've seen a number of sad cases... 


One of my passengers died on the voyage and was 
lowered into a watery grave; a family lost two children on the 
voyage, who were also lowered into the deep sea. | also had 
several times among my puffagiers those who were detained 
by the authorities. Among them were two girls who had to 
wait for their fiancées to be married here. In one case | had 
my dearest trouble until | could induce the bridegroom to 
come here from the west, because an advocate, who did not 
know the laws, advised him not to come. If | had not received 
a dispatch from the bridegroom the evening before the 
departure of the ship that he was on his way, the poor girl 
would have been sent back to Bremen the next day. So one 
is offered opportunities in many ways where one can be 
helpful to one's fellow man. 

In 1895 there landed here at Baltimore 10, 616 
passengers, against 7809 in 1894, from 20 different 
countries and nations. Of these, 3737 were Germans, 
against 5126 in 1894, 2751 Russians, 1261 Austrians, 1106

The dechurching of American youth also comes to light in a 
report in which the number of church members is compared with 
the number of unchurched students in a number of American 
colleges. There we find the following data: In the old prestigious 


Harvard University, out of 2500 students, only 800 belong to 
a church; in Brown University, with 890 students, only 225 


belong to a church; among the 780 students of Wellesly, 400 are 
church members; in the Massachusetts Institute of 


Technology iN Boston, out of 1200 students, only 500 are 
church members; and in Boston University, where things are 
best in this respect, out of 350 students in the College of 
Liberal Arts, 250 belong to any church. Instead of being 


appalled at this, the reporter of the "Christian Intelligencer," 


where he reports that among the 2500 students at Harvard only 
800 are churched, says: "This is a larger fraction than might have 
been expected." If this continues, we shall find plenty to do in the 
field of heathen mission among educated Americans. A. G.

§35,000, that of the Archbishop of Winchester §31,000, that of 
the Archbishops of Bath, Ely, Gloucester, Oxford, Salisbury, and 
Worcester about $25,000 each, that of most of the other bishops 
about §21,000.

The biblical history of the Old Testament. Brief interpretation of the 
Old Testament history books.

When we present this work, which has just been published in a 
fine edition, we do so in the firm conviction that through its publication 
a great and highly esteemed service has been rendered to all 
"Lutheran" readers. The author is known throughout our Synod and 
beyond its borders as a masterful interpreter of Scripture, and in this 
book he now offers a mature fruit of his many years of study of the 
Word of God in general and the Old Testament in particular. It 
comprises six sections (The beginnings of the human race. The 
History of the Archfathers. Exodus of Israel from Egypt and 
wandering in the desert. The time of Joshua and the judges. The 
history of the kings of Israel. The time during and after the Babylonian 
captivity.) and 460 individual observations the whole history of Israel 
from the creation of the world to Christ, since in an appendix also the 
struggles of the Maccabees are described. We recommend this work 
to all pastors. It will serve them well in their study of the historical 
writings of the Old Covenant. We especially recommend it to all 
teachers. In preparing them for the teaching of Biblical history, it will 
call their attention to those very points which deserve special 
attention in the lessons, and will save them from merely haphazard 
and arbitrary applications. We recommend it to all Christians in 
general. It is intended to introduce them to the Scriptures and to show 
them in detail how all that is written is written for our instruction, 
punishment, admonition, and consolation, and how especially the 
history of Israel has been made an example for us. For this reason, 
the brief, but in a few words very meaningful explanation is always 
connected with the application to us, to our time and circumstances, 
which results from the text and from related scriptural passages. 
Each reflection usually covers one page, the biblical passage to be 
read beforehand, which on average covers half a chapter or a whole 
chapter, is mentioned each time, so that the book is also excellently 
suited for home devotions, as it has also emerged from morning 
devotions held by the author in the local seminary. May our dear 
readers then have this truly delicious book warmly recommended to 
them for purchase and diligent use, so that through it they may draw 
much blessing from the living Word of God, which abides forever!

When he speaks, it is done; when 
he gives, it is written," Ps. 33:6, 9. And as there was nothing 
before the beginning but the eternal God, who is without 
beginning, so this God also needed nothing; he was blessed 
in himself, 1 Tim. 1:11, 6, 15. He could have remained 
eternally as he was, without any competition; for his 
blessedness he did not first need to create anything else. If 
he decided to create everything that is in heaven and on 
earth, visible and invisible, both thrones and dominions, 
principalities and authorities, Col. 1, 16, it was done according 
to the good pleasure of his will, according to the riches of his 
love, for the praise of his majesty and glory. 

This praise was already offered to God on the morning of 
creation by the most distinguished of God's invisible 
creatures. Before men and animals, even before the sun, 
moon, and stars were created and proclaimed the glory of 
God, other stars, the chosen children of God, were already 
praising God.

The different orders among the angels, the thrones and 
dominions, the principalities and authorities, the powers and 
the forces, the angels and the angelic princes, the 
archangels, Col. 1, 16.

Thus they execute the judgments of the 
Lord, the righteous Judge, upon ungodly men, especially 
lupon the enemies and persecutors of His word and His 
church, 2 Kings 19:35, Acts 12:23. 12, 23. But above all they 
lare ministering spirits, sent forth to minister for the sake of 
those who are to inherit blessedness, Ebr. 1, 14. To such 
service they hasten like the winds, Ps. 104, 4. What 
numerous and lovely, faith-strengthening and comforting 
examples of angels’ protection and help are reported in the 
Holy Scriptures! Every baptized Christian child has his angel 
who takes him into his care, Matth. 18, 10. Around every one 
who fears the Lord, the angel of the Lord camps and helps 
lhim out, Ps. 34, 8. The servants of the Most High are helpful 
ito the children of the earth on the way to salvation, Acts 8, 26. 
8, 26, and put obstacles in the way that leads to damnation, 
Deut. 22, 31. They protect the church against the power of its 
enemies, and are themselves present in the meetings of 
Christians, 1 Cor. 11, 10, and rejoice when a sinner is brought 
ito repentance by the word preached there, Luc. 15, 10. They 
hold their protecting hand over Christian schools and families, 
preachers and missionaries are under their protection. 


their protection; yea, every Christian may take comfort in all 
the right ways of their companionship and fellowship, Ps.

Finally, a few words about the means by which individual 
Christians and Christian congregations are brought to 
zealous activity with regard to the spread of the kingdom of 
God and are maintained in this activity. 

There is no other remedy in the world than to stop with 
evangelical exhortation. "| exhort you by the mercies of 
God," writes St. Paul Rom. 12:1, "that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God." This 
exhortation has quite a powerful effect on Christians! When 
Christians are reminded of the mercy that has been shown 
to them in Christ, it goes to their hearts, and indifference, 
displeasure, etc. disappear. By the remembrance of the 
mercy of God every heart is moved that has experienced 
the mercy of God. Dr. Walther remarks, from his rich 
experience, that with the right evangelical exhortation one 
can accomplish among Christians, "so to speak, everything. 
"*) And Luther says, "that before such fire of heavenly love 
and grace," namely, when one speaks of God's mercy in 
Christ, hearts "melt and melt." If we still find among us and 
in our midst much indifference and sloth in regard to the 
spread of the kingdom of God, one cause of this lack is 
surely to be found in the fact that evangelical exhortation is 
not yet so widespread among us as it should be. Where 
there is much evangelical exhortation, the beautiful fruits of 
spiritual virtue and good works sprout sweetly. Where, on 
the other hand, exhortation is lacking, the spiritual fruits of 
Christians remain stuck in the ground. Luther writes: "Even 
those who gladly hear God's word and value it, and who are 


intent on living by it, still need daily exhortation and 
stimulation. 


*) Pastoral, p. 86. 


So strong and tough is the old skin of the sinful flesh, and so 
powerful and mischievous is the wicked devil.... Therefore 
the ministry of preaching in the church is necessary, not only 
for those who are ignorant, whom one should teach, but also 
for those who know well how they should believe and live, to 
awaken and admonish them, so that they may daily resist, 
and not become slothful or weary and tired in the battle they 
must have on earth with the devil, their own flesh, and all 
vices. Therefore St. Paul also urges such exhortation so 
diligently on his Christians, that it seems as if he were doing 
too much for him, that he is everywhere so vehemently 
inculcating such things in them, just as if they were so 
ignorant that they did not know it themselves, or so careless 
and forgetful that they would not do it unbidden and 
undeliberated. But he knoweth also, that though Christians 
have begun to believe, and are in the state wherein the fruit 
of faith is to be evidenced, yet it is not so soon done nor 
perfected; that it is not lawful here to say and think, Yea, it is 
enough that the doctrine is given; therefore, where the Spirit 
and faith is, the fruits and good works shall follow of 
themselves. ... | think that if one were to be silent for a year 


in preaching and exhorting, we would become worse, 
because there are no Gentiles." 

So let us not fail to be diligent in our evangelical 
exhortation. Let our Christians not forget to speak of the 
kingdom of God among themselves, to remind one another 
of the grace that has been extended to them, and to awaken 
in one another holy enthusiasm for the glorious work of God's 
church here on earth. We preachers, according to the 
apostle, are to exhort publicly and specially, as with all 
diligence and patience, so also with great boldness and 
confidence, certain that the exhortation "through mercy" will 
go to the heart and bear fruit. Thus, by God's grace, the 
Church will be rightly aggressive with us, to God's glory and 
many souls' salvation.

O head full of blood and wounds. 


The holy season of Passion is upon us, and so it will be 
again in a thousand and one thousand churches: 
O head full of blood and wounds, Full of pain and 
full of scorn! O head bound in mockery with a 
crown of thorns! 
O head, usually beautifully adorned with the 
highest honour and adornment, but now highly 
disgraced, Hail to thee! 
Already a friend of the poet of this passion song called it "the 
alpha of beautiful passion songs” and another called it the 
"crown" of them. In general, the song belongs to the most 
valuable pearls in the so rich song treasure of the Lutheran 
Church. No wonder, therefore, that it has been translated into 
other languages. Thus, even the Lutheran Church, which had 
been planted among the pagan tamuls of East India by the 
goat bellows, caught it early on in its own language. And so 
it has also been translated into English and 


especially through an excellent translation by Dr. James W 
Alexander, has become one of the most popular passion 
songs among Americans of English tongue. It begins in the 
aforementioned translation: 


O sacred head now wounded, With grief and 
shame weighed down. 


Let us therefore take a closer look at this song and heal 
something of its origin, its content and its melody, but also of 
its power and effect. 


I. 

The origin of the song is indicated by the note added to it 
in our hymnal: "Paul Gerhardt, 1659. (After the 7th Latin 
Passion Salve of St. Bernard.)". This St. Bernard, born in 
1091 at Fontaines in Burgundy and descended from a noble 
knightly family, was abbot of the Cistercian monastery he 
founded in 1115 at Clairvaux (pronounced Clarwo) in 
Burgundy, where he also died in 1153. He was one of the 
noblest and most important men of his time - the time in which 
the antichristic Pabstism had reached its peak. Dr. Luther 
commemorates him now and then in his writings. It is true that 
he was a promoter of monasticism, of the veneration of Mary 
and of the authority of the Pabst, but these errors, however 
atrocious, are to be counted as sins of weakness in his case; 
For the fact that he nevertheless lived and died in the true 
faith is evidenced by the fact that he "preaches Christ most 
lovingly among all scribes" and that, when he died, he threw 
aside all his monasticism and his other holy life and took| 
comfort only in the merit of Christ. In an interpretation of the 
Ten Commandments from the 19th and 20th chapters of the 
2nd Book of Moses, we find, among other things, the following 
judgment of Luther on St. Bernard: "If ever there was a pious 
monk, it was St. Bernard. ... | hold St. Bernard higher than all 
the monks and clergy on earth; | have neither heard nor read 
his like." 

Now, this man is also the poet of a number of spiritual 
hymns in Latin full of deep feeling and holy, fiery love. Partly 
through translation, partly through more or less free imitation, 
several of these hymns have become the property of the 
Lutheran Church and from there have also passed into the 
Reformed Church. Thus, for example, his praise of the name 


Jesu: "Jesus dulcis memorial" through Martin Méller's 


translation: "O JEsu stB, wer dein gedenkt" (St. Louis Hymnal 
No. 258). Above all, however, his most important poem, his 
"Passionssalve"-a gift which we owe, along with many other 
songs, to Paul Gerhardt, the most important songwriter of our 
church after Luther. This "Passion Salve" (in German: 
Passionsgruf3) consists of a series of songs as greetings to 
the seven holy limbs of the Crucified. Germanized by Paul 
Gerhardt in a free imitation, they appeared in 1662 in the 
"Spiritual Devotions” published by Tonmeister Ebeling under 
the common title: "Passion Salve of St. Bernhard to the Limbs 
of the Lord Jesus", and their sequence is this: 

1. To the feet: "Hail a thousand times.” (St. Louis 

Hymnal No. 91.) 
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2. at the knees: "Hail, my crown." 

3. To the hands: "Hail, good hands." 

Four. To the side, "| salute thee, most pious man." 

5. to the breast, "Hail, O God, my salvation." 

6. To the heart: "O heart of the King of all the earth." 

7. To the head: "O head full of blood and wounds." 
Of these Gerhardtian adaptations of Bernhard's "Passion 
Salve" Victor Strauss says: "These adaptations are more 
than mere successful translations from one language into 
another. Gerhardt loses himself with Bernhard in the sight of 
the Crucified, accepts this eternal salvation and good from 
him in blessed humility, and in turn offers himself to him in 
fiery love and gratitude, seeing the suffering Redeemer with 
the most vivid vision before him." 

By the way, the seventh poem, the greeting to the "head 
full of blood and wounds," is already found in Dr. H. Muller's 
"Geistliche Seelenmusik. Rostock 1659". Perhaps Gerhardt 
made the beginning with it. In any case, it is the most 
successful of these reproductions. 

Let us turn to the content of the incomparably beautiful 
song. 

Standing in spirit under the cross, the poet began his 
greeting at the feet of the Lord Jesus. Finally, his gaze rests 
on the head of the Savior. In verses 1-3, he gazes with pain 
at the pitiful image that appears to him here. This sight moves 
him to confess his own guilt and well-deserved wrath, as well 
as to plead for his Saviour's mercy, mindful of the previous 
manifestations of the same. V. 4 and 5: Trusting in such 
grace, he then makes a vow of faithfulness unto death. V. 6 
and 7: The poet concludes with thanksgiving for the pain of 
Jesus' death in our place, and with a heartfelt plea for a 
blessed end, and that therefore the Crucified One would not 
leave him in his last hour, but would rather appear to him in 
the image of his cross for the last time of faith. V. 8-10. In the 
closing words, "He who dies thus dies well," the poet may 
well have thought of Luther's words at the death of his 
Magdalen, since he exclaimed, among other things, "O, he 
who dies thus dies well!" Aptly a connoisseur (Bunsen) gives 
the content thus: "The believer places himself in spirit under 
the cross of the suffering Redeemer, and he is seized with 
the feeling of a twofold personal relation to him at this most 
depressing and most elevating sight in the history of the 
world; He recognizes and feels himself guilty of the human 
sin that brought the Savior to the cross, but he is also 
partaker of the grace that flowed from the eternal sacrifice of 
Christ for the whole world; he feels that under the cross is 
the right place for Christians, and he asks for the grace to 
remain in the contemplation of this sight, especially at its end 
in his own agony." 

That this Passion Song has been given a melody that is 
just as wonderful and moving - who needed to be told that! 
And yet it is not the song's own melody. This is shown by 
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The words that are written above the song in almost every 
hymnal: "Mel. Herzlich thut mich verlangen." These are the 
opening words of the beautiful death song by Christoph 
Knoll: "Herzlich thut mich verlangen nach einem selgen 
End," and it appears with this melody and in five-part 
harmony in a Gérlitz collection from 1613. But even this 
death song is not its own melody; for it is already found in a 
collection of secular songs by the Nuremberg composer Leo 
HaBler from 1601, with the same five-part setting, but as the 
melody of a chaste love song that begins with the words: 
"Mein G'mith ist ganz verwirret." From this it can be 
assumed that the setting is by HaBler - but whether also the 
melody? From time to time, the composer of one or another 
of the older hymns has also been mistaken for the inventor 
of the melody. And of most melodies of the old German folk 
song K. Bormann sings rightly: 


Who invented them, the wise, Was never known 
to any, They grew like flowers And passed from 
hand to hand. 


But this remark about the origin of the melody of our Passion 
Song, which is written down more in consideration of the 
pastors and teachers, may be taken into account by one or 
the other reader. Enough, that Gérlitz collection of 1613, as 
v. Tucher notes, deserves the merit of having introduced the 
incomparable melody into the service of the church, and we 
want to thank God that it was borrowed from the beginning 
for our Passion hymn from that death hymn, because like 
the latter, it also fits that hymn like a glove and has now 
grown together with it in such a way that it would not disturb 
the devotion of the congregation a little if, for example, for 
example, as has already happened, if the Passion hymn 
were to be sung to the lively, fresh melody of the morning 
hymn, "Ich dank dir, lieber HErre” ("I thank you, dear Lord"). 
It should also be noted for some readers with an 
understanding of music that the great organ master Joh. 
Seb. Bach, in his Passion Music according to St. Matthew, 
which was performed for the first time in 1729, based the 
2nd, 5th, 6th and 9th verses of our Passion Song on this 
melody, which he wove in four times in the Jonic key and the 
fifth time in the Phrygian key.

t Pastor F. Z. Th. Jungck. t 


F. J. Th. Jungck was born at Minchweiler, Rhenish Bavaria, 
in the year 1821. When he was nine years old he came to 
America with his parents. After he had already reached the 
age of thirty-one, he came to the decision to prepare himself 
for the ministry of holy preaching at our practical seminary, 
then still in Fort Wayne. When he could be recommended 
for appointment to the pastorate, he served a short time as 
assistant preacher to the now blessed Rev. A. Lehmann at 
Eisleben, Scott Co, Mo. Here he was united in marriage to 
Francisca Sterzinger, with whom he lived in happy wedlock 
for forty years. There were given him nine children, three of 
whom have already preceded him to eternity. During his life 
our dear Jungck 


He has often had to resort to the walking stick in his ministry. 
He has labored in Ohio, Indiana, in two different places in 
Illinois, and has faithfully used the gifts given him. In 1871 he 
again accepted a calling to Missouri, namely, Jackson. After 
a few years, however, he was so broken in body by sickness 
that he had to resign his office. He removed to Kansas, near 
Palmer, where he bought some land, which his sons 
cultivated. Here he found thirteen Lutheran families who had 
long longed for a pastor of their own, and as his physical 
condition gradually improved somewhat, those thirteen 
families appointed him their pastor. For six years he served 
this congregation, which grew so strong through the influx of 
fellow believers that it divided into two congregations, each 
of which appointed its own pastor. Now Papa Jungck set out 
from Palmer to visit the Germans at Chepstow and Winklers 
Mills, whom he also gathered into congregations. Then, eight 
years ago, a heavy cross struck him; he was moved by the 
blow, and though he recovered somewhat, his memory 
gradually faded, and he could speak but little and softly. In 
this suffering his only comfort was the word of his God, which 
he heard diligently in church and had read to him at home. 
Two years ago he went to live with his youngest son in Linn, 
Kansas, and here his Saviour, after another severe illness, 
took him home November 2, 1895. On November 4 his body 
was buried in the ground; a large funeral cortege had 
assembled. Six pastors from the neighborhood were 
present. Mr. Pastor E. Wendt held the funeral oration over 
Luc.

America. 

For the twelfth time the Statistical Year Book of our Synod 
leaves the press in the next few days. A comparison of last 
year's figures with those of 1884 shows quite clearly how the 
Lord has blessed us so abundantly during the last twelve years, 
and the space of our lodge has grown wide. The number of 
pastors has increased from 803 to 1346, of congregations 
belonging to the Synod from 568 to 1015, of congregations not 
yet belonging to the Synod, but served by our pastors, from 630 
to 882, of missionary and preaching places from 485 to 617, of 
souls from 348, 182 to 650, 107, of communicants from 197, 284 
to 370, 246, of those able to vote from 57, 136 to 91, 465, of the 
parochial schools from 897 to 1469, of the teachers from 573 to 
762 (besides whom at present 801 pastors still hold school), of 
the school children from 62, 772 to 86, 461, of the baptized from 
29, 879 to 36, 693, of the confirmed from 12,055 to 17, 907, of 
the communicated from 389, 247 to 650,054, of the copulirten 
from 6862 to 8007, of the buried from 9139 to 12, 109. - Against 
the figures of the preceding year, too, there has been an 
increase almost throughout; the number of active pastors has 
increased by 70, of congregations belonging to the Synod by 36, 
of congregations not yet belonging to the Synod by 35, of souls 
by 22, 418, of communicants by 13,060, of voters by 2710, of 
parochial schools by 44, of teachers by 37, of pastors holding 
school by 18, of schoolchildren by 782, of confirmed by 677, of 
communicants by 6197, of copulants by 284, of buried by 541. 
Decreased 
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The latter can be explained by the fact that many preaching 
stations were organized as congregations in the past year; also, 
a typographical error (15 instead of 1) crept into this section in 
the last yearbook. 55 church buildings, 4 more than in the 
previous year, were consecrated. In the 7 synodal and 3 district 
and private institutions, 1146 persons are studying, taught by 56 
teachers, 161 less than in the previous year. The number of 
charitable institutions (orphanages, old people's homes, 
hospitals, deaf and dumb institution), 17, remained the same, 
and the income for these institutions amounted to tz43, 751. 70, 
that is, tz10. 656. 65 less than in the preceding year. On the 
other hand, all the other funds have recorded a not insignificant 
increase in income. The income of the synodal treasury 
increased by tz2498. 93 to tz15, 840. 85, the building fund by 
H1335. 36 to tz33, 817. 49, the benevolent fund by tz5378.00 to 
tz40, 904.00, the teaching fund by tz1191. 12 to tz33, 954. 16, 
the Inner Mission Fund by tz545. 58 to tz48,011.04, the Outer 
Mission Fund by K1259. 16 to K21, 750.07, the Emigrant 
Mission Fund by tz21. 60 to K704. 62, so that the total sum of 
money received for extra-congregational purposes appears as 
tz238, 733. 93, tz21, 573. 10 more than in the preceding year. - 
These, of course, are only some of the principal figures. In 
regard to the individual Parochial Reports, Presidential Reports, 
Missionary Reports, Institutional Reports, and other statistical 
data, we refer the reader to the 111-page Yearbook itself. It will 
be of interest to anyone who has a heart for the spread of the 
Kingdom of God in general and for the work of our Synod in 
particular, although it speaks almost entirely in numbers. It will 
give occasion for some perceptions, about which something 
may be said at another time and on another occasion. Above 
all, however, there is much cause to praise and thank God for 
having been so kind to us thus far, and for having promoted the 
work of our hands. May he also be with us in the future, let us 
recognize his benefits and use them diligently, let us become 
more and more zealous in the spreading of his kingdom and in 
all kinds of works of love, for the glory of his name! _L. F. 


A Lutheran Colonization Association, which has been formed in 
Philadelphia, is dedicated to the task of providing advice and 
assistance to German Lutherans in the West who desire to settle 
in the eastern or southeastern United States. In our synod, too, 
a kind of domestic emigrant mission could be carried out, 
through which such members of our congregations who want to 
change their place of residence could be advised to come to a 
place where they would find a orthodox Lutheran congregation 
with church and school. So it happens that people from the cities 
would like to move to the country, if they only knew where to go. 
Or a farmer who has been a tenant farmer for a while would like 
to buy his own piece of land, but in the area where he lives the 
land is so expensive that he cannot think of buying it. The search 
for land in the West or South is, however, for the individual in 
most cases a miserable business, in which one can end up quite 
badly. And yet there are still areas in which not only an 
individual, but a whole small rural community could settle down 
and have a church and school without having to have very 
considerable means at their disposal. Several congregations of 
our Synods, indeed, have been established in this way, and their 
members have not had to repent of it. A. G. 


The Lutheran Church of America and the secret societies. The 


magazine "Cynosure" says of 
the Lutheran Church and other communities of "foreign origin," 
that they are not so "affected by the evils of the ge- 


The magazine cites the following reason: "Their religion 
possesses a depth of belief and piety which protects them from 
this great national evil. The reason given by the said journal is, 
"Their religion possesses a depth of creed and piety which 
protects them in an extensive degree from this great national 
evil." As far as the faithful Lutheran Church of this country is 
concerned, there is one thing above all others that protects us 
from the lodges. That is the preaching of the gospel of Christ. 
The lodges, in so far as they also concern themselves with 
religion, want to lead men by their own "moral improvement" into 
a "better hereafter." But from the Gospel we know and testify 
continually that men obtain God's grace through Christ's own 
merit alone, and that therefore the whole religion of the lodges is 
a denial and actual blasphemy of Christ. He who desires to be 
saved through Christ cannot enter into fellowship with lodges that 
are "hostile to Christ. In the church communities, on the other 
hand, which have forgotten the Gospel and make a doctrine of 
works out of Christianity, there can be no opposition to the 
lodges. After all, one has the lodge religion oneself. F. P. 


In arecent lecture, Pastor Dr. Krotel advised English Lutheran 
congregations to sing the old chorales of the Lutheran Church 
instead of the "Moody and Sankey songs". The advice is good, 
and will gradually be followed everywhere where the plain gospel 
is preached in a spiritually sober manner. There the taste for the 
Moody and Sankey songs is lost all by itself. F..P: 


Luther's Statue in the Port of New York, Dr. Krotel, according to 
the report of Eastern newspapers, also expressed the opinion in 
the above-mentioned lecture that "in the port of New York 
Luther's statue should stand with the open Bible in his hand." To 
be sure, the world, considered as a bourgeois society, also owes 
Luther a great debt of gratitude. The civil liberty we enjoy here in 
America is an outward effect of the Reformation. But we 
Lutherans should let all our concern be first directed to Luther's 
teaching, the eternal gospel, gaining a proper place among us 
and others. As for the erection of the statue in the harbor of New 
Z)ork, we would be in favor of waiting until we have made all of 
America Lutheran. F. P. 


Applied Gospel. In English church newspapers there is much 
talk of “applied gospel". One could put up with the expression. 


However, the gospel is also to be applied in life. If a person has 
obtained grace through faith in the gospel and has become a 
citizen of heaven, then he should and will serve God and 
neighbor in the still "backward" time of his life. But people usually 
use the term "applied gospel" in the wrong sense. The "applied 
gospel" is supposed to be a special advantage of our time, and 
to consist in the fact that faith in the gospel is set aside as 
unimportant, and the so-called works of mercy are made the 
main thing in Christianity. This then is not "applied gospel," but 
perverted, denied gospel. With faith, one also casts away 
Christian works. "I exhort you by the mercies of God," writes the 
apostle Rom. 12:1, "that ye present your bodies a sacrifice." He 
who does not believe the mercy of God, that is, he who does not 
believe that through the mercy of God in Christ JEsu he has 
become a child of God and heir of eternal life, cannot serve God 
and neighbor in Christian love. In the "applied gospel," as it is 
usually understood, the pagan blindness is revealed,

Roman Complaints of Persecution. A Roman priest in Scranton, 
Pa., ina sermon, the contents of which have also been published} 
in the political papers, has spoken out about the persecutions to, 
which the Catholic Church has been subjected. He says that the 
Catholic Church has been persecuted from the beginning of the 
Christian Church; but in this it shares only the fate of Christ 
himself. It should be noted that at the beginning of the Christian 
Church there was no Catholic, that is, Papal Church. When in| 
the course of the centuries, under God's permission, the papacy, 
raised its head through the influence of Satan (2 Thess. 2:9) and| 
was able to assert its usurped power more and more in church 
and state, it soon assumed the role of persecutor of the 
Christians. According to the Scriptures and the testimony of 
history, the Pabstical Church is drunk with the blood of the saints. 
No Nero has persecuted the Christians more cruelly and with 
greater fury than the Pabstical Church has done and still does, 
where it has the power to do so. To be sure, the Pabstical 
Church, too, has been fought with external violence. But it should 
not complain about this for a twofold reason. For if temporal force} 
is used against it, it is only measured against it with its own| 
measure. Then she herself is a kingdom of this world, and 
accordingly she has always interfered in worldly affairs, 
Complaints about "persecutions" are bad for the Pabst Church.

The Pabstical Church and the Gospel. A Roman paper published 


in Chicago, "The New World,” seeks once more to prove that 


the kingdom of Pabst is the real "Church of Christ." It says: "The 
Catholic Church is the Church of Christ because it preaches the} 
Gospel to the poor." The fact is, that the Pabstical Church, as| 
much as there is in it, deprives rich and poor of the Gospel, and 
refers them in its stead to works of men for the attainment of 
blessedness. The whole pabstical is founded on denial of the 
gospel. If the Gospel were accepted within the pabstical, that is, 
the divine doctrine that men are justified and saved not by their 
own works, but by grace for Christ's sake through faith in the 
Gospel, the whole Catholic apparatus-from the pope on down to} 
the priest of the Mass-would be superfluous. F.P. 


The immaculate conception of Joseph is likely to be the next lie 
that the papacy will inflict on its faithful. The idea is not new, 
Already during the Costnitz Council, which reformed the 
Bohemian preacher John Hus to death by fire, the highly| 
celebrated Parisian professor Jean Charlier de Gerson 
recommended the introduction of a feast of the Immaculate 
Conception of St. Joseph. Not as if he had discovered anything 
of this in the Bible, for there was as little need for it in the papacy 
then as now. Gerson also says of the Immaculate Conception of 
Mary: "Moses knew more than Abraham, the prophets knew 
more than Moses, the apostles more than the prophets, and the 
teachers of the Church have added many doctrines to the 
doctrine of the apostles. So also we can say that the doctrine 
that St. Mary was not conceived with original sin is among the 
recently revealed truths." And the same devil who revealed the 
doctrine of the Immaculate Conception of Mary, which has been 
proclaimed in our day amid the sound of trumpets and the tolling 
of bells and the thunder of canons, seems recently to be 
preparing to fool the Romanists also with a formulated dogma of 
the sinless conception of Joseph. Who knows, perhaps he will 
also reveal the immaculate conception of all papist calendar 
saints down to the third and fourth generation. A. G. 


Abroad. 

Foolish hopes. A Presbyterian newspaper reports that pagan 
teachers in India openly acknowledge the deity of Christ and 
have no hesitation in placing Christ next to their deities. But if the 
paper concludes from this that the Hindu religions are slowly but 
surely approaching Christianity, one must wonder at such 
blindness in judgment. Paganism will never approach 
Christianity of its own accord. When the heathen scholars place 
Christ beside their deities, they do so in such a way that they 
think of Christ as a founder of religion among others, who has 
given men a number of wise doctrines and rules of life, by the 
observance of which men can "redeem" themselves or make 
themselves blessed. According to the doctrine of Christianity, 
however, Christ is the Savior of men in that in his person he 
fulfilled the law for all men and atoned for all men's sins through 
his suffering, so that men now attain grace and blessedness 
through no action on their part, but through faith in Christ alone. 
This is Christianity. And this Christianity is a vexation and a 
foolishness to all heathen, even to the heathen of India, until they 
are converted in the gospel by the power of the Holy Spirit. Then, 
however, they no longer place Christ next to Chaitanya, Krishna, 
etc., but confess of Christ that He alone is the way, the truth, and 
the life, because He alone is the Lamb of God who bore the sin 
of the world. F. P.

From Far and Time. 


The following has recently been reported from Monte Carlo, 
where the gambling house, notorious throughout the world, is 
located: The annual turnover at the gaming tables is five million 
dollars. The individual stakes increase from one dollar to 2000- 
3000 dollars. Completely robbed gamblers are generously given 
the money to go home, so that they do not kill themselves in 
Monte Carlo and thereby discourage other guests from 
gambling. Nevertheless, suicides are the order of the day, but 
they are hushed up and kept secret as much as possible. To the 
end, the silence of the press about such incidents is bought with 
300,000 dollars annually. The inhabitants of the small country 
are tax-free, because all necessary taxes are paid by the casino. 
It is characteristic of Rome that the Catholic Church also derives 
advantages and income from vice. Every year 60,000 dollars 
flow from the casino for ecclesiastical purposes, and the 
cathedral in Monaco, which was built at a cost of 400,000 
dollars, is said to have been built from such contributions. - That 
is the way of things in Monte Carlo. But elsewhere in the world, 
in Europe and in America, things are not much better, except 
that the reports do not reach the public in the same way. Who 
would be able to count those who, through the gambling devil in 
his various guises, at gambling tables and wheels of fortune, at 
horse races and stock exchange speculations, have irretrievably 
lost their possessions, good name and family happiness, life and 
limb, even their souls’ bliss? L. F.

(Conclusion.) 

As the pious have good angels with them, so the wicked 
have evil angels. Of course, the doctrine of the devil and his 
angels is nowadays regarded as a doctrine that no sensible 
man, at least no educated man, can accept, and that can only 
be believed by gullible children and superstitious women. But 
the Scriptures speak plainly of this, and the blindness of men 
in their denial of the Prince of Darkness is but a proof of the 
extent to which he has his work in the children of unbelief. 
God did not originally create evil angels. Everything he made 
was very good, Gen. 1, 31. But a large part of the good 
angels voluntarily fell away from God before the fall of man, 
Jude 6, Joh. 8, 44, and thus lost their high position, their 
principality. 
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1 Joh. 3, 8. eternally rejected by God, cast into hell and their 
torment, 2 Petr. 2, 4. Matth. 25, 41. now these evil spirits do 
their sinister business on earth, Eph. 2, 2. 6, 12. they do the 
antagonism of the good, holy angels and thereby unfold 
great power, Luc. 11, 21.They blaspheme and rage against 
the holy God, pervert his word as devils, that is, evaders, 
Gen. 3, 1, 4, seek to thwart his gracious counsels, Matth. 4, 
1, ff, To destroy his kingdom, the Christian church, Matth. 13, 
28. 39. Revelation 12, 10. f. In every way they seek to keep 
their own with peace, to hinder the conversion of 
unbelievers, Luc. 8, 12. 2 Cor. 4, 4. 1 Thess. 2, 18. the same, 
as once Judas Iscarioth, from one sin into another, and 
finally into despair, to strengthen their kingdom among them, 
Luc. 11, 18. ff, and should it also be done, as with the great 
Antichrist, by all manner of lying powers and signs and 
wonders, 2 Thess. 2, 9. But when a man is saved by God's 
grace from the dominion of darkness, and is translated into 
the kingdom of JESUS CHRIST, Satan, that is, the 
adversary, that chief of the devils, endeavors with all his 
scales to win him again, and to seduce him to sin, and goes 
about with such intentions as a roaring lion, seeking whom 
he may devour, 1 Pet. 5:8. How often has he succeeded but 
too well in this since the first parent's fall! And if he cannot 
kill the soul, he seeks to hurt the body, Job 2:7, 2 Corinthians 
12:7. Our power and wisdom can do nothing. We are soon 
lost. But good for us! The right man, Jesus Christ, fights for 
us. In his power, with his words, we beat back all the cunning 
attempts of the infernal princes and mighty men, and remain 
victorious on the field. 

But what is true of the invisible creatures of our God, that 
they were all originally very good, is also true of the visible 
creatures, as Scripture expressly testifies. What a 
magnificent picture Moses draws of this part of the work of 
creation on the first page.

And to know this, you must not ask yourself, not your own

and judgment that may be current in the world. 

That would be a mistake. Yes, it would be one of the 
many ways in which the devil seeks to lead the children of 
God. And he has succeeded in doing this with many 
enthusiasts who let their own thoughts and feelings tell them 
how they should serve God. He has succeeded most in doing 
this in the pabstical church, which teaches _ the 
commandments of men and says that God is to be served in 
them, and the poor deceived people put up with it. He has 
finally succeeded in this with many Christians everywhere, 
who let the common opinion and custom be their rule and 
guideline, according to which they want to serve God. 

Not so, not so, O Christ! Come, let us put all this down 
with one word: "In vain do they serve Me, teaching such 
doctrines as are nothing but the commandments of men." So 
says God, as you can read Matth. 1b, 9. 

No, if you want to prove your filial obedience to your 
heavenly Father in deed and work, you must not let such 
work be dictated to you by your own heart, nor by a pope, 
nor even by Hinz or Kunz, but by God, your heavenly Father 
Himself and alone. He alone is your Father and your Lord; 
he alone has to say what pleases him and what works he 
wants from you; you alone have to listen to him, you alone 
have to obey him. 

And He also says, and has long said, what works are 
pleasing to Him, and in which you are to show your filial 
obedience. He has said this in His law, in His holy ten 
commandments, and in all their interpretation and 
explanation, which you find in the Bible. 

It was for this very purpose that He revealed His law, that 
His children might know the works that please Him, and in 
which they should show their filial obedience to their 
heavenly Father. His law, and nothing else in the world, is 
the rule and guide by which you are to direct your walk as 
God's dear child. "How shall a young man walk his way 
blameless?" asks the Psalmist, and straightway answers, "If 
he keep thy words." And he saith, Thy word is a lamp unto 
my feet, and a light unto my path." Ps. 119, 9. 105. 

How could it be otherwise? What other rule and guideline 
for our childlike walk in the fear of God should there be than 
the law? In the law God shows us how we should be 
according to His will, what we should do and not do in order 
to please Him. We recognize our sin from it, that is true. But 
now that we have forgiveness of sins through Jesus Christ, 
and are God's dear children, and want to begin to serve Him, 
we can do so. The same mirror of holiness, the law, in which 
we recognize our sin and unholiness, also lets us know at 
the same time what works we should do to begin a new life 
pleasing to God. 

Use therefore, thou child of God, the law of God, from 
whose curses thou art free through JESUS CHRIST, - use, 
we say, this law, that from it thou mayest know the works 
which are pleasing to GOD, and in which thou mayest find 
thy filial 


show obedience to your heavenly Father. May the Holy Spirit, 
who drives the children of God, grant you to listen with a 
gentle ear and a willing heart to all that your Father 
commands you in His law, and may you let this be the rule of 
all your thinking and striving, doing and leaving. As God's law 
shines before thee at every step, so walk! No, not one tittle of 
the law, not the smallest letter of it, may you disregard! And 
yet fear not! Do not fear because of your weakness and 
imperfection. God, who loves thee in Christ, is pleased with 
thy weak and wavering steps in the way of His 
commandments, as a mother is pleased when her child takes 
its first steps. And as a mother spreads out her arms and 
catches her falling child and presses it to her heart and lets it 
try and begin again, and that always with joy and confidence: 
so your God graciously grasps you in His vaier arms when 
you daily stumble and fall much in the way of His 
commandments. But with joy and childlike confidence in 
grace, set foot again and again, and walk and traverse and 
linger - ever more fully - the way of His commandments! 


This is the threefold use of the law, the threefold purpose 
for which God gave us His law. Shall we consider this 
purpose and use of the law again most recently? Come on! 

For what purpose and use is the law given to us? - 

001 That the unregenerate carnal world may be kept in 
outward discipline, that it may not fearfully commit gross 
outward sins. 

002 That out of the same we may know our sins before 
God. 

(3) That Christians and children of God may know from 
him the works that are pleasing to God, and in which they are 
to show their filial obedience to their heavenly Father. 

This is the answer to the question, "What is the law for?" 
And we see that God has a good purpose in giving us His 
law, though He knows that we cannot keep it perfectly, and 
whether He has opened for us another way to salvation, the 
way of grace, in Christ. May He now help us to make right 
use of His law. Amen. (To be continued.)

Of course, they must first 
become somewhat acquainted with the speaker before they 
immediately understand everything he says. With their 
parents and with others with whom they have become more 
closely acquainted, they can easily communicate through 
spoken language. Those, however, who are not yet more 


closely acquainted with them 


that the gifts which they give for this purpose are certainly 
well used. Here also the word of the Lord is true: "Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, 
ye have done it unto me. Matth. 25, 40. Our poor deaf and 
dumb are certainly of those concerning whom it is said, 
"Pray, and it shall be given you." Luc. 6, 38. And, "He that 
hath mercy on the poor, let him lend unto the Lord, and he 
shall repay him with good." Prov. 19:17. Our expenses for 
salary of teachers and superintendent are $160 per month. 
On top of that we have expenses for food, etc. Although 
there is a good amount of money coming in from the deaf- 
mutes themselves, this income is not enough to cover all the 
expenses. 

The state of health in our institution is on the whole good. 
There has been one case of pneumonia this year, but with 
God's help the disease has progressed well; the remedies 
prescribed by the doctor have worked well, and the patient 
soon recovered. With the exception of one child who came 
to the institution already sickly, all the other children look 
fresh and healthy. And also the sickly child is on the way to 
recovery. 

Last year we were forced to have a well drilled at our 
institution. For several years there has often been a shortage 
of water, especially in the summer. Last summer this 
shortage was especially noticeable; our wells had almost 
completely dried up. We had to provide water. We therefore 
had the wells drilled, and at a depth of 150 feet we found 
water, which, praise God, flows in abundance. On the whole 
it is good, fresh water, which probably flows in from Lake St. 
Clair, several miles away. We now have plenty of water for 
all the needs of the whole institution. This well, however, 
even with pump, costs $300. Friends of the Institution have 
loaned the money without interest; God will see that it is paid 
off. 

So then, may our institution continue to be entrusted to 
God, the provider of the poor mutes and all those who are 
abandoned. To all dear patrons of the institution, especially 
to the local Women's Deaf and Dumb Support Association, 
we hereby express our heartfelt thanks and wish God's 
blessing for all that they have done for our institution. May 
the merciful God also make many dear Christians willing to 
support our institution with their prayers and also with their 
gifts.

From the mission field. 
Missionary Rath reports about the time from November 
16 to December 31, 1895, among other things, the following. 
In total | was in 53 places (preaching to the Gentiles), 
while in the past year | have spoken the Word of God in 124 
places; in 


27 places only once each, and in the remaining 97 places at 
repeated times. It would take too much time if | were to 
compile a register of the various numbers of my audiences 
at the various Gentile sermons in the past year, as far as | 
can estimate them. The total would certainly be quite a 
considerable one. If it were possible to compile a register of 
the names of the individual listeners, it would of course turn 
out that there are relatively few of them whom | have 
succeeded in meeting repeatedly. Without a repeated 
meeting with the individuals, however, it is not to be 
expected that one will gain a personal influence on them. 
This is also difficult because they know that we missionaries 
always want to pester them with the law and comfort them 
with the Gospel - but the arrogant, self-righteous person will 
not tolerate this - and that we would like to catch them with 
the net of the Word - but they may not take upon themselves 
the affliction that will certainly follow on the part of their fellow 
people. Again and again it seems to me like a miracle and 
fills me every time anew with great joy when | find listeners, 
as is the rule. If | find familiar faces here and there, then to 
my joy there are more points of contact than usual. Usually 
they appear grateful to be remembered, and then | usually 
have in them better listeners than before. In places where it 
was first and repeatedly difficult to gather people, | had found 
a large number of listeners during the period that had 
elapsed. When one finds such a large "congregation" of 
generally inclined people, it is easier and more cheerful to 
preach; one also debates more profitably.

In the Tennessee Synod three parties now have the floor at the 
same time, and in Our Church Paper they speak out. They are 
the advocates of the declaration adopted by the majority, the 
opponents of it, and those who are looking for a middle ground, 
a neutral ground, which they have not yet been able to find; for 
to find a third between yea and nay is an enterprise in which 
some people labor a very long time, until they find that it is 
impossible. It is gratifying that the congregation of the Rev. 
Crouse, although the Synod has suspended him and 
recommended his removal to the congregation, has not allowed 
itself to be misled. It has published a declaration in which it 
accuses its synod of deviation from the Lutheran confession and 
of the acceptance of false doctrine, and says quite decidedly 
that it will not be bound by Hutter's Compendium and Schmidt's 
Dogmatics or any dogmatist, and that it approves of its pastor's 
position and makes it its own, A. G. 
In the united "Messenger of Peace” we find the following: "The 
worst thing about these efforts at unity is that the damage of 
disunity is to be healed by more or less abandoning the biblical 
basis. Instead of deepening the terms of peace, they are 
generalized, so much so that finally anything and everything can 
be placed on the so-called 'platform.' How this turns out, 
practically speaking, is just one example of this. Recently, here 
in Cleveland, a kind of 'social' was held in a Universalist church, 
and it was quite a jolly affair. In addition to the Universalist 
preacher, a Baptist and Methodist preacher were also present, 
and they did not lack for "angemesten" speeches. And to 
complete the ring of the vaunted community, a much-named 
Jewish Rabbi also appeared as a speaker. What more could one 
want? From such unity, which indifferently disregards the 
greatest antagonisms, one can only turn away with distaste." 
This is a quite just rebuke to the mischief which is so much 
practised and so highly praised in this country under the 
beautiful name of brotherhood. But in the Uniate "Messenger of 
Peace" such a complaint and accusation seems almost 
whimsical; for it not only falls back upon the practice within the 
Uniate Synod itself, but the censure strikes this Uniate 
community in principle. For what is their union but a "unity which 
indifferently disregards the greatest antagonisms"? Or what 
greater opposition could there be than that between the 
Lutheran proposition, "That which is distributed in the 
Sacrament and eaten and drunk by all communicants is Christ's 
true body and true blood," and the Reformed proposition, "That 
which is distributed in the Sacrament and eaten and drunk by all 
communicants is not Christ's true body and true blood"? And 
over this contradiction, in the unchurched church, one holds out 
one's hands fraternally, and thus disregards it, leaving it to each 
one to believe or not to believe the clear words of the Saviour. 
And the practice is no better in the Uniate Synod. To give but 
one example, we have ourselves heard, at the dedication of a 
church of the Uniate Synod, where for years a leader of the 
"Messenger of Peace" had been pastor, a Methodist preacher, 
all lean and scrawny, recite the old Sabellian heresy, by which 
the doctrine of the Trinity is denied as decisively as a modern 
Jew can deny it. And after this atrocious sermon, a long-serving 
president of the Uniate Synod came before the altar, and, 
instead of speaking of this desecration of a 


Christian Church, expressed his joy over the beautiful service 
and his wish that God would bless all listeners with what had 
been preached here by the dear brethren. This, then, was not at 
a , Social’ in a Universalist church, but at a church service in a 
congregation of the unirite Synod, in whose efforts at unity the 
worst thing also is "that the harm of dissension should be healed 
by more or less giving away the Scriptural foundation, e. g., the 
institution words of Holy Communion."

According to the intention of our reform-mongers, church and 
state are to be thoroughly confused with each other. Thus petitions 
are now being collected en masse, by which both houses of 
Congress are to be determined to adopt the Bill, the purpose of 
which is to amend the national constitution by inserting a 
confession of JEsu Christo as the ruler of the nations and of his 
revealed will as the supreme rule and guide also in the state 
system. It is true that the Lord Christ said, "My kingdom is not of 
this world." But it is the way of the enthusiasts that in their 
enthusiasm they know everything better than Christ and his 
apostles and prophets. Christ says in the Sacrament, "This is my 
body, ... this is my blood." "Preserve," says the raving man, "I 
know better; this is not Christ's body and blood, but mere bread 
and wine." The Lord says, "Whose soever sins ye remit, they are 
remitted unto them." "Why not even?" says the reprobate; "no 
man hath power to remit sins." St. Paul calls baptism the bath of 
regeneration, and teaches that we are cleansed by the bath of 
water in the Word; and St. Peter, that baptism makes us blessed. 
"Ah, what!" says the swarming spirit, "we know much better than 
that; the Spirit works not by such means, not by means at all, but 
directly, and baptism is but an outward symbol of what the Spirit 
does inwardly." And so in the doctrine of church and state. Christ 
the King of grace may always say, "My kingdom is not of this 
world"; the swarm spirit knows better, and by all means wants to 
give to Caesar what is God's, to assign to the State what belongs 
to the church, to turn Christ's word and doctrine, according to 
which one ought to believe rightly and live godly, into the law of 
the State, according to which one ought also to police the rascals 
and knaves. Of course, by this they mean to help Christianity to 
rise. But that is again genuinely swarm-spiritual. Christ wants to 
build and strengthen and maintain his kingdom as a spiritual 
kingdom through his Word and Sacrament. But the swarm spirit 
knows that this will never be anything right; no, the national 
constitution and the police power must do it. - Let us not be 
deceived by the pious pretence with which even this fanaticism 
knows how to adorn itself, and whoever among us wants to do 
something in the matter, let him see to it that his representative 
in Washington learns what we Lutherans think about the so- 
called "Christian Amendment. A. G. 


Government funds for mission schools will most likely not be 
appropriated at all in the future. When President Grant, in his 
time, wanted to adopt a new method of caring for the Indians, 
various church communities were induced to participate in the 
education of the Indian youth, and where mission schools 
already existed among the Indians, the government made use of 
them, assigned pupils from the reservations to them, and paid 
for the instruction given. However, problems soon arose with this 
institution. First of all, the Romans knew how to use it to their 
advantage. In the ten years from 1886 to 1895 the subsidies of 
the government for these church Indian schools amounted to -4, 
767, 436, and since 
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of which the Roman received not less than $3,100,000, while all 
the other such schools, belonging to fifteen different 
ecclesiastical communities, or being private schools, received 
only $1,667,000. It was the Papists, too, who persistently 
opposed the movement set in motion on various sides to cut off 
these State grants. Two years ago, however, it came near that, 
on the motion of Representative Linton of Michigan, the 
appropriation for the mission schools would be cut out of the bill 
in question, and though it was not yet succeeded in doing so, 
the Secretary of the Interior was nevertheless directed to reduce 
the expenditure for the so-called contract schools by twenty per 
cent. each year until these schools came in. Now, however, the 
House of Representatives has removed the appropriation for 
these schools from the Indian Bill and inserted an amendment 
prohibiting the Secretary of the Interior from spending any 
money on the education of Indian children in church schools. 
Incidentally, all church communities had already withdrawn their 
requests for such support, and only the Romans still maintained 
their demand and asked for over S250,000 from the state 
treasury. They will now have to maintain their schools, like the 
other communities, from their own funds. A. G.

Abroad. 


From the German Free Church. In the latest issue of the 
"Evangelisch-lutherische Freikirche" (Evangelical-Lutheran 
Free Church) we find some statistical data about the church 
work of our fellow believers, the communication of which at this 
point can give our readers an insight into this work. The number 
of pastors is 14, but 2 of them are emeritus because of old age 
and illness. Of the 12 active preachers, 2959 souls are 
pastorally served. The number of those able to vote is 676, the 
number of communicants 1970, but these members are very 
scattered, living in 154 different places, as a result of which 
preaching takes place in 29 places. In the Kingdom of Saxony, 
in the Grand Duchy of Hesse, in the provinces of Hesse- 
Nassau, Hanover, Pomerania, and in the Rhine Province 
pastors are resident. But also in other German countries 
preaching takes place regularly several times a year, namely in 
several larger cities, in Berlin, Hamburg, Bremen and 
Strasbourg. Two teachers belong to the synod, as the largest 
congregation, in Planitz, has established a complete two-class 
congregational school; elsewhere the children are taught 
religion by the pastors. The number of school children is 


The Synod's total number of members is 429, of those baptized 
during the past year 111, of those confirmed 53, of those 
communicated 7884, of couples copulared 17, of those buried 
67. - The sums raised by the Synod for the purposes of the 
Kingdom of God are not reported, but it is evident from the 
receipts in the "Freikirche" and from other reports how much the 
mostly impecunious brethren strive to raise the necessary funds 
even for their church needs, without being able to do so. 
Nevertheless, they do not forget the work of missions and have 
raised $428.52 for our various missions, as we read in the last 
issue of the "Lutheran", p. 48. They also mission in other 
respects, namely, by distributing good writings at the cheapest 
possible prices. For this purpose, a so-called "Schriftenverein" 
has been founded by them, which employs one or two 
colporteurs, through whom hundreds of devotional books and 
other good writings, especially those published by our Synod, 
have been sold in the past accounting year. In this way our 
books and magazines reach many circles of the national church 
and bring about many blessings, as is proven by the pleasant 
experiences of the colporteurs, which have become known to 
the writer of this article. Thus, for example, 66 copies of 
Walther's various writings have been sold by the Society, and in 
order to make the colportage possible, the Society has raised 
about -175,00. - May God continue to be with the dear brothers 
and bless their work for the salvation of many souls!

Armenian persecution of Christians, We have just received from 
Basel an excerpt from the letter of an Armenian pastor who had 
formerly enjoyed the instruction of the Basel Mission House. The 
letter is dated February 7 and arrived at the Basel Mission House 
on February 14. The name of the sender must be concealed, as 
caution is to be recommended in all correspondence with 
Armenian friends, since various letters have already been 
intercepted by the Turks. The excerpt from the letter, whose 
sober description appeals to us more than other reports that are 
all too lavishly painted with scenes of blood and torture, has the 
following wording: "You have probably heard in general that 
innocent Christians have been slaughtered en masse in this 
wretched country for three to four months. Up to now probably 
100,000 Christians have fallen as martyrs. Just as many, in 
order not to be massacred, have accepted the proposal to 
convert to Islam, with the false calculation that as soon as 
conditions permit, they will profess their Christian faith again. 
Besides these, there are probably another 400,000 souls 
(mostly women and children) who are satanically exposed to 
actual starvation and freezing to death by being deprived of all 
their food and clothing, and many also having their homes 
burned or destroyed. - This is the sad but true condition in 
Armenia, in the eastern provinces of Asia Minor and 
Mesopotamia. Now to the matter in hand: From Urfa | received 
the day before yesterday the extremely shocking news that in 
the second bloodbath in Urfa on December 26 and 27 about 
3000 Christians were martyred, including our dear brother 
Hagop Abuhajatian (born in 1838, in the mission house 1865- 
1869). - As you know, he presided as pastor of the Lutheran 
congregation of his native city with great zeal since the year 
1869, and his work was visibly blessed by the Lord. His 
congregation numbered over 600 souls. | am sorry to say that 
our dear brother's life's work (humanly speaking) has also been 
brought to ruin. From his parish 94 adult men, two women and 
two virgins were also slaughtered. - Direct news from Br. ... in

Thanks be to God, who has given us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ. 


This is a different sermon from that of Moses, for it shows 
the consolation of Christians against the sting of death and 
the power of sin. For this is true, and must be so: The law is 
justified in revealing sin to thee, and in accusing thee: sin 
also is justified against thee to kill thee, and death to devour 
thee: there is no disputing nor defending against it. For both 
thy own testimony and the word of God stand against thee. 
But this must help us, that the man Jesus Christ is come, 
and hath taken upon himself and borne our sin and death, 
which we have justly deserved: and now he standeth for us 
against the law, sin and death, saying, | am of the same 
blood and flesh, and are my brethren and sisters: what they 
have done, that have | done, and paid for it. Law, if thou wilt 
condemn them, condemn me. Sin, if thou wilt stab and kill, 
stab me. Death, if thou wilt eat and devour, devour me. 
Therefore also the law cleaveth unto him, and condemneth 
him; and sin smote him upon the cross, and stung him dead; 
and death bringeth him into the earth, and doeth all things 
unto him that they are able. 

But in this they have by no means accomplished what 
they desired. For just when they think they have destroyed 
him, and are now victorious, he cometh forth again, and 
saith unto the law, sin and death, Knowest thou not that | 
was thy Lord and God? What right hast thou to me, that thou 
shouldest accuse and strangle thy Lord? Therefore ye shall 
do it no more: but | will accuse and condemn you, and will 
cleanse you, that ye shall have no more right in any that 
believe on me. For what | have done, | have done for their 
sakes. Otherwise he would not have needed it for his own 
person, for they would have let him go unchallenged. But 
now he hath taken our place, and for our sakes hath caused 
the law, and sin, and death, to fall upon him, and hath not 
only taken it from us, but hath also utterly overruled us. 
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Wounded, and laid at his feet, that it should overcome us, 
and have no more right or power over us: so that we might 
have one victory in Christ, now spiritually through faith, and 
afterward also bodily and visibly. 

This is the beautiful sermon for Christians, how to get rid 
of the sting of sin that kills us and the power of the law that 
drives such a sting into us, through the victory of Christ until 
it is completely destroyed in us. To this now belongs the end 
of the song which St. Paul sings: To God be praise and 
thanksgiving, who has given us this victory. 

This we may also sing, and thus always keep the feast of 
Easter, that we praise and glorify God for such a victory, 
which is called not won by us, nor conquered in battle (for it 
is too high and great), but given and bestowed by grace from 
God, who had mercy on us for our affliction, from which no 
one could help us, and sent his Son and let him enter the 
battle; Who hath put down these enemies, sin, death, and 
hell, and hath kept the victory, and hath given it us, that we 
may Say it is our victory, and as much as if it had been by 
ourselves. But that we may accept it in earnest, and not give 
the lie to God, as they that presume to overcome their sin 
and death by themselves; nor be found ungrateful for it, as 
the rude, false Christians; but rather keep it in our hearts with 
steadfast faith, and strengthen ourselves therein, and 
evermore preach and sing such thanksgiving of this victory in 
Christ, and thereupon joyfully pass on until we see it also in 
our own bodies. May God help us to this end through the 
same dear Son, to whom be glory and praise for ever and 
ever, Amen. Luther.

God's commandments are as really and truly sinful as the 
iniquities of any ungodly blasphemer, murderer, adulterer, 
robber, and perjurer under the sun, so that with them, if it 
should go according to these our wicked works, we should 
just as much deserve God's wrath and disgrace, temporal 
death and eternal damnation, as all ungodly men. So then, 
when we are tempted by the devil and the world, our 
condition is different from that of Adam and Eve when they 
were tempted. For with our progenitors in Paradise 
temptation came only from without, as a besieged castle is 
assailed from without with hostile projectiles and assaults. 
But we, when Satan and the world attack us, are like a city 
in which a traitor lurks, who is in league with the enemy, and 
is himself an enemy, setting fire, and raging with sword and 
dagger, and only thinking how he himself may gain the upper 
hand, and deliver the city into the hands of the enemy.

silently the strong man sank from the organ-bench into the 
arms of his son standing behind him. He had been struck by 
a stroke, and in the afternoon of the same day he gave up his 
spirit without returning to consciousness. - But happy is he 
who dies in the faith and confession of Christ crucified!

Debts in the Missionary Funds". An English ecclesiastical paper 
enumerates the debts which Methodist, Presbyterian, Baptist, 
Congregational, and Episcopal missionary societies have had to 
incur during the past year, for want of money to meet the current 
expenses of the mission. The paper adds that debt in missions 
is the worst kind of debt. On the one hand, the churches held fast 
to Christ's command to preach the gospel; for they did not recall 
the missionaries. On the other hand, they failed to provide the 
means necessary to carry out the command. This is certainly 
very rightly said.

"The weak point in our State school system," says the 
“Christian Intelligencer," "is the want of firm injunction 


against the retention of the Bible in the schoolroom. Its exclusion 
should be decidedly forbidden by law." This demand is then 
justified on the ground that the Bible does not hold with any 
"sect," and that, where it is read without annotation and 
interpretation, it can do no harm to any child, whether of 
Protestant, Roman Catholic, or unbelieving parents. This, of 
course, is a sad argument. For not only is it a paltry praise of the 
holy Word of God that it "can do no harm," but for the same 
reason one might demand that the introduction of the Chinese 
language into all public schools be enacted by law. The truth is 
rather that through the Bible, as the Word of Truth, all error of all 
false believers, whether they be so-called Protestants or 
Papists, and all unbelief, is irrevocably condemned and rejected, 
and that only he who does not himself consider every word in 
Scripture to be God's Word and truth, can regard the Bible as a 
charitable great hat, under which the whole sectarian tumult of 
our day may calmly find a place. If the Bible were to be used and 
treated in this way in our state schools, it would further 
encourage the indifference to doctrine and false doctrine that 
unfortunately already prevails, and it would cultivate the pilatus 
spirit that, with the question, "What is truth?" also ignores God's 
Word. There the precious Bible book has a different position in 
our church schools, and our children are not told, "Only read, it 
cannot harm you," but, "Because you have known the holy 
Scriptures from childhood, the same can instruct you to salvation 
through faith in Christ JEsu."

The Papists and the State Schools. When we Lutherans urge 
Christian elementary schools, we always mean Christian 
parochial schools, and never the state schools, and so little do 
we make the 


We do not believe that it is the duty of the State to introduce 
religious instruction into its schools, but rather that we deny it the 
right to do so, just as we deny it the right to interfere in any way 
with us in the administration of our parochial schools, for the 
maintenance of which we do not claim a cent from the State. True, 
the Papists also maintain numerous parochial schools, and are 
therefore regarded by many Americans as our comrades in the 
school question. But very wrongly. For, in the first place, the 
Romanists have always been, and still are, diligent to win grants 
for their schools, sometimes in this way, sometimes in that, from 
the treasury, and where they come to speak, they designate as a 
good right withheld from them, which, even if it were offered to us, 
we would reject as a matter of principle as an impropriety. And, on 
the other hand, the Romanists take every opportunity to smuggle 
into the State schools their pabstry, and to bring their papist 
doctrines among the children who attend them. In Wisconsin, for 
example, an official recently discovered that not only nuns were 
teaching religious instruction in district schools, but that Roman 
Catholic textbooks were also being used, the express purpose of 
which was to promote the Roman Church. The preface of one of 
these books, written by Bishop Richard in Cleveland, states: "The 
purpose of these textbooks is to provide a sound Catholic 
education. The lessons on church history, in conjunction with 
other historical lessons in this book, will hopefully increase the 
spirit of devotion to our holy church." That is what these papists 
are doing in Wisconsin, while over in Boston they have succeeded 
in getting a history book banned from the schools, in which, they 
claimed, historical events were presented in a way unfavorable to 
the Roman Church. But this has been Rome's way from time 
immemorial, that with impertinent insolence it made a test of how 
much the people would put up with, and it is astonishing how one 
really allows oneself to be subjected to things from the Roman 
side which one would reject as coming from any other side. 
Tenfold fools are’ of course such so-called Protestants who 
virtually throw their children into the arms of the pope by entrusting 
them to papist educational institutions, and that even where they 
could find schools in their own ecclesiastical circle which need not 
be ashamed of the Roman.

On the remarriage of divorced persons, the Supreme Court of the 
United States has recently given a very important and far-reaching 
decision. There are a number of states in which the right of the 
guilty party to remarry after a divorce is limited in one way or 
another. Up to the year 1888, the rules of law in those states were 
as follows: The party against whom the action for divorce was 
pending, that is, the guilty party, shall be prohibited from 
contracting a new marriage from the date of the decree of divorce 
in Missouri five years, in Vermont three years, in Massachusetts 
two years, in Kansas six months, in Nebraska and Oregon two 
years. According to the New York statutes, if adultery was the 
cause of divorce, the guilty party shall not be permitted to remarry 
at all during the lifetime of the other party, and in Maine remarriage 
shall be permitted only by special court permission. In Maryland 
and Virginia, the court has the power to prohibit remarriage; the 
situation is similar in Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi. Under 
the laws of Pennsylvania, Delaware, and Tennessee, the 
adulterer or adulteress may not, during the lifetime of the former 
spouse, enter into marriage with the person with whom the 
adultery was committed.

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Of God's world government. 


It is mankind, corrupted by the wiles and wickedness of 
the devil, and fallen into sin, that has its being on this earth. 
Nevertheless, God did not deal with the human race as a 
man might discontentedly smash to pieces and throw away 
the work of his hands that has been corrupted and rendered 
useless by an enemy's wickedness, but for thousands of 
years he has allowed this wickedly degenerate humanity to 
exist, grow and multiply, and he will keep it on earth until he 
puts an end to the whole world edifice in the fire of the last 
day. And he does not leave men to eke out their existence 
as well or as badly as they are able, but he, the Creator of 
all things, is also their sustainer, and even the world, sunk in 
sin, is unceasingly under his almighty and wise government 
by day and by night. Thus he has faithfully kept his promise, 
that as long as the earth stands, seed and harvest shall not 
cease, Gen. 8:22, not only to his children, but to wicked and 
good, righteous and unrighteous. Yea, even the ungodly 
down to the foolish, who say, There is no God, are under the 
government of God. 

If the powers of evil were free to rule and reign on earth, 
the human race would have disappeared from the face of 
the earth long ago, and the last of the children of Adam 
would have killed each other or themselves. But the very 
government of the world, in so far as it extends to evil, is an 
admirable work of God's omnipotence and wisdom. And this 
government is effected in many ways and by many means.

Yes, the whole immense, sin-laden movement of peoples on

marriage, into sheer heart-breaking widowhood. There he 
leaves a King Henry VIII, a libertine and persecutor, long 
years on the English throne, and his pious son and 
successor he lays in an early grave after a short reign, and 
Bloody Mary ascends the throne and has Lutherans 
slaughtered.

Our East Indian Mission. 


From days gone by, Ill. 

This first Lutheran mission in the East Indies and in the 
Tamulenland, of whose main witnesses, Ziegenbalg and 
Schwartz, we have told our readers a little, had blossomed 
gloriously and been richly blessed. It had spread far and wide 
in Tamulenland, it had occupied the most important places in 
Tamulenland, it had brought the blessed gospel to high and 
low, rich and poor, old and young, and it had found a 
permanent home among many, among thousands. A great 
work had been done. The songs of the old Fabricius are still 
sung, the excellent Bible translation of the same is still used 
today. The name of the old Schwartz is unforgotten among 
the Tamulian Christians; the fathers have handed it down to 
their children. In the little community of the scribe there was 
an old man, Sinappen by name, who had been baptized by 
Schwartz when he was young. And how the old man's eyes 
shone when he spoke of his long-dormant teacher! And with 
amazement one listened to what the old man, sitting on the 
floor with his legs crossed, told of days long past and of the 
mighty missionary who had come so high that he had his seat 
with the great ones in the land, and who had nevertheless 
taken such special care of the poor and despised. 

But - it had not remained so with the Lutheran mission of 
the 18th century among the Tamuls, which was also called 
the Danish-Hallic mission, because it had been called into 
being from Denmark, from there it was supported primarily, 
at least as far as its Tranquebar part was concerned, and 
because its missionaries mostly went out from the university 
city of Halle and one took care of them in Halle with all one's 
might. This mission did not remain as it was in the times of 
which we have told. 

Why not? What was the cause? And how did it become 
with the mission? 

Dear reader, a mission in a heathen country is always 
closely connected with the home church by which it is carried 
on. The home church trains the missionaries, chooses them, 
and sends them out. Therefore, as the spiritual condition of 
the home church is, so will the spiritual condition of the 
mission and its missionaries be; this cannot fail to happen. 

Around the end of the last century and at the beginning of 
this century, however, the condition of the Christian Church 
in Germany and throughout Europe had become exceedingly 
sad. - Even before that time, a hundred years earlier, people 
had begun to look not so much at the purity of the preaching 
of the Word of God and the simple adherence to it in faith 
and life, but rather at the fact that Christians engaged in pious 
meditation, experienced noticeable revivals and 
conversions, had blissful feelings and emotions, and led a 
"strictly Christian" way of life. Now, dear reader, far be it from 
us to have a word of censure for the fact that Christians 
should 
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of a truly spiritual and godly nature and conduct. On the 
contrary! May God grant us all his Holy Spirit, that we may do} 
this more and more. But to put what we ourselves do first, 
and to set aside the pure and pure word of God, which must 
work and direct everything in us, is wrong. To set the course 
is to get on an inclined plane, on which one slides further and 
further toward the abyss. And this is what happened in the 
Church of the 18th century. The East Indian missionaries 
were also more or less infected by such a nature. And at the 
time mentioned above, around the end of the 18th century 
and the beginning of the present century, the disregard for 
the divine word had come to the point where it was freely and 
openly rejected in Europe, and in divine matters people let 
their reason, that poor, weak, corrupt thing, judge. Sheer 
unbelief spread to theological chairs and pulpits. The poor 
people were confused and seduced. "There is a God, there| 
is an immortality of the soul, and he who lives righteously and 
piously pleases God" - that was about all that was taught and 
believed. 

That is how it was in the church at home. How should it 
be in the mission and in the Tamulian mission? It was soon 
the same there. The last missionaries to arrive brought with 
them the home faith of reason; and as they could do nothing 
with that among the heathen, they threw themselves into 
other things, e. g. into collecting beetles, studying geography, 
linguistics, and the like. In the homeland there were fewer and 
fewer people who wanted to give something for the mission, 
let alone those who wanted to go out to the heathen 
themselves. The missionaries of the Lutheran Tamulen 
Mission gradually died out; there was a lack of money; most 
of the remaining missionaries entered the service of the 
English High Church; the stations with their buildings and all 
property passed into their possession; and only 
Tranquebar, like a poor withered branch, did a remnant of the 
once so flourishing Lutheran Danish-Hallic Mission survive, 
under a single preacher named Knudsen and under Danish 
leadership. 

That's what the mission had come to. It had come to that; 
This is how it was in the thirties of our century. 

In the meantime it had come over the home churches like 
a spring breeze. People had begun to wake up from the rigid 
hibernation of unbelief. First in England. There, too, the 
mission was first thought of again. Missionary societies had 
been formed, missionaries had been sent out to many 
heathen nations, also to the Tamuls. And so it happened that 
the abandoned Danish-Hallic mission passed into the hands} 
of the English Church, as we have said above. 

In Germany, too, people finally woke up, not to the full 
knowledge of the truth of God, but to the belief in the basic| 
articles of Christian doctrine. In Germany, too, the missionary| 
command of Christ was again remembered, and missionary| 
societies were formed here and there, and missionaries 
again went out to bring to the Gentiles what they themselves 
had recognized: the news of Christ, the Savior of the world. 


in 


And people in Germany continued in the right direction. 
Here and there, the teachings of Luther were recalled, which 
is nothing other than the only true teaching of the Bible. And 
a German Lutheran missionary society was formed in 
Dresden, which later moved its headquarters to Leipzig and 
became known far and wide under the name of the "Leipzig 
Mission". In 1840, this missionary society sent a missionary 
to the Tamuls in the East Indies to gather the neglected and 
lost Christians, who still remembered the faith of their fathers 
from time to time, and to bring the right doctrine of God to the 
heathen. This first missionary of the newly awakening 
Lutheran Church in Germany was called Cordes. 

Cordes went to the same place where Ziegenbalg had 
gone, namely to Tranquebar, entered the service of the 
Danish mission and tried by faithful, persistent work to 
cultivate the old seed field, which had gone wild during so 
long a neglect and had sprouted thorns and thistles, and to 
make it green and blossom again. At first it seemed as if all 
the work was in vain, which is why even two workers who had 
followed in 1842 continued to turn away. But it succeeded. 
Around the old graves, in the old churches in and around 
Tranquebar, in the schools new spiritual life arose. When 
Tranquebar was sold by the Danes to the English in 1845, the 
whole mission was handed over to Cordes, and in 1849 all 
the old mission property passed into the possession of the 
Leipzig Mission. 

And now it went on briskly. One missionary after another 
arrived. Congregation after congregation came back to the 
Lutheran mother church. The congregations grew through 
Gentile conversions. The Lutheran mission spread far and 
wide in Tamulenland. Higher and lower educational 
institutions were established, teachers and pastors trained 
and appointed from among the natives, churches and schools 
built, good books written, translated and printed. In 1876 the 
Leipzig Mission had well over 10,000 Christians; today it has 
even more baptized. 

Many a faithful servant of God has worked on the Tamuls 
during the half century of their existence in the Leipzig 
Mission. Apart from Cordes, who was in missionary service 
for more than 30 years, we only mention Schwartz, who, like 
his great namesake in the previous century, lived among the 
Tamuls for 48 years without interruption, like a father among 
his children, and proclaimed God's Word to them purely and 
loudly; and Kremmer, who for 40 years proclaimed the name 
of Christ to Christians and Gentiles with burning zeal and 
ravishing eloquence, praying without ceasing wherever he 
went and stood. 

But woe! Again, things look bleak and sad in the home 
church.

What will a poor deaf-mute person feel and think about when 
he sees hundreds of people going to church year after year 
and asks himself: "Are you concerned about what is being 
preached there? Why are we deaf and dumb not told of these 
serious and important things that are heard there? Because 
we cannot hear it, | suppose they spare us the trouble it 
would cost to hear it." The poor deaf-mute is just overlooked 
and disregarded. He does not hear, does not speak; it is 
thought that he must be left to himself. "His lot is sad 
enough," they say, "but it is such a laborious and 
burdensome task to enter into spiritual intercourse with him, 
and that is the reason why people like to avoid it." So it comes 
to pass that the deaf-mute grows old and gray, and little 
thought is given to his spiritual needs. Oh, if one could make 
manifest the thoughts and feelings of these poor persons, 
who have to lead such a sad life of silence among us, what 
a painful lamentation, even a severe accusation, we would 
probably often perceive in their hearts against those who 
have their rich soul food at the table of grace of their gracious 
God, and yet care so little that this poor class of men, who 
live among us, as it were, in exile, also have their necessary 
spiritual nourishment! | will illustrate this with two testimonies 
from deaf-mutes. Two years ago a deaf-mute from Michigan 
City wrote: "Jesus says: Preach the gospel to every creature, 
teach all nations. Who then preaches to the deaf and dumb? 
Shall they be left without God's word? Are they to depend 
only on the Methodists and Baptists to preach in the 
sectarian churches? Could not a pastor be found, especially 
in the larger cities, who would also minister to the poor deaf 
and dumb with God's Word?" From Louisville, Kentucky, a 
deaf-mute wrote me, "I often wonder that so much money is 
spent on missions in distant lands among the heathen, and 
little or no care is taken for the thousands of poor deaf-mutes 
in our country." 


Who is not powerfully moved by such mighty declarations 
of this "silent people" and spurred to zeal not to let their 
lamentation go unanswered? The undersigned's heart has 
been warmed for his deaf and dumb fellow-saved, to minister 
to them, if only in a small way. Being called upon to do so, | 
have, by the grace of God, for two years past, preached to 
the deaf and dumb in sign language in various cities, as 
Cincinnati, Louisville, Monroe, Elkhart, Fort Wayne, Peoria, 
Galesburg, Lincoln, Sheboygan, once or oftener; in Chicago 
and Milwaukee, every month; in St. Louis, every two months, 
for some time past. They always gladly accepted the 
invitation to worship extended to them. Not infrequently, after 
the sermon, they expressed their great joy that God's word 
had been preached to them. They asked me to hold a service 
with them again quite soon and often. Often they would say, 
"It is the first sermon in many years that has been preached 
to us today. We were very glad to hear it. Come again soon. 
We want to bring more deaf and dumb people." 

When one perceived how they often rushed to the 
service, one could only see new zeal 


They had come from distant parts of the city in Milwaukee, 
for example, in the heaviest summer heat in Louisville, 
Peoria, and Galesburg. For example, in Milwaukee they 
came from distant parts of the city during heavy storms and 
downpours, in Louisville during the greatest summer heat, in 
Peoria and Galesburg from 10 to 15 miles away from Pekin 
and Monmouth, in Monroe and Fort Wayne all without 
exception, in Cincinnati at the first service from 15 to 75 
years of age. How gladly they often come, | learned only the 
other day in Fort Wayne, when a consumptive deaf-mute, 
who could not attend the service, told his sisters that he 
would be so glad if he could be taken to church in his chair. 
How happy he was when | visited him the next day and 
preached Christ the Saviour to him! 

A service held with these deplorable persons in sign 
language is always moving. Not a sound is heard. Deathly 
silence reigns in the congregation. With fixed gaze they cling 
to all the movements of fingers, hands and arms as required 
by sign language. As no point escapes us in reading, so not 
the slightest sign escapes the deaf-mute. His eye often 
seems sharper than that of fully sensible persons. Would that 
the hearers of the Word would always turn their ear to the 
Word as attentively as the deaf and dumb turn their eye to 
the sermon! Often dear fellow ministers and members of the 
congregation have been present, and have not infrequently 
expressed their astonishment at the rapt attention and 
evident delight with which the deaf and dumb received the 
sermon in sign language. 

The two years of work among these poor people have 
now brought me to the conviction that we as a synod should 
begin a mission among the deaf and dumb. Consider what a 
large area is open to us here for the mission among the deaf 
and dumb. Language is no obstacle. The same sign 
language applies to all. Often, in the services | hold with 
them...

thousands of hearts to God's throne in the coming synodal days, 
and, as every synodal session is begun by invoking God, all 
those who have remained at home should also sigh often and 
from the bottom of their hearts: 

"Say yea to our deeds, Help yourself to counsel the 

best, The beginning, the means, and the end, Oh,

In most church bulletins, shorter or longer exhortations are 

addressed to the newly confirmed. The "Lutheran" would like to 
recommend one thing in particular to the confirmed: the 
absolutely regular attendance of all public church services. 
Experience teaches that some confirmands, as a result of a 
certain carnal urge for freedom, are inclined to avoid regular 
church attendance and to come to church only once a fortnight 
or even less often. They do not want to break with the church, 
but they also do not want to be expected to attend church 
regularly. This lays the foundation for a half-lukewarm church 
nature and life. And when these young Christians grow up and 
stick to the evil habit, it makes for bad churches. In one of our 
congregations we once heard a member of the congregation say 
in the congregational meeting that it was not too much to ask 
even the weakest Christian to attend every public service from 
which he was not kept away by a duty of love. Even an 
unchristian could attend public worship by natural force; how 
much more should a Christian be able to do so who is driven by 
an inner desire for God's Word. That is certainly true! It is only’ 
necessary that our young Christians discipline themselves a little 
and overcome the resisting flesh. After all, it is easier to come to 
church regularly than only now and then. Above all, regular 
church attendance is God's will. And only in this way will we take 
proper care of our souls, and only in this way will we grow in 
spiritual knowledge, so that we will become capable and truly 
useful members of the Christian community. F.P.

The Ohio "Church Newspaper" of April 11, in an article about 
parents and godparents watching over their children, says: "I 
believe that if the Epistle to the Ebrews had been written in our 
time, the passage 13:17. would read: 'Obey your teachers and 
follow them, for it is their duty to watch over your bodies and 
souls." Hereafter it might be asked, If the Epistle had been 
written in our time by whom, say, an Ohioan? But since this letter 
is inspired by God, one would have to regret, according to 
Ohioan wisdom, that God knew our time little or not at all, did not 
know its needs well, and probably did not have it written quite 
correctly in other respects either. But this does not mean to give 
glory to God, but to "master the Holy Spirit," to lead him to school 
and teach him how he should have written. - Such an Ohioan 
might therefore also say: If the holy Scriptures had been written 
in our time, the passages on election and blessedness would 
have read in such a way that man's good conduct would have 
been accorded the important significance in the work of 
beatification. But then that babbler in the "Fifth Conversation" of 
the same number would not have had to labor so sourly and yet 
in vain to show that "in respect of faith" in Scripture and the 
Confession, by letting both say what they do not say. W. 


Roman peace efforts. The Roman Cardinals Logue of Ireland, 
Vaughan of England, and Gibbons of America, have lately 
issued an appeal for the formation of an arbitral tribunal, by 
which "among the English-speaking nations" the disputes which 
arise shall be settled, not by force of arms, but by peaceful 
negotiation. Very kind! But it would have been more appropriate 
if the Cardinals had first addressed their appeal to another 
address, e.g. to the Spanish and Portuguese speaking "nations" 
of Central and South America. These are, after all, the real 
children of the Pope and are almost incessantly at loggerheads 
with one another. It is on these people that the creatures of Pabst 
should first try their arts of peace. How would it be if they put an 
end by their influence to the rebellion that is at present raging in 
Central America and to the terrible war that is devastating Cuba, 
since those involved are almost without exception Catholics? 
The "English-speaking nations," which are predominantly 
Protestant, can really do without the services of the Roman 
Cardinals. But the Pope and his servants are not at all concerned 
with peace in the world - for they have always been the chief 
disturbers of peace - but with the honor and rule of the papacy. 
By these proposals for peace, the papacy wants to show itself 
off as the great benefactor of mankind and to come to the fore. 
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push. That their purpose is the glorification of the papacy is also 
evident from the following words of the appeal: "Such a court of 
arbitration existed for centuries, when all the nations of 
Christendom were united by one faith. Have we not in our own 
age seen nations turn to this court for an arbitrator's decision?" 
In this last clause it is chiefly remembered that the pope was 
appealed to as an arbitrator between Spain and Germany. In the 
first sentence there is no doubt that we are looking at the time 
before the Reformation, when the papacy was at the height of its 
terrible power. It was, of course, not a time of peace, but of the 
bloodiest wars and persecutions. But to speak the grossest 
untruths without shame and shyness has always been one of 
Rome's main tricks. And it succeeds in doing so with the world.

Rome in South America. Some time ago, at the instigation of 
the mayor, the confiscation of all Protestant Bibles from the 
agent of the American Bible Society took place in Lima. They 
were all burned in the public market. In Peru there is bitter 
opposition to Protestant Bibles. Two years ago a similar thing 
happened there, and the agent was thrown into prison for 
several months for spreading the Bible. Where Rome rules and 
holds power, it seeks to get God's Word out of the way.

From Prussia. In Danzig died recently the Lord Mayor, Dr. 
Baumbach, who had been very "free-minded" all his life, and had 
confirmed his unbelief with the testamentary decree that his 
body should be "buried by fire" in Gotha. Nevertheless, a 
respected preacher, Consistorialrath and Superintendent 
Franck, officiated at the funeral service held in Danzig, who said 
in his speech, among other things: "Faith, love, hope are all that 
remain to us, and with this beautiful apostle's word we want to 
take leave at the gate of eternity. The deceased could not unite 
all these qualities in himself, for there is no room for them in the 
human heart. But hope and love were the guiding star of all his 
actions." If it was already disgraceful that a preacher who wanted 
to be Christian was active at the funeral service of a completely 
unchurched and openly pagan man, his miserable chatter was 
even more disgraceful, a blatant abuse of the divine word. He 
himself admits that the deceased was an unbeliever, but 
excuses him by saying that the Scriptures demand too much if 
they require faith in addition to hope and love. - But in this 
country, too, do not enough sectarian preachers and nominal 
Lutherans act in a similar way, if the occasion arises, and, like 
that country church preacher, only make their office and the 
church they serve contemptible and blasohemed among those 
who are outside? L. F. 

Church Prayer for Government. The Christian church in general, 
and all individual Christians in particular, comply with the 
apostle's exhortation to make supplication, prayer, intercession, 
and thanksgiving "for all men, for kings, and for all authorities, 
that we may lead a quiet and tranquil life in all godliness and 
honourableness," 1 Tim.

O be blessed, 
you flaming funeral pyres, by which a few and mischievous 
subjects have been eliminated, but each time a hundred and a 
hundred souls have been saved from the maw of heresy and 
perhaps also from eternal damnation, and also civil society, 
protected against discord and civil war, has been preserved for 
centuries in happiness and welfare!"

The General 
Treasurer has already charged the caste with the full purchase sum 
and the expenses for repairs for the College in St. Paul, namely 
with -26246. 23. Now, however, in accordance with a Synodal 
resolution, -25000 will be paid to that institution from the Barthel- 
Lstuts, of which, however, only -14261.01 has been paid to date to 
the supervisory authority. The Barthel-Lstats still consists of 1) a 
mortgage in the amount of -9000, 2) a property in the "interior" of 
the city, which according to a moderate estimate has a value of - 
18000 and brings in -125 rents per month, and 3) shares in a 
commission business in the amount of -11000, which yield 5 
percent profit. If one subtracts from this the debt of -10739.99 "still 
remaining" at the St. Paul-Anstalt, then the Synod still has about - 
27000 from the state, which has not yet been disposed of, and in 
addition, the above debt on April 1, 1896, is reduced from - 
15977.26 to K5237.27.

The apostle of Jesus Christ exclaims with amazement: 
"Great is the mystery of God: God is manifest in the flesh. 1 
Tim. 3, 16. 

Christ is God's only Son, and therefore Himself God of a 
kind. Throughout the Scriptures we find clear and powerful 
testimonies of the true deity of Christ. Already to the 
believers of the Old Covenant the Messiah was set before 
them in His divine glory and majesty. Eve, when she had 
borne Cain, said, "| have the man, the LORD." Gen. 4:1. This 
was an error, that she took her firstborn for the Messiah. But 
that she thought the promised Redeemer was the Lord 
Jehovah, she was not mistaken. She had rightly grasped the 
meaning of the promise of the woman's seed and the 
serpent's tread. When David was at the height of his 
dominion, he received from God a great revelation of the 
future king whom God would raise from his seed.

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The Lord has given us a share in his divine nature and glory. 
Our Lutheran church teaches what is called the sharing of 
attributes. And this is no idle talk, no learned sophistry. No, 
we follow and believe here only what the Scriptures reveal to 
us of the great mystery of the incarnation of the Son of God. 
And all that the Scriptures reveal to us is for our salvation and 
comfort. 

The Son of God, when He became man, also took upon 
Himself all the attributes of human nature, including suffering 
and death. Peter reproached the men of Israel for having 
"killed the Prince of life". Apost. 3, 15. St. Paul writes that the 
rulers of this world "crucified the Lord of glory". 1 Cor. 2, 8. 
The rulers of the Jews and Gentiles have struck JEsum of 
Nazareth on the cross and killed him, and this torture, the 
deadly blow has struck the Prince of life, the Lord of glory. 
We read Rom. 5:10. that "we are reconciled to God through 
the death of His Son." The Son of God is God by nature. God 
cannot die in himself. But because the Son of God took as 
his nature the flesh and blood of the mortal children of men, 
he also made dying, death, his own doing and suffering. The 
Church of God rightly sings, "O great distress, God himself 
is dead." It is testified in Apost. 20, 28. testifies that God 
purchased the church by his own blood. It is a familiar saying, 
"And the blood of JEsu Christ his Son (the Son of God) 
maketh us clean from all sin." The blood shed on the cross, 
therefore, is and is the blood of the Son of God, God's blood. 
This is the comfort of poor sinners in living and dying. When 
our sins terrify us, when the devil accuses us, when death 
and hell terrify us, we pray: The blood of JEsu Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin, laying emphasis on these words 
"his Son," and so we still our hearts; for God is greater than 
our hearts. We know what is in the wager, which is God's 
torture, God's death, God's blood. Therefore we are certainly 
redeemed and reconciled to God. 

The Son of God, when He became flesh, imparted to His 
human nature His divine glory and majesty. St. John writes: 
"And the Word was made flesh, and we beheld his glory, a 
glory as of the only begotten of the Father, full of grace and 
truth." Joh. 1, 14. The disciples of the Lord saw the Word 
made flesh. They had this man Jesus before their eyes, but 
they saw the glory of the only begotten Son shining through 
the earthly shell. Especially when he did miracles, JEsus 
revealed his glory. With his human voice, with the breath of 
his lips, JEsus healed the sick, cast out devils, raised the 
dead, stilled the raging sea. This JEsus of Nazareth was an 
all-powerful man, an all-knowing man. Already in the days of 
His lowliness JEsus testified of Himself: "All things are 
delivered unto me of my Father." Matth. 11, 27. But since He 
was exalted to God, what He assured His disciples after His 
resurrection is even more true: "All authority in heaven and 
on earth has been given to Me." 


Matth. 28, 18. "And behold, | am with you always, even to the 
end of the age." Matth. 28, 20. This man JEsus now has all 
authority in heaven and on earth and leads the scepter of 
world dominion. This man JEsus surrounds His church on 
earth with His omnipresence. How comforting this is to us! 
This Jesus Christ, our flesh and blood, who only means well 
with his brothers according to the flesh, is close to us 
everywhere and protects and shields us with his strong arm, 
with his almighty power against all our enemies and directs 
all things for our good. 

This is what Scripture reveals to us about the great 
miracle of the person of Christ. And so our soul soars over 
nature, "where God and mankind are united in one, where all 
perfect fullness appears, there, there is the best, most 
necessary part, my one and only, my most blessed salvation.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


a. From the sin. 

"By the law cometh knowledge of sin.” It is God's will and 
purpose that we know our sin from the law. He has given us 
His law for this very purpose. Therefore, in considering each 
commandment and in the final consideration, "Of the 
Fulfillment of the Law," we have shown that we are all 
transgressors of the law and sinners. 

But, dear Christian, we must not be content with this. We 
must also deal with sin in a very special way, in order to 
recognize it in its full essence and scope. 

This then shall we now do. And that the matter may be 
the more comprehensible, let us answer the following four 
questions one after another: 001 What is sin? 2. what is the 
cause of sin? 003 What is "original sin"? 4. what is "real sin"? 


1. what actually is sin? 

The Holy Spirit gives us the shortest but clearest answer 
to this question. He says 1 John 3:4, "Sin is unrighteousness. 

Dear reader, do us the favour of applying a little 
scholarship here, which is not usually our way. We do this 
only in order to make the Holy Spirit's saying about sin quite 
understandable to you. 

See, everything that is written in the New Testament was 
originally written in Greek by the Holy Spirit, including our little 
saying. And now, in making this again, let us give the last 
word of it, which Luther translated "unrighteousness," in 
Greek. The saying then is thus, "Sin is anomia." 


The Greek word "anomia" consists of two parts: the prefix 
"a", which is the same as the German prefix "un"; and 
"nomia", which literally means "lawfulness". "Anomia" 
therefore means "unlawfulness". 

Sin, then, is unlawfulness, says the Holy Spirit. What 
therefore is sin? Sin is everything that is not in accordance 
with the law of God, that is contrary to and against the law of 
God, that deviates from the guideline of the same. 

Instead of "law" one can also say "right" in German. 
Hence Luther says, "Sin is unrighteousness,” and this is quite 
the same as if he had said, "Sin is unlawfulness.” But 
"unrighteousness" is more German and better sounding than 
"unlawfulness." We have made this literal translation only to 
make the meaning of the Holy Spirit quite clear to you, dear 
reader. 

So again, what is sin? Sin is everything that is against 
God's law and right; all unlawfulness, all injustice is sin. 
Everything in you and about you that is against God's law and 
right, that is sin. 

Now, however, one more thing. Have you, dear reader, 
ever heard what is the real and original meaning of the word 
"sin"? No? So listen! 

When the ancient Germans 2000 years ago threw a spear 
or ger at atarget and missed, they called it "sinnen". This later 
became "find" and even later "sin". "Sin," then, originally had 
the meaning of miss, miss, miss the target, miss it. And "sin" 
actually means missing the target. 

And it is nice that the German word "Stinde" has this 
meaning, because in the Greek language the word translated 
as "sin" has the same opinion and meaning. 

And now look! So sin is when you miss the target you are 
supposed to hit. What target are you supposed to hit? Well, 
the target that God sets before us: the law. The law of God is 
to be hit on the mark, that is, to be kept and fulfilled perfectly. 
If we do not do this, we sin and miss the goal that God has 
set before us: the law. 

"Sin is the wrong." In this saying each word fits well with 
the other. Sin is unlawfulness, all that is contrary to the right 
and law of God. And so not meeting the law and justice of 
God, but lacking it, that is sin. 

Hold this firmly, dear Christian, and always judge by it 
what is sin and what is not. If someone wants to make 
something sinful for you and give you a conscience about 
something that is not against God's law, do not believe him 
and do not accept it. But if you see that anything is contrary 
to God's law, go straight to it and judge that it is sin, and do 
not let anyone talk you out of it, whoever he may be. 

Aren't you angry with us for this bit of erudition? 

Now let us look again at our little saying. "Sin is 
unrighteousness." Sin is anything that is against God's right 
and law, does not meet the same, lacks the same. We have 
understood that. But now hear further. What God, the 
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holy God, as His law and right, that is certainly right and holy 
and good and divine. Can it be otherwise? What then is 
against and contrary to the law of God, what must it be? It 
must be unjust and unholy and evil and ungodly or ungodly. 
That is certain. What, therefore, does he do who lacks this 
law, who does not observe what the law holds against him, 
even who commits a crime against and contrary to the law of 
God? He does what is unjust, unholy, evil, contrary to God, 
and ungodly. What then is sin? Sin is the wrong, the unjust, 
the unholy, the evil, the unholy, the unholy. 

Now you see that when the Holy Spirit says that "sin is 
wrong," He is saying two things that are one in themselves. 
He says, first, that sin is everything that is contrary to God's 
right and law; and, secondly, that sin is that which is unholy, 
evil, ungodly, item wrong, because God's right cannot be 
other than right and good, and everything that is contrary to 
it can only be evil and wrong. If you do not do God's right, 
you do not do right, you do not do what is right, but you do 
what is wrong, what is evil, what is sin. 

And thereby thou dost grievously offend the holy God. He 
has set His right before thee; thou doest wrong! His holy law 
and right He gives thee, and He is holiness itself; thou actest 
and art unholy! He, the Holy One, has created you, and you 
live and weave and are in Him, no breath, no movement of 
your body and soul happens without His creative and 
sustaining power; and you turn against Him and spiritually 
detach yourself from Him, you are wicked and ungodly! Truly, 
in so doing, you grievously offend the holy God. This cannot 
be otherwise. So also saith the Holy Ghost by the mouth of 
David, Thou art not a God to whom wickedness is pleasing: 
he that is wicked abideth not before thee." Ps. 5:5. 

And God, offended by such sin, is provoked to serious 
punishment, and punishes also, punishes with death, as we 
have recently pointed out. This He says, and this cannot be 
otherwise. He who strikes in the face of God's holiness 
strikes out fire, fire that multiplies Him. "Sin is the ruin of 
men." Prov. 14:34. 

Let's take another quick look at the whole thing: 

What is sin? - Sin is a deviation from the guideline of the 
divine law, by which God is seriously offended and provoked 
to serious punishment.

Divine decision of a church preacher. 


Jakob Pineton, preacher of the Huguenots in the 
principality of Orange, had suffered long and much during 
the persecutions in which the Papists, especially the Jesuits, 
supported by the devastating French military, sought to 
destroy all Protestant worship in that principality and really 
did destroy it. He himself describes in his book, titled "The 
Tears", the devastation that the French weapons had 
caused in this region, and relates the following strange 
incident, experienced by himself, on pages 9 and 10: 

"| would," says he, "do injustice to the common being, if | 
should pass over here an incident worthy of being brought 
down to posterity: One of the aforesaid people (the Jesuits) 
preached a sermon in the year 1678, eight days after the 
feast of their holy Sacrament, in which he challenged me in 
the pulpit to refute his grounds of proof that the Host must 
be worshipped. | was told exactly what he had said in that 
sermon, but | did not think of publicly answering his 
challenge, but was content to refute his reasons before 
those who told me about that sermon. But he challenged me 
all the more often and boldly again and again, so that my 
congregation eagerly demanded that | should refute him 
publicly. | finally tried to do so one Sunday in the afternoon 
sermon, and destroyed all the reasons he had put forward 
some time before. | spoke for about four hours, and this time 
not only to my usual audience, 


but also to many strangers, whom the rumor that | would refute 
the Jesuit had drawn. | broke down all his sophistries; showed 
him how he had applied passages of Scripture quite falsely to 
his assertions, and struck him down with the testimonies of the 
same Fathers of the Church on whom he had so much prided 
himself; so that | thought | had thoroughly refuted him. But he 
felt this himself; for when he -left my sermon, he said to 
Villeneuf, a nobleman still living, attached to the Papal Church, 
‘Ah, now | know not where | stand! God, God, what will | be 
able to say against all the testimonies given?’ In fact, he was 
careful not to follow my proofs in his next sermon, and did 
nothing but raise a mere cry in the pulpit that | had declared 
the worship of the Sacrament to be idolatry. But he thought he 
could best extricate himself from his embarrassment by 
publicly calling God himself to witness in church that his 
doctrine was the truth, and this he did in the following manner: 

"Great God,’ said he, - | quote entirely his own words - 'how 
canst thou suffer thy service, the most glorious and most holy 
service, to be thought idolatrous?’ Is it true, as these preachers 
accuse us, that we find idols, and the priests impostors, when 
they say, that they daily sacrifice the body of thy highly given 
Son, - where then are thy thunderbolts? where thy 
thunderbolts, to smite us impostors and idols? 

"Hereupon he turned to the altar on which was the 
consecrated host, and continued: 

""Yea, my Saviour, | turn to thee, and beseech thee to 
pronounce judgment in our cause by a miraculous work. If we 
are idols when we worship thy holy Sacrament, let fire come 
down upon us from heaven, as Elijah did upon the priests of 
Baal. Strike our altars with thy thunder, and by such a judgment 
thou shalt bring us out of error, and wholly convince us that we 
are idols." 

"With these presumptuous words, on June 19, 1678, the 
Jesuit asked God for a proving miraculous sign, and it was 
given him; for ten days later, on Wednesday, June 29, on the 
feast of Peter and Paul, God caused just such a sign to occur 
as the Jesuit had desired. June, on the feast of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, at about nine o'clock, God caused just such a sign to 
occur as the Jesuit had desired: the sky was darkened by thick 
clouds, there was terrible thunder and lightning on all sides, 
and a very strange thunderclap struck the church right next to 
the great altar, namely, while the Canonicus Caulet was just 
performing the Sacrifice of the Mass. The thunderclap threw 
the Mass priest to the ground on his back, and tore several 
stones out of the vault. The lightning also struck the next 
chapel to the left of the choir, and burned the altar cloths to 
powder; for here, too, Mass was being said. The Lady de la 
Pisa, who was lying on her knees here, was very much 
damaged by it and completely covered with dust; the same 
happened to other persons. She was brought home half-dead, 
where one of her veins had to be opened. The lightning had 
also passed through a church window, and the fire in the 
church tower had to be extinguished by evening. 


A judgment of God. 


A devout candidate, who confessed the gospel of Jesus 
Christ with joy, became a preacher in New England. Almost 
unanimously the whole congregation had chosen him, and 
only a few had opposed him, not because of the candidate 
himself, but because of his evangelical teaching. Among his 
opponents, one in particular was distinguished for 
bitterness, but this one also could so little conceal his hearty 
hatred of the doctrine of the grace of JEsu Christ, that he 
spoke loudly and strongly against such nonsense wherever 
there was any occasion, and poured scorn and derision 
upon those who thought it their greatest honour to preach 
such a doctrine. A few weeks before the arrival of the 
Candidate, this enemy of Christ was talking to his neighbors 
about the new preacher, and became so vehement in his 
words that he said, "I wish | might die first, before the 
Candidate comes here as a preacher." And what happened? 
On the Sunday before the Candidate's ordination, his bitter 
enemy was still fresh and healthy, doing his usual morning 
business. But suddenly he was seized as if by an invisible 
hand; he could no longer speak, lost all feeling, and lay there 
most miserable. In this miserable condition he remained until 
Wednesday morning, when the candidate was to be publicly 
installed as a preacher, and died about two hours before the 
beginning of the service in which the candidate was to be 
ordained; thus just as he himself had wished his death. The 
condition into which the unfortunate man had been placed 
was found quite unusual” all possible attempts by physicians 
to help or relieve had been in vain; he was and remained 
without sensation and helpless until the moment of his 
death.

Of the Synod of Delegates at Fort Wayne we can only report 
the following before the close of this number of the "Lutheran." 
At the opening service on Wednesday, April 29, Rev. P. Beyer, 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., preached, after instructing the text Psalm 
73:28, preached on "the peculiar but true blessedness of an 
orthodox synod," showing that the same consists 1. in a right 
knowledge of the unshakable ground on which we stand; 2. in 
ceaseless drawing from the inexhaustible fountain of life which 
is opened to us, and 3. In the first afternoon session, the 
organization of the Synod of Delegates took place, and the 
Honorable General Praeses, Dr. Schwan, read his synodal 
address together with his presidential report, whereby the 
assembly was prepared in an excellent manner for the work of 
the following days and was made aware of the importance of the 
individual matters.

Christian Science is the name given to a delusion which, as 
has been reported several times before, is endangering more 
and more souls, especially here in America, and especially 
since the preachers of this falsely-vaunted science usually 
pretend to exercise dominion over all diseases of the body and 
soul. Probably the greatest prophetess of this swarm- 
mindedness is a Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, whose book, "Science 
and Health," is now circulated in its hundredth edition. The fact 
that this book is bought and read by so many is all the more 
remarkable because the author expects her readers to do things 
that are not usually expected of people of even reasonably 
sound mind. For the disciples of this false prophetess are to 
firmly believe that all corporeality is only an empty delusion, that 
they themselves have no body and therefore can have no bodily 
diseases and infirmities, that sickness and pain and even death 
have their existence only in the erroneous thoughts of men, 
similar to the things that trouble one in a dream and immediately 
disappear into nothing when the dreamer awakes. And this is to 
be the very task of "Christian science," that it may awaken men 
from their dreams, in which they are tormented by sickness, 
pain, and death, and in this way put an end to all these evils. 
Frost and heat, hunger and thirst, and in general all the 
perceptions of our senses, should also belong to these reveries. 
"By food the body is neither strengthened nor weakened," says 
Mrs. Eddy. Thus she also explains the Fall of Man in such a way 
that she asserts that Adam, whose name is synonymous with 
"error," lost himself in the error that he had a material body and 
was in a real garden; that this fatal error, that one believes the 
existence of corporeality, has been inherited from Adam from 
generation to generation, and that the deliverance from this 
error consists in the redemption which Christian science has to 
bring. Thus these enthusiasts really pose as the true saviors, 
who want to set right what has been corrupted by Adam's fall. 
The art which they practise in this, and which they also wish to 
teach their disciples, is, as is evident from what has been said, 
that of the most unreasonable self-deception; one is simply to 
deny all ills of body and soul, and then imagine that thereby they 
are cured. The most distressing thing, however, is that even in 
Christian congregations these senseless enthusiasts find a 
hearing here and there, and whoever has to do with people 
infected by this enthusiasm, gets the impression that the devil 
has his very special game with these seduced ones, so that they 
are no longer accessible not only to divine truths, but also to 
rational reasons. Thus the devil, in our time, on the one hand, 
makes the world believe, and has it believed, especially by so- 
called scholars and natural scientists, that there is no spirit at all 
and that everything is only matter, while he plays his trick on 
others in this way.

Church and Church Regiment. 


Lecture given before the Synod of Delegates in 1896 by F. 
Pieper. 


The right doctrine of church government is of great 
practical importance. Much damage has been done to the 
church by wrong church government. King Frederick William 
IV of Prussia said of one form of church government, the 
form of the state church, that if the church were mortal, it 
would long since have perished under the government of the 
state. 

Now among us the right doctrine of church government 
is a known truth, and church practice is predominantly in 
accord with the right doctrine. Nevertheless, it should not be 
superfluous for us to consider the main features of the 
doctrine of church government in our general assembly. The 
fertile soil for false church government, the corrupt human 
heart, is still with us. Next, the consideration of what is right 
church government leads us right into the heart of Christian 
doctrine. Here, too, we are immediately confronted with 
what Christ is, what the gospel is, and what the Christian 
church is. Here, too, we will find ample reason to praise the 
grace of God that has been bestowed upon us. 

As everything that belongs to the realm of Christian 
doctrine is exceedingly simple, so also is the doctrine of 
church government. The contrary is not proved by the fact 
that there has been much dispute about it within the church 
up to this day. There is no Christian doctrine, not even a so- 
called central doctrine, such as the doctrines of justification 
and of the person and work of Christ, which has not been 
made difficult and obscure by human artifice. In the doctrine 
of church government, in particular, the human interest in 
justifying existing abuses plays a great part in dulling 
Christian knowledge. 

The proper starting point for the exposition of the doctrine 
of church government is the doctrine of the 
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St. Louis, Mo., May 19, 1896. 


Church. How and with what the church is to be governed is 
best understood when it is known and stated what the 
church, whose government it is, is. 

What is the church? The church is the believers, or what 
is the same: the Christians, the children of God. The Church 
is the people whom Christ has called out of the world through 
the Gospel, justified by faith, and endowed with all the 
spiritual goods he has purchased. They are the people in 
whose hearts the Holy Spirit, indeed the whole Holy Trinity, 
dwells, who cling by faith to Christ as their spiritual head and 
are his spiritual body. These people-and no others-are the 
Christian Church. Those who do not have Christ's Spirit are 
not His. Believers, and only believers, are the church. 
Therefore, the governing means for the Christian church is 
not external force and coercion, not human commandments, 
not human wisdom, cleverness, skill, reputation, etc., but 
God's Word alone. Christians, the children of God, cannot 
and should not be governed by anything other than the word 
of their Lord and Savior, by God's word. Luther says briefly 
and succinctly: "Christians can be governed by nothing but 
the Word of God alone. "*) And somewhat more elaborately: 
"This is called the church office or church government: such 
a government, where one has the Word alone, and so 
governs that one does not need any force, nor does one lay 
hands, nor does one seek any power or authority before 
others. Why is this? Because God desires to preserve and 
govern His Church by His Word alone, and not by human 
power.) Men can be considered in the government of the 
Church only in so far as they preach and guide Christ's Word. 
Luther says of the "priests and bishops": "Their governing is 
nothing else than to drive God's word, so that Christians may 
lead and overcome heresy."t) The Scepter of Christ's 
Kingdom

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Here on earth the scepter of Christ's kingdom does not 
emanate from Rome, nor from the green tables of the 
consistorial councils and other so-called ecclesiastical 
superiors, but from Zion, the sanctuary of God. 

The whole question of church government was decided by 
Christ Himself when He said, "One is your Master, Christ; but 
ye are all brethren," Matt. 23:8. Here it is stated as clearly as 
possible, and as definitely as possible, that there is only one 
governing Lord in the church. That is Christ. Luther says, 
"We (Christians) have one Lord, who is Christ, who governs 
our souls." *) Anything that is not Christ has nothing to rule 
and command even in the church. The Church is the strictest 
monarchy, that is, a kingdom in which there are not several 
or many, but only one ruler. "One is your Master, Christ." As 
to the relation of Christians to one another, they are 
"brethren." There is no superiority or subordination among 
them. On the contrary, they are all of a secondary order to 
one another. They form, says the blessed Dr. Walther, a 
"great holy brotherhood,” in which there are no dominators 
and obeyers. "Ye shall not be called Rabbi," Matt. 23:8. "The 
worldly princes rule, and the overlords have power. It shall 
not be so among you," Matt. 20:25, 26. But Christ, the sole 
ruler, exercises his office of ruler and governor by his word, 
as he gave it to the church in the Scriptures, and commanded 
it to be taught in the same to the end. As he gathers his 
church by his word and continually fills it with spiritual life, so 
he also rules it by his word. And in order that he may retain 
sole dominion and that the dominion of men may not creep 
in again, because he uses men to proclaim his word, he 
commands all who open their mouths in the church to speak 
only God's word and not their own. "If any man speak, let him 
speak it as the word of God," 1 Petr. 4:11.

"Neither doth this saying set up a government apart from the 
gospel; therefore they cannot prove their authority, which 
they have set up apart from the gospel, by the gospel: for the

truth that no man has anything to command another in the 
church, that it also denies to the apostles the power to 
command anything which Christ did not speak and command 
through them. It is said in the Schmalkaldic Articles, "It 
cannot be said with any truth that Peter had any authority of 
power before other apostles over the church and all other 
church servants. For thus he saith: 'All things are yours, 
whether Paul, or Apollos, or CephasZ that is, neither Peter, 
nor any other ministers of the word, may ascribe to them any 
authority or supremacy over the church. Let no one burden 
the church with his own statutes, but let it be said here that 
no authority or prestige is more valid than God's Word. 
*““Chemnitz notes that the apostles would have torn their 
clothes in horror if someone had wanted to ascribe to them 
the authority "to give laws of which they had no 
commandment or testimony of the divine word.) 

It has been said: The government of the church by God's 
word alone is all right in theory. But in practice the matter is 
different. Where do you have such people who submit to 
God's Word and are willing to be subject to one another in 
the things that God has not commanded? Admittedly, the 
pope will not make such people. Neither will emperors and 
kings. Nor will episcopal decrees and synodal resolutions. 
Even Moses can't do it. But he can do it who is the church. 
The Lord Christ makes such people by his Word and the 
Holy Spirit. And Christians - all Christians - are such people. 
Here we come again to the proper concept of the church, the 
government of which we are concerned with. What belongs 
to Christ can also be governed by Christ's word. This is what 
the Lord Christ Himself says when He says in John 8: "He 
that is of God heareth the word of God." Those who cannot 
be governed by God's Word are the enemies of Christ and 
His Church, as the Lord Christ also immediately adds in 
reference to the Pharisees, "Therefore hear ye not," namely, 
God's Word, "for ye are not of God." Let them go. Luther, too, 
in his exposition of the government of the church by God's 
Word alone, repeatedly comes to the objection that there is 
a lack of people for such a government. He prefaces this by 
saying, "There is no ruler among Christians, except Christ 
Himself alone. And what can there be for rulers, since they 
are all equal, and have the same right, power, goods, and 
honor; for that no one desires to be another's ruler, but every 
one desires to be another's subordinate" (according to the 
word 1 Pet. 1:5: "Be ye all one subject among yourselves")? 
"Where there are such people, no authority could be 
established, even if one would gladly do it, because the kind 
and nature does not suffer it. If no one has sovereigns...

Luther continues: "But where there 
are no such people, there are no true Christians... . 
Christians must be governed by faith, not by outward works. 
Faith, however, cannot come through the word of man, but 
only through the word of God, as St. Paul says in Romans 
10:17: Faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the word of 
God: which therefore believe not, they are not Christians: 
neither are they under Christ's kingdom, but under the 
kingdom of the world, to be compelled and ruled by the 
sword and outward government. Christians do all good by 
themselves and without constraint, and have enough for 
themselves in God's word alone. "*) Again one objected: But 
even Christians still have the flesh about them, which sets 
itself against the rule of God's Word and never becomes 
godly. Indeed! But even the commandments of men will not 
make the flesh devout. But when we persevere with the 
Word of God in patient instruction and exhortation, 
Christians continually crucify their flesh with its lusts and 
desires, and continue to submit to God's Word. What 
experiences we have had in this regard in our synod, a few 
words about that later. This is how it is with God's Word, with 
God's Word alone, and this is how the church is rightly 
governed.

2. what is the cause of sin? 
Not God. In no way or manner is God the cause of sin. 
Do you say, "Does this need to be mentioned? It goes 
without saying that God, the holy God, cannot be the cause 
of sin! 

Certainly, certainly, God cannot be that. But there are 
learned men who say that the majestic, omnipotent God is 
without doubt the cause of all things, that without Him there is 
nothing and can be nothing, that therefore sin cannot exist 
without Him, and that therefore He is the first and real cause 
of sin. Thus they say. And by this and similar philosophy and 
loose seduction some have been carried away - even among 
the people, even among the unlearned people **)- that they 
say, yes, from God, too, sin must actually come. And still more: 
Bible verses are also adduced, and it is sought to prove by 
them that God is the real cause of sin. And all such Bible 
verses only say that even in and with sin God does not give up 
the reins of government and makes even sin subservient to 
Himself, but not that God is the cause of sin. - But this is what 
happens when we allow our blind and corrupt reason to judge 
in divine matters, instead of humbly adhering to the revealed 
Word of God.

What does this one say? 

The apostle John in his first epistle, chap. 1:5, writes: 
"This is the proclamation which we have heard of him 
(Christ), and declare unto you, that God is a light, and in him 
is no darkness." "Light" is holiness; "darkness" is unholiness. 
God is a light, God is holiness, holiness itself; with Him is no 
darkness, no unholiness: how shall darkness come from 
light, how shall unholiness and sin come from holiness? God 
is not the cause of sin. "He is a rock. His works are 
blameless: for all that he doeth is right." Deut. 5:32, 4. How, 
then, should He have caused, wrought, and brought into the 
world sin, which is iniquity and unrighteousness! He rather 
hates and punishes sin, as it is written Psalm 5:5: "Thou art 
not a God to whom wickedness pleaseth; he that is wicked 
abideth not before thee." And He should be the cause of sin? 
- That is a satanic philosophy, a philosophy enlightened and 
inflamed by hell. No, the revealed Word of God teaches us 
that God is not the cause of sin, but that the cause of sin is 
to be sought elsewhere. 

Where? 

First of all, the devil. The devil is the first and main cause 
of sin. - This, of course, is far different from the philosophy 
which says that God is the cause of sin. And we understand 
at once that the devil, the liar and the father of lies, is himself 
behind such a philosophy and wants to shift the blame from 
himself to God and to suspect God of us, as he has done 
from the beginning. 

But - we must first of all prove our case; prove that the 
infallible Word of God, which does not lie, says that the devil 
is the first and chief cause of sin. 

1 John 3:8. It is written, "Whosoever committeth sin is of 
the devil: for the devil sinneth from the beginning." With this 
word of God let us maintain our cause. So let us look 
carefully at it. 

"Whoever commits sin, whoever gives himself up to sin, 
whoever gives his heart, his courage, and his mind to sin, 
where did he get it? how did he become such? whom did he 
look at because he was such? - This is the question before 
us. 

He has above all to look at himself and to accuse, you 
say. 

Most certainly. Further on we also want to show and 

emphasize that. - But that is not the point here. Here the 
matter is rather this: Whom does he who commits sin, and 
who is indeed himself guilty of it, regard as the very first and 
deepest cause of sin in general, and so also of his sin? Who 
first brought sin into the world? Who made the beginning of 
sinning and sinfulness? Whose successor, imitator, spiritual 
child, - item "from whom," from whom, then, is he who 
commits sin? 
Or is every one that committeth sin a sinner by and of himself 
alone? Not a child, not an imitator, not a follower in sin? Does 
every one who commits sin begin by himself and 
independently to sin, quite independently? 
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of any other? Is he to regard himself as the very first and 
deepest cause of his sin? - Not so. We know that Adam and 
Eve sinned, and that since then every man has been evil by 
nature and a born sinner. 

But are Adam and Eve the very first and deepest cause 
of sin? Did they bring sin into the world in the first place? Did 
they begin by sinning? Of all men they were certainly the first 
to sin. But was there no sin before Adam and Eve? Were 
they none's followers, none's imitators, none's children in 
sin? Were they sinners only and only of and from 
themselves, and not of and from another? 

Now it is time for us to look again at our saying. "He that 
committeth sin is of the devil," it says. So he that committeth 
sin is not of himself alone; neither is he of his forefathers 
only, nor of Adam and Eve only; neither were Adam and Eve, 
the first men and the first sinners, sinners of themselves 
only. No, whoever commits sin, be he who he will, he has 
lived and lives when he will, he is the first or the last man, - 
he who commits sin is of the devil, from the devil, the devil's 
spiritual child, the devil's imitator and follower. The devil is 
the unclean fountain from which sin has flowed to men, so 
that whoever commits sin is of the devil. The devil is the 
beginning and cause of man's sin. 

This is what our saying says, as far as we have 
considered it so far. This is what the third chapter of the first 
book of Moses shows us. There we see how the devil, taking 
refuge in the serpent, brought the poison of sin to earth and 
dripped it into the hearts of our first parents in paradise, 
tempting and seducing them to sin. The Holy Spirit also 
testifies to this in 2 Cor. 11:3, saying that "the serpent 
beguiled Evam with his mischievousness."” 

But even more. Our saying says still more. The devil is 
not alone the beginning and cause of man's sin, but he, the 
devil, is the very first and deepest cause of sin in general; he 
made the beginning with sinning and sinning. Before him and 
before his sinning there was no sin. "For the devil sinneth 
from the beginning,” says our saying. From what beginning? 
From the beginning, since sin is there at all, and since sin is 
there, from the beginning the devil sins. So he is the 
beginning, the very first cause of sin. The very first and 
deepest cause of sin is to be found in the devil, nowhere 
else. The devil, first created good and holy by God, "is not 
passed in truth" (John 8:44.), in holiness. And that he hath 
not passed in the truth, he hath from himself alone, and from 
no other. He of all creatures first and of his own free will 
turned away from God, and sinned and sins "from the 
beginning." Before him there is no cause of sin. He is the 
very first and deepest cause of sin. 

That is what God's word reveals to us. And we are to stay 
with it. How this happened, how the devil turned away from 
God of his own free will, how he became the first cause of 
sin, we do not know. God's Word does not tell us, and our 
reason cannot fathom it.

Pastor Christian Friedrich Herrmann, 


The aforementioned faithful pastor of the Lutheran 
congregations of Arcadia and Carroll was born on June 27, 
1843 in Heygendorf in the Grand Duchy of Saxony-Weimar. 
Of his parents, as of his youth and early adolescence, nothing 
is known to the writer of these lines. At the beginning of his 
twenties he worked three or four years in Schmalkalden. Here 
he joined a Christian Young Men's Association and attended 
the services of faithful pastors with other awakened 
Christians. In Schmalkalden he also heard about Pastor 
Brunn, who was now at rest in God, and his institution in 
Steeden in Hesse-Nassau. He soon made up his mind to be 
trained at this institution for the ministry of the Lutheran 
Church in America. In the summer of 1869, he and several 
others in Steeden were released to America to complete his 
studies in St. Louis. After he had passed his exams around 
Christmas of 1871, he was appointed by the 


Congregation in Luzerne, lowa, to the position of assistant 
pastor. He was ordained by the undersigned on Sunday 
Quinquagesima, February 11, 1872. As early as July of the 
same year, however, he accepted an appointment to the 
then vacant congregation at State Center, lowa. At this 
congregation he ministered beneficially until Easter, 1885, 
when he accepted a call to Arcadia. Here, where he had 
ministered under various difficulties for nearly eleven years, 
he was finally to lay down his pastoral staff after nearly 
twenty-four years of administration, in order to enter into the 
joy of his Lord and to see what he believed in here. In the 
last few years his physical strength had declined greatly as 
a result of frequent illness and because he did not take care 
of himself, so that he often only administered his office with 
the greatest effort. On the last Christmas he preached his 
last sermon. No one, however, not even he _ himself, 
suspected that this would be his last sermon and that his 
end would be so near. Pneumonia set in and quickly sapped 
his last strength. On New Year's morning, his neighbor in 
office, Father Lothringer, hurried to his bedside, spoke with 
him and gave him Holy Communion at his request. A short 
time later, at half past nine in the morning of January 1, 
1896, he passed away gently and quietly in the faith he had 
preached. On January 4, his unburied body was laid in the 
bosom of the earth. Father Lothringer first gave an address 
in the house of mourning on 2 Tim. 4, 7. 8; in the church the 
undersigned preached on Phil. 1, 21; Father A. Amstein 
officiated at the grave. The age of the immortalized man was 
52 years, 6 months and 4 days. He is mourned by his wife 
Emilie, née Alexander, with whom he lived in marriage for 
over 22 years, and four daughters, the youngest of whom is 
13 years old. A little son has preceded him into eternity. He 
is also still mourned by his aged mother in Germany, and by 
his orphaned congregations. Ph. Studt.

Abundance of candidates for the ministry. A newspaper writes:

- On the contrary, at our General Synod in Fort Wayne, 
it was earnestly insisted on all sides that the Lutheran Church, 
which has the duty of preaching the Gospel to all creatures, 
never has too many able, faithful, self-denying laborers, and that 
the word of Christ, "The harvest is great, but the laborers are 
few," will remain true until the last day.

Presbyterians are again troubled by a case of doctrinal incest, 
in that the Presbytery of Chi 


cago admitted a certain Pastor Vrooman, and a Dr. Bryan 
protested against this admission. In an interrogation thereupon 
made with the Rev. Vrooman, he answered the question, "Do 
you believe that the three aspects of God, of which you speak, 
are three persons?" by saying, "I said, | know not whether they 
exist in the Godhead, or only in the revelation of God to us." 
When asked what he thought of Christ's atoning work, Vrooman 
advised, "His sacrifice was vicarious, but in no sense did He take 
the punishment upon Himself, for we now and always bear the 
punishment of our sins ourselves. | do not think the time will ever 
come in all the world when we shall not be ashamed of our sins, 
and that is punishment for us." When challenged to say how then 
he took the passages of Scripture which say that we have 
redemption through Christ's blood, he declared, "I freely say that 
| firmly reject the idea of a wrathful God requiring blood for 
atonement." To the question, "Do you believe that there is an 
eternal punishment?" he replied, "No, | do not." Since that 
interrogation, Pastor Vrooman has published an article in a 
magazine under the heading "The New Bible," in which he 
charges that a book, the Bible, has been inserted between God 
and man, and that the worship of God has been forgotten above 
the worship of the Bible. This is the lie, unfortunately already 
common in our day, with which the devil wants to deceive men, 
that they throw away the Word of God, which is to be a lamp to 
our feet and a light to our path, and thereby persuade 
themselves and try to persuade others that they can find the way 
to God and to heavenly blessedness better without this lamp 
than with it, yes, the very light is to blame for the fact that many 
grope in darkness and miss the goal. They commit the same folly 
that a man would commit if he advised the hungry man to avoid 
food, if he urged the sick man to throw away his medicine, if he 
ordered the man standing before the enemy to put away his 
arms and weapons, in short, if he tried to make every man 
believe that, in order to achieve or accomplish something, he 
must beware of the means by which alone the same thing can 
be achieved and accomplished. What one comes to with this is 
immediately proved by this Vrooman, who has become a 
complete heathen, who no longer knows any triune God and any 
redeemer of the world, and at the same time still thinks himself 
a covenanting Christian. This is the way and these are the fruits 
of enthusiasm.

The General Conference of Methodist Episcopalians is holding its 
twenty-seventh meeting in Cleveland, Ohio. This is a kind of 
Synod of Delegates, which meets every four years. The first 
convention was held in 1792 at Baltimore, Maryland. At that time 
the Methodist Church numbered about 50,000 members. The 
present conference consists of about 500 delegates from North 
and South America, Europe, Asia, and Africa, representing 
about 2,500,000 church members with about 17,000 pastors. 
While our Synod of Delegates is only a consultative assembly 
with respect to the congregations, this General Conference of 
the Methodists is regarded as a supreme authority endowed with 
legislative and judicial power, to whose decrees and judgments 
all pastors, congregations and congregation members must 
submit. The matter which has so far moved the congregation the 
most and given rise to sometimes very heated discussions is the 
question of women, namely whether it should henceforth be 
permitted to delegate women as lay delegates to the 
conferences and to grant them the right to speak and vote. This 
question was already dealt with by the previous General 
Conference. 


The matter was then referred to the annual conferences, which 
decided by a small majority against the admission of women 
delegates. By this decision, however, the GeneralConference is 
not bound, and it is possible that the present assembly, with the 
minority of the Conferences, may decide in favor of the 
admission of women, and thus make law for the whole Methodist 
Episcopal Church what St. Paul has forbidden. A. G. 


Abroad. 


German Universities. Our missionary Mohn in the East Indies 
tells in the "Lutheran Gazette" among other things the following 
about his travel experiences: "Unfortunately, | could not get as 
close as | wished to a few young pagan Siamese who had 
studied in a college in England for four years. On the other hand, 
| came into close contact with a finely educated Japanese who 
had studied medicine in Heidelberg for four years and had 
earned his doctorate there. He was now returning to Japan. His 
German was excellent. One afternoon he sat down by my side 
and asked me if | was a missionary. On my answering in the 
affirmative, he asked me if | knew Buddhism, not the vulgar, 
ordinary kind, but the fine, scientific kind. |: "| have not studied it 
closely, | only know that it is an exceedingly bleak religion, 
according to which everything finally dissolves into nothingness 
(Nirvana)." He: "Consolation! What does comfort mean? That 
would still have to be investigated." Me: "We Christians don't 
need to investigate that; we have a living, certain, eternal 
consolation." Gradually he became more trusting and confessed 
to me that he had received baptism in Japan about ten years 
ago and had been a believer from the heart. In particular, he 
spoke with love and reverence of a native Japanese pastor 
through whom he had been converted. Me: "And in 'Christian< 
Germany you lost your faith?" He: "Completely." Me: "That is 
exceedingly sad. Then | can only wish you with all my heart that 
God will give you the faith again." He softened and now 
confessed that he had tried Buddhism, fasting, praying, waking 
up at night, etc., but nothing had come of it. And although at first 
he quite boldly denied that we were sinners (probably only 
disputandi causa, that is, to embarrass me), he told me afterwards 
that he still had his faith, although he did not believe in it. | then 
gave him the excellent book by Dr. Ebeling, "The Bible, God's 
Word," to read. Although the other young people mocked him for 
it (as my wife told me), | saw how he read it eagerly. At last he 
asked me for a copy of this booklet. I, of course, gladly gave him 
the only one | had. May the merciful God bless it upon him." How 
important and necessary is the petition concerning our 
institutions in our Sunday church prayer: "Especially bless the 
orthodox teaching institutions for the equipping of faithful 
workers in your vineyard"!

Church and Church Regiment. 


Lecture delivered before the Synod of Delegates in 1896 by F. 
Pieper. 


(Continued.) 

After what has been said, it can be summarized in a few 
words what the right and wrong church government consists 
of. Right government is the government by which Christians 
are guided by God's word alone, and everything that is not 
determined by God's word is left to the freedom and good will 
of the Christians. Every regiment is wrong, whereby the 
Christians are commanded - be it much or little - beyond 
God's word. 

A false regime, if one looks at history, has been exercised 
partly by the state, partly by the church, and under the name 
of the latter. 

Secular authorities wanted to dictate to the church what it 
- the church - had to profess as Christian doctrine and how it 
had to organize church practice. This began soon after the 
Roman emperors had converted to Christianity. It continues 
in many places to this day. But it is fundamentally wrong! The 
things of the flesh, the things that concern civil life, are 
subject to worldly authority. In these things we Christians are 
absolutely subject to the worldly authorities, not merely out 
of compulsion and fear of punishment, but for the sake of 
conscience, because God wills it so. "Let every man be 
subject to the authority that hath power over him," Rom. 13:1. 
But Christ has not given over to the temporal authorities, 
either wholly or in part, to determine the doctrine and practice 
of the church. He wills to govern the church himself by his 
word, as he has left it in the church. Therefore we do not 
accept any commandments from the secular authorities in 
ecclesiastical matters, although we are by all means subjects 
to them in civil matters. In ecclesiastical matters we must not 
allow ourselves to be commanded anything by the secular 
authorities. Unless, of course, we have been commanded by

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But even in the church called Lutheran, the false church 
rule has penetrated in various degrees and gradations. We 
emphasize here the aberration that strove for dominance 
here in America and has its representatives in Germany 
among a part of the separated Lutherans. One teaches a 
church government instituted by God in addition to the 
ministry of the Word of God, which must make regulations for 
individual congregations or a sum of congregations, to which 
Christians must be subject for the sake of conscience. This 
church government is given divine authority even where it 
does not adhere to God's word and commandment. The 
restriction is added, of course, that the church government 
may not prescribe anything that is contrary to God's word. 
But this does not improve anything. It is already contrary to 
God's Word to prescribe to Christians something that God 
has not commanded in His Word. The fourth commandment 
has been invoked both here in America and in Germany for 
the obedience that Christians supposedly owe to pastors or 
church leaders in matters of the middle. Parents could, after 
all, command their children to do things that were not 
commanded in God's Word, if only these things did not go 
against God's Word. But pastors and other ecclesiastical 
superiors are among the spiritual fathers. So also, by virtue 
of divine order, one owes them obedience in all things not 
commanded in God's Word, if only they are not forbidden in 
God's Word. This argument has deceived many a sensible 
and wise man. But yet it is thoroughly fallacious, and very 
easily refuted. How then does the matter stand? Parents, 
however, may give their children commands beyond God's 
word, because they are invested by God with legislative 
power over their children, when, for instance, Col. 3:20. says, 
"Ye children, be obedient to parents in all things." The 
children -are under the parents according to God's order. But 
the church, or rather individuals in the church, God has not 
invested with legislative power over Christians, but here it is 
said, "One is your Master, Christ, but ye are all brethren." To 
children, however, parents are in God's stead in regard to 
those things which God has not commanded. But not so in 
God's stead are the superiors in the church towards 
Christians. All Christians, without the mediation of 
ecclesiastical superiors, are only under God. Only One is 
their Master, Christ; they are all coequal (coordinirt) brethren. 
Christ has left no deputies in the Church to command 
Christians in his stead, which he has left unbidden. He who 
sets himself up as one of Christ's deputies is interfering with 
Christ's rule. 

It has been said, "Does it really matter so much that 
Christians in the so-called middle things do not allow 
themselves to be commanded by men? What harm is there 
in making it the duty of conscience for Christians to submit to 
human orders which are, after all, well-intentioned?" It has 
been said to us more than once that we spend too much 
energy and time in defending Christian liberty. 

Those who raise this objection prove their 


little understanding of spiritual things. St. Paul, in his letter to 
the Galatians, exhorts Christians with many words to stand 
firm in salvation, so that Christ may set them free, Gal. 5. 
And Luther, as a faithful disciple of St. Paul, famously says 
that every Christian should rather give up his life than 
become subject to the commandments of men in the church. 
Let us briefly consider the reasons for this position. 

Whoever wants to command the church beyond Christ's 
word is encroaching on Christ's rule and touching Christ's 
majesty. Christ has purchased the church for himself with his 
blood, so that he may be its master, its only lord and ruler. 
Whoever now wants to command the church apart from 
Christ, whether this be much or little, thereby intrudes on 
Christ's position as Savior and Lord. He acts as if he died 
and was buried for the Christians and then rose again. 

Furthermore, he who would command in the church 
beyond the word of Christ, touches the glory of Christians, 
with which their Saviour has crowned them. All who through 
faith in Christ have obtained forgiveness of sins and 
adoption as children of God have thereby also obtained the 
privilege of being subject in all spiritual matters only to Christ 
and his word, and of being freed from all the ordinances of 
men. This is the glorious liberty of the children of God, 
acquired not with gold or silver, but with the precious blood 
of Christ, and given to them by justification. If men claim the 
right to govern Christians with their commandments, they 
make God's free children the servants of men and actually 
allow them to fall away from Christ as their one Lord and 
Master. "Rather," says Luther, "let it not be a small thing to 
you to forbid where God does not forbid, to break Christian 
liberty which Christ has tasted blood, to load the conscience 
with sin where there is none. He that doeth and may do so, 
may also do all evil; yea, he denieth all that God is, teacheth, 
and doeth, together with his Christ. "*) 

Furthermore, he who wants to command in the church 
beyond the word of God causes the greatest disorder in the 
church. The enactment of human commandments over and 
above God's Word is, of course, excused with the good 
intention of serving the good order in the church and warding 
off the disorder that would otherwise threaten it. About the 
alleged threat of disorder in the church, if one does not 
intervene with the commandments of men, a few words later. 
Here we will begin by stating this much: every order of 
things, according to which Christians are commanded 
beyond God's Word, is from the outset an abominable 
disorder, a complete perversion of the order of the house in 
the church of Christ. The first and all-prevailing clause in this 
house-order is, "One is your Master, Christ; but ye are all 
brethren." He who wants to command beyond God's Word 
in Christ's church is a revolutionary in the church, who wants 
to overthrow the rightly existing order, namely, the sole 
regiment of Christ. Luther calls the order in the Pabstical 
Church, according to which the pope and the bishops have 
the 


*) Against the heavenly prophets. Prophets, XX, 207. 
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The Pope is said to have the power to enact laws that bind 
the conscience, an order "against God", yes, "the devil's 
order".) He desires "that all Christians bless themselves with 
all crosses for the faith that believes that the pope is right in 
his rule. Thus we also call every rule in the church disorder, 
by which Christians are commanded something beyond 
God's word, whether this command comes from pastors, 
synods, a church college, consistory, summus episcopus, or 
anything else. 

And finally: every church government, by which one 
interprets human statutes to the Christians beyond the Word 
of God, is detrimental to the church. Luther says of the 
papacy: "But how the pope has ruled in the church after he 
has obtained such authority over the Christians is evident. 
Let us be warned! Once it has been admitted that men 
besides Christ are allowed to rule in the church, the door is 
opened to all false teaching and practice. He who presumes 
to command Christians in so-called matters of the middle will 
not shrink from prescribing from his own head in matters of 
the faith itself. Yes, he has already struck the faith of 
Christians right to the heart by binding their consciences to 
something other than God's Word. Wherever the statutes of 
men arise, the Word of God loses its dominion. That is the 
nature of things. Where people allow themselves to be 
commanded by men, the right Christian conscience is lost. 
There we no longer distinguish sharply between God's word 
and man's word, there our consciences degenerate, there we 
lose our conscience for pure doctrine. History speaks clearly 
enough here. Where has it come to under the papacy? To 
that, says Luther, "that they have lost the word of God, and 
have made of the church a worldly government, have 
arranged new services, and have sought and invented 
everything, that they might bring money from the people, and 
increase the splendor of the clergy. To the point that they are 
exceedingly indifferent to God's word, but hold all the more 
strictly to the orders of the state church. In consequence of 
this a strange usage of language has developed. When one 
speaks of "above" in state churches, one does not as a rule 
mean God and God's Word, but the secular regiment and the 
ecclesiastical "superiors". This is characteristic of the state of 
things. Man's word has pushed God's word aside. This is the 
terrible curse of the perversion of the divine order in the 
church! 

How important it is, therefore, to hold fast to the right 
doctrine of church government, and to ascribe conscience- 
binding power to God's Word alone, and not to human and 
ecclesiastical ordinances.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


We have said that the devil is the first and main cause of 
sin. Is there any other cause of sin? 

To this question we answer: there is no other cause of 
the devil's sin, as we have pointed out; but there is another 
cause of man's sin. 

And where is this other cause of man's sin to be sought? 
In the people themselves. 

That men themselves are the other cause of their sin, or, 
what is the same thing, that men themselves are guilty of 
their sin, this God's word teaches unanimously and 
everywhere. Everywhere God's Word blames men for their 
sin and their sinful corruption, and for this reason attributes 
punishment to them. This, that our first parents became the 
cause of sin, and brought sin into the world, into the world of 
men, the Holy Ghost teaches us in express words, saying, 
Rom. 5:12, "By one*) man sin entered into the world, and 
death by sin." 

But not only Adam and Eve, next to the devil, are the 
guilty cause of sin, but the same is true of all men altogether, 
even of thee, O Christian. 

"What?" saith one, "all men altogether, next to the devil, 
shall be the guilty cause of their sin? do | understand?" 

You understand right. 

"But how can this be?! | see that Adam and Eve, next to 
the devil, are the guilty cause of sin and brought sin into the 
world. But we - what have we done to make us sinners? How 
are we the cause of our sinfulness? We are evil by nature 
and born sinners, and are not able to keep the 
commandments of God perfectly. You yourself have 
explained this in detail in ‘Lutheran’ and proved it from God's 
Word. And now you say that we are all not only sinners, but 
also the guilty cause of our sin?" 

O Christian, stop and bow with us under God's Word! 
God's Word does not blame Adam and Eve alone, but all 
men, and punishes all men, saying that all men, next to the 
devil, are the cause of their sin. Your own conscience 
blames you for every sin you have, for every sin you commit. 
The voice of this guilt resounds loudly in God's Word, and 
loudly it resounds again in your conscience, drowning out all 
the pleas of your reason. God's Word clearly says that the 
human heart is the source of all sin and unrighteousness, 
that "out of the heart come evil thoughts, murder, adultery, 
fornication, thievery, false witness, blasphemy," Matt. 15:19, 
that "a wicked man brings forth evil from the evil treasure of 
his heart," Luc. 6:45, 


- Why is only Adam mentioned, and not 
Eve as well? Because Adam is the first man and progenitor of the 
human race. 


that "the thoughts of man's heart are evil from his youth," 
Gen. 8:21, and that therefore "all the world is guilty unto 
God," Rom. 3:19. What do you want? Thou art a sinner, and 
God's word therefore guilty of thee, and God's punishment 
rests upon thee for it. And thou darest not and dost not say, 
"But | am not guilty that | am a sinner, | do not deserve the 
punishment." The child in the womb is under the curse, the 
newborn child under the wrath of God, and sickens and dies. 
You can touch that with your hands. What do you want? Do 
you want to accuse God of injustice? 

We'll stop here for this time. We are faced with a terrible 
mystery. We will come back to it in the next article, when we 
talk about original sin. Now we will just summarize what we 
have learned this time. 

What is the cause of sin? - The first and main cause is 
the devil, who first turned away from God of his own free will 
and sinned from the beginning, and who also brought sin to 
men and deceived them. The other cause is the people 
themselves, who follow the devil and voluntarily take up sin. 


If my malice be great, | shall be rid of it, If | take up 
thy blood and rely on it; Who only finds himself to 
thee, All fear soon vanishes from him. And if Satan's 
army were all against me, | must not despair, With 
thee | may smite them, Thy blood only may | show, 
Then their protection must soon be silent.

The Lord of the harvest, "who leadeth his saints 

whimsically, yet always blessedly," Ps. 4:4, "who is so 
whimsical in his doings," Ps. 66:5, whom we can so little 
understand in this poor life, has again, after scarcely a year 
and a half of blessed labor, consigned a young, highly gifted, 
zealous, and faithful laborer in his vineyard to eternal rest by 
a blessed death. 
Pastor Wilhelm Boseck died, as the "Lutheran" reported 
earlier, on the third of January of this year at the age of 23 
years less 21 days at Apopka, Florida, in the faith and in the 
joyful confession of his Savior of consumption. He was born 
on January 24, 1873 at Ostorf near Schwerin 
Mecklenburg. His parents, Wilhelm Boseck and his wife 
Helene, a née Kriiger, were God-fearing people. The 
mother, a pastor's daughter, together with her mother, who 
was widowed at an early age, performed right Lois and 
Eunike services on the boy. After the mother's blessed 
departure, which took place when the son was eight years 
old, the grandmother, according to his own testimony, 
continued to be a faithful guide to salvation until she too was 
blessed in 1892. 


in 


went home. Stimulated by the godly example and the pious 
discipline on the part of his parents and grandmother, the 
boy had an early desire and love for God's word. Even then 
he immersed himself gladly and diligently in the sermons left 
behind by his deceased grandfather and was thereby also 
moved to the decision to study theology one day. When he 
was already in office, he often expressed his amazement at 
how right his grandfather had been in the Lutheran doctrine, 
despite the rationalism that prevailed at that time. 

After his confirmation in the cathedral church of 
Schwerin, Boseck attended and graduated from the 
Gymnasium Friedericianum there. During this time he also 
had contact with Pastor Fr. In 1889, prompted by him, his 
father sent him to the Eben-Ezer Seminary in Kropp, 
Schleswig. There, in order to perfect himself in Hebrew, the 
deceased first spent half a year in the proseminary. In the 
seminary he attached himself to his teacher, Pastor Beer, 
with an intimate love and friendship. It was he who 
convinced the deceased, along with a small number of 
special friends who subsequently joined the Synodal 
Conference, of the correctness of the "Missouri" doctrine, 
not only in his lectures, but also in private meetings. In April 


1893 Boseck passed the examination pfO candidatura 


and came out of it as the second best candidate with the 
overall predicate "praiseworthy". It is true that he was not 
without inner struggles; but by comparing the old Lutheran 
doctrine with Scripture and the Confession, he penetrated 
more and more to the full truth and clarity, until at last, by 
God's grace, he had become a true Lutheran as a Christian 
who fully submitted to God's Word. Thus reports one of his 
most intimate friends, who himself, by God's grace, 
contributed not a little to this victory. 

In June, 1893, the deceased came over. While staying 
with relatives in Chicago he decided to join our synod, and 
after remaining in the seminary at Springfield for several 
months, he accepted a call to the congregation at 
Jamestown, Clinton Co., Ill, and was ordained and inducted 
there on the Sunday after Easter, 1894, by Rev. M. Luecke. 

With full devotion, fervent zeal, and most conscientious 
faithfulness, he now went to work. Soon he had won the 
hearts of all faithful Christians in his field of work. He 
faithfully used his rich gifts, and God's blessing was not left 
out. Self-sacrificing and self-denying, he did not allow wind 
and weather and long distances to hinder him in the direction 
of his ministry, which was so dear to him. But he was not 
able to cope with the physical strain. In the very first winter 
multiple colds on his long journeys to his preaching places 
brought him the beginnings of consumption. In June of last 
year he had to undergo a dangerous operation, which made 
tubercular growths on his neck necessary. The hoped-for 
improvement did not occur, however, and his strength 
declined rapidly after the operation. He was only allowed to 
work at his post for a few more months. At the beginning of 
November he resigned from his post and sought healing in 
the sunny climate of Florida.

But it was too late. In spite of the most devoted and careful 
care on the part of Pastor C. Damms and his wife, in whose 
house he was received, he became weaker and weaker. 
Even to his so diligently cultivated and beloved private study 
he did not come any more, although he had taken some old 
dogmatists with him to Florida for this purpose. During his 
time in office he not only prepared himself very carefully for 
his sermons (and he had a wonderful gift for preaching), but 
in addition it was especially the doctrine of justification in 
which he immersed himself through diligent private study. In 
this he benefited greatly from his excellent knowledge of the 
ancient languages. From this doctrine, standing in humble 
recognition of his sins and sincere repentance, he took the 
sweetest comfort in the face of approaching death. His faith 
was rooted in the depths of this main doctrine and found firm 
support in it against all storms of temptation on the part of 
sin, the devil and death. And what the heart was full of, the 
mouth overflowed. At every opportunity he could speak 
gloriously about it. During the last stage of his sickness, the 
good Lord saved him from greater physical pain. It was only 
a gradual waning of strength. At last, on the afternoon of 
January 3, the hour of deliverance struck. In spite of the 
previous great weakness, which had lasted for weeks and 
which almost prevented him from moving, thinking and 
speaking, his strength revived again shortly before the end, 
so that he was able to make a beautiful confession of his 
faith. He remained fully conscious until the last moment, 
pleaded fervently for a blessed end, and prayed hymns and 
Bible verses to that effect. The last was, "Father, into thy 
hands | commend my spirit!" Thereupon he passed away 
gently and blessedly, without any noticeable agony. 
Because of the climate there, the funeral had to take place 
immediately the following day. Pastor E. Fischer, who had 
also served him Holy Communion several weeks before, 
gave him the funeral sermon on Genesis 24:56. He showed 
how even the deceased could boast: The Lord has given 
grace for my journey, and thereby described 1. the journey, 
and 2. the grace that God has given for his journey. 

Thus, after only a short pilgrimage and work, this richly 
gifted, faithful servant of God also passed away to the joy of 
his Lord. In view of his blessed end, however, we are all the 
more eager to "depart and be with Christ". "Eia, were we 
there!" L. W. D. 


From Australia. 


The following exchange of writings, which we take from 
the "Lutheran Church Messenger for Australia" of March 17 
of this year, hardly needs further explanation. 


"To the Assembly of the venerable Immanuel Synod in South 
Australia, meeting at Lightspass. To the attention of 
the President Calculator. 

"Venerable Synod! "Worthy Synod! 

"In the firm presupposition of Christian sentiment, equity, and 

justice on your part, the 


I, the undersigned, submit the following matter to the 
venerable Synod for its consideration or decision: 

In the "K. und M. Ztg" No. 11 of June 19, 1895, 
supplement p. 4, in an article signed "J. P. L." (which letters, 
as it turned out later, indicate the name of Pastor Lohe), 
there is the announcement that an appendix to the Lutheran 
Concordia Book has appeared in St. Louis, America, under 
the title: From this alleged appendix to the Concordia Book, 
Pastor L6éhe simultaneously communicates the wording of 
the first article in the relevant number of the "K. u. M. Ztg." 
by expressly adding that the appendix reads "first and most 
noble article: 


"We believe, teach, and confess that the Lutheran Church in 
the nineteenth century exists only in Us, i.e., the members of 
the Missouri Synod and those church bodies which are 
permitted by this Synod to call themselves Lutheran (Isa. 22, 
22.), and We proclaim such doctrine by virtue of the infallibility 
of which God has assured Us through Our "learned and 
excellent" brother Hanow, while the infallibility of the Roman 
Pope comes from the devil. - Accordingly, all those churches 
that call themselves Lutheran without Our permission and 
approval, and condemn all others, will hold otherwise (Matth. 
12, 30.)/. 


"On this Herr Pastor Léhe then makes the following 


remark: 

“The two passages of Scripture cited may illustrate to some 
extent how original is the Scriptural evidence for specifically 
Missourian doctrines and beliefs.’ 

We were frightened when we read that article in the "K. u. M. 
Ztg", for it was clear to us that it was intended as a mockery 
of the venerable Missouri Synod and thus also of our entire 
Synod. Even more frightening to us, however, was the gross 
untruth and invention connected with this mockery of the 
appendix to the Concordia Book supposed to have appeared 
in St. Louis, which was given in such a presentation that the 
casual reader was led to believe it to be reality and truth, in 
that Pastor L6he made that invented sentence appear to be 
a real quotation by quotation marks and indentation. - It was 
also frightening for us that Pastor L6he was able to cite and 
misuse the holy word of God, and finally that he, after having 
thus deceived the readers of the 'K. u. M. Ztg.', could also 
dare to slander the venerable Missouri Synod so grossly as 
if its spirit and attitude were expressed in those words 
allegedly cited by it. 

"Since we soon had to make the experience that readers 
of the 'K. u. M. Ztg.', misled, were really of the opinion that 
such a disgraceful appendix to the Concordienbuch had 
appeared in St. Louis, we first turned through the columns of 
the 'K. B/ to the editorial staff of the 'K. u. M. Ztg/ with the 
request: 


"to correct the matter in the next number of the "K. u. M. Ztg." 
in clear and understandable words and to inform its readers that 
the story about the appendix of the Concordienbuch published 
in St. Louis and its first article, as it was reported, is an invention 
of the "I. P. L." and thus a factual untruth, or else to provide 
proof of the opposite. 


"Preceding this summons we had given notice that no such 
appendix had appeared in St. Louis or elsewhere. - Instead 
of our 
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To comply with this request, the editorial staff had included 
in No. 13 of the "K. u. M. Ztg." a reply by Pastor Léhe, in 
which not only was nothing corrected or retracted, but 
through which the reader only had to be strengthened anew 
in believing that the whole thing was based on truth. - Ina 
similar manner, though perhaps with less ridicule, we were 
dispatched by a letterbox note from the editors themselves. 
- We then turned, in the name of the Pastoral Conference of 
our "Eastern District," under August 13 of last year, to your 
Mr. President in the firm confidence that he, as President of 
a venerable Synod and as a Christian, would stand up for 
the truth in this matter, counter such gross slander, and 
induce those concerned to make the required correction. 
But here, too, we were simply rebuffed by a letter of reply 
dated October 9, and in a very disdainful manner. 

"After all these futile attempts to induce the persons 
concerned to retract a falsehood and malicious insult and 
mockery which they have publicly and knowingly uttered, we 
saw ourselves induced to address the venerable Synod, of 
which we still have the firm hope that it will not approve such 
conduct on the part of its pastors, with the request with 
which we have already addressed your Lord President: To 
oppose such malicious gross slander, and to induce the 
persons concerned to make the required correction, viz: 

In the "K. u. M. Ztg." to inform the readers in clear and 
understandable words that the story of the appendix 
to the Concordia Book published in St. Louis and its 
first article, as it was reported in No. 11 of the "K. u. 
M. Ztg. 11 of the "K. u. M. Ztg. v. J.", is a mockery and 
an invention of Pastor Léhe and therefore a factual 
untruth, or to provide evidence to the contrary. 


"The venerable Synod may consider that both Mr. Pastor 
Léhe and the 'K. u. M. Ztg.The venerable Synod may 
consider that both Pastor Léhe and the 'K u M Ztg.', by 
publishing such gross untruthfulness, slander, insult and 
mockery of an entire church community and of individual 
persons, are already worthy of punishment according to the 
human code of law, and therefore most of all God the Lord 
must be displeased with such a way of fighting, in which one 
resorts to such low means and thereby so shamefully 
abuses His holy Word and lies and deceives in His holy 
name. 

"We hope to God that the venerable Synod will not be 
complicit in such sin, but will give glory to the truth and do 
us justice in this matter. 

"In conclusion, we ask the venerable Synod to send us, 
through your Lord Praeses, an early inclined reply.

In response to this, the following appeared 
"Public Reply of the Immanuel Synod." 


"Rev. W. Peters, President of the Eastern District of the 
Lutheran Synod of Australia. 

"Your accusation against Pastor Léhe has been 
considered by the Synodal Assembly of our Lutheran 
Immanuel Synod, and as President of the Synod | am 
instructed to inform you of the following result: 

"1) We are convinced that Pastor Léhe neither intended 
to nor did publicize any untruth in the article in question, for 
Missouri, especially in its practice, is really guilty of the 
presumption he rebuked. Therefore, your assertion that 
Pastor Léhe intentionally and deliberately stated falsehoods 
about the Missouri Synod is based on a malicious 
interpretation. 

"2. That Pastor Léhe clothed this rebuke in the garb of 
irony, we cannot repudiate; for irony, in cases like the 
present, after the proceedings of Luther, has ever and ever 
had its justification in the Lutheran Church. 

"3. Therefore, as the article in question castigated only 
real damages and manifest intemperate pretensions of the 
Synod of Missouri, there can be no question of any invective 
against the Synod of Missouri or the Synod of Australia."-

"On the other hand, we must bring against you the charge 
of insulting our Lutheran Immanuel Synod, since in your 
letter to us, as also in No. 4 of the Kirchenbote, you simply 
omit the predicate , ev.-luth/ before the name of our Synod, 
and in your sheet you repeatedly accuse us unjustifiably of a 
union and a chiliasm, both of which we reject.

On this the "Kirchenbote" remarks, among other things, 
the following: "So this is the answer which, according to 
President Calculator's letter, is given to us 'unanimously’, 
that is, without contradiction, by the entire synodal assembly. 
Truly a sad sign! - The entire synodal assembly declares 
‘unanimously': We are convinced that Pastor Léhe has 


But Pastor Léhe has published that an appendix to the 
Concordia Book has appeared in 


St. Louis. Where does the Immanuel Synod get the 
conviction that this is not a falsehood? Let us hear. It 
declares unanimously, and gives as the reason for its 
conviction: 

", for Missouri, peculiarly in its practice, is really guilty 

of the presumption which it reproved.' 
"Could the Synod of Immanuel have declared: "If the 
Immanuel Synod could have declared: 'For we have before 
us the appendix to the Concordia Book published in St. 
Louis,’ or 'We can furnish proof that it exists,'-that might be 
heard; but instead of this the Synod declares: 'Missouri is 
really guilty of presumption, and therefore we are convinced 
that Pastor Léhe did not write any untruth when he 
communicated that that appendix should have appeared in 
St. Louis.

publicly announce in our newspaper.., 


Mr. Rechner had a book printed in Adelaide, and on page | 
it says that in the next year, according to a special revelation 
from God, the millennial kingdom will dawn. Now we would 
be asked to retract such a falsehood; however, we did not 
want to be comfortable with this, but rather challenged 
Pastor Rechner to prove that this book had not been 
published by him. The Immanuel Synod would now have 
turned to our Synod in session with a letter of complaint 
against us, and our assembly would have unanimously 
declared: We are convinced that Pastor Peters did not write 
any falsehood, for Mr. President is very 
presumptuous/ We reasonably ask: What would the 
Immanuel Synod say to this? Would not our Synod have 
acted quite shamefully and ungodly? The most simple- 
minded person would have to make this judgment, if he 
could still think and judge rightly. 

"Furthermore, the -unanimous- verdict of the Immanuel 
Synod concerning our complaint about Pastor Loéhe's untrue 
communication reads: 

-that Pastor Léhe dressed this rebuke in the garb of

irony (i.e., ridicule), we cannot repudiate; for irony, in 
cases such as the one before us, has, according to 
Luther's processes, ever and ever had its justification 
in the Lutheran Church.- 
"We have not asked the Immanuel Synod to cause Pastor 
L6he to retract his rebuke, but his untruth that an appendix 
to the Concordienbuch appeared in St. Louis. We cannot 
prevent Pastor Léhe and the "K. u. M. Ztg" from mocking and 
blaspheming about Missouri and us; let them do so, God will 
judge, and we can only sigh: they often do not know what 
they are doing. But when an open lie is clothed in the garb 
of mockery, as has happened here, we know what we are 
doing, and we could expect so much from the Synod of 
Immanuel that it would punish such things and not make 
itself a party to the same sin. But we were mistaken, and it 
is terrible that she should assert that in cases Such as the 
present, after the proceedings of Luther, ridicule has 
ever had its justification in the Lutheran Church. - As 
everyone can see from our letter to the Immanuel Synod, we 
have demanded no more of the Synodal Assembly than to 
oppose the gross slander that an appendix to the Concordia 
Book has appeared in St. Louis, and to see to it that such 
falsehood is publicly corrected in clear words in the "K. u. M. 
Ztg". That is the case at hand. It is a matter here that not a 
rebuke, but a lie has been clothed in the garb of irony or 
ridicule, and there the whole Synod can _ declare 
‘unanimously’: that is right! Such ridicule has -in cases like 
the one before us, after Luther's proceedings, in the 
Lutheran Church ever and ever had its justification-. This is 
a public insult to Luther and the Lutheran Church 


on the part of the Immanuel Synod, which God will 
judge." 

We have communicated the above to the readers of the 
"Lutheran" as a sample of how even in distant Australia the 
opponents of Missouri, for lack of better weapons, resort to 
blatant lies in order to 
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and how our dear comrades-in-arms over there stand up for 
us with joyful courage as witnesses and are ready to bear 
disgrace with us and for us. May God reward them here with 
blessings and victory and there with the increased glory of 
the crown of honour bestowed on his faithful witnesses.

To the ecclesiastical chronicle. 


America. 

The city of St. Louis was hit by an exceedingly violent wind 
storm Wednesday, May 27, afternoon between five and six 
o'clock. Especially the southern part of the city was hit. The loss 
of life and property cannot be estimated at the time of this 
writing, but is very great. The number of those killed, most of 
them slain by the debris, runs into the hundreds. Thousands are 
wounded. The loss of property amounts to many millions. 
Estimates vary between 12 and 50 million. Four of our 
congregations were also hard hit: Trinity, Emmaus, Holy Cross, 
and the English congregation in the southern part of the city. 
Several parishioners are among those killed. The large Trinity 
Church lies in ruins. The church and school building of the 
Emmaus congregation is partially destroyed. The tower of the 
church of the Holy Cross was destroyed and the church was also 
damaged in other ways. The property losses suffered by the 
individual parishioners, especially in the parishes of Trinity and 
Emmaus, are also very great. Many have become completely 
poor, because their entire property consisted of their now 
destroyed houses.

Christians, have well deserved such chastisement with our sins. 
That is certain. But another thing is also certain: God smites us, 
not that he may destroy us, but that he may humble us and show 
us the more grace. He wants to draw us to himself through such 
visitations. Above all, we are to recognize the grace of God in 
Christ, which no storm wind can take away from us, as the 
highest good, and to hang our hearts on it alone. At the same 
time, let us recognize anew that we are only stewards of our 
earthly possessions, which God can soon take away from us, 
including our lives. Kyrieleison! Lord, have mercy on us! Let it be

The German Emperor and the Politicizing Pastors. In a telegram 
containing an assessment of the position and conduct of the 
former court preacher Stécker, Emperor Wilhelm II declared 
himself against politicizing pastors. He uses very strong 
language. He says, for example: "Political pastors are an 
absurdity." "Let the gentlemen pastors take care of the souls of 
their congregations, but leave politics out of it, because it is 
none of their business." This is very true talk. A pastor who 
engages in politics-sometimes the charge is made with 
injustice-is really an "absurdity," and, if he will not be wise, ought 
to be deposed from his office by the congregation. But it is to be 
condemned just as decisively when the state or secular rulers 
encroach upon the territory of the church and, as secular rulers, 
want to have something to say in the church. Thus, for example, 
itis an "absurdity" that the German Emperor, as King of Prussia, 
wants to be summus episcopus (highest bishop) of the Prussian 
regional church. Therefore, when Emperor Wilhelm reproaches 
the German political pastors for their encroachment into a 
foreign territory, it is just as if one Negro scolds another for being 
black. The Berlin "Kreuzzeitung" also rightly reminds us that 
there were times when the Emperor desired “at least indirect 
participation of the clergy in the political movement in the 
interest of the state, the monarchy and Christianity. The 
Emperor is therefore probably mistaken about the motives 
which moved him to a public declaration against the politicking 
of the pastors. It is not the separation of church and state, of 
ecclesiastical and civil matters, which is taught and commanded 
in God's Word, but the circumstance that the policy pursued by 
Stécker and Genosten immediately goes against the grain of 
the Emperor. F. P. 

Evangelical preaching in Tonkin. The Evangelisation Society in 
France has employed a preacher in the French protectorate of 
Tonkin in Asia, initially for the military who have been 
transferred there. This preacher reports about his distant work: 
"In Hanoi | was assigned the library room in the military hospital. 
On the first Sunday of this year 60 soldiers and about 15 
civilians accepted my invitation to the service. The attention with 
which especially those 60 (partly with their arms in their throats) 
listened to the proclamation of the birth of Jesus as a salvation 
was touching. The majority of them were Protestants; | wrote 
out their names and promised them to come back the next day. 
- In the afternoon | had a visit from four soldiers who had 
recently arrived, with a recommendation to me from their pastor, 
and the following day, in accordance with my promise, | went 
again to the hospital. | handed out New Testaments and tracts 
to the soldiers (about 20) who were waiting for me there. | was 
also able to contemplate the parable of the Prodigal Son with 
them shortly, and to pray. In Haiphong | hold services three 
Sundays a month, in the morning at ten o'clock in my apartment, 
in the afternoon at half past three in a room of the hospital. On 
Thursday mornings | give lessons in Bible history to the few 
children of Haiphong. A sixteen-year-old daughter, who has 
already been prepared for this in France, is to be blessed at 
Easter. Our plan to build a church seems to be approaching its 
realization. A thousand francs have been contributed, five 
thousand advanced; the Governor-General holds out the 
prospect of the donation of at least the building site."

Now how does the government of the church take shape 
in practice when it is governed only by God's Word? 

Let us first look at the only external community 
established by God, the local Christian congregation, in 
which things are done properly. The pastor of the 
congregation, because he officially leads the word of God, 
naturally also officially rules the congregation with the word. 
As often as he publicly presents God's Word from the pulpit, 
how it is to be kept according to God's will in doctrine and 
life in general and in particular, he governs. When he makes 
known and asserts God's word and will in his dealings with 
individuals, he also rules. He rules, not for his own person, 
not because he is more gifted, or more learned, or more 
respected, but because by virtue of his office he has to guide 
the word of God, and in so far as he does so. Thus Luther 
ascribes spiritual rule to all pastors in their congregations. 
He writes, in contrast to the Roman delusion that the bishops 
and the pope are entitled to rule the church: "Therefore 
every pastor or spiritual ruler should be a bishop, that is, an 
overseer, a watchman, that in his city and among his people 
the gospel and the faith of Christ may be built up and remain 
against the enemies, devils, and heresy."*) And our 
confession says: "Therefore the church can never be more 
truly governed and preserved, than that we all live under one 
head, Christ, and the bishops" (that is, pastors) “all, alike in 
office, though unequal in gifts, diligently hold together in one 
accord doctrine, faith, sacraments, prayers, and works of 
charity," etc.**).

is designed. If a tree is of a good and noble kind, everything 
in the whole tree will be good and noble; but if a tree is of a 
bad and ignoble kind, everything in the whole tree will be 
bad and ignoble. 

Isn't that right? 

And now hear! Likewise also we sinful men have first of 
all a kind and nature, and our kind and nature is now evil, 
bad, corrupt. This depraved nature of ours, or the depravity 
of our nature, shows itself by its effects in lusts, thoughts, 
words, and works. Everything, everything in and about us is 
governed and determined by our evil nature and manner, 
and likewise made evil. From this we recognize our corrupt 
evil nature. 

Our corrupt and evil nature is called "original sin," and the 
evil effects of it are called "real sins. And this is what our old 
Catechism commentator Dietrich also means when he says 
that sin is twofold: original sin and real sin. - 

Original sin alone is what we are talking about today. 

By "original sin," then, is meant the evil, depraved nature 
we have about us, the depravity of our nature, and indeed 
the very deepest depravity of our whole nature. 

Let us again take a similitude. 

On the table there is a glass of water, a glass full of right 
pure water. A villain creeps up, pours deadly poison into the 
water from a small bottle he has in his hand, stirs it carefully 
with a spoon, and creeps away again.- The water has now 
become poisoned and poisonous water. The same water 
that was there before is now still there in all its parts and 
components. But that which was pure and wholesome water 
before has now, as | said, become poisoned and poisonous 
water; it has become thoroughly and wholly poisonous. You 
can no longer make a distinction and say: here is poison, 
there is water. No, every drop of the water is poisoned and 
poisonous. The whole water is permeated and corrupted by 
poison, and has absorbed and taken on the nature and 
properties of poison from the poison, and so now has a 
corrupt, evil, poisonous nature. 

It's the same with us humans. 

God the Lord created us and gave us our human nature 
and being, and gifted us in His image with holiness and 
righteousness and perfection. Then the devil came and 
poured his poison of sin into us and we willingly sucked it in. 
- So now we have become unholy and unrighteous and 
wretched, like the devil. Our human nature, created by God, 
which was there before, is now also still there in all its parts 
and components. But our formerly pure and holy and perfect 
human nature has now become a sinful, corrupt, evil and 
wretched human nature. Through and through, wholly and 
utterly, in the most profound way, our nature has become 
sinful and corrupted by sin. You cannot make a distinction 
and say: in that part of our nature there is sinful corruption 
and in that part there is not. No, every part of our nature is 
sinful and corrupted by sin. Our whole nature, our whole 
being, is corrupted by sin. 


Our nature has been permeated and corrupted by sin, and 
has taken on the nature and characteristics of sin, and so now 
has a corrupt, evil, sinful nature. Our nature is deprived of the 
holiness and righteousness and perfection created in God's 
image, but is inclined, skilled, ready, and willing to do all evil, 
because it is evil itself. 

This is the "original sin," the evil depraved nature of our 
nature that we claim and our church teaches we have after 
the fall of our first parents. 

Does God's Word also claim and teach this? That is what 
we want to show now. 

When the Lord Jesus kindly instructed and taught the 
erring Nicodemus, who came to Him by night, He began His 
teaching with these remarkable words: "Verily, verily, | say 
unto thee, Except a man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God." Joh. 3, 3. - What would you say, dear 
reader, to a negro, a Moor, who would like to become a white 
man, and would like to know from you how he could 
accomplish this? You would probably first exclaim, 
astonished at such a desire, "Can a Moor also change his 
skin?" Jer. 13:23; and then you would say, "To become a 
white man, friend, you must be born again of white parents." 
The same thing the Lord JEsus beheareth unto Nicodemus, 
and saith unto him, that he and every man can see the 
kingdom of God in no other way, but by a new birth, and that 
by a new holy and spiritual birth (v. 6.). 

Here you see clearly and plainly, dear Christian, that our 
nature is thoroughly, wholly, and utterly depraved, as we 
have set forth. For to make us fit for the kingdom of God, 
nothing can help us but a new birth! No running and walking, 
no working and creating, no struggling and striving can do it: 
sin is too deeply rooted in us, too firmly interwoven with our 
whole nature, it has possessed us too completely; a new birth 
is necessary. 

The Apostle Paul, who had experienced in himself the 
miracle of God's new spiritual birth, - for there is such a new 
birth for us by the grace of Almighty God in Christ, to God be 
ever praise and thanksgiving! - the apostle Paul, we say, in 
order to praise this grace of God, recalls to himself and to his 
dear Christians at Ephesus their old condition before they 
were born again, and records the same in these words, 
"when we were dead in sins." Eph. 2:5. dead in sins-that is 
what we all are by nature. Can the utter depravity of our 
nature be more sharply drawn? As a dead corpse has no 
bodily life in it at all, all is death and stink and rot: so a man, 
before that wonderful new birth has taken place in him, has 
no life at all from God, nothing, nothing good at all in him, not 
one, not even one spiritual stirring and movement; it is all vain 
spiritual death and stink and rot, namely sin, sin, and sin 
again. 

Therefore the same apostle saith Rom. 7:18, "| know that 
in me, that is, in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing.” Paul, as 
we have said, was born again. But even to those who are

Our mind i 
darkened, and we find ourselves alienated from the life tha 
is of God, through the ignorance that is in us, through th 
blindness of our heart. Eph. 4, 18. We hear nothing of th 
Spirit of God; it is foolishness to us, we cannot know it. | Cor

t Jewish missionary Daniel Landsmann. t 


Concerning the life and death of Daniel Landsmann, 
formerly a missionary to the Jews in our Synod, we have for 
the time being compiled the following information from the 
"Witnesses of Truth" and the "Lutheran Church Bulletin” in 
the hope that perhaps a member of our Commission in New 
York will be able to offer the readers of the "Lutheran" a more 
detailed picture of the life of the deceased. 

Eliezer Bassin - that was his name before he became a 
Christian - was born in Russia in 1837 of strict Jewish parents 
and was educated to be a teacher. He became a shepherd 
in his hometown and married a Jewish woman there, but later 
moved with his family to Jerusalem. Here he belonged at first, 
like Saul of Larsen, to the zealots for the Jewish law, and he 
often persecuted Stern, the missionary to the Jews working 
in Jerusalem. But the same always pursued him with great 
patience, and one day he cried out to his adversary Bassin, 
"Knowest thou that the Messiah is come?" "Who is it?" asked 
Bassin. The answer was, "Yeshua of Nazareth.” This sting 
stuck in his heart. He secretly procured a new testa-

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ment, read and was later taught by Stern. This happened 
without the knowledge of his family. But when he revealed it, 
a storm broke out; his wife and relatives cursed him. Yes, 
one day they nailed him to a bench. The nail marks could still 
be seen in his hand later. On his crying he was freed by the 
police. His wife divorced him, his children were taken from 
him, and when they died, his heart almost broke. Even when 
he later became a missionary to the Jews in Constantinople, 
he had to endure much hardship. "| became acquainted with 
him," writes Pastor Wischan, "in Constantinople in 1874, 
where | lodged with him. | came into contact with many 
converted Jews there and rejoiced at their living Christian 
faith. Later he wrote to me that he had the prospect of 
beginning the mission among the Jews in connection with the 
Missouri Synod in New York. | recommended him to Father 
Sieker, and soon heard that he had entered upon the work." 

Our L. had been suffering for some time, so that he could 
hardly attend the church services and conferences. On 
Friday, May 8, he complained of great pain and the doctor 
feared an inflammation of the bowels. Since he was very ill, 
he sent for his pastor on Sunday and asked him to give him 
Holy Communion on Monday, which he did. On Tuesday 
morning the doctor gave new hope if he could overcome the 
great weakness. But God had decided otherwise. In the 
evening it soon became apparent that our brother 
countryman was going home. They therefore sent for his 
pastor, and when he came L. said, "It is coming to an end." 
And he was quite content that it should end. In childlike, yet 
strong faith, he held fast to Him who had died and been 
raised for him. His deathbed was a triumph over all enemies. 
His illness caused him much distress; he had not slept for 
several nights and longed for rest. Yet he had an open ear 
for all the sayings and hymns that were prayed to him, and 
he himself prayed loudly and powerfully, in simple, childlike 
words. He prayed vigorously for the mission to the Jews and 
asked God to have mercy on it, to give it a man again if he 
had died, and to make the hearts of the Christians willing to 
contribute to this work. He said, "Next week the Conference 
for the Mission of the Jews will meet, but the missionary will 
not be there." Several times he prayed aloud and strongly, 
thanking God for bringing him to the knowledge of JEsu 
Christ. He thanked Jesus for his bitter suffering and death 
and added: "You have done everything, | have done nothing; 
it is all your grace. He spoke of the death of our dear Father 
Sauer and added: "First God takes the host of the Synod, 
now its missionary." He prayed a few verses of the hymn, 
"God is Love." As night advanced, he showed great longing 
for rest. He said, "I believe in God the Father, | believe in 
JEsum Christum, and in the Holy Ghost, yea, in JEsum 
Christum." Another time, "Christ is my life, dying is my gain." 
When his feet grew cold, he often complained that they were 
so cold, but immediately added that it did no harm if only his 
heart burned for JEsum. When his hands became cold and 
his fingernails blue, he said, "Take my hands then," etc. 
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and prayed through two verses of the hymn. Then he said, 
"Into thy hands | commend my spirit; thou hast redeemed 
me, thou faithful God." Just before he finished, he had his 
Hebrew Bible given to him and opened the 116th Psalm; he 
had his pastor handed the German Bible and asked him to 
read this Psalm. He read the first verses in Hebrew, but 
lowered the Bible, as it was too heavy for him. He exhorted 
his dear wife to remain faithful to the Lutheran Church 
wherever she was, thanked her heartily for all her love and 
faithfulness, and asked her to rely entirely on JEsum, who 
would take care of her. Amid such conversations and 
prayers, on Wednesday, May 13, his end drew near; ten 
minutes before four o'clock he slumbered gently and quietly 
away. 

About his funeral he had agreed with his pastor that he 
should take Phil. 1, 21. as the funeral text, the congregation 
should sing the song "Jerusalem, thou high-built city", and 
the school youth should sing "God is love". So at the funeral 
on May 17 in the Trinity Church Pastor GraBer preached on 
Phil. 1, 21. and Pastor J. H. Sieker gave a speech on 
Revelation 14, 13. Now his tired body rests in its quiet 
chamber, and his soul dwells with Abraham, Isaac and 
Jacob there in the heavenly Canaan, where JEsu, the son of 
David, the praises of the heavenly hosts resound without 
end.

Brief report on the destruction of Trinity Church 
in St. Louis, Mo. 


It is at the special request of the worthy readers of the 
"Lutheran" that something more detailed is reported about 
this sad event. After all, the magnificent church that was so 
suddenly destroyed was known far and wide in the Missouri 
Synod, not only as the first larger and more splendid one in 
their union, about whose joyful dedication 30 years ago the 
"Lutheraner" brought a detailed report, but above all as the 
church at which our blessed Dr. Walther was pastor until his 
death and to which many other very dear memories of our 
Synod are attached. Many readers will therefore certainly 
have heard with great sadness of the complete destruction 
of this church and would like to read something more about 
the sad course of events. Nor is it merely a satisfaction of 
permitted curiosity, but Christians read above these ruins 
written in flaming letters the words of the Psalm: "Come and 
see the works of the Lord, who causes such destruction on 
earth. Be still, and know that | am God." Yes, a shattering 
sermon of God goes forth through this devastating storm not 
merely to the world, but especially to His Christians. What 
does God mean by destroying 20 churches of His Christians, 
but sparing other large buildings within the storm area? Even 
the world notices it, and has already sneered at us, "So you 
see, our breweries are more pleasing to God than your 
churches!" May we Christians, then, rightly regard God's 
works as a chastening of divine fatherly love, though well 
deserved, yet exceedingly gracious and wholesome. "Be 
still, and know that | am God," he cries to us, and we reply. 


With humility of faith: Yes, our God, Father and Saviour! 
Praise the Lord, my soul! 

At 5 o'clock in the afternoon, May 27, a storm and 
thunderstorm broke over the southern part of the city of St. 
Louis, which, threatening for hours, had been observed by 
many anxious eyes. That it was a tornado, a whirlwind, 
whose violence no human work can withstand, was thought 
by few, but was evident to the world only 20 minutes after its 
outbreak. For these few minutes sufficed to complete a work 
of destruction of whose magnitude and awfulness no 
conception can be formed. It must be seen. To this day, after 
fourteen days, one cannot walk through the streets of 
devastation without one's heart bleeding and one's eyes 
filling with tears. The main path of the hurricane was 
between Chouteau and Ruffel Ave. In its center was our 
church. Coming from the west, it first hit the smaller Lutheran 
church on 9th Street, whose collapse also took the 
parsonage with it. The parish family, just getting up from 
supper, saved themselves from the collapsing wall under the 
strong oak dining table and escaped unharmed. From this 
church the storm took a northeasterly direction. Hence it 
happened that our already dilapidated parsonage was not 
swept away or buried by the falling tower of our church; 
indeed, that the entire southern block was saved from 
destruction. Our church, however, was hit by the storm with 
all its force coming from the southwest. The altar niche, the 
south wall, the roof truss and the tower up to the bell housing 
were at the moment a heap of rubble. The apartment of the 
church servant was destroyed by the heavy beams of the 
falling roof truss and he himself with four children was 
miraculously saved from being buried. The top of the tower 
fell north on a one-story brick house, cutting it in half. But 
here again God miraculously preserved the family; no one 
was hurt. Amid the ruins of the church, the shattered 
columns and galleries, the beautiful pulpit stands out 
undamaged; so does the baptismal font. The altar with its 
beautiful image of the Resurrection, on the other hand, has 
disappeared without a trace, buried in rubble and debris. 
The magnificent organ has been smashed together with the 
gallery on which it stood. All the windows have been 
smashed. Mountains of stones and beams filled the two 
streets on which the church stood, blocking the passage. A 
picture of horrible devastation! The still partly standing walls 
and the half tower show what a solid, strong building it was. 
Only God's hand could in a moment transform this picture of 
beauty and strength into such horrible rubble. 

On its destructive course the tornado hit our school on 
Barry Street, in whose large hall many a blessed synodal 
meeting and congregational assembly had been held. It too 
fell victim to its violence and has become a ruin. Likewise 
the old college building at the other corner of this building 
site. In the middle of it was the Janitor's dwelling. This seems 
to have collapsed in on itself by the violence of the storm. 
Unfortunately, three people found their grave here, the 
Janitor, his sister and their youngest daughter. They were 
buried the next day 
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were dug up and appear to have been killed instantly, as 
they were lying under piles of bricks. Besides these three, 
the community laments three other deaths, two women who 
were killed instantly, and a 20-year-old youth who died on 
the second day after suffering severely. Several others who 
were seriously injured are on the mend. Besides these, the 
loss of earthly goods, especially houses, which has affected 
most of the members of the congregation who lived in the 
path of the hurricane, is very great, and in the case of 
individuals reaches up to 15,000 dollars. The Trinity 
congregation never celebrated a sadder Trinity feast than 
this year, when they had nowhere to assemble. But the more 
deeply does the word of the Feast Pistel impress itself upon 
her mind, "How utterly incomprehensible are his judgments, 
and unsearchable his ways!" Now she has rented a large 
hall from the Bohemians, where she can hold a Sunday 
morning service. 

God's hand has struck us hard, deeply humiliated us. But 
he is the Lord, let him do what is good in his sight! May the 
intercession of our dear fellow believers help us to speak 
with strength of faith: "May the Lord our God be kind to us 
again and promote the work of our hands among us for the 
glory of his name and the eternal salvation of our souls!

Some memories concerning the Inner Mission. 


As the fiscal year of the Minnesota and Dakota District of 
our Synod runs from June 1 to June 1, all appropriations from 
the Inner Mission Fund of the said District have now again 
expired. All congregations who count on further help from this 
fund for the preservation of the holy preaching ministry in their 
midst are therefore hereby kindly requested to renew their 
petitions to the Mission Commission. In this connection, we 
would remind you of the following synodal resolution passed 
last year and recommended by the congregational deputies: 


"Resolved: that the organized congregations (both of the 
smaller and the larger parishes), "which need an allowance 
"from the missionary fund for the payment of their preachers, 
should themselves turn directly to the Missionary 
Commission with a "request to that effect and the reasons for 
it, "and that such a request should not, as hitherto, "come 
from the pastors, because it is not "actually the pastors who 
are supported out of the mission fund, but rather the 
congregations, which have the sacred duty "to provide for the 
earthly maintenance of their pastors, "who are in their 
service." (Synodal Report, 1895, p. 82.) 

In accordance with this thoroughly reasonable and 
salutary decision, the dear congregations who really have to 
make use of our help out of necessity will therefore 
confidently turn to us again. On the occasion of the general 
pastoral conference in July, the Commission will again hold a 
special meeting with the "travelling preachers", in which a 
joint examination and compilation of all needs for the new 
synodal year will take place. Thus we hope to be able to 
arrange everything in the best possible way once again and 
until the next District Synod, and within the bounds of good 
order we will certainly be happy to help wherever help is 
needed, according to the ability that God will continue to 
provide! 

At the same time, we would like to make the modest 
request that the collections at mission festivals not be so 
fragmented, that is, that they not be distributed among the 
various missions (or even among other treasuries). We think 
that the dear Christians are being asked to do quite a lot at 
once, if they are to "consider" all the different missions of the 
synod at the same time with one collection on one day. Some 
may give what little they can at the moment, thinking that they 
have done their duty for all the missions for another year. The 
consequence of this is that all our missionary funds come up 
short, but that especially that fund suffers the greatest 
damage which still needs our careful and constant care the 
most, namely the inner missionary funds. Even though, of 
course, no regulations may be made in this regard, we 
nevertheless take the liberty of sincerely requesting that the 
mission festival collections be transferred in their entirety and 
undividedly to the Inner Mission Fund, and that the other 
missions, such as the Negro Mission, the English Mission, the 
Emigrant Mission, and so on, be given their own funds,

When in 1857 the blessed Prof. Biewend was called away from 
faithful and richly blessed work, the "Lutheran" announced that "the 
oldest friend here of the deceased will give the readers a summary 
of the life and the blessed effectiveness of the same". With it was 
meant the now already for years entered President F. Wyneken to 
the rest of the blessed. Before much work, however, he never got 
around to writing such a summary. Also, as 8 Hanser says in the 
preface to this biography, Wyneken's "heart had received such a 
deep and painful wound through the early death of his friend that he 
could not overcome himself to make this wound bleed anew through 
such work". Now his son, ordered to do so from various quarters, has 
allowed himself to be moved to carry out his father's work.

Church and Church Regiment. 


Lecture given before the Synod of Delegates in 1896 by F. 
Pieper. 


(Conclusion.) 

But, it has been argued, if there is no rule of one man 
over another in the Church, how can the special gift of 
government be brought to bear? Christ gives in his Church, 
among other gifts, the special gift of government. Among the 
many gifts with which Christ endows His Church, Scripture 
expressly mentions the gift of government, Rom. 12:6, 8, | 
Cor. 12:28, to be sure. But as none of the many gifts in the 
Church establishes dominion, neither does the gift of 
government. Individuals in the church have the gift of 
teaching before others. They can state more precisely and 
clearly than others what is true and what is false doctrine. 
But this does not give them the least dominion in the church. 
The special gift of teaching is to be exercised precisely so 
that the doctrine presented may not appear to be one's own, 
but may be recognized as the doctrine of the Word of God. 
Individuals in the church have the gift of interpreting 
Scripture before others. They know better than others how 
to put the meaning of Scripture into the light. But this again 
does not grant them any dominion in the church. The special 
gift of interpreting Scripture is to be exercised precisely so 
that the interpretation given may not appear as one's own 
interpretation, but may be recognized as the interpretation 
given by Scripture itself. This is also the case with the gift of 
negation. Certainly some individuals in the church know how 
to judge and regulate the situation before others. They have 
a special gift of government. But how is this gift of 
government to be exercised? In such a way that it places 
itself entirely at the service of the Word of God, that it is used 
to govern the church of God with God's Word. Those who

Those who are equipped for the ministry must direct their gift 
so that all things decided by God's Word may also be 
decided according to the clear Word of God, and that all 
things left free in God's Word may be left to Christian 
freedom and ordered in the way of Christian agreement. It 
has already been pointed out that the Christian 
congregation, when it establishes what is called the office of 
overseer or elder, in aid of the office of preaching, does not 
concede to this office any sovereign power. It is a very 
shameful abuse of God's gift if someone uses it to rule the 
church of God according to his own head. Luther exhorts 
pastors to constantly study the Holy Scriptures and 
especially the so-called Pastoral Epistles diligently, so that 
they will be able to govern Christians from God's Word, and 
"it is not necessary to govern Christians out of one's own 
human conceit.) The most horrible example of such 
misgovernment in the church - namely, the government of 
Christians “out of their own human conceit" - we have in the 
papacy. But every pastor, yes, every Christian, has cause to 
be warned against this abomination, lest, because he has 
natural talent for governing, he should rule in the church 
according to his own head, and so arrogate to himself a 
dominion in the church. Luther says in reference to this point, 
following the enumeration of the offices and gifts in the 
church, Eph. 4:11: "These are the distinct offices, and 
therefore the gifts must also be distinct. But for the sake of 
these distinct gifts and offices let no man arrogate to himself 
worldly authority, nor seek to rule in a worldly manner. They 
are all bound together by the gospel, to keep it, and not to 
do anything contrary to it. This is the right order that should 
go and remain in the church, and is far better than the order 
of the pope, who makes an order not of offices but of external 
authority, contrary to the command of Christ.)

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Now here are a few words about the disorder that is to be 
feared if in the church no Christian has anything to command 
another, and if the synod also has no legislative power. 
Human reason thinks that one or more in the church must 
be granted the power to command beyond the word of God. 
Otherwise confusion would follow. Luther also dealt with this 
objection. He wrote: "But now someone might ask and say: 
What kind of a government is this, and how can it exist, since 
there is no head, and those who are in office are all equal, 
and no one should have more authority or power than the 
other? For reason considers such equality a deformity and a 
harmful thing. Again, where there is a head, on whom others 
may look and be guided by the same, such order reason 
deems useful and good, and concludes, If it be right in the 
church, it must be so, or there will be a noisy confusion and 
disorder." "And this is the cause," Luther adds, "which still 
imprisons many sensible, wise people." He reports that in his 
time there were people who, though they did not want the 
regiment of the pope, because it was "a public irresistible 
annoyance," nevertheless considered an order in the church 
necessary, "as in the secular regiment, since (among the 
servants of the church) one is higher, has more command 
and greater authority than the other," in order - well, in order 
to prevent disorder. Thus, even today, "many reasonable 
and wise people" stand. The sects and the Romanizing 
Lutherans still operate on the same grounds today. But let 
us hear Luther in regard to this objection. He says: "It is true 
that reason considers it a deformity and a harmful error that 
all who are in church offices should be equal, and that one 
should have as much command, power, and authority as the 
other. . . But here we have an expressed command of our 
dear Lord Christ, who wills that in his kingdom, which is a 
spiritual kingdom, it should be otherwise than in the temporal 
kingdom: that every man may learn how in the kingdom of 
Christ there is no human power or great renown, but only 
that which is in the kingdom of Christ.

By our old allies, the honorable Norwegian 
Synod... 


From the third to the tenth of June our Norwegian Sister 
Synod was assembled at La Crosse, Wis. The Synod at 
present numbers 107, 474 souls in 680 congregations with 
215 pastors. This was the 24th general synod, and was 
almost fully attended, including congregational deputies. The 
friendly town of La Crosse, situated on the Mississippi, has 
not only two German congregations belonging to the 
honorable Wisconsin Synod, but also two Norwegian 
congregations served by Pastors Sagen and Vik. It is a 
wonderful thing that where hardly a hundred years ago the 
wild Indians lived their woad and war craft, that now also the 
children of the Lutheran Church of Norway speak the great 
deeds of God. There they could talk with brethren from the 
far Northwest, from the shores of the Atlantic Ocean, from 
Texas and California, about the one thing that is needed. The 
pastors have the beautiful custom that they bear their travel 
expenses together. If we are to speak of the overall 
impression that the synodal assembly has made on us, we 
must confess that we felt transported back to the time when 
our synod still met as a whole body. The interest shown in 
every subject to be discussed and the frankness of the 
fraternal debate were truly beneficial. One felt that one was 
in an old Lutheran community, which in its teaching and work 
had the true good of the congregations at heart. The fact that 
the Synod was able to gather in the spacious room under the 
church in their free hours to discuss in smaller groups things 
for which there was neither time nor opportunity in the large 
assembly contributed much to the awakening and cultivation 
of the community spirit. 

Prof. H. G. Stub opened the meeting with an edifying 
sermon on Is. 4:2-6. In his synodal address, Praeses V. 
Koren touched on several points that other synods may well 
take to heart. In view of the great undeserved graces of the 
faithful God, we cannot help but be filled with the deepest joy 
over the continuation and growth of the Church. 


thum of the church of God. We must be seized with a feeling 
of heartfelt gratitude when we experience daily and 
abundantly that the God of Jacob rules among us and builds 
his kingdom in spite of all the cunning and cruel attacks of 
the enemy. But let us also deeply lament some of the 
hardships. It cannot be denied that in some places there is 
more concern for earthly goods than for the treasure above 
all treasures. That there is not enough zeal for the Christian 
education of the youth of the community. That the secret 
societies are trying to penetrate our churches with power. 
That they are trying to mix church and state. We want to 
report right here that the synod unanimously decided to 
maintain its position against the secret societies. 

From Pastor Halvorsen's presentation on the nature and 
task of a local Lutheran congregation, the synod 
emphasized one point in particular. Above all, it is the task 
of alocal Lutheran congregation to glorify God in its teaching 
and life. Our going to church, our preaching, singing, 
praying, confessing and celebrating the Lord's Supper, our 
sacrifices should be directed primarily to the one point that 
God is honored by it, that God is glorified. For this reason 
we should also insist so firmly on sound doctrine and 
godliness and make use of them, because it is precisely 
through false doctrine and unholy living that God is 
dishonored and his name profaned. 

Pastor Férde read a lecture about the so necessary care 
of church singing and the appropriate means to encourage 
church singing. It would be difficult for anyone to have 
listened to this presentation without deciding to pay more 
attention to this part of the public worship service from now 
on and to sing along much more courageously in the courts 
of the Lord of hosts. The Synod resolved to work in its 
educational institutions and through its publishing business 
to see that the suggestions of the speaker are carried out. 

Since the Synod had unfortunately lost its theological 
seminary building in Robbinsdale near Minneapolis to 
conflagration, the serious question on the Synod's mind 
was, what to do now? Pastor Torgerson's congregation in 
Albert Lea, Minn. had made an offer of their academy to the 
Synod as a free gift. After hearing many powerful speeches 
on the matter, Synod decided to acknowledge the great 
charity of the congregation in Albert Lea with the greatest 
gratitude. However, since Minneapolis is the great transit 
point for most Norwegians, the institution is to remain in 
Robbinsdale near Minneapolis, and the professors and 
students are to be asked to put up with the arduous local 
conditions until the Synod will have agreed on the location 
of the seminary to be built. 

A serious attempt has also been made to lift a heavy 


burden of debt which rests upon the Pacific Lutheran 


University. This institution was started by zealous 
Norwegian pastors on the coast of the Pacific Ocean under 
the most favorable prospects, but has fallen into great 
financial difficulties. It is true that the institution is not a 
synodal institution, but the synod expects much good from 
it. After Prof. Harstad of Parkland, Wash., had presented the 
situation to the Synod in informal session, the members of 
the Synod decided to issue a Subscrip

A peculiar trade was had by the Minnesota District, 
presided over by District Praeses Bjérgo, the pastors and 
deputies of the other three districts being allowed to be 
present as advisory members. Pastor Muus is an old 
member of the Norwegian Synod, but is not of one mind with 
his Synod in doctrine. His congregations have also left the 
Norwegian Synod and gone to the so-called "United 
Norwegian Church." But this "United Church" is really only 
united in its enmity against us and our Norwegian brethren. 
In passing we will only remark that this "United Church" was 
in session at St. Paul at the same time that we were in 
session at La Crosse, and that there the majority excluded 
the minority. So we were told by a returning delegate of the 
"United Church." But now back to the matter at hand. Pastor 
Muus does not want to agree with his synod, nor does he 
want to leave it. He thinks he can still serve congregations 
that stand against his own synod to do so. He also took leave 
of our Norwegian brethren in La Crosse to go to St. Paul and 
see what his congregations were doing there. Old Pastor 
Muus had been seen doing this for some time. But the Synod 
found such behavior intolerable and called upon his 
Minnesota District to make a right change in it. The 
negotiations in La Crosse with Pastor Muus have now led to 
the result that his case should be heard by the theological 
faculty under the chairmanship of District President Bjérgo, 
and that this committee should report to the next meeting of 
the Minnesota District. Pastor Muus agreed to this. 

Quite a number of congregations and pastors were 
admitted to the Synod, including some congregations that 
had left the Synod in the Grace Election controversy. 

The Synod's publishing business in Decorah, Ja. was 
able to transfer a surplus of H5000 to the Synod's treasury. 
Pastors and congregations had also worked diligently 
together so that a surplus could be reported in the synodal 
and institutional treasury. 

The Synod is also diligent in the work of mission. Its 
workers in the Inner Mission often have to do heavy and self- 
denying service in large fields. At Wittenberg, Wis. the 
Synod, under Rev. B. Hovde's direction a school and 
missionary institution for Indian children. It also has a 
mission in Zululand, Africa. To the Norwegian sailors and 
immigrants she attends as a faithful spiritual mother, and our 
Pilgrim House in New York is highly recommended by her. 
Two daughters of Prof. Larsen have devoted themselves to 
the Schroeder Mission in Africa. The Synod is also working 
in Utah. 

Now we would like to tell the fathers of our synod a few more

Our East Indian Mission. 


The present state of our mission in India is as follows. 
Missionary Nather, as is known from the reports, has been 
preaching to the heathen with great zeal, and sowing seeds 
of hope; and he is diligently continuing this work. Missionary 
Kellerbauer, since receiving his call to our missionary 
service, has taken as his main work the school. For several 
months this school has been quite evenly attended by about 
30 pupils; and for this we have cause to be thankful. For just 
in these months it has had to struggle with great difficulties. 
It had to move out of the small porch of Nather's small house 
on March 12 because of a serious illness of Fr. Nather, and 
was moved into the porch of the European rest house, where 
Kellerbauer has temporarily found his accommodation. But 
because an English official, who has the first claim on the 
rest house, came to Krischnagiri a fortnight later, our school 
had to give way and was accommodated in a Brahmin rest 
house, which, however, it also had to leave again after only 
four days. Then school was held for several days in the 
shade of a large tree, until finally on April 7 the European 
rest house could be taken into use again. And at last the 
school returned to Nather's house. Our readers will 
understand that Missionary Kellerbauer is pleased to report 
that the masonry work on the schoolhouse under 
construction is completed, and we rejoice at the thought that 
that simple building - it will cost between $30.00 and $40.00

While the Church of Christ, obedient to the word: "Pull not 
on the strange yoke with the unbelievers,” avoids all 
fellowship with these manifest works of darkness, the 
sectarian churches of this country usually act far differently. 
As manifest world-churches they make common cause with 
the unbelieving world. For instead of punishing those works 
of darkness according to and with the light of the divine word, 
as the apostle of the Lord expressly commands, Eph. 
5:11.The sect preachers invite these lodges to come to their 
church with their uniforms; and when they come, they cannot 
sufficiently assure how honored they feel; and then they 
preach their own sermons to these lodge-men, in which they 
adorn the work of the lodges with Bible words; e. g. with 1 
Cor. 13. This year they prefer to put on Gal. 6, 2: "Bear ye 
one another's burdens, and ye shall fulfil the law of Christ." 
These men do not hesitate to say that it is the lodges which, 
by their support, fulfill the law of Christ. The lodges as such, 
as is well known, reject the God of the Bible and substitute 
for him the All-Father of the rationalists. Christ, the true 
Christ, has no place in the Lodge. Therefore, according to 1 
John 2:23, the Lodge does not have the Father either, and 
therefore has no God, and therefore no faith, no true love. 
The whole work of the lodge and the lodge system is a 
product of the natural, of the unregenerate, of man alienated 
from God. Its tendencies stand in sharp contrast to the 
kingdom of God, to the work of the Holy Spirit. According to 
the Bible, the latter can no more unite with the former than 
light with darkness, Christ with Belial, or the temple of God 
with idols. When, therefore, sect preachers not only tolerate 
the anti-Christian lodge system, but even embellish, praise, 
and recommend it with the Bible, this is a gross blending of 
the world and the church. Such preachers thus follow in the 
footsteps of the false prophets of the Old Testament, who by 
their preaching preached the people out to the country. This 
is the sin of spiritual adultery, by which the promised land 
was defiled, that God had to reject the people of Israel. Such 
preachers most shamefully misuse the name of God by 
taking God's word in their mouths, but pervert it by false 
application and interpretation, and pass off their false 
teaching as divine truth. They deceive the people with their 
lies and loose theidings, and fall under the apostle's 
judgment: "But he that maketh you to err shall bear his 
judgment, whosoever he will." Gal. 5:10.

Baptists and the Lord's Supper. The Baptist "Messenger" of 20 
May writes: "The mass murderer Holmes, who a few days ago 
found the end of his horrible vicious career on the gallows in 
Philadelphia, is said to have repented even earlier. Hitherto he 
had professed the ignorant faith of Ingersoll; now all at once he 
allows himself to be 'baptized' by zealous priests and offered the 
‘Lord's Supper.' Such 'repentance' fits the whole story. The poor 
man is caught in the delusion that God is moved by an antic. If 
such a terrible sinner were to bring forth true fruits of - 
repentance, to realize his guilt and wickedness, would he still 
desire baptism and the Lord's Supper? Would he not think 
himself so unworthy that, depriving himself of both, he would rely 
on the grace of God alone?" It is only too certain that repentance 
for the Romans usually consists in a sinner's submitting to 
certain outward humiliations and ordinances, and that therefore 
many a sinner is strengthened by them in his impenitence and 
thus led to hell. But when the "messenger" asks, "If such an 
awful sinner were to bring forth true fruits of repentance, to 
recognize his guilt and wickedness, would he still desire baptism 
and the Lord's Supper?" etc., he thereby displays a blindness 
and a Pharisaism which are no less corrupting to the soul than 
the Papist heresy. Baptism and Holy Communion, after all, were 
instituted for just such sinners as recognize their guilt and 
depravity and desire mercy. And just in this consists the right 
dignity and prosperity, that the sinner from his heart recognizes 
his own utter unworthiness and is comforted by the merit of 
Christ. F. B. 


Methodists and Abstinence. The Methodist Conference 
meeting in Cleveland has again spoken out about its position on 
abstinence, declaring that it is the duty of every member to 
abstain completely from spiritual drinks. By granting licenses, 
the government is committing a sin.

The former, as far as is reported, reached the 
frightening number of 5,759 in 1895, an increase of 847 over the 
previous year, while no less than 10,500 murders, or 700 more 
than in 1894, were reported - increases that no longer bear any 
relation to the natural growth of the population. More suicides 
are said to have occurred in the city of New York during the past 
year than in any other city in the world. Among the 450 persons 
who killed themselves in one way or another were even children 
under the age of fifteen, men and women well before the 
threshold of 100 years. This is the largest number of suicides 
that has ever come to the knowledge of the authorities in the 
course of a year, although the percentage of cases to the total 
population is somewhat lower than in some of the preceding 
years." The reason for this suicide mania is the ever increasing 
atheism and materialism. He who has God as his highest good 
is blessed and asks nothing of heaven and earth. But he who 
has not God is most unhappy, and when he has enjoyed all the 
pleasures of this world, desires only his own destruction, a 
desire which will not be satisfied for all eternity, not even when 
man lays a sacrilegious hand on his own life.

Christ's prophetic ministry. 


"There is one God, and one mediator between God and 
men, even the man Christ Jesus, who gave himself for 
salvation to all, that these things should be preached in his 
time." 1 Tim. 2:5, 6. Jesus Christ, true, eternal God, and true, 
natural man, is our mediator, our Redeemer, our Lord. Apart 
from him there is no salvation and no blessedness. This is 
the sign of our faith, our hope, our salvation. For this 
mediatorial office he is called Messiah, Christ, anointed, 
because he is anointed according to his human nature with 
the Holy Spirit without measure, to be our prophet, high 
priest, and king, Matt. 3:16, John 3:34, Acts 10:38, Ebr. 1:14. 
10, 38. Ebr. 1, 9. 

Christ is our prophet. A prophet is a preacher of divine 
teaching. Such a teacher and preacher was needed by the 
human race that had fallen into sin and was lost. For through 
sin we had not only become wicked and corrupt, but also 
ignorant in spiritual, divine things, darkened in our 
understanding, blind in our hearts, Eph. 4:18, so ignorant 
that we no longer knew anything of God or of the way to him 
and to his blessedness. That is why the promised Messiah 
and Saviour was prophesied as a prophet and teacher 
already in the Old Testament. God himself had told his 
people, the children of Israel, through Moses: "I will raise up 
for them a prophet like you from among their brethren, and 
will put my words in his mouth; and he shall speak to them 
all that | shall command him. And whosoever shall not hear 
my words, which he shall speak in my name, of him will | 
require it," Deut. 18:18, 19. This great teacher was to be a 
prophet like Moses, and yet at the same time infinitely 
greater than Moses, not a second lawgiver, but a preacher 
of the glad tidings of the grace of God, the forgiveness of 
sins, the salvation of the lost children of men. That is why 
the later prophets proclaimed that he had been given a 
learned tongue, that he knew how to speak rightly to the 
weary. 
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Time to speak, Isa. 50:4; that he should be sent to preach to 
the afflicted, to bind up the brokenhearted; to preach a 
release to the captives, and an opening to them that are 
bound; to preach a gracious year of the LORD, and a day of 
vengeance of our God, to comfort all that mourn, Isa. 61:1, 
2. He shall not cry out, neither shall he shout; neither shall 
his voice be heard in the gazes. He will not break the bruised 
reed, nor quench the smoldering wick. He shall teach 
righteousness truly, Isa 42:2, 3. Yea, he shall be a teacher 
of righteousness, and shall preach the name of the LORD 
unto his brethren, Joel 2:23, Ps 22:23. 

And when the fullness of time had come and the Son of God 
had appeared in the flesh, he appeared publicly as a prophet 
in the thirtieth year of his age, Luc. 3, 23. Marc. 1, 14. 15. 
For three years he traveled preaching and teaching 
especially through the villages of the Galilean and Jewish 
country, Matth. 9, 35.He also passed through Samaria, 
which was hated by the Jews, Joh. 4, 4. Luc. 17, 11. He 
came under the border of the ten cities, Marc. 7, 31. and 
even escaped into the region of the Gentile cities Tyre and 
Sidon, Matth. 15, 21. to preach peace, good and salvation 
there. He went into the synagogues on the Sabbath days to 
teach, Luc. 4, 16. and took occasion at the great feasts 'to 
go forth preaching, Joh. 7, 37. He spoke to the people from 
the mountain, Matth. 5, 1. and taught them from the ship, 
Luc. 5, 3. To the Samaritan woman he awakened thirst for 
the water of life at Jacob's well, Joh. 4, 10. ff, And to Martha, 
in her house, he spoke the word of the one who is in need, 
Luc. 10, 42. He prophesied of his own suffering and death 
many times, Luc. 18, 31, and announced the destruction of 
unbelieving Jerusalem, Luc. 19, 43. And he confirmed his 
teaching as divine truth by his glorious miracles and signs, 
which he did in his own name, in his divine authority. He 
saith unto the deaf, Hear; and he heareth; to the leper, Be 
cleansed; and he is cleansed. 


clean; to him that is dead, Arise; and he ariseth; to him that 
is sick of the palsy: Thy sins be forgiven thee, and they be 
forgiven him. For at the word of Jesus, that he had such 
power to forgive sins, and that he would heal the poor 
afflicted man for a testimony thereof, the sick of the palsy 
riseth up, and lifteth up his bed, and goeth home, Matt. 9:6, 
11:5, Acts 10:38. 10, 38. Thus JEsus was always teaching, 
always blessing, always ready to help, untiring in the 
direction of his prophetic ministry, so that at one time those 
who were about him wanted to hold him; for they said, "He 
will come out of his senses," Marc. 3, 21. still at the cross he 
administered it and promised the repentant thief the 
blessedness of paradise, Luc. 23, 43. but the people 
recognized by his teaching and miracles in him the promised 
great prophet, who should come into the world, Luc. 7, 16. 
Joh. 6, 14. for Jesus preached mightily and not like the 
scribes, Matth. 7, 29. even His enemies had to confess: "no 
man ever spoke like this man", Joh. 7, 46. 

And what did Christ proclaim and teach as the true, 
unique prophet? He preached the holy and righteous God, 
to whom sin is an abomination, and who punishes sin with 
eternal damnation, because men have sinned against the 
eternal God. 23. Luc. 19, 41. ff. But this was really a foreign 
office to him; it was not to this that he was actually sent. St. 
John testifies, "The law was given through Moses; grace and 
truth were given through JEsum Christ," 1, 17. Christ 
preached first of all the gracious and merciful God. He was 
the eternal wisdom and the eternal truth, the only begotten 
Son, who was also in the bosom of the Father during His 
walk on earth. And what he had seen there in the heart of 
God, that he testified; and what he knew as he in whom are 
hid all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge, that he 
spake, Joh. 1, 18. 3. 11. 
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He was sent to proclaim this gospel and peace in it, Luc. 4, 
18. Eph. 2, 17. and as a prophet of it men should hear him, 
as the Father Himself testified on the mount of 
transfiguration, Matth. 17, 6. So now the lack of men was 
fulfilled. He had appeared who could tell men who God was 
and what His good and gracious will was toward us, and how 
we could attain to Him and to His blessedness, namely in the 
way of repentance and faith in Himself, the One sent by the 
Father. He has taught the way of salvation. He Himself is the 
way and the truth and the life, Joh. 14, 6. Therefore He said 
to those who were afraid of their sins and sighing under the 
curse of the law, to the weary and burdened: "Come to Me; | 
will refresh you", Matth. 11, 28. and He called to everyone 
who was spiritually thirsty: "Come to Me and drink", Joh. 7, 
37. He summed up his whole sermon in one well-known 
saying, which "would be worthy to be written in letters of gold, 
not on paper, but where it could be, in the heart, and it should 
be the daily lesson and contemplation of every Christian to 
speak to himself in his prayer, to strengthen his faith, and to 
awaken his heart to invocation: *) "Thus hath God loved the 
world," etc., Joh. 3, 16. Without any work or merit of our own, 
without any toil or labor of our own, by God's grace alone, for 
Christ's sake, through faith we poor sinners and 
transgressors can and shall be justified before God, 
overcome death, stand judgment, obtain eternal 
blessedness, Joh. 5, 24. 6, 40. This was the substance of 
Christ's preaching, this to proclaim the purpose of his 
prophetic ministry. And such words of Christ were spirit and 
life. They did not miss their purpose, but brought people to 
faith, to life, to full satisfaction. 

Now this ministry of Christ did not cease with the days of 
His flesh. Only the direct performance of it came to an end, 
but the indirect performance took its place. For after his 
resurrection, but before his ascension, the Lord appointed 
the disciples to be prophets in his stead. Just as the Father 
sent Him, He sent them and equipped them with the Holy 
Spirit as His messengers and commissioned them to go into 
all the world and preach the gospel of peace, apart from 
which there is no salvation or happiness, to every creature, 
Joh. 20, 21. ff. Matth. 28, 18. ff. Marc. 16, 15. f. Apost. 1, 8. 
cap. 2. He that heard the apostles actually heard Christ. Their 
preaching was Christ's preaching, their baptism was Christ's 
baptism, their supper was the Lord's supper, by which he 
himself worked powerfully, Luc. 10, 16. Matth. 28, 19. 1 Cor. 
11, 23. Therefore he also confirmed their word and confirmed 
their work by the following signs, Marc.

to a living hope, to an inheritance incorruptible and undefiled 
and unfading, which. shall be kept in heaven, 1 Petr. 1, 23. 
ff. Apost. 2, 37. ff. 

And so the Lord is still indirectly exercising his prophetic 
ministry in the church through the ministry of the Word, which 
he himself established. Not only did he appoint some as 
apostles before his ascension, but as the Savior who 
ascended above all heavens and was exalted to the right 
hand of God, he also now gives his church prophets and 
evangelists, shepherds and teachers. By their ministry the 
saints are to be prepared and the spiritual body of Christ built 
up, Eph. 4:11, 12. These ministers of the church are servants 
of Christ and stewards of God's mysteries, 1 Cor. 4:1. On his 
behalf they administer the goods and treasures which Christ 
has ordered and given to his church, the means of his grace, 
word, baptism, the Lord's Supper. When they preach, Christ 
preaches; when they entreat and exhort: If they baptize, he 
himself is the baptizer; if they distribute bread and wine after 
the institution of Christ, he himself presents his true body and 
blood under the bread and wine; if they absolve and forgive 
sin, the same is forgiven before God in heaven. This is what 
St. Paul tells us when he says in 2 Cor. 5:18-20: "God hath 
reconciled us to himself through Jesus Christ, and hath given 
us the ministry of reconciliation. For God was in Christ 
reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their sins 
unto them, and hath established among us the word of 
reconciliation. We are therefore ambassadors in Christ's 
stead: for God maketh exhortation through us. We therefore 
beseech you in Christ's stead: Be reconciled to God." And 
because it is Christ, the great prophet, himself who works 
through the preachers, their word and gospel is also powerful 
to bring men to a wholesome knowledge of God and their 
Savior Jesus Christ, to set their feet on the way of peace, to 
make them faithful Christians, children of God, and heirs of 
eternal blessedness. 

"This is my beloved Son, in whom | am well pleased; him 
shall ye hear," Matth. 17, 5. Blessed is he that heareth his 
word! It can make his soul blessed. Woe to him who throws 
it to the wind! God will require it of him, Deut. 18:19. 
Therefore, according to the exhortation of the Epistle to the 
Eberians, "we ought the more to take heed to the word which 
we hear, that we go not away. For if the word which was 
spoken by angels be established, and every transgression 
and disobedience receive their due reward, how shall we 
escape, if we regard not such a salvation? which, after it was 
first preached by the Lord, came upon us by them that heard 
it; and God bare witness of it with signs, and wonders, and 
divers powers, and with the dispensation of the Holy Ghost 
according to his will", 2:1 ff. L. F.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 

How did this deepest corruption of the whole human 
nature come upon us and all men without distinction? In other 
words, how did sin come into the whole human world? That 
is the question we now have to answer. And we seek the 
answer in the Holy Scriptures. 

First of all we are confronted with the saying Rom. 5, 12. 
and answer: "sin entered the world through one man". We 
know who the One Man is. It is Adam, the first man, the 
progenitor of the whole human race. Through Adam, then, 
sin entered into the world. 

But has our questioning been satisfied with this? No; now 
the question arises all the more. For we ask: how does it 
happen, and how could it happen, that through one man and 
his fall all men became sinners? 

Did this happen in such a way that through Adam sin was 
introduced into the world and became known in the world, 
and that in this way all were deceived by Adam's process and 
example and thus also became sinners? - Impossible! 
Adam's sin came also to the newborn babes, yea, to the 
babes in their mother's womb; for death strangles them, as 
thou mayest always see. Has Adam's sin been "made 
known" to them? Have they been "deceived by Adam's 
process and example, and so also become sinners"? 
Impossible. 

How then did it come to pass, we ask again, that through 
Adam and his fall all men became sinners? 

Again we reach for the Scriptures. 

Genesis 5:3 says, "And Adam was an hundred and thirty 
years old, and begat a son in his own image, and called his 
name Seth." So Seth was in the image of Adam, sinful, like 
Adam. And how had he become that? By being begotten of 
Adam. - So also David, mourning and lamenting over his sin, 
says, "Behold, | am begotten of sinful seed, and my mother 
conceived me in sins." Ps. 51, 7. And Christ instructs 
Nicodemus, saying, "That which is born of the flesh is flesh." 
Joh. 3, 6. 

The Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments, then, 
leave no doubt as to the answer to our question; they teach 
that the sinful corruption of Adam is propagated and inherited 
by all men through the fleshly birth. Scripture teaches that 
Adam is, as it were, the seed in which the whole tree of 
mankind lay decided, and from which the whole tree of 
mankind grew up. Since Adam sinned and became sinfully 
corrupt, the whole human nature and humanity was already 
corrupted in him, and every single human being who is born 
into this world has been born of Adam with the 


And through the fleshly birth, and through the fleshly birth, 
sinful corruption. This is the teaching of Scripture. 

We do not undertake to make this doctrine clear and 
acceptable to your reason, dear Christian. We only want to 
make clear to you what the Scriptures teach. We only say 
that God's Word puts the matter thus. Your reason will 
always have much to object to here. Especially in the case 
of this doctrine, reason rises up and wants to be God, and 
says, "How? God lets us inherit sin and perish in death 
because of this inherited sin? This is not just!" So reason 
wants to rebel and defy and get right with God. Who does 
not know this? - But how is he then? It is as Luther says in 
one place, "If God's word says anything ... says ..., you shall 
shut your mouth and fall on your knees, neither asking nor 
saying anything more, but ... hear what He says to you.... 
For God desires to be unmastered by us, who are by nature 
children of wrath, sinners and liars. Therefore His counsel, 
word, and work are far too high for us to understand. We are 
still blind and presumptuous fools, who think that we not only 
understand, but that we can do better. Therefore, because 
we are of such a nature, we should put aside our wisdom 
and think in God's commandment and things, "If | look like a 
fool, there is no other cause in truth than that | am a great 
fool who cannot grasp or understand the divine wisdom, for 
my foolishness and blindness hinder me. 

There is only one question and one concern that we want 
to address here. For Adam was not only sinful and corrupt, 
but he was also born again through faith in the promised 
Seed of the woman; and it was the same with Noah and 
many of our forefathers. What then do we inherit from our 
forefathers? Do we inherit from them only their sinful 
corruption? Do we not, through our birth and descent from 
them, also inherit the new birth, or at least the germ of it? 
Do we not, then, bring with us into the world a little spark of 
spiritual life, which the grace of God need only breathe upon 
and kindle, that it may become a bright flame? - No, no, not 
so! We do not bring a particle of spiritual life, we bring only 
sinful corruption into the world; we do not inherit faith and 
the new birth, nor the germ of it. Believers and children of 
God are "born, not of the blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of any man, but of God." Joh. 1, 13. They are 
"born again, not of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, 
even of the living word of God, which abideth for ever." 1 
Pet. 1, 23. Thus sin is indeed reproduced and inherited 
through the fleshly birth, but not faith; each one must 
become a believer and a newborn child of God for himself 
through the gracious living gospel, through Word and 
Sacrament, as Christ speaks Jn. 3, 5: "Verily, verily, | say 
unto thee, except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of God." And Jacobus 
writes Cap. 


I, 18. "He hath begotten us according to His will by the word 
of truth." 

A pastor of our synod presented the doctrine of original 
sin and also the question just touched upon just as we once 
did in a Christian lesson. After the service was over, one of 
the leaders of the congregation came up to him and said, 
"Pastor, you have explained the doctrine of original sin to us 
quite beautifully. But the point that only sin, and not faith, is 
inherited, | could have made clearer by a similitude." 

"So?" replied the pastor, "and how would you have done 
that?" 

The dear overseer said: "If a noble rice is grafted into a 
wild apple tree and it is thus grafted, it produces good, noble 
fruit. And if one then takes a rice or a seed from the first wild, 
but now grafted tree and plants or sows, what kind of apple 
tree will grow from it?" 

"A noble one?" asked, somewhat hesitatingly, the pastor, 
who had never been involved in arboriculture. 

"No, a wild one!" exclaimed the overseer. "| have been 
with a gardener for years, and have seen this many times. In 
the reproduction of grafted trees it is always the old wild 
nature and only the old wild nature that comes out again, not 
the grafting. And so, too, parents who believe and are born 
again may bequeath their sinful corruption, but not their faith 
to their children. - Is it not true that the similitude would have 
fitted nicely?" 

"Very well,” agreed the pastor, "and | will make a note of 
it, and use it in his time also." - 

We now understand why the deepest corruption of the 
whole human nature, of which we are here speaking, is 
called "original sin" in the Church of the German tongue: 
because it is propagated or inherited by the fleshly birth from

He that is by nature shall see the kingdom of God, or come 
into it. But he that cannot see the kingdom of God, nor come 
into it, must be under the wrath of God, and in death and 
eternal damnation. This is the natural lot of all men, and their 
inheritance from birth. Thus the Lord Christ teaches us. - For 
this reason St. Paul also writes to his dear church at 
Ephesus: "We were also children of wrath by nature, just as 
the others were," Eph. 2:3, and testifies with these words 
that we are all by nature and birth, before we are born anew 
in Christ, nothing but children of the wrath of God, born into 
the wrath of God, such people who have inherited the wrath 
of God and with it eternal destruction. 

Summa Summarum: God the Lord sums up all that is and 
is called man in Adam, the first man, the seed from which all 
men have grown up in body and soul. If Adam has sinned, 
all men have sinned; if Adam has been corrupted, all men 
have been corrupted; if Adam is guilty, all men are guilty; if 
death and damnation have come upon Adam, death and 
damnation have come upon all men. All that we are and have 
by nature and nature's way is vain Adam: created indeed of 
God, but wholly corrupted by sin, and condemned for sin's 
sake. "Flesh born of the flesh," are all Adam's children by 
nature, without a spark of spiritual life, outside, outside the 
kingdom of God for time and eternity. This is how God's 
Word judges and condemns. And this is original sin. 

Question 131 in Dietrich's Catechism Interpretation may 
recently remind us of everything we have seen in this article. 

What is original sin? - Original sin is the deepest 
corruption of all human nature, which deprives it of its 
inherent righteousness and perfection and makes it prone to 
all evil. This corruption is passed on to all men through the 
fleshly birth of Adam and subjects to God's temporal and 


Adam to all men. In the English tongue it is called "Original| eternal punishments those who are not born again to eternal 


Sin," or original sin, after the Latin of the ancient Church 
scholar Augustine, because it both came upon us from the 
first or original sin of Adam, and adheres to us from our first 


arising or origin. The terms "original sin" and "original sin" 


thus have essentially the same meaning. - 

And this original sin, which in itself is so terrible that we 

are justly appalled, brings with it another terrible thing: it 
subjects the whole human race to the wrath and temporal 
and eternal punishments of God, in a word, to death. - This, 
of course, we have often enough indicated in these articles, 
in which we speak of sin; but we must now, nevertheless, 
speak of it very particularly, and prove it from Scripture. For 
it is not a thing to be lightly passed over, that we are born 
into the wrath of God, and into death. 
God's word testifies to this in the clearest and most abundant 
way, partly in sayings that we have already encountered in 
these reflections. First in John 3:3, where Christ says to 
Nicodemus, "Verily, verily, | say unto thee, except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God." So no man 
can

In a secular newspaper we found the following 
observation on the occasion of the raging of the hurricanes:

To this confession of 
human powerlessness the newspaper then excludes a verse

Thank God that there is a better consolation in stormy 
weather! Christians know that even in the most terrible storm 
there are no blind forces of nature raging, but that it is the 
almighty God "who gives the clouds, the air, and the winds 
their way, their course, and their course. They remember that 
they are no less in God's hands in a storm than when there 
is no wind. They remember that God, when he drives along 
in the storm, does not want to separate them from himself, 
but rather to drive them to himself. So they flee to Him in the 
very raging of the storm, into the word of His promise, and 
there they are safe in life and in death. "O Lord God, Thou 
art our refuge for ever and ever," Ps. 90:2. "The waves of the 
sea are great, and they roar with terror; but the Lord is 
greater in the height," Ps. 93:4. "If | have thee only, | will ask 
nothing of heaven and earth. Though my body and soul 
languish, yet, O God, thou art ever the consolation of my 
heart, and my portion," Ps. 73, 25. 26. F. P.

Our church work in the South. Of this year's preaching ministry 
candidates, ten have been called to the Southern District. 
Among these ten, only three are from the South. This is an 
evildoing. Experience teaches that only a portion of those born 
and grown in the North become acclimatized in the South and 
remain there for permanent work. But this is not the case with a 
considerable percentage. After a short period of effectiveness, 
the "northerners" are called back to the north for health reasons. 
It is obvious that this frequent change of pastors hinders the 
prosperity of the church. How is this evil to be remedied? First 
of all, it is appropriate to remember that one should be quite 
cautious with regard to professions that involve recalls from the 
South. One is not content with the assumption that a pastor 
whom one would like to call can no longer work in the southern 
climate, but one obtains certainty with respect to this point. 
Some persons, whose home was formerly in the north, can not 
only wait their ministry in the new home quite well, but they are 
also physically more comfortable in the south than in the north. 
But of course, for a number of them, as already mentioned, a 
recall to the North is necessary for health reasons. The church 
in the South is not served by sick pastors. This brings us to the 
second point to which we wished to call attention with these 
lines. The South should, if possible, supply itself with the 
teachers it needs in church and school. This is what we mean: 
our Southern churches should send so many boys to our 
teaching institutions, that soon, if possible, only such teachers 
and preachers can be called to the South as come from the 
South. We have, after all, in Texas and Louisiana, a number of 
old congregations in which, by God's grace, there is a lively 
ecclesiastical sense. Even in new churches it is very possible to 
get disciples for the institutions. There was also a time when the 
South was on the way to providing the necessary teachers 
themselves. The Progymnasium in New Orleans brought so 
many young people from the South to us in the short time of its 
existence that the percentage of "Southern" candidates for the 
preaching ministry was also greater - admittedly only for a short 
time. At present the South has no preparatory institution of its 
own. But for the time being it can use the institutions nearest to 
it, e.g. the one in Concordia, Mo., to supply its share of teachers 
to the church. God grant that this important matter may be 
properly considered. F..P: 


Among other things, our missionary Schooff reports the 
following about the Negro mission at Meherrin, Va. 
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neglected negro people of this region over pleading and 
understanding, he has given us victory after victory. Our 
bitterest enemies he has turned into grateful friends; out of dead 
nominal Christians he has made living children of God, and 
thereby mightily promoted the glory of his name and the 
salvation of the poor sinners among us. The voice of his 
delicious gospel is ever breaking forth; doctrines of men must 
give way, though slowly, yet steadily, to the pure teaching of the 
word of God. We have thus, by God's grace, accomplished 
great things, but we have yet greater things to accomplish."

Wisconsin Synod. The sister synod of Wisconsin held its 
synodical convention of this year at Fond du Lac, Wis. From the 
various reports made to the Synod on this occasion, it appears 
that the whole Synodical system is enjoying good growth. In the 
preacher's seminary at Milwaukee there were 37 students in the 
last academic year, 13 of whom passed the final examination. 
In the teachers' seminary at Neu Ulm there were 53 students, 7 
of whom were admitted to the examination. The grammar 
school at Watertown had 160 students, 10 of whom were 
discharged with the certificate of maturity. The Inner Mission is 
being carried on with great zeal. "The work has so increased 
that seven more traveling preachers have had to be put in 
service, and still more forces are needed." 19 pastors and 11 
congregations were admitted to the synod. Synod resolved to 
support 23 mission churches at the amount of K3540. In order 
to secure the widest possible circulation of the Synodal Report 
in the congregations of the Synod, it was resolved to have the 
same printed in so many copies that a copy could be sent free 
to every family in the Synod. The size of the circulation was 
determined to be 20,000 copies. A Sunday Collecte is to be 
collected in each congregation to defray the cost of printing.

The Sister Synod of Minnesota met this year at New Ulm, Minn. 
From the report in the "Parish Bulletin" we gather the following 
particulars: The Synod was very well attended. The debt 
redemption matter was settled in such a way that the great 
majority of the congregations pledged themselves to assume a 
certain portion of the debt sum and pay it within three years. The 
missionary caste has not only covered its former deficit, but 
even has a small surplus to show. The Superintendent of 
Traveling Preaching reported that a portion of the South Dakota 
congregations previously served by traveling preachers are now 
able to pay their preachers themselves. Missionary work will 
therefore turn to new areas during the year. Seven pastors and 
one congregation were received into the synod.

C., should now be sought by our pastors and teachers among 
the able and godly young people of their congregations, and not 
only such as are preparing for the preaching and school office, 
but also such as wish to obtain higher education at all. "

controle over an institution of learning in the South, namely, the 
college at Brenham. By closer connection with lowa, the Texas 
Synod has made no progress in sound Lutheranism.

The Congregationalists have established an_ institution in 
Chicago to train preachers for the mission among the immigrants. 
It is especially emphasized that they also think of the immigrants 
of German tongue. They endeavor to train pastors who can also 
preach in the German language. Luther exhorts the orthodox 
church with many reasons to be diligent in the training of right 
teachers. One of his reasons is that otherwise "room would be 
given to a seducer". F. P. 

Seventh Day Adventists. Of these enthusiasts the "Catholic Mirror" 
says, as the "Christian Home Friend" boasts: "They are the only 
consistent Protestants on earth. They follow the teachings of their 
Bible by keeping the Sabbath commanded by God and in their 
acknowledged leader, for which they are then punished and 
imprisoned by their fellow Protestants even here in the State of 
Maryland precisely because of their consistency." Since this is the 
only true and therefore the only consistent Protestantism, which in 
all matters of doctrine and life is guided solely by the Scriptures, 
and since the Adventists, just like the Papists, are not guided by 
the Scriptures in any single question, the judgment of the 
Adventists is false, even nonsensical. According to the Scriptures, 
the Papists and the Adventists, like all enthusiasts in general, are 
one and the same cake. The Roman believe what the pope takes 
from the shrine of his heart, and the Adventists what they draw 
from the fountain of their own heart. In the Schmalkaldic Articles 
Luther says: "For the papacy is also a vain enthusiasm, in which 
the pope boasts that all rights are in the shrine of his heart, and 
what he judges and calls with his churches, that is to be spirit and 
right, even if it is above and against the Scriptures or the oral word" 


Papal blasphemy of Holy Scripture. The "Catholic News" publishes 
in its last number an extract from the Pope's letter on 
"Ecclesiastical Unity." This excerpt is made by Cardinal Gibbons 
of Baltimore and seems to be especially tailored for America. But 
the anti-Christian nature of this latest papal missive emerges 
clearly enough even in this excerpt. First, it is said quite correctly 
that, according to Christ's will and command, the Church should 
be united in faith, and that by not merely accepting a part of 
Christian doctrine, but by believing the whole of Christian doctrine 
as revealed by Christ and the holy apostles. But this is immediately 
followed by the well-known aantichristic blasphemy. The 
blasphemy, namely, that the Holy Scriptures are not sufficient to 
establish unity of faith. The Church needs, besides the Holy 
Scriptures, a visible ruler, like every "perfect human society". To 
this visible ruler all men must be subject. And this ruler was none 
other than - the Roman Pontiff. He who does not submit to the rule 
of the pope is outside the church. One can see that the creatures 
of the pope have no hesitation in bringing up the gross papist lies 
to the great public again and again. But every simple-minded 
Christian refutes the antichristian presumption with the single 
saying, Matt. 23:8: "One is your Master, Christ; but ye are all 
brethren. " F.P.

The high priestly office of Christ. 


In the Athanasian Symbolum it says: "This then is the true 
faith, if we believe and confess that our Lord Jesus Christ is 
the Son of God, God and man. God he was born of the 
Father's nature before the world; man he was born of the 
Mother's nature in the world. A perfect God, a perfect man 
with a rational soul and a human body. He is like the Father 
in deity, but less than the Father in humanity. And though he 
be God and man, yet is he not two, but one Christ." God and 
man in one person, - that is what Christ had to be to become 
our Mediator, Savior, and Beatificator. As a mere God he 
could not have redeemed men, much less reconciled God 
as a mere man. 

Our Saviour had to be our brother, a link in the chain of 
the human race, in order that he might be considered, act, 
and intercede as the representative of all men. Only as a 
man could Christ also be put under the law and humbled to 
death, yes, to death on the cross. Ebr. 2, 14. But the 
suffering of a mere man, even of the most holy, has only 
limited, but no eternal, infinite value. But by sin God, the 
infinite Majesty, was offended, and thus infinite guilt heaped 
up. We men would have had to atone for it eternally, and yet 
would have been unable to atone for any of our guilt. Only 
God could bear the burden of the world's sins, atone for the 
guilt of sin, mediate between God and man, and overcome 
the enemies: death, the devil, and hell, which were far too 
powerful for us. 

Christ could only become the Savior of the world and 
mediator between God and man as the God-Man. The 
scripture Ps. 49, 8. 9. testifies of a mere man: "A brother 
cannot redeem anyone, nor can God reconcile anyone, for 
it costs too much to redeem their soul, that he must leave it 
to stand forever. And Ebr. 7, 26-28. the person of the high 
priest, whom we have need of, is thus described: "Such a 
one

We ought to have a high priest who is holy, innocent, 
undefiled, separate from sinners, and higher than the 
heavens; who, like those high priests, does not need daily to 
offer sacrifices first for his own sins and then for the sins of 
the people, for he did this once when he offered himself. For 
the law maketh men high priests which have infirmities: but 
this word of the oath (Ps. 110:4), which is spoken under the 
law, establisheth the Son eternal and perfect." 

Precisely because the priests and high priests of the Old 
Testament were mere men, their priesthood was also 
imperfect, transient, and only exemplary, whose works and 
sacrifices had no value before God. But it is quite different 
with the obedience and sacrifice of Christ, the God-man, who 
already in the Old Testament, in view of the insufficiency of 
the Old Testament sacrifices, exclaims: "Behold, | come; in 
the book it is written of me." Ps. 40, 7-9. What all the priests 
and high priests in the Old Testament could not accomplish 
with innumerable sacrifices, Christ has accomplished with 
one sacrifice for eternity. 

Therefore the Scriptures testify that Christ, the Man of 

God, is the true high priest. Ps. 110:4 says of him, "The Lord 
hath sworn, and will not repent: Thou art a priest for ever 
after the manner of Melchizedech." And in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews he is called: The great high priest, 4:14; the high 
priest we confess, 3:1; the high priest of the goods to come, 
9:11; the high priest over the house of God, 10:21. Christ 
offered obedience, atonement, and intercession pleasing to 
God for us. 
Inthe Old Testament, the high priest and his assistants were 
responsible for the worship of the people. They kept the 
sacred fire on the altar and the light on the golden 
candlesticks. They offered the morning and evening 
sacrifices daily to God. And if any of the people wished to 
offer a burnt offering, a vow offering, a freewill offering, a 
grain offering, a drink offering, or a peace offering for a sweet 
savour unto the LORD, it must be mediated by the priests. 
The 


But all was the shadow of that which was to come. This Old 
Testament priestly and sacrificial service had meaning, 
significance and value only in view of the High Priest Christ. 
He alone brought the sacrifices of obedience, which we owe 
to God according to the law, as a sweet savour before the 
throne of God. 

But this obedience, which Christ offered to his Father as 
ours, is not the fulfillment of the law, which we ourselves 
would have performed. For we men cannot keep the law of 
God, neither can we do any works that please God. All our 
righteousness, even the best and highest that we have, is a 
vile garment in the sight of God. Isa. 64, 6: They are all gone 
astray, and are all unrighteous: there is none that doeth 
good, not one. Ps. 14, 3: The whole force of the demands of 
the divine law is still against the whole human race and every 
single member of it. Our own fulfillment of the law could not 
therefore be brought before the throne of God, even by our 
high priest. Indeed, had we ourselves fulfilled the law, we 
would have no need of the mediatorial office of Christ. But 
without the fulfillment of the law no one can be saved. God 
cannot withdraw His eternal, unchangeable, holy will of the 
law. The demands of the law stand against man until they 
are fulfilled, and bar him the door to paradise. 

Only in this way, therefore, could Christ become our High 
Priest, that he, the Lord and Giver of the law himself, 
interceded for us and satisfied the demands of divine 
holiness in our stead, thus removing them from the way to 
our blessedness. It is the holy thoughts and desires, the 
spotless words and works and virtues, which Christ 
demonstrated in His spotless life in obedience to His Father, 
which our High Priest offered to God as our fulfillment of the 
law. St. Paul, in his Epistle to the Galatians, 4:4, 5, says: 
"And when the time was fulfilled, God sent forth his Son, born 
of a woman, and put under the law, that he might redeem 
them which were under the law. 
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redeemed us from the law, that we might receive the adoption 
of children." Psalm 40:9, the Messiah speaks of Himself: "Thy 
will, O my God, will | gladly do; and thy law have | in mine 
heart." And in the New Testament, Matt. 5:17: "Think not that 
| am come to destroy the law or the prophets. | am not come 
to destroy, but to fulfil." Joh. 4, 34: "My meat is to do the will 
of him that sent me, and to finish his work." Matt. 3:15: "It 
behooveth us to fulfil all righteousness." Obedience to his 
Father was the attitude that governed Christ's thoughts, 
words, deeds, and burdens. He allowed himself to be 
circumcised, presented in the temple, purified, was subject to 
his parents, and in general submitted to all the demands of 
moral, as well as ceremonial and civil law. 

There is nothing wrong with Christ's fulfillment of the law, 

itis perfect. Christ was, as the law demanded, holy, innocent, 
undefiled, set apart from sinners. Ebr. 7, 26. Christ 
completely fulfilled every requirement of the law. He 
increased in grace with God and man. Luc. 2, 52. In all that 
He thought, spoke and did, the good pleasure of His Father 
rested. Luc. 3, 22. 9, 35. Even the eyes of the enemies could 
not see anything sinful in His walk. Without hesitation Jesus 
challenges them with the words: "Who among you can 
accuse me of sin? Joh. 8, 46. Every demand of the law has 
been exhausted in Christ. "Christ is the end of the law: he 
that believeth on him is justified." Rom. 10:4; the perfect 
fulfillment of which Christ made in our stead and for us, and 
presented it to the Father as ours. He then who believes in 
Christ, and thus appropriates to himself the fulfillment of 
Christ's law, is regarded by the Father as if he himself had 
fulfilled and kept all things. Divine holiness and righteousness 
do not and cannot demand anything more of him. Just as 
Adam's sin brought condemnation on all men, so Christ's 
righteousness brought justification of life on all men. And as 
through Adam's disobedience many sinners were made, so 
also through Christ's obedience many righteous men are 
made. Rom. 5, 18. 19. Christ's holy walk should not only 
serve as an example for us, as the sects would have it, but 
should be our fulfillment of the law, by which we are justified 
and saved before God. 
But Christ is our high priest first of all in that he made 
atonement for our sins to God, as required by divine justice. 
The priests in the Old Testament had the special duty of 
offering the atonement to God for their own sins, as well as 
for the sins of the whole nation and of each individual 
member of it. It is described in detail in Leviticus 16 how it 
was to be held annually with the great atonement sacrifice, 
the blood of which the high priest had to carry into the holy of 
holies and sprinkle in front against the mercy seat as an 
atonement for sin. But even then, when the priests offered 
the sin and trespass offering in the Old Testament, they were 
only Christ's, the One true High Priest, model. Without him, 
the sin-offerings in the Old Testament, like the others, would 
have been without power and significance. 


was of great importance. The blood of the goats and the 
calves could not atone for any sin or appease the wrath of 
God. Ebr. 9, 13. The high priest should only point to Christ 
and His atonement and testify that without atonement there 
would be no forgiveness, but without the shedding of the 
blood of Jesus Christ, the Son of God, there would be no 
atonement. 

It was not enough that the law, which stood against us 
with its unfulfilled demands, was satisfied. The burning wrath 
of God must also be satisfied, and the curse and the 
threatened punishments of the law must be borne. Not only 
have we not fulfilled the law of God, but we have also 
transgressed it in thought, word, and deed. There is not a 
man on earth who does good and does not sin. Ecclesiastes 
7:21: For no man can say, | am pure in heart, and clean from 
sin. Prov. 20, 9. Neither is there any difference; they are all 
sinners, and lack the glory which they ought to have in God. 
Rom. 3, 23. But sin is nothing small, but an insult to the divine 
majesty and an outrage against his holy will. Death is the 
wages of sin threatened by God. Gen. 2, 17. Rom. 5, 12. 6, 
23. And as holy and righteous God must also make good his 
threat. God is not a God to whom ungodly beings please; he 
that is wicked abideth not before him. Ps. 5, 5. Ebr. 12, 29. 
Cursed is every one that keepeth not all the words of the law 
to do them. Deut. 27, 26. Gal. 3, 10. In his eyes every sinner 
is a child of wrath, a child of death, a child of eternal 
damnation. And without satisfaction, without atonement and 
ransom, God cannot accept a sinner for mercy. Justice must 
take its course, and what God threatens the sinner with, he 
must lead out. Without suffering and dying no atonement can 
come to pass, and without shedding of blood no forgiveness 
takes place. Ebr. 9, 22. If God would forgive unatoned, 
unpunished sin, he would have to cease to be holy, just, and 
true, which is impossible. F. B.

From the Lutheran Negro Mission in North 
Carolina. 


"To the poor the gospel is preached." Whoever wants to 
see and hear something of the fulfillment of this word of 
salvation in our day and in our country, can see and hear it if 
he takes a look at the missionary work of the Synodal 
Conference in North Carolina; there the author of these 
messages has also seen and heard something of it. 

There are plenty of Negroes in North Carolina. This state 
was formerly a slave state, in which not only the domestic 
work, but also and especially the farm work was done 
predominantly by Negro slaves. Although the Civil War of the 
early sixties led to the abolition of slavery, the negroes have 
by no means been abolished; they are still there, both in the 
cities and in the country. Even today, in the cities, such 
domestic tasks as washing and ironing and cooking and 
baking and sweeping and scrubbing are done for

The servants of all kinds are for the most part Negroes, just 
as many Negroes are employed in all trades. Thus a city like 
Charlotte counts among its 20,000 inhabitants about 8000 
negroes. Here, as in the other cities, they mostly live 
together in special quarters, and not in large tenements, as 
is often the case in the northern cities where Negroes are to 
be found, but in small, mostly one-story houses with one or 
two rooms, and when a white man walks through these 
Negro streets, he is noticed and curious Negro faces, large 
and small, five, six, seven or more, look out of windows and 
doors, as long as the miracle is in sight. But in the country, 
too, the negroes are very numerous. The plantation land, 
where the slave barons used to sit, is still in many cases in 
the possession of great landlords, and while the old mansion 
has mostly fallen into decay or disappeared altogether, the 
old negro huts still stand there as before, and new ones have 
been added, and inside live negroes, mostly so-called 


croppers, who own a piece of land, ten, five, or more. 


have taken over ten or twenty acres for cultivation, on which 
they grow cotton, tobacco, welsh corn, wheat, etc., and, 
depending on whether they themselves or the landowners 
provide the draught cattle, have to hand over one-third or 
one-half as a rental fee. There are old plantations on which 


the CfOppers with their fami 


The white farmers who cultivate their own land have at least 
one negro family on their farms. And even of the white 
farmers who cultivate their land themselves, as a rule every 
one has at least one negro family on his farm.- So in towns 
and in the country negroes abound. 

And most of these Negroes are poor. This is not because 
they do not want to work; on the contrary, they all work on 
the average, men, women, and children, as many of them as 
are capable of working. Thus, in the washing and ironing 
which the women do in their huts for other people, the 
children have to help, little girls who can hardly lift the iron 
have to iron the small pieces, and in the country those who 
can wield a hoe or pick cotton have to help. But negro labor 
does not bring much money into the smelters. In the towns 
the daily wage for the negro laborers, who are mostly day 
laborers, is about fifty cents; a negro woman works a week 
for a dollar, washes and irons a day for twenty-five cents, 
half a day for fifteen cents. Thus, as a rule, things are quite 
poor in the negro huts of the families, most of whom have 
many children, but especially at times when there is a lack 
of work; for it is difficult for the poor negro to save. Also the 
croppers in the country 
get their hands on very little money. Since the land is not 
settled until it has been sold, and during the year, in order 
that the people may live, they are supplied by the landlord 
with what they need for their households, the deduction that 
they receive when the land is divided is so considerable that 
often only a little, sometimes nothing at all, is left of their 
share, or even debts remain that they must still earn. The 
number of those who have achieved some prosperity is 
comparatively small; the great majority are poor and will 
remain poor in earthly goods. 


But to these poor the gospel is preached. Not to all, to be 
sure. Many are not preached at all. There are areas where 
no one ministers to the Negroes at all. But even those who 
are preached to usually hear little or no gospel. Their 
preachers, on the average poor in Christian knowledge, and, 
as the blacks themselves generally testify, intent on earthly 
gain, for the most part preach neither law nor gospel to their 
hearers, teach them neither to know nor understand death 
nor life, but preach to them a lascivious morality, according 
to which they are to "be good" and thus go to heaven, and 
whose first commandment is: "Thou shalt pay the preacher." 
The means and measures by which the people are urged to 
comply with this commandment are often so abominable 
that it is impossible to speak of them, much less to write of 
them, and their sectarian preachers are generally held in 
very bad esteem by the negroes. There will be exceptions, 
although the author, in his intercourse with the negroes as 
well as with the whites, has only been told of one black sect 
preacher who was really held in high esteem; but he had 
died. So, too, one or the other of their sect preachers will 
preach so much gospel that a sinner can be saved by it, if 
he is not prevented from it again by the error that resounds 
from the same pulpit. 


But the gospel is preached to these poor people in our 
negro mission, pure and clear, rich and full. That our work 
among the negroes is different from the work of the sects is 
known and said even by the sectarians and the whites who 
have seen something of it, even though they lack a proper 
understanding of the work of our missionaries. First of all, it 
is known as a peculiarity of our missionary work that our 
negroes must learn. Our mission command is, after all, "Go 
and teach all nations." The natural darkness of men is first 
of all a deep ignorance in spiritual things; and the ignorance 
is especially thorough among the poor blacks. They are also 
poor in worldly knowledge. The negro schools, which the 
state has established, are in most cases very poor, the 
teachers uneducated and unreliable. Attendance at school 
is poor; in a school district with over a hundred children, the 
teacher, as the most capable of the school principals himself 
told us, never had more than eight, often only two or three 
children at a time in his school. In the cities things are 
somewhat better in this respect; but even there the number 
of those who grow up without schooling is very large. Since, 
therefore, the great mass of the young negroes, in spite of 
the State schools, have remained without school knowledge, 
and the old people come from a time when there were no 
schools for them at all, there can be no doubt about the 
educational condition of this poor people, who are, after all, 
in this respect deeply inferior to the heathen in India. And the 
worst of it is that in the generality of this condition the 
negroes themselves do not know what they lack, but, 
unconcerned about their ignorance, live blissfully along in 
their negroness. Even the whites with whom they associate 
take it for granted, and are quite right, that the negroes know 
nothing and can do nothing but work, and many do not see 
it.

During his stay 
in Omaha he proved by word and deed that he believed from 
the heart what he had so long taught and preached. As long 
as his strength permitted, he went to the house of God with 
the multitude of those who were celebrating. In his illness he 
was always glad that his pastor visited him, and he always 
testified to the reason for his hope. Very shortly before his 
end, he once again requested Holy Communion, preceded 
by private confession. And so on the 30th of June, in the 
morning at 8 o'clock 35 minutes, he fell asleep finely, gently 
and quietly. At the funeral service in St. Paul's church his 
pastor preached on Ps. 39:8. The pall bearers were the 
pastors of Omaha, South Omaha and Council Bluffs and 
teacher Bockhaus as substitute pastor Frese, who was away 
at the time.

Explanation and request. 


As the Trinity congregation in St. Louis, Mo., expresses 
its heartfelt thanks to the worthy support committee for the 
appeal in No. 12 of the "Lutheran," we take the liberty of 
bringing the following information before our brethren in the 
Synod for a better understanding of the situation and for a 
more detailed substantiation of the said appeal. 

The Dreieinigkeitsgemeinde has already declined 
considerably in its number of members for years due to the 
departure of some members, especially to more remote 
parts of the city, which are easily accessible due to the rapid 
traffic that has occurred here to a great extent, and thus to 
the areas of other communities, as well as due to the 
branching off of a new community. Two-thirds of them are 
workers, most of whom were barely able to earn a living for 
themselves and their families due to the lack of work that has 
persisted for years, while the members who work in 
commercial businesses have also suffered from the 
depressed business situation. For two years already, the 
community has therefore 
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had been anxious for many a restriction in their large 
community budget. In such a depressed mood, we have now 
been hit by the severe visitation of the tornado. The church 
and the school on Barry Street are in ruins; the already 
dilapidated parsonage is severely damaged; our total loss of 
parish property amounts to about 70,000 tz. In addition, 
however, there is the weighty circumstance that a large part 
of the parishioners have also suffered serious damage to 
their private property, losses that amount to many thousands 
of dollars. A single member has lost at least $10,000, almost 
his entire fortune, by the collapse of his two houses. How 
much the courage of those thus afflicted is crushed may well 
be imagined. 

Under these circumstances the congregation is now 
faced with the great task of building a church, a schoolhouse 
and a parsonage. We are not thinking of rebuilding the Trinity 
Church in its former beauty out of the rubble. No, we want to 
erect a simple church building, which, however, must offer 
seating for a thousand people, especially because of the still 
considerable number of visitors. The parsonage is to be 
attached to the church, and the schoolhouse is to be built on 
the site of the present parsonage. Even if the sale of the old 
school property will yield something that can be used for the 
buildings, the task set for our congregation, under the 
circumstances described above and in view of the wages 
that apply here in St. Louis especially at the present time, is 
such that we believe we can, with a clear conscience, make 
the request of the worthy support commission our own and 
gratefully accept the gifts that may flow to us through the love 
of our brethren. 

But the Lord our God be kind to us again, and promote 
the work of our hands for the sake of his dear Son JEsu 
Christ!

Wonderful progress of the mission in Uganda. In Uganda, Africa, 
all external resistance to Christianity seems to have dwindled. 
The masses are crowding in for baptism. Bishop Tucker (of the 
English State Church) reports 200 churches (at the beginning of 
1894 there were only 20 country churches), that is, meeting 
houses built by the chiefs, including the "beautiful new 
cathedral" at Namirembe, which has room for 4000. In them 
about 20,000 negroes assemble on Sundays, and on weekdays 
about 4000 catechumens are prepared for baptism in the 
country, and 1000 in the capital. The hunger for reading and the 
eagerness to learn of the people is remarkable. Missionary 
Walker tells us that it often happens that a worker asks a 
missionary the question: "Which Herod had John killed?" "How 
far is it from Nazareth to Jerusalem?" And so a hundred similar 
questions (also about repentance and forgiveness of sins). A 
chief woman said to Missionary F., "When | saw the first 
European, | thought he was God. Later | imagined God was in 
England, but now | know He is a Spirit; but for a long, long time

He has already confirmed a large crowd. King Muanga is not yet 
a Christian; but he has built a church within his palace precincts, 
and a great number of his courtiers are already Christians. And 
the English "missionaries" are permitted to visit the king's wives.

The high priestly office of Christ. 


(Conclusion.) 

This necessary atonement and satisfaction Christ, our 
high priest, has now offered to God. But like the fulfillment of 
the law offered to God, this atonement is not an atonement 
that we ourselves have made. It does not consist in our own 
works, penances, fasts, mortifications, and all kinds of 
torments that we impose on ourselves. For we cannot do 
good works; how can we atone for sins we have committed? 
It is a foolish, godless delusion when pagans and even 
papists undertake to satisfy God's wrath themselves, to 
atone for sins, and to pay off punishments. If we could do 
this, we would have no need of a high priest; then we could 
bring about our reconciliation before God ourselves. For this 
very reason Christ is our only high priest, because he 
himself atoned for our sins in our stead and place and for 
our good. He shed his own blood and offered himself as a 
sacrifice. His bitter, innocent, voluntary suffering in body and 
soul, and his death on the cursed wood of the cross under 
Pontio Pilato, is the satisfaction which Christ made to his 
Father. What we are told in the passion story of Christ's 
torture and torment, mockery and scorn, fear and anguish, 
trembling and trembling, bleeding and dying, he made up for 
what we had done. 

Christ is the Lamb slain from the foundation of the world, 
Revelation 13:8, the true paschal lamb sacrificed for us, 1 
Corinthians 5:17. He is the Lamb of God who bears the sins 
of the wicked, John 1:36. Of Him it is written, Isaiah 53:7: 
"When He was punished and martyred, He opened not His 
mouth, as a lamb led to the slaughter, and as a sheep before 
its shearer, He opened not His mouth." For the guilt offering 
he gave his life. Is. 53, 10. Christ loved us and gave himself 
for us as a gift and sacrifice, a sweet savour to God. Eph. 5, 
2. Gal. 2, 20. And this sacrifice was not perishable gold or 
silver, but

a gift of infinite value; it was the highest thing the highest 
could give: the innocent suffering and death, the blood of the 
Son of God Himself. 1 Petr. 1, 18. 19. 1 Joh. 1, 7. 

And all this for us, in our place. We were sinners, the 
wrath was on us, we should have been bound hand and foot 
in hell. But behold, Christ intercedes for us, imputes our sins 
to himself, and draws the wrath of God away from our head, 
down upon himself. Christ himself offered up our sins in his 
body on the wood. 1 Pet. 2, 24. He bore our sickness, and 
took upon himself our sins. He is wounded for our iniquity, 
and bruised for our sin. We all went astray like sheep, each 
looking to his own way; but the LORD cast on him the sin of 
us all. He was afflicted, smitten, and martyred for the iniquity 
of the people whose sins he bore. Isa. 4-6. 8. 11. The Son of 
man was not come to be ministered unto, but to minister, and 
to give his life for a redemption, a payment, a ransom for 
many. Matth. 20, 27. Marc. 10, 45. 1 Tim. 2, 6. He became a 
curse for us, because it is written: Cursed be every man that 
hangeth on the wood. Gal. 3, 13. God himself made him who 
knew no sin to be sin for us, punishing him as a sinner in our 
place. 2 Cor. 5, 21. 

Ours then is the blessed fruit of this sacrifice. We are now 
reconciled to God through the death of His Son. Rom. 5, 10. 
And because Christ became a curse for us on the cross, he 
redeemed us from the curse of the law. Gal. 3, 13. the 
punishment was upon him, that we might have peace; and 
by his wounds we are healed. Isa. 53, 5. With the precious 
blood of Christ, as an innocent and unblemished lamb, we 
are redeemed from our vain walk after the manner of our 
fathers. 1 Petr. 18, 19. By his death Christ took away the 
power of him that had the power of death, that is, the devil. 
Ebr. 2, 14. In Christ our high priest we have redemption 
through his blood, even the forgiveness of sins. Col. 


1, 14. Eph. 1, 7. Christ shed His blood for many for the 
forgiveness of sins. Matth. 26, 28. and this blood of Christ, 
the Son of God, makes us clean from all sin. 1 Joh. 1, 7. the 
blood of Christ, who offered himself without all change 
through the Holy Spirit, purifies our conscience from dead 
works to serve the living God. Ebr. 9, 14. Christ has washed 
us from sins with his blood.

And with One 
sacrifice He hath perfected for ever them that are sanctified.

And it is 
said of Moses and his intercession, "And Moses besought 
the LORD his God, saying, O LORD, why is thy wrath 
kindled against thy people, whom thou hast brought forth out 
of the land of Egypt with great strength and with a mighty 
hand? Why shall the Egyptians say, saying: He brought 
them out to their evil, and slew them in the mountains, and 
destroyed them from off the face of the earth?

In a short self-biography, which is contained in the church 
book of the Lutheran congregation of Darmstadt, Ind., Weyel 
writes: "In the year 1817 the ungodly work of the Union in the 
whole Nassau country had come about, and so | was 
confirmed in the year 1826 according to the Unirt way.

After completing the three-year course, | accepted the 
teaching position at Uebernthal in the district of Herborn on 
May 1, 1832. After a quarter of a year's service, | was 
assigned to the school at Mandeln, in the district of 
Dillenburg; after three years and ten months, | was 
transferred to Roth, in the district of Herborn. In Roth, on 
January 16, 1842, | married Christine Caroline Michel, who 
bore me three children. It pleased the faithfulness to 
revelation of the gracious Lord Jesus Christ to make this 
Roth a Bethany for me and also to seek me out as a lost 
sheep and lead me back to His flock. The longer and more 
greedily one has enjoyed the Traberkost of this world, the 
sweeter and more refreshing one then finds the fruits of His 
pasture. But how difficult it was to become a Christian in the 
conditions that prevailed there is evident from the fact that | 
can say in truth that among my 25 teachers there was not 
one Bible believer. In the 1840's several teachers came 
alive in the faith.

7, 1847, she faithfully entered into the joy of the Lord." 


When Weyel heard about the great need for preachers 
and teachers in America, he decided to emigrate to America 
in order to serve the Lord. In January 1849 he submitted his 
resignation and, after being dismissed from his ministry, 
moved first to Schénbach, his birthplace. His second wife is 
Pastor Elisabeth, née Laubenheimer, who is still alive and 
with whom he entered into holy matrimony on May 17, 1849. 
She bore him seven children and shared his joys and 
sorrows for 47 years. The marriage ceremony was 
performed in the Lutheran congregation of Mr. Pastor Brunn 
at Steeden by Mr. Pastor Rudel. On June 2 of the same year 
Weyel emigrated with his family to America and arrived 
happily in New York on July 17. During the sea voyage 
cholera broke out on the ship, claiming thirteen victims. 
Weyel and his family were protected by God against all 
dangers and kept safe from all harm. - 

From New York Weyel traveled with his family to Fort 
Wayne, in order to prepare for the holy preaching ministry at 
the practical seminary founded there in 1846 under Dr. W. 
Sihler and Prof. August Wolter. While Weyel was in Fort 
Wayne, the cholera raged there, by which the young 
institution was snatched from its teacher, the only 31-year- 
old Prof. A. Wolter, on August 31. Weyel writes: "During 
morning prayers, a special feeling of gratitude was felt when 
all family members were still able to participate, and the 
serious question: will we all still be able to attend evening 
prayers? 


It was inevitable that we would lift up our hearts together, or 
would one or the other be frozen? At evening prayer we said 
to ourselves: Well, tomorrow morning one or the other will 
have rested and will be celebrating in heaven. The faithful 
God protected us. | had already asked him in Germany to 
bed me down in the ocean rather than let me come into his 
vineyard as an unfaithful hireling. Here | received the 
irrefutable proof that he wanted to send me." - 

Soon after Prof. Wolter's death, Weyel received a call 
from a small congregation at Crete, Will Co, III. He first went 
to Chicago, where on October 3, 1849, before a conference 
of preachers in the congregation of the Rev. Selle, he 
preached an "examination sermon" on the given text, Psalm 
91:11-13. and the next day was examined on behalf of the 
synod by the Rev. Keyl, who then gave him the following 
testimony: 

"That Mr. Philipp Anton Weyel, by order of the Vice- 
President of the Synod of Missouri, Ohio, and other States, 
has been examined by the undersigned and found capable 
of accepting an appointment made to him as pastor of the 
Lutheran congregation in Will County, State of Illinois, is 
hereby credibly attested to him. 

Chicago, October 4, 1849. 


Ernst Gerhard Wilhelm Keyl, 
Lutheran minister in Milwaukee." 
On 30 October Weyel moved with his family to Crete, 


where he was ordained the next day in front of his 
congregation by Pastor Selle, assisted by Pastor Stubnatzy. 
Since there was no dwelling for the pastor's family, Weyel 
had lumber brought in at his own expense, from which the 
parishioners built a parsonage, in which services were also 
held. However, as Weyel notes, this was "a poor dwelling." - 
In April, 1850, Weyel received an appointment from the 
Lutheran Emanuels congregation at Frankfort, Will Co, III, 
and was introduced there on May 5 by Pastor Stubnatzy. 
Here the services were held partly in the English school, 
partly in houses of members of the congregation. The 
pastor's family lived in an old log house, which had two 
rooms and "allowed fresh air and rain water." Towards the 
end of 1851, the long-promised parsonage, on which the 
pastor himself had worked diligently, was completed and 
could be occupied with praise and thanksgiving to God. At 
the same time it was also used as a church. 

Here in Frankfort, Pastor Weyel labored under much 
cross and affliction, until in October, 1852, he received an 
appointment from the Lutheran Trinity Parish at Darmstadt, 
Vanderburgh Co, Ind. On the 23rd Sunday after Trinity, 
Pastor Weyel was introduced to the congregation at 
Darmstadt by order of the Vice-President, Dr. Sihler, through 
Pastor Saupert. From here Weyel served several 
congregations in the surrounding area for a long time. He 
was faithful and untiring in his work. The Lord also blessed 
his work and crowned his work with desired success. For 
twenty-seven years he was pastor of the Dreieinigkeits- 
Gemeinde in Darmstadt and had to make many long and 
difficult journeys, and in the beginning he also had many 
battles with the unbelievers who crept in.

and soon denied this, soon that doctrine of the Word of God. 
"Around the holy Easter time of the year 1854 - so Weyel 
writes in his biography - the Lord put me on the sickbed, 
partly to show me that he does not need me, but that | need 
him, which then caused a great longing in me to depart and 
to be with Christ, and also to give me the grace and comfort 
to testify through my parishioners, near and far, that they 
really love me, which was revealed to my deep humiliation in 
word and deed and thus encouraged me to greater 
faithfulness." 

Due to a fall from a horse, Pastor Weyel suffered such a 
severe concussion in 1869 that he found it extremely difficult 
to preach from that time on. Therefore, the congregation 
appointed the theological candidate F. W. Briggemann as 
his assistant preacher in the same year. Now Weyel was able 
to take it easy, but his wish to work in the vineyard of the Lord 
as before was not fulfilled. On the contrary, his strength 
decreased more and more. With a heavy heart he laid down 
on 27. November 1879 he resigned from his dear and 
precious office, which he had now administered for thirty 
years, and took leave of his congregations with these words: 
"With heartfelt thanks to God, my faithful Saviour, with 
heartfelt love and fervent blessings for you, that you may not 
lose in this last sorrowful time what we have worked for, but 
rather may grow in the knowledge of Jesus Christ, until we 
all reach the blessed freedom of the children of God and, 
transferred from the contending to the triumphant Church, 
join in the triumphant song of the blessed heirs of heaven, | 
take my leave. May God in His mercy help us to do this 


through Jesus Christ. Amen." - 


"Stretch out, thou dear God, stretch out And lead me out 

of the world, Who am heartily weary", 
so sighed Pastor Weyel from now on. But his wish did not 
come true so soon. He had to remain here for another 16 
years. That he had to be inactive for such a long time was a 
heavy cross for him. He often sighed over it and praised 
those of his fellow ministers who were still able to be active 
in the holy ministry in their old age. - When in 1892 his dear 
son-in-law, Pastor Briggemann, whom he had followed to 
Willow Springs, Ill. in 1885, was suddenly called from his 
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He took part in the divine service and the holy communion. 
His strength dwindled more and more and his thoughts faded 
like a light that wavers back and forth when the flame is gone. 
If, however, sayings from the Holy Scriptures or well-known 
hymns were recited to him, he would say Amen to them. His 
prayer on his sickbed was: "Make an end, O Lord, make an 
end of all our distress" etc. On Saturday, June 20, at 8 o'clock 
in the morning, surrounded by his family, he gently fell asleep 
to eternal blessed life, to which five of his ten children have 
gone before him, among them his dear hopeful son Edmund, 
who died twenty years ago as a student of theology in his 
parents’ home. His life brought Weyel to 83 years, 10 months 
and 1 day. - 

The funeral took place on Monday, June 22. Pastor G. 
Kichle officiated at the funeral home. In the church the 
undersigned preached the funeral sermon on 1 Kings 19:3- 
7: "It is enough, take now, O Lord, my soul". Thereupon the 


blessedly deceased was taken to his resting place on

Since the Synod of Delegates, our synodal treasury has been drawn 
upon to such an extent that the General Treasurer has suffered 
no small embarrassment as a result. Since several appropriations 
made by the Synod are exempt from the two-thirds rule, the 
General Treasurer has

Luther League. This association of younger people within a 
number of Lutheran synods in our country, which asks nothing of 
the pure Lutheran doctrine and promises itself great things from 
its union efforts, finds more and more opposition, especially in 
those synods. One recognizes the dangers that this league 
holds, but sees oneself quite powerless in the face of its 
intrusion. Such warning voices are heard in the General Council, 
the Ohio Synod, and the Buffalo Synod. A_ principal 
representative of the Luther League has publicly pronounced 
that the question how to unite the Lutheran Church in spite of all 
internal differences, how to secure a blessed continuance and 
the future welfare of the Church, that "this problem, before which 
our earnest fathers and theologians stood helpless, has now 
been solved by our youth." The "Watching Church", the organ of 
the Buffalo Synod, comments on this: "What the Lutheran 
Church of our country needs would be more and greater than 
that it was created and given in and with the Luther League. 
There are three things that the Lutheran Church, which is still 
sadly divided, needs above all: 1. complete agreement and 
unanimity in pure doctrine and clear confession on the basis of 
all symbols of the Church. This, however, is secondary to the 
Luther League. 2. the establishment, maintenance, and 
conscientious cultivation of the Christian Lutheran parochial 
school, as the proper means by which our youth is educated for 
the Church. This kind of education is foreign to the Luther 
League. The unanimous re-establishment of Christian church 
discipline, which has fallen in many places, through which the 
congregations would not be enlarged so quickly, but would be 
significantly improved, through which the penetration of the 
Lodge into the church would be prevented and its pernicious 
influence controlled. This need is ignored by the Luther League. 
The Church cannot and must not expect the Luther League to 
solve this task; but it should seriously ask itself whether the 
Luther League does not stand in the way of the attainment of the 
goal." - God help that our younger members and youth 
associations may at all times remain unsworn with the Luther 
League and all similar, perverse beings!

Abroad. 

The ecclesiastical situation of Hamburg. The free city of 
Hamburg, as is well known, one of the first trading and port cities 
in the world, has its own national church, which still calls itself 
"Evangelical Lutheran", but only uses this name. It neither holds 
fast to the right doctrine of Luther, nor does it reject the wrong 
doctrine. In general, the entire Christian and ecclesiastical life of 
Hamburg is in a sorry state, as is evident from the reports 
published in recent times by German ecclesiastical journals. 
From these we share 


the following details. According to statistical evidence in the 
"Kirchliche Zeitschrift" published by von Brécker, barely 10 
percent of the inhabitants of Hamburg can be described as 
churchgoers, so that of the 600,000 inhabitants about 540,000 
have turned their backs on the church. Among the "church- 
goers," however, three main tendencies can be distinguished. 
The strongest party is the entirely liberal one, which is led by the 
Protestant Unionist preachers who have fallen away from the 
fundamental truths of Christianity. The second direction is the 
entirely unionistic party of the inner mission, which cares nothing 
for the purity of doctrine, since, according to its principle, it is not 
doctrine but life that matters. The third, smallest party is the more 
serious one, which deplores the sad state of the church, wants 
to improve it, urges confession, but also lacks the right clarity 
and determination in doctrine. Thus the Hamburg State Church 
is a very motley bunch. In addition, various sects, Methodists, 
Baptists, Adventists, Irvingians, the Salvation Army and others 
have chosen this very soil as a field for their fanatical activity. 
Religious instruction in the schools is in a sad state, since only 
the first three main parts of the Lutheran Catechism are learned 
by heart, and often not even the interpretation of the third. And 
what kind of explanation can there be, when one considers that 
among the German teachers the apostasy from the faith has 
spread much further than among the pastors! Under these 
circumstances there prevails in Hamburg, in all classes of the 
people, such confusion and ignorance even in the very simplest 
fundamental Christian truths, and consequently such a lack of 
discernment, that, as a Hamburg citizen says in the "Freimund,” 
"one will scarcely form an idea of it abroad.” In several churches 
the sermons are preached on Sundays alternately by a believing 
and a Protestant pastor. There it happens that noble and lowly 
people go to church Sunday after Sunday without noticing the 
difference in the sermons. But the peace of the church must be 
maintained at all costs. And if a disturbance should arise, the 
church government knows how to calm the storm. Thus a 
complaint was once received that a pastor had preached on 
Ascension Day that Christ had not gone to heaven, for this 
contradicted the natural law of gravity. The preacher was 
warned to be more careful in his expressions in the future - and 
that was the end of the matter. Some years ago another member 
of the Hamburg State Church asserted in a public lecture that 
the doctrines of the Trinity of God and of the Incarnation of Christ 
were based on heathenism. An investigation was instituted on 
the part of the Christians, the result of which was that "the 
proceedings of Father Hanne had been appropriately 
reprimanded" - and thus this case was also settled. The latest 
occurrence, which caused a deeper movement and still 
occupies the ecclesiastical circles of Hamburg, may still be 
remembered by some readers. Two years ago the Protestant 
Association pastor Rebattu delivered a lecture on the subject, 
attended by thousands: "Religion Will Be Preserved," in which 
he described the miracle reports of the Holy Scriptures as 
"legendary, poetic products, embellished with the glow and rich 
colors of oriental fantasy," and called the idea that God first 
"wanted to see the blood of His Son flow before He could accept 
mankind, cursed for Eve's bite of the apple, back into grace" as 
"harsh and unjust" and as a "conception unworthy of God." On 
the other hand, a testimony by Father Glage appeared: 
"Emergency cry to the Christians in and under the pulpits of 
Hamburg." What is happening? The 


The liberals are highly indignant about this cry of distress, the 
middle party is angry that the peace of the church is to be 
disturbed, an investigation is made against Rebattu and Glage, 
in which the latter receives a reprimand because of his cry of 
distress, but Rebattu receives a warning - perhaps because of 
false doctrine? Far from it, but "because of the form of individual 
remarks in his lecture. - Why are we communicating all this now? 
Because there is also a small group of faithful Evangelical 
Lutheran Christians in Hamburg, who have been supplied for 
years with Word and Sacrament by pastors of the Saxon Free 
Church. However, because of the closeness of their professional 
duties and also because of the long distance, this could only 
happen rarely. And so the dear Hamburg brethren in faith have 
for years cherished the ardent wish to have a faithful Lutheran 
preacher in their own midst. Repeatedly a request to this effect 
has reached our Synod and has been made known through the 
columns of this paper. See Vol. 50, pp. 115. 131, etc. Therefore, 
in response to a renewed petition, our Synod decided a few 
months ago to place the entire Hamburg matter in the hands of 
the Saxon Free Church, with the declaration that we are willing 
to provide both the man and the necessary funds. And in these 
days the news has arrived that the Free Church, at its synodal 
meeting held in Steeden from July 15 to 21, has seriously 
discussed the matter and, trusting in God, has taken it up. Just 
now seems to be an appropriate time to do so. One of this year's 
candidates for the office of preacher, J. M. Michael, has now 
been called to Hamburg and intends, God willing, to accept the 
call in a few weeks. Thus the small group there is provided for, 
and we hope to God that others will also gather around the 
preaching and proclamation of the pure Word of God and be won 
for the orthodox church. This is what all our Christians want to 
ask the dear heavenly Father for! Of course, with the occupation 
of Hamburg, the needs of the Free Church have also grown, and 
we intend to say more about this in the near future, as soon as 
we have more detailed news about the Synodal Assembly.

Synodal sermon on Ps. 73, 28. 


But this is my joy, to cleave unto God, and to put my trust in the 
Lord GOD, to declare all that thou hast done. 


In God our Father, and Christ JEsu, the united and highly 
praised Saviour, on all sides esteemed Synod 
comrades! 

The church of God, that is, the communion of saints, was 
indeed at all times the daughter of the king, who is adorned 
in all splendor within; she was always blessed in her faith, 
active in love, and confident in the hope of the inheritance 
reserved for her in heaven; but the form in which she walked 
in the world was not always the same. Thus considered, she 
had to pass through times of drought, oppression, and 
apostasy, but she also had times of prosperity, outward 
peace, and blossom. It was such a great time of prosperity 
that came to the Church in the days of King David. David 
himself sings of it, "Blessed is the people, whose God is the 
LORD, the people whom he hath chosen for his own 
possession.” Ps. 33, 12. And his singer, and at the same 
time one of his seers, Assaph, boasts, "God is known in 
Judah, in Israel his name is glorious, in Salem is his tent, 
and his dwelling place in Zion." Glorious things, the pure 
Word of God, were preached there, and the services were 
arranged with splendor never before seen. And when Joab, 
at David's command, counted this people, the sum came out 
before he was quite finished with his task: Israel 800,000, 
and Judah 500,000 men-at-arms, a number which God's 
people had never before reached. But in the midst of these 
glorious times Assaph composed and sang the psalm from 
which our text is taken, and which begins: Israel yet hath 
God to comfort him, confesses that he hath almost been 
vexed at the happiness of the wicked, describes them and 
what he and those like him must endure from them, 
prophesies their certain ruin, and concludes with "but |," in 
contrast with those all.

Venerable and beloved brethren, the Lord has also 
allowed us to experience a flourishing of his church. We, too, 
who fully accept God's word and Luther's teaching, have to 
praise God that so many congregations have accepted it and 
follow it. We, too, have glorious church services, and such a 
synodal assembly as the one that meets today is good for 
the heart. With us, too, Joab, that is the statistic, is at work, 
and triumphantly proclaims to the world: There are now 4, 
867, 174 Lutherans in the United States, and of these 650, 
107 belong to our Synod; nevertheless, we, too, as a whole 
Synod, make Assaph's word ours and lift up: But | - in 
contrast with all the glorifiers and ungodly. Why is this? That 
we may bear witness that we are not deceived by the 
appearance of outward glory, that the happiness of an 
orthodox synod does not depend on its outward form. To this 
end, let us consider today from our text: 

The strange but true bliss of an orthodox synod.

(1) In right knowledge of the unshakable ground on which 

we stand, 

2.in the unceasing drawing from the inexhaustible source 

of life which is opened to us, and 

3. in the continual offering of the sacrifice of joy, which is 

acceptable unto God. 


1. 

We live in a time of societies and associations. Political, 
social, and religious associations have sprung up all around 
us in unprecedented numbers in this century. However 
different these associations may be from one another, they 
all have one thing in common: they all want to promote the 
best interests of their members, their happiness. Although 
for the most part they know nothing of true happiness, indeed 
want to know nothing, they nevertheless strive for it, 


what they mean by happiness. Our Synod, too, is an 
association of Evangelical Lutheran congregations with their 
pastors and teachers, and it, too, has the goal of promoting 
and preserving the happiness of all its members. But this is 
a peculiar happiness which this Synod seeks and 
experiences, different from that which the world and all who 
are worldly-minded pursue; and this must be so as long as 
the Synod makes the word of our text its own: "But this is my 
joy, that | cleave to God. First, what is the meaning of the 
"but" with which the text begins? It is to indicate that an 
association such as Assaph and his had, such as we have, 
forms an antithesis to all associations, even religious ones, 
and even if they were synods, even Lutheran synods in 
name, which do not stand on the same ground with us, and 
which therefore rejoice in things and believe them to be good 
for them, which, after all, turn out to their mischief and ruin. 
All associations and unions which strive for what God has 
forbidden are ungodly, and all those who, though they use 
the name of God and his word, depart from it in certain things 
and speak and act differently, are ungodly in these things. 
Every good thing that they try to build up on the ground of 
their human feet withers and blows away, and turns to harm 
and suffering. These are the thoughts which our psalm 
announces one after another, and to which it opposes itself 
with the "but," and then continues: My joy, my happiness, is 
that | cleave unto God. If we stand with Assaph to God, we 
also stand with God on the same ground. We do not want to 
start, continue or tolerate anything without or against him. 
We know and believe that God is the Most High, who 
sustains and governs all things, who takes care of all things, 
and who is near to us in his word, that he may make us 
temporally happy here and eternally blessed there. When 
our synod was founded almost 50 years ago, a number of 
congregations came together and testified by word and deed 
that they wanted to turn to God, to his pure and holy will. 
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The first step was to prove, whether as a preacher, teacher, 
or congregation, that he stood on this foundation, and that 
he stood on it completely. But how, one asks, has this 
become possible in a world in which all have deviated and 
the heart always wants the wrong way? Here Assaph lays 
himself out, and says even before our text: Nevertheless | 
abide always in thee, for thou holdest me by my right hand. 
So it is God's power and grace that has drawn us to Himself 
and placed us as a synod on the unshakable foundation of 
His truth and has kept us there until now. We recognize this 
and confess it with thanksgiving and joy. The knowledge that 
God keeps us on himself, on his word, the foundation of 
truth, and that we, as a synod, remain so kept on it, is the 
first jewel that truly makes us happy. 

But on this ground a source of joy opens up for us that is 
inexhaustible, and to draw and drink from it is our bliss. Of 
this, secondly.

Aman who stands by God and accepts and confesses as 
infallible truth all that God has revealed to us in His Bible 
book is a true believer, and a synod consisting of such people 
is a true believing synod. But happy as we now praise all who 
have recognized the pure doctrine of the divine Word and 
have received the courage from God to confess the same, 
and this in a time when the majority of those who call 
themselves Christians and also unite in synods, meet on the 
ground of their special, that is, If we praise him so highly that 
he has placed us on the foundation of his word alone and 
has kept us with him until now, our happiness would still be 
a deceptive and transitory one if we, as true believers, were 
not and did not at the same time remain a true believing 
synod. But we can only be and remain such a synod if we 
continually draw and drink from the inexhaustible source of 
life opened up to us by God. How this is done is briefly 
summarized in our text thus: But | . . put my trust in the Lord 
LORD. If we take the "but" in this clause, as it should be, it 
indicates: Those who do not believe in God, or only in word, 
put their hope of salvation in themselves and in their own 
proposals, and from this they expect their happiness. What 
they speak must be spoken from heaven; what they say must 
be valid on earth. Therefore the pope and false Christians 
seek to take the Bible out of the hands of the people as 
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through Christ his Son, by whom he hath given us power to 
become his children. That is, secondly: We firmly believe 
that he will guide us rightly in this life, making us outwardly 
rich or poor, great or small. This means, finally, that he 
himself will protect us against all enemies until the blessed 
end. Our churches are made up of such people, for those 
who do not have this faith will not be admitted, and those 
who do not have this faith will be excluded. All churches daily 
draw grace upon grace and strength upon strength from the 
fountain of divine promises. Such people are our preachers 
and teachers, and this confidence is their strength in all the 
troubles and adversities that often try to drain their courage 
in the course of their ministry. The synod elects and retains 
such officials, so that they, as true children of God, may not 
only counsel wisely, but also godly, and preside well, and 
see to it that young and old throughout the synod may be 
sustained only by this fountain of joy, and be abundantly 
watered from this fountain of Israel. This is how a synod is 
made up, which is both righteous and faithful. It appreciates 
all the powers and gifts which God gives it, and needs them 
with thanksgiving, but it does not place its confidence in the 
same. It knows the infirmities and weaknesses of the 
individual members, but it does not despair because its 
confidence is in the Lord, and its delight is in his comforting 
promises, which it believes with all its heart. 

But it is to be expected that the mouth will not be closed 
and the hand will not lie idle in the bosom. Thirdly, we are 
told that a true believing synod finds its peculiar but true 
happiness in continually offering the sacrifice of joy that is 
pleasing to God.

Assaph's description of his fellow Israelites includes this: 
"They destroy everything and speak evil of it, they speak and 
blaspheme. So they also proclaim, but what they proclaim 
and praise is the evil they do, which their own deeds bring 
about. Now the manners and customs of men have 
undergone many changes since Assaph's time, but in this 
men have remained the same, that they will not be silent 
about themselves and their doings, and so it comes about 
that Assaph's complaint is still ours today. There is the 
Roman church. She destroys everything, even Christ's merit, 
by her doctrine of works, and then she extols her deeds and 
calls herself the only one who saves. There are our sects 
and nominal Lutherans, who do not want man to become 
blessed wholly and solely by grace, but demand of him, the 
one this, the other that performance, if he wants to become 
and remain certain of his blessedness. There are our 
haughty scholars, who now declare this, then that book of 
Holy Scripture to be spurious, now claim to have discovered 
an error in Scripture here, now there, who boast of their 


infallible divine truth. But if we speak into it, they are pleased geeds, speak highly of them, and blaspheme them. To all 
to cry out: What should God ask of those? what should the these we now say with Assaph: But this is my joy, that | 


Most High regard of them! And if their speeches and qeclare all thy doings. The deeds of God, with which word 
proposals find many followers, then they are blessed. But aj| the works of God are united. 

Assaph says, and we with him, that our happiness is to put 

our trust in the Lord GOD; that is, first of all, we rely on him, 

because he has made us blessed out of pure grace. 
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The Synod, which is composed of the works of creation and 
preservation, of redemption and sanctification, took upon 
itself the serious task of proclaiming these works of God at 
the time of its founding, and designated this as one of the 
purposes of its meeting in its constitution. How could it then 
do otherwise, after it had declared that it would take the 
apostolic church as its model, than to proclaim all the works 
of God? For we hear of the apostles already at the first 
Christian feast of Pentecost, that they spoke of the great 
deeds of God. Therefore the synod proclaims the great 
deeds of God to Christians, Jews, and Gentiles in word and 
scripture, through teaching, lectures, and sermons, and not 
only delights in them, but it is good for it and does it good. 
And we proclaim not only the deeds of God, which are 
convenient and acceptable to arrogant reason, but all things 
as God has done and spoken them in his word. That we can 
and may do this is true happiness for each one of us as well 
as for the whole Synod, and thereby it becomes a blessing 
for mankind for time and eternity. O let us thank God that he 
has granted us the privilege of being members of such a 
synod, for this too is his work, and let us ask him to keep us 
on our unshakable foundation, in himself and his pure word, 
and to give us daily nourishment from his source of life and 
the right strength to proclaim all his work; then his blessing 
will be rich upon us and through us. Amen.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 
What is "real sin"? 

Just as a rotten tree cannot bear good fruit, so we 
humans, who are deeply corrupted by original sin, cannot 
bring forth or work anything truly good from ourselves. 
Because we are evil, all our works are also evil. Even the 
children of God, born again through faith in Christ, still have 
the old corruption of their whole nature clinging to them, so 
that they, too, cannot produce or work anything truly and 
perfectly good out of themselves. As they themselves are 
still corrupt, so are all their works sinfully corrupt. 

Now - the evil that we bring forth and work from our evil 
and depraved nature is called "real sin," as we pointed out 
at the beginning of the last article. 

But do not think, dear Christian, that "real sin" is only 
every unrighteous deed. No, real sin is also every 
unrighteous word, and every unrighteous thought, and every 
unrighteous desire, even the most secret and hidden; even 
the evil lusts and desires sleeping and slumbering in our 
hearts and unconscious to ourselves, seen only by God's 
eye, are real, that is, sins wrought by our evil corrupt nature. 
Therefore the Lord Jesus says Marc. 7, 21-23: "From within, 
out of the heart. 


of men, go out evil thoughts, adultery, fornication, murder, 
thievery, covetousness, roguishness, craftiness, fornication, 
roguishness, blasphemy, impiety, unreasonableness; all 
these evil pieces go out from within." 

"Real sin," furthermore, is not only when something evil is 
committed by deed, by word, by thought, and by desire; but 
real sin is also when one in some way omits to do something 
good that God has commanded to be done. 

Let us take the fifth commandment as an example to 
show what real sin is. A real sin against the fifth 
commandment is when you kill someone or do harm and 
damage to his body; when you speak angry words against 
him; when you hate him; when you have, consciously or 
unconsciously, the germs and beginnings and impulses of 
enmity against your neighbor in your heart. Not only did the 
murderers commit a real sin against the fifth commandment, 
when they beat the man half to death who was going from 
Jerusalem to Jericho, but also the priest and the Levite, who 
both failed to do the good commanded by God, namely, they 
did not help the poor man. For all these things are contrary 
to God's commandment and law and right, and therefore 
wrong, sin, and real sin. 

What then is real sin? - Real sin is every action, speech, 
thought, and desire contrary to God's law, by which 
something evil is committed or something good is omitted. 

Our Dietrichian Catechism, which brings this ancient and 
apt explanation of real sin, distinguishes between knowing 
sin and unknowing sin, weak sin and wicked sin, ruling sin 
and sky-scraping sin, and sin in the Holy Spirit. 

A knowing sin is committed by one who, in sinning against 
a commandment of God, knows that he is transgressing it. 

He commits an unknowable sin who, in sinning against a 
commandment of God, does not know that he is 
transgressing it, whether he is ignorant of the commandment 
of God in question, or whether he knows it, but through 
carelessness does not realize that he is transgressing it. 

It is true that sins committed knowingly are even more 
serious than sins committed unknowingly. But ignorant sins 
are still sins, and we deserve God's punishment with them. 
We cannot excuse ourselves and wash ourselves clean with 
our ignorance and carelessness. Do we then have the right 
to be ignorant and careless? Have we not God's Word, which 
gives us knowledge and understanding, and to which we are 
always to pay attention? Let us hear what the Lord Jesus 
says, Luke 12:47, 48: "But the servant that knoweth his 
master's will, and hath not prepared himself, neither done 
according to his will, he shall suffer many stripes. But he that 
knoweth not, and hath done that which is worthy of strokes, 
shall suffer few strokes." So he who has unknowingly 
committed sin deserves to be struck. We must therefore 
always pray with David, "Who can know? 
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how often he misses? Forgive me the hidden faults!" Pfalm 
19:13. And we must, by diligent use of the divine word, and 
spiritual watchfulness and vigilance, guard ourselves also} 
against ignorant sins. - 

We shall treat more fully of the sin of weakness, because 
in regard to it there is much obscurity*and much questioning 
among the Christian people. 

Sin of weakness is that sin against God's law which arises 
in the children of God born again by faith, without their will 
and purpose, from the weakness of their flesh, and which 
they fight against in true repentance. Above all, mark, dear 
Christian, that sin of weakness can and may be spoken of 


Because we Christians and children of God are born again 
by the Holy Spirit and have received a new "spirit," we are 
"willing" to Keep God's commandments; but because we also 
have the "flesh," that is, our old corrupt nature, still about us, 
we are "weak," too weak to keep the commandments of God 
perfectly. From such weakness, which comes from the flesh, 
or "weakness of the flesh," innumerable sins arise in the 
children of God. These sins, however, are, through the new 
spirit which they have received, presented by the children of 
God in constant repentance for constant forgiveness to the 
Father reconciled in Christ, and are also most earnestly 
combated in a childlike spirit. This is done by them both daily 


only in believing children of God, born again by faith. For if alin the general recognition of their weakness and sinfulness, 


sin is to be a sin of weakness, it must be done only out of 
weakness, and not out of evil intention. If a sin be a sin of 
weakness, he that committeth it must in truth be able to say 
to God, Abba, my Father, thou knowest that by thy grace | 
would gladly serve thee, and fulfil thy commandments 
perfectly. But | cannot do it. | am too weak to do it. | sin daily 
and much. Forgive me my sin for Christ's sake, and 
strengthen me by your Holy Spirit, that | may fight 
chivalrously against my _ sin." Will an unbelieving, 
unregenerate man have such a mind, and so speak to God? 
Never. An unbelieving man loves sin and serves it. It is true 
that even unbelieving people would like to put away this or 
that sin and fight against it, and then find that they are too 
weak to resist sin successfully. It often happens, for example, 
that an ungodly drunkard would like to give up his drinking. 
Sometimes he succeeds. Usually it does not. The drunkard 


and also in each individual case where they become aware 
of a particular sin. 

Permit us, dear Christ, to set forth to thee the mighty 
lamentation of St. Paul concerning his weakness and sin of 
weakness. You will see from this lament more and better than 
from all our explanations how it is with the sins of weakness 
in God's children. This complaint is written in Romans 7:14- 
25 and is expressed in the following words: 

"We know that the law is spiritual; but | am carnal, sold 
under sin. For | know not what | do: for | do not do that which 
| would, but that which | hate | do. But if | do that which | do 
not desire, | consent that the law is good. | therefore do not 
do these things, but the sin that dwelleth in me. For | know 
that in me, that is, in my flesh, dwelleth no good thing. | may 
want to do good, but | cannot do it. For the good that I desire 
| do not do, but the evil that | do not desire | do. But if | do 


is too strong. The drunkard is too weak. Nevertheless, his what | do not want, | do not do it, but the sin that dwells in 


drinking cannot now be called a sin of weakness. Why not? 


Because, after all, he is on the whole a sin-servant, and does 
not want to put away this particular sin of drunkenness 
because drunkenness is forbidden by God, is a sin, but 
because it harms his health, his honor, his advancement in 
the world, or whatever other reason he may have. If any man 
fights against a sin for any earthly motive, but at the same 
time serves other sins and sin in general with pleasure and 
love, he has no right whatever to speak of sins of weakness; 
no sin is a sin of weakness, not even that against which he 
fights for any reason. If any sin is to be rightly called a sin of 
weakness, the sinner must fight not only against this one sin, 
but against all sins through the Holy Spirit in filial obedience. 
But only a believing Christian does this. Thus it remains that 
sins of weakness can and may be spoken of only in the case 
of the believing children of God. 

So the sins of weakness of the children of God are those 
that do not arise from evil intent, but from the weakness of 
their flesh. "The spirit is willing, but the flesh is weak," says 
Christ, Matt. 26:41, of His disciples, and likewise of all 
believing Christians.

For the 
maintenance of the missionary the congregation has contributed 
abundantly. The congregation would like to have a little church 
of their own, but it has not been possible to build one, as the land 
is very expensive. In S. Manchester things are better now. The 
services are attended by 40 adults.

Both congregations also contribute 
to the missionary's support. New Hartford has not experienced 
any growth.

The 
mission at Waterbury has been recently resumed by Rev. Th. 

Since last summer Pastor Ohlinger has no 
longer labored alone in this state, but has divided himself in the 
work with Pastor Loeber. The former reports that the 
congregation at Pawtucket is diligently paying off their church 
building debt and, though slowly, is making progress.

Attendance 80 to 90. Both places have contributed to the upkeep 
of the missionary. - Pennsylvania. The mission in Philadelphia, 
Pastor Merkel, is making slow progress, but better than could be 
expected under the present circumstances. The oppressive 
burden of debt is a great obstacle to the growth of the church. The 
small group does not lack good will. Pittsburg. The mission 
conducted on the east side by Pastor Schubert has, in spite of 
many obstacles, made gratifying progress. The so uncomfortable 
hall, on the third floor, in which the services are held, the 
congregation can now soon dispose of, as a chapel is in course of 
construction. The congregation numbers 25 voting members. This 
small group needs the support of their fellow Christians. The 
request for this, which all pastors of the district will have received, 
is also supported by us. The mission church in McKees Rocks, 
Pastor Eifrig, is also increasing. Voting members 35. weekly 
school 30. pastor W. Koenig serves mission in Wall. - Maryland and 
Virginia. The request of the Baltimore Conference to hire a traveling 
preacher for these two states could not be considered by the 
Committee last year. It was of opinion that the field should first be 
more fully cultivated. This has now been done; several counties 
have been traveled by the pastors of the Conferences. Some of 
our brethren in the West and Northwest are seeking new homes in 
these two States. We have therefore called and received a 
Candidate this year. Candidate G. Thomas, who has accepted the 
call, will soon begin his work. For the coming year the sum of 
K5000.00 is needed to fulfill the promises we have made. May the 
faithful Saviour give willing hearts and hands, so that we can carry 
out His work, the holy work of the mission, quite diligently.

The kingly office of Christ. 


"Thou sayest it; | am a king," said Jesus of Nazareth 
before Pilate's throne. As a king he was prophesied of old. 
Melchizedek, his model in Abraham's day, was a king in 
Salem, and was called a king of righteousness. Gen. 14, 18. 
ff. Ebr. 7, 1. ff. As a king with an everlasting kingdom he was 
promised to his ancestor David, 2 Sam. 7, 12. 13.; as a king 
on the holy mountain Zion the Lord praises him through the 
mouth of David in the Psalm and he himself speaks 
prophetically of his rule over the heathen and the kings and 
judges of the earth. Ps. 2. In the last book of the Bible his 
name is called, "A King of kings, and a Lord of lords." Rev. 
19:16. 

In order to understand to some extent what Christ's 
kingship is all about, we must first of all clearly imagine what 
a king actually is. 

When the elders of Israel appeared before Samuel and 
demanded a new form of government, they said, "Set now 
a king over us, who shall judge us as all the nations have." 
1 Sam. 7:5: And when Samuel refused to obey them, God 
said unto him, "Now therefore obey their voice." But that 
they might know and consider what they would do if they 
asked for a king, the Lord said further to Samuel, "But testify 
unto them, and declare unto them the right of the king that 
shall reign over them." (v. 9) This Samuel did, and in 
describing "the king's right," he described a lord over the 
people, over sons and daughters, fields and vineyards and 
oliveyards, menservants and maidservants and armies, an 
autocrat whose will and power is the right of the kingdom. V. 
10-17 And the people said not, Hear, Samuel, what thou 
sayest of the king's right, that our king may not presume: but 
they left what Samuel saith, saying, There shall be a king 
over us, that we may be as all the heathen, that our king 
may judge us, and go out before us in our wars." V. 19. 20 
And sole rulers, judges, and captains of war were then 
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Also the kings of Israel. They ruled over the people, sat in 
judgment, and engaged in battle, and knew nothing of the 
limitation of their power by constitutions and popular 
representation. They appointed themselves councillors 
according to their will, and captains of the army according to 
their choice, and executors of their judgments, where they 
did not execute them themselves. It was such a king through 
whom God said, "| have set my king upon my holy mountain 
Zion." And so Christ our Saviour is also a king, not half a 
king, but a whole king. In his kingdom he alone rules and 
commands, and under him only whom he has appointed. He 
disposes of his subjects and what they have in the manner 
which he has purposed for himself, and according to the 
order which he has set for himself. He is the judge, from 
whose judgment there is no appeal, and otherwise he judges 
in the kingdom only whom he appoints to judge. He is the 
duke around whose banner all his own must gather, crying, 
"Thine are we, and with thee, O son of Jesse," and who lays 
all his enemies at his feet. His is kingdom, power and glory. 
That is, Christ is King. 

Christ is not only king according to his divinity, but also the 
man Christ Jesus is ruler in all lands. "All power is given unto 
me in heaven and in earth," saith he who was crucified and 
rose again. Matt. 28:18 Yes, he who is our high priest, and 
who stands before Pilate as the bearer of sins, also says, "I 
am aking," and the inscription at his head calls him a king, 
who, priest and sacrificial lamb at the same time, hung on 
the cross. Our bodily brother sits not only on a crown of 
honor, but also on a throne, even the highest throne, and 
stretches out his scepter over lands and seas, over all 
thrones and dominions and principalities in heaven and on 
earth and under the earth, Phil. 2:10. 2, 10. Eph. 1, 2 |. 22. 
Ps. 8, 6. 7. Ebr. 2, 7. 8. This is his kingdom of power, in which 
he rules all things, guides the sun in its course, the stars in 
their course, makes his angels winds, and his servants 
flames of fire, and sends wherever he wills, to 


He who directs the hearts of kings like streams of water, puts 
bridles and bits on the wicked, holds the devil by his chain, 
directs the destinies of nations, exalts and overthrows 
princes and leaders, cares for millions of people, and does 
not forget sparrows and hungry ravens. Whoever considers 
that the King of this kingdom of power is Jesus Christ, our 
Saviour, must call himself a fool if he still looks around him 
and above him and below him with fear and trembling, 
instead of trusting confidently and contentedly in the King of 
all kings that he will rule in his kingdom of power in such a 
way that his kingdom of grace can exist and every subject 
can have full satisfaction in it. 

Christ's kingdom of grace is his church on earth. There, 
too, he is really and truly king, not only in name. Christ's 
church is not a democracy, where the people rule, nor an 
aristocracy, where the preachers are in charge, but a 
monarchy, where only one, the king, rules and commands. 
Eph. 1, 23. In his church he has also not, as in the kingdom 
of power of the temporal authorities, given men the authority 
to make laws and to punish the transgressors of them. Joh.

We want to distinguish between daily and peculiar sins of 
weakness. 
By daily sins of weakness we understand those sins and 
infirmities of the children of God which arise daily and forever 
from the weakness of their flesh, especially in desires and 
thoughts, but also in words and works, in doing evil and 
refraining from doing good. Not a day or even a moment 
passes in which evil desires and sinful thoughts do not arise 
in our hearts. Even when we sleep, impure images arise from 
our souls and linger in our brains as dreams. Even with our 
words and works we can never stand before God. Lack 
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here that we are right when we warn you and say, "If you 
make such a fall, it may be at first out of weakness; but there 
is danger that you will sink deeper and deeper and fall away 
from the faith altogether." 

We want to show you Simon Peter again. 

Years had passed since the previous incident. The Lord 
had long since risen from the dead and ascended into 
heaven, and the Holy Spirit had been poured out upon the 
disciples. Under much humiliation they testified everywhere 
of Jesus that He was the Christ. Above all Simon Peter. And 
one thing that was so hard for the Jews even after their 
conversion to Christ, Peter had likewise long since learned 
and taught and practiced: namely, that in Christ the old 
partition between Jews and Gentiles was torn down, and 
that there was only One Church in Christ, and that in this 
Church the old ceremonial laws given only to the Jews no 
longer applied. Peter had eaten and drunk with the Gentile 
Christians what they ate and drank, and had thus testified 
by his walk what he taught. - Now it came to pass in those 
days, when Peter was come to Antioch, where Paul also 
was, and Barnabas, that there came also Jewish Christians 
from Jerusalem, such as were of the erroneous and injurious 
opinion, that the Christians also were still bound to keep the 
law of Moses. And, behold, Peter was faint, and shrank from 
them, and was afraid of them, and withdrew himself from the 
Gentile Christians, and did no more eat with them, nor 
pretended, nor confessed by deed, what was his doctrine 
and the faith of his heart. And by this he gave great offence 
in the church at Antioch, so that the Jewish Christians also 
in it, and even Barnabas, were seduced by his example to 
be hypocrites with him. And the Christians from the Gentiles 
were misled and grieved, and complained of him to Paul. - 
Then the great apostle Peter had fallen into a peculiar and 
great sin, by which, as has just been reported, he gave great 
offense and offence. But this was certainly a sin of 
weakness, and he had not fallen from the consolation of the 
true faith. - Paul, however, immediately stood before the 
breach and publicly punished Peter in front of everyone, 
helped Peter back to his right mind, and warded off the 
trouble in the congregation. 

All this is to be read Gal. 2, 11-21. 

But you, O Christian, should learn from this that even true 
Christians, even great men of God, can easily fall into great 
sin out of weakness of the flesh and thereby also severely 
offend the church. Then you should not immediately come 
to the conclusion that they have done this out of evil will and 
intention and have fallen from the faith. But thou shalt act 
according to the example and instruction of St. Paul, who 
writes thus in Galatians 6:1: "Brethren, if any man be 
overtaken in any fault, restore him with a gentle spirit, ye that 
are spiritual. And look to thyself, lest thou also be tempted." 
And if sin be public, and so the church be vexed thereby, 
then thou, as a right member of the church, shalt work with 
all earnestness and diligence that such vexation may be 
immediately warded off, as St. Paul also did. For it is not to 
be suffered in any way that the church should be vexed and 
made worse. 


Among the various circumstances in which peculiar sins 
of weakness arise in the children of God is the fact that 
children of God frequently have a weak and defective 
knowledge of the divine Word, and at the same time a weak 
faculty of judgment and understanding, and a great partiality. 
And so it may happen that the children of God not only fall 
into this or that sin, but also persist in it with apparent 
obstinacy, and cannot easily be brought to recognize it. 

Let us again seek to show the matter by examples. 

Leading false teaching and following and adhering to 
false teachers is clearly a sin strictly forbidden by God in the 
second commandment. And if you, who have the knowledge 
both of pure doctrine and of God's prohibition against 
following and adhering to false teachers, nevertheless lead 
false doctrine or belong to a church of false faith, you would 
be condemned. For you would in that case knowingly and 
wantonly reject God's word and commandment. But there 
are thousands of sincere Christians who not only belong to 
false churches, that is, who follow and adhere to false 
teachers, but who even lead and defend this or that false 
doctrine - for example, of baptism, of Holy Communion, of 
the church, of the ministry of preaching, of Sunday, etc. - 
themselves. But they do this only because they are weak in 
knowledge; because they do not know the right doctrine, or 
at least do not recognize it; because they are enticed, 
captivated, and bewitched by the false and deceitful 
interpretations and expositions which they have heard, 
perhaps from their youth, and hear continually. They sin and 
persist in their sin, yes; but they do so out of weakness and 
in ignorance. They would, as soon as their eyes went out, 
both reject the false teachings and shun the false teachers 
and the false-believing churches. 

It also happens not infrequently that children of God 
persist in certain sins of life and conduct, even holding on to 
and defending them with apparent stubbornness. 

We are not, of course, speaking here of such sins as are 
committed directly and openly against a clear commandment 
of God known to all. We do not say, for example, that a man 
can steal a sum of money directly from his neighbor and, in 
spite of all admonition, quietly keep what he has stolen and 
still remain a Christian. He knows the’ seventh 
commandment, Thou shalt not steal; and if he now keeps the 
stolen thing and makes use of it, since he could give it back, 
he knowingly and wilfully persists in his sin and denies the 
faith. 

But there are sins which hide themselves and wear a 
mask, so that not all are able to see their true face. There are 
sins which are common not only among the children of the 
world, but also among the members of the church, and which 
go unpunished and unchallenged in all circles of society, 
because they appear in a form which is often regarded as 
right and innocent, and hide themselves behind this form. 
And thus it comes to pass that many true Christians, through 
such deceptive appearances, are also 
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misled, are unable to recognize them for what they really are, and sin, which is the matter in question, becomes known and

Concordia Seminary in St. Louis. The supervisory authority of 
the local institution has refrained from the construction of the 
new building, which was approved by the Synod of Delegates, 
for this year. This is for the following reasons: Nine-tenths of the 
money needed for the construction is available. But most of the 
money is in the hands of the General Treasurer, and he has had 
to use it to cover other expenses, namely to pay out the 
appropriations made by the last Synod of Delegates under the 
cancellation of the so-called two-thirds rule. The lack of space in 
the local institution will be temporarily remedied in such a way 
that the spacious gymnasium will be converted into a teaching 
room, and the music room and the reading room will serve as 
bedrooms. The living rooms will also be somewhat more densely 
populated than was envisaged by the Synod when the institution 
building was constructed. However, since all the rooms are very 
well ventilated and the institution has a high, open location, there 
can hardly be any question of the institution being overcrowded 
in a way that would be detrimental to health, as the supervisory 
authority already noted in its report to the Synod of Delegates. 
Thus we hope to be able to accommodate the increased number 
of students with the provisional facilities mentioned. May God 
abundantly bestow His Holy Spirit upon teachers and students, 
so that the purpose of the institution, to train righteous preachers 
of the Gospel, may be achieved also in this academic year. F.

Abroad. 

The Synod of the Evangelical Lutheran Free Church of Saxony 
and other states held its 20th Assembly from July 15 to 21 of this 
year at Steeden in the province of Heffen-Naffau. The meeting 
was well attended 


We were also able to welcome a number of guests from other 
brotherhoods, from the Hermannsburg Free Church, from the 
Danish Free Church, and from our own Synod. As with us, so 
also with our German brethren the doctrinal discussions occupy 
the largest part of the meeting time. And while in earlier years 
their synod had dealt in three sessions with the doctrine of the 
church and the church government, of the domestic and marital 
state, and of the secular authorities, this year the subject of 
doctrinal discussion was the right and godly relationship of the 
three estates to one another. We will return to this when the 
synodal report, which is expected soon, is available to us. - As a 
particularly exciting event, it is to be announced that at this 
meeting church, communion, and pulpit fellowship were 
established with the Synod of the Hermannsburg Free Church. 
As readers of the "Lutheran" will remember, some years ago a 
number of pastors and congregations had separated from the 
Hermannsburg church fellowship, known for its mission, because 
false doctrine was being preached in it, and had formed their own 
small synod. After various preparations and repeated thorough 
doctrinal discussions, complete unity of faith had been 
established between the Saxon and Hermannsburg Free 
Churches, and so they have now entered into brotherly 
fellowship according to the word of God. According to a report 
available to us in the "Hermannsburg Free Church", "after the 
unanimous decision to enter into communion in the Lord's 
Supper and pulpit, the whole congregation rose up and sang with 
great movement: 

Praise and honour and glory be 

to God, to the Father and to the 

Son, and to him who is like them 

both in the highest throne of 

heaven, to the triune God, as it 

was in the beginning, and is, and 

ever shall be. 
The tears of joy shone in many eyes. May the fraternal 
communion entered into with such great, heartfelt joy be a lasting 
blessing for both Synods and may nothing disturb the unity of 
spirit. May the Lord grant that both Synods may grow ever closer 
together and cultivate fellowship to the best of their ability." For 
this purpose it was also decided to send delegates to each 
other's synodal meetings and to support each other's missionary 
work. And so then the dear members of the Hermannsburg Free 
Church have also become our brethren through this union, and 
their Praeses W6hling says truly and aptly: "This union of the 
Saxon and Hermannsburg Free Churches has at the same time 
given proof before all the world that the Word of God is well able

The sin of wickedness is different from the sin of 
weakness. 

Wickedness sin is that sin against God's law which arises 
in the unregenerate and ungodly with their will and purpose 
from the wickedness of their God-hostile heart, and is held 
by them wantonly and wilfully. 

Sin of weakness and sin of wickedness are both equally 
sins against God's law. Yes, one and the same sinful act can 
be sin of weakness under certain circumstances, and sin of 
wickedness under other circumstances. For sin of weakness 
can only be in believing children of God, as we have seen; 
sin of wickedness only in unbelievers and ungodly men. For 
sin of weakness arises against the will and purpose of the 
sinner from the weakness of his flesh, and sin of wickedness 
with his will and purpose from the wickedness of his heart 
which is hostile to God. Sin of weakness is earnestly fought 
by the sinner in true repentance; sin of wickedness, on the 
other hand, is freely and wantonly held fast. 

It is therefore clear that every sin of weakness, whether 
recognized or not, is always and always forgiven by God for 
Christ's sake, because the sinner has faith in it. In the case 
of wickedness, on the other hand, the sinner is not in faith 
and has no forgiveness at all. 

But do not think, dear Christian, that what we have said 
about wickedness is none of your business. Every sin, which 
is first of all a sin of weakness, may very quickly become a 
sin of wickedness, and it will, if a Christian, through the 
deceit of the devil and the natural wickedness of his heart, 
hardens and hardens himself in his sin and does not give 
ear to the voice of the divine word, which admonishes him 
to repentance and correction. 
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will. May God help us all by his Holy Spirit to be watchful and 
live in constant repentance, that we may be preserved from 
so terrible a fall. - 

Sin is called dominant in the unregenerate, because in 
them sin undoubtedly rules and is enthroned in the heart as 
a ruler who only pays tribute to Satan, the god of this world, 
and from there dominates mind and will, desires, thoughts, 
words and works. For the unregenerate have not yet been 
set free by the Son, Joh. 8, 36, and are not yet ruled by the 
Spirit, Gal. 5, 18; on the contrary, they still commit sin out of 
their own innermost being and are therefore servants of sin, 
Joh. 8, 34. Only when we have entered into the state of grace 
through faith in the Son of God, and when through the Holy 
Spirit, who is mightier than our sin, a pure heart has been 
created in us, and a new certain spirit has been given to us, 
Ps. 51:12, are we able to give heed to the words of the 
apostle, who says, "Let not sin therefore have dominion in 
your mortal body, to render obedience to him in his lusts." 
Rom. 6:12. Then sin shall not be able to reign over us, v. 14. 
but shall lie weakly at our feet as one forgiven, ever contested 
and conquered. 

This is what we actually have to say about reigning sin. 

But a sin is also called a "dominating sin," if it is one that 

particularly oppresses and dominates this or that unborn 
person, and which he especially indulges in and serves, such 
as drunkenness, whoredom, and the like. Such a sin is also 
called "habitual sin" and "shameful sin." - 
Those sins and iniquities which cry out to God for vengeance 
before others, or which move those on whom they are 
committed to cry out to God for vengeance, because there is 
no human helper and avenger, are called cries of heaven. 
"The voice of thy brother's blood crieth unto me from the 
earth,” saith the Lord God unto the murderer of his brother. 
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Cain. | Mos. 4, 10. And to Abraham He said of the wicked of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, "There is a cry in Sodom and 
Gomorrah that is great, and their sins are almost grievous. 
[Therefore will | go down, and see whether they have done all 
according to the cry that is come before me." Gen. 18, 20. 
(And God said unto Moses, "I have seen the affliction of my 
people in Egypt, and have heard their cry against them that 
do them wrong.” Ex. 3:7; and to the people of Israel He said, 
"You shall not insult widows and orphans. If thou shalt offend 
them, they shall cry unto me, and | will hear their cry." Ex. 
22:22, 23. And similarly God speaks of hard-hearted usurers 
and pawnbrokers v. 25-27. And Jacob, Cap. 5:4, writes: 
"Behold, the labourers’ wages, which have reaped your land, 
and are broken off from you, cry out; and the cry of the 
reapers is come to the ears of the LORD of hosts." - 

But the most horrible and terrible of all sins is the sin 
into the Holy Spirit or against the Holy Spirit.

And whosoever speaketh any thing 
against the Son of man, it shall be forgiven him: but 
whosoever speaketh any thing against the Holy Ghost, it 
shall not be forgiven him, neither in this world, nor in the 
next." "He hath no forgiveness for ever, but is guilty of eternal 
udgment." Matth. 12, 31. 32. Marc. 3, 29. 

You see, the Lord Jesus takes and sets this sin apart from 
all other sins: all other sins may be forgiven, but not this sin; 
he that is in this sin, saith Christ, hath no remission for ever, 
but is liable to eternal judgment. We sing in our churches: 


"Now is the time of grace, Now 
is the heavens open, Now is the 
time for everyone to hope For 
bliss."

If, however, 
the sinner persists in his resistance, the time of grace finally 
expires with his death, and he is eternally lost, even without 
having committed sin against the Holy Spirit. 

But whoever commits this sin, much more has been done 
to him by the Holy Spirit than all the work of long-suffering 
and patience just described. For the Holy Spirit has not only 
worked on him to convince him of the truth of the gospel, but 
has really convinced him; at whose heart the Holy Spirit has 
not only knocked untiringly, but whose heart He has also 
opened and entered with His transfiguring light; whom the 
Holy Spirit has not only enticed, but whom He has in fact led 
into the "extended" arms of the reconciled Father. 

And now - either at the moment when the sinner is now 
to enjoy all this, or after he has already been in the 
enjoyment of what the Holy Spirit has given him - now the 
sinner turns away from all this, and spurns it, and despises 
it, and spits it out, and turns against the Holy Spirit, and 
reproaches Him, and blasphemes Him, and strikes Him in 
the face, and drives Him from him cursing and raving, and 
does not want Him, and does not want to be guided and led 
and governed by Him, no, not at all. And this he does not 
merely in a momentary mad movement - no, he does it 
consciously, voluntarily, persistently, in diabolical hatred of 
God's grace and kingdom of grace, in diabolical love of sin; 
he does it, not in natural blindness, but in full knowledge of 
what he rejects and what he chooses. 

Why is this sin not forgiven? Because the sinner himself, 
with fullest consciousness, has given the decision: | do not 
want the forgiveness | have tasted; | do not want the faith | 
have felt in my heart; | do not want the Spirit who has worked 
all this in me; cursed be the Holy Spirit, and faith, and 
forgiveness, and all that is given me through the Spirit! 

The sinner himself has completely consciously and 
voluntarily and finally rejected forgiveness and driven out the 
Spirit of God, who alone grants forgiveness through faith. 
Therefore he has no eternal forgiveness, and can have no 
forgiveness, and is guilty of eternal judgment. The Holy Spirit 
turns away from him, Christ no longer intercedes for him, and 
the Father pronounces upon him the sentence of eternal 
condemnation. And Christians should no longer pray for 
such a one. 1 Joh. 5, 16. 

O Christ! Far, far be from thee such dreadful things! 
Follow willingly the leading of the Holy Spirit, and fear even 
the slightest opposition to Him, lest such an evil beginning 
come to such a terrible end! 

If, however, you are troubled and anxious, thinking that 
you have already committed the sin against the Holy Spirit 
and can no longer expect forgiveness, know and believe that 
this is not true. You may have sinned grievously and terribly, 
but you have not committed this sin. 


Your very sorrow shows that this is not so, that you would 
rather enjoy the comfort of the Holy Spirit, which He will not 
make you lack. 

And if you see your brother and neighbor sinning in such 
a way that you are tempted to believe that he is committing 
the sin in the Holy Spirit, be very slow in making such a 
judgment. Remember the terrible sin of Simon Peter in the 
"high priestly" palace, which was not the sin in the Holy 
Ghost, for the sight of Jesus sought him and soon led him to 
repentance. In the vast majority of cases only God's eye 
discerns this sin. -

We spent this summer in Germany, where we visited 
several congregations of the Evangelical Lutheran Free 
Church of Saxony and other states and, around the middle 
of July, took part for a few days in their synodal meeting in 
Sieeden in Nassau. We were delighted about the fresh and 
lively spirit of faith and love that was manifested everywhere 
in this church community, and were strengthened and 
refreshed by it. 

At the aforementioned Synodal Assembly we heard 
precisely what moves us to address these lines to you. 

In the Kingdom of Denmark the Lutheran Church has long 
since fallen into decay. God's Word and Luther's teaching no 
longer rule there. Therefore, years ago a small group of 
orthodox Lutherans separated from the national church and 
established the ministry of the pure Word and Sacrament 
among themselves. This Lutheran Free Church consists of 
500 to 600 souls, of whom 200 to 300 live in the Danish 
capital Copenhagen; the rest are scattered in 10 to 12 
places. All these dear Christians are served by two pastors, 
namely by the pastors Grinn ei, father and son. 

The congregation in Copenhagen owns a church property 
which cost 45,000 crowns, or 11,905 dollars, and on which 
there is nowa Mortgage Of about 3836 dollars, on which six 
per cent interest must be paid annually; and in addition the 
congregation has a debt of 794 dollars, partly interest-free 
and partly interest-bearing.

My dear Heinrich! 

Thank you very much for the $5.00 you sent in for the English 
mission of our Synod. | do not need to assure you that | am 
very happy that in these "hard times" you still have so much 
left for this work in the kingdom of God.

The Tennessee Synod, about which we have already 
reported in number 15 of the "Lutheran" under the heading: 
"From the English Mission in North Carolina", had issued a 
declaration on the doctrine of election by grace in Hickory, 
N. C., the previous year, had issued a declaration on the 
doctrine of election by grace, and in it rejected the well 
Lutheran proposition that God has chosen us, as to 
salvation, so also to beatific faith, while recognizing as the 
genuine Lutheran doctrine the formula of "election in view of 
faith," which has been elevated by the synergists of our day 
to their banner. Both of these things were certainly not to be 
counted to the praise of a synod that wants to be Lutheran. 
It is true that even in earlier times Lutheran teachers had the 
proposition that God had chosen us in view of the faith he 
had foreknown. But those seventeenth-century teachers 
were careful to hold fast to the truth that man's conversion 
and salvation depend solely on God's grace and in no 
respect on man's conduct. And yet, as late as July 31, 1877, 
Ohio's Professor Loy, in an original report before us, 
described that doctrine of election in regard to faith as one 
which "might easily lead to error. The Ohio Synod has since 
really fallen into this error. In its synodal body, the doctrine 
that man is converted and saved by God's grace alone and 
without the help of his own conduct has been openly 
rejected, and instead the doctrine has been advanced that 
man's conversion and salvation do not depend solely on 
God's grace, but that much, indeed in a certain sense 
everything, depends on his own conduct. And itis in the spirit 
of this false doctrine that the Ohio Synod now also uses the 
formula of "election in view of faith," which Prof. Loy formerly 
objected to. This formula has quite properly become the 
doctrinal form of such as deny and reject from themselves 
the sufficiency of God's grace in Christ for our blessedness. 
But if this is so, then faithful Lutherans must now avoid and 
fight against this formula as one which false teachers have 
made their standard. A hundred years ago one could carry a 
red flag through the streets of the city without hindrance or 
march after it. Today the police intervene when the red cloth 
is carried along in processions by certain people; for the red 
flag has nowadays become the banner and insignia of the 
anarchists, and whoever carries it or marches after it thereby 
professes the doctrines of the anarchists or makes himself 
suspicious of their sentiments. So it is also with the formula 
of "election in view of faith." It has become a badge of the 
synergistic false teachers, and whoever now uses it, thereby 
confesses that false doctrine or makes himself suspect of it, 
and it was therefore quite logical and understandable that 
the people who unfurled the synergistic banner in the 
Tennessee Synod and made it the banner of their Synod, 
should also express in the same declaration the Lutheran 
doctrine, which is expressed in the expression of the 
"election to the faith, 


and thus the Synod, by its declaration, had taken a decided 
stand on this doctrine, and its stand was the un-Lutheran, 
synergistic stand to which the Ohio Synod, since 1881, has 
allowed itself to be led astray by its leaders and seducers. 

But the declaration of 1895 had not passed without 
opposition, and even after it had been adopted by the 
majority and recorded as an expression of the synod in the 
synodal report, the opposition within the synod did not 
cease. In public papers were written for and against, and to 
this year's synodal assembly came _ petitions from 
congregations demanding the repeal of the declaration of 
last year's synod. Truly, on Monday, August 24, the following 
was adopted almost unanimously by the Synod assembled 
at St. Matthew's Church, near Toms Brook, Va: 

"In lieu of the resolution on the election of clemency found 
on page ten of the minutes of 1895, we adopt the following: 

"That, when used with due qualifications and caveats, we 
do not condemn both expressions, 'in respect of faith' and 'to 
faith,’ in the explanation of the doctrine of election, by 
guarding the former against synergistic inferences, and the 
latter against Calvinistic direction." 

Thus the Synod would have left the decidedly Ohio 
position of last year. But it is now proclaimed in all form 
double currency. The Synod wants to allow both expressions 
to be used, to permit both to be used in its midst, and to see 
to it that no false doctrines are connected with either. This 
may be a victory of truth over the declaration of Hickory, 
though not a complete one, in view of the circumstances 
above stated. This year's statement may have the 
significance of recognizing that a position was taken in the 
previous year's statement that could not be sustained in the 
light of Scripture and the Lutheran Confession. But the 
dropping of the previous year's declaration and the 
acceptance of this year's can also be a measure of union, 
which means that no weight is attached to the difference in 
doctrine, that no dispute is desired, but peace, even if it be 
a rotten peace, and that in this way the congregations and 
pastors, who might have thought of leaving, are thought to 
be deprived of the reason and occasion for leaving. What is 
to be thought of the matter cannot be said with certainty at 
this time and on the basis of what has been said so far. We 
do not want to do injustice to anyone, but would rather like 
to acknowledge what is worth acknowledging. We know, and 
our readers know, that in the area of the Tennessee Synod 
the testimony of truth shines from the vantage point, and we 
trust that it will not be without effect there either, as it has not 
been without effect up to now. But we also know and intend 
to prove to our readers in detail that this light of truth is very 
uncomfortable for some people in those latitudes, as the 
recent synodal assembly has again made them feel, and we 
trust that such people will try to push the light and lampstand 
back into the distance or to cover them in fog, as they have 
done in the past. 
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have already tried in the past. But we will do what we can, 
that the light may abide and shine, and go forth, and find 
many blessed eyes to rejoice.

Our Practical Theological Seminary at Springfield, III, celebrated 
the fiftieth anniversary of its existence on September 13 and 14. 
A festive gathering numbered in the thousands, including many 
out-of-town guests from Decatur, Peoria, Worden, Mount Olive, 
St. Louis, and other localities. Many pastors, especially former 
students of the institution, had rushed from far away to 
participate in this jubilee celebration. The main service took 
place on Sunday morning on the spacious, beautiful seminary 
grounds, in which Father F. Késtering preached on Ps. 143, 5: 
"| remember the former times, | speak of all your deeds, and tell 
of the works of your hands. After a large church concert had 
been held in the afternoon, the evening brought the festive 
guests together again at the seminary for the service. Father A. 
Wagner preached on 2 Tim. 2, 8. ff. in German, and Father R. 
Eirich of Aurora, Ind. in English. All three celebratory preachers 
were among those who had received their last training in this 
Seminary. On Monday morning an after-celebration was held. 
Five former pupils of the Institution, now partly graying, PP. J. 
Strieter, P. Seuel, C. C. E. Brandt, J. G. Schliepsiek, Hermann 
Meyer, spoke from their own experience about the joys and 
sorrows of the history of the institution, each for more than a 
decade, and showed how the institution had grown from small 
beginnings to its present size under God's rich blessing. As in 
the main Sunday services, however, so also in these freer 
speeches the glory was given to the only one to whom all glory 
is due, our faithful God and dear heavenly Father; and what was 
said in this connection of the work of the founders and teachers 
and patrons of the Institution, of Blessed Wyneken, Blessed 
Sihler and others, above all of him who was the real father of 
the Institution and who in 41 years of faithful, skilful, thorough 
and truly self-sacrificing work made it what it is, All this served 
only to praise the grace of God, who has given our synod in 
general and this jubilant institution in particular such excellent 
workers and exemplars worthy of imitation, and has thereby 
glorified Himself. After oral congratulations had been offered 
and written letters of congratulations had been read out, the 
entire uplifting celebration was concluded with a short speech 
by the President of the Institute, Prof. R. Piepers, and the 
communal singing of the hymn: "Ach, bleib mit deiner Gnade" 
(Oh, stay with your grace), etc. The people who were still 
present went out in the afternoon. In the afternoon, however, the 
pupils of Cramer who were still present went with other guests 
to the churchyard to lay a wreath on the grave of their 
unforgettable teacher and spiritual father, who has now been in 
the resting place of God's people for more than five years. 

But it was not only in Springfield that there was jubilation. 
Certainly many Christians within our synod have in these days 
remembered this school of the prophets with hearty praise and 
thanksgiving to God, the giver of all good gifts, and others will 
do so when they hear of its fiftieth anniversary. And so it is right 
and just. For we cannot measure and describe with human 
words and numbers the blessing that has gone out from this 
institution in the half century that has gone by for the

church alone, most of whom are still working in a beneficial way!

Concordia Seminary in St. Louis. On Wednesday, September 9, 
the new academic year began at the local institution. There are 
55 new students, so that the total number of students here is 
180. Of the new entrants, 26 are from Fort Wayne, 25 from 
Milwaukee, 3 from Watertown, and 1 from Conover.

The following is to be reported concerning our other institutions 
of higher learning: 21 new students have entered the Practical 
Theological Seminary at Springfield, bringing the total number 
of students there to 191. The present number of students in the 
teacher's seminary at Addison is 91 seminarians and 103 
preparatory students, making a total of 194, of whom 45 are new 
students. In the high school at Fort Wayne the total number of 
students is 151 with 45 new entrants. The high school at 
Milwaukee is attended by 202 pupils; 69 were newly admitted at 
the commencement of the school year. At the St. Paul Institution 
there are 62 students, including 26 new entrants. At the 
Teachers' Seminary at Seward, 17 pupils have entered, and the 
total number is 36; at the Progymnasium at Concordia, 48 
pupils, including 11 new entrants; and at the Progymnasium at 
Neperan, near New York, 32 pupils, of whom 4 are new. A 
comparison of these figures with those of the previous year 
shows that the institutions in St. Louis, Milwaukee and Seward 
have more students than in the previous year, although only 
Milwaukee has more new entrants, while the institutions in 
Addison, Fort Wayne and St. Paul have more new entrants than 
in the previous September, although their total number of 
students has decreased somewhat. The institutions at 
Springfield, Concordia and Neperan have seen a decline in both 
the total number and the number of new entrants. In the case of 
Springfield this is explained by the execution of the resolution 
passed at the last Synod; in the case of Concordia and Neperan 
it is partly due to the fact that at each of the two institutions a 
class has been abolished, so that at the same time the pupils 
from two classes had to attend the comprehensive schools. 
While the total number of students in September last year was 
1136, this year's total (1096) shows a decrease of 40. L. F. 

Reports on our Inner Mission. Repeatedly and in various places 
the question has been addressed to us in recent times, why the 
"Lutheraner" brings so little news from the large area of our 
Inner Mission. The readers of the "Lutheran" and the 
"Missionary Dove" are given a detailed insight into our Negro 
Mission, and there is no lack of missionary news in other areas, 
but there are relatively few reports about our largest and most 
important mission, the Inner Mission. This is 


*) Attention is again called on this occasion to the history of 
Springfield Seminary, published a few months ago, which describes 
in detail the small beginnings and gradual expansion, the happy and 
difficult days of the institution founded in Fort Wayne in 1846, 
transferred to St. Louis in 1861 and to Springfield in 1875, and 
shows its founders and teachers in words and pictures.

A complaint that has often been raised and that is not without 
reason. Our Christians have a warm heart and a lively interest in 
missions, as is shown by the numerous mission festivals 
reported in the "Lutheran" and the often abundant collections 
made at them. Our Christians also like to read mission news, 
would like to know how things are in the various mission districts 
and in the individual mission areas, what experiences, joyful and 
sad, our traveling preachers and missionaries are making. And 
certainly such news, which would offer a somewhat coherent 
account of our missionary work, would benefit the often hard- 
pressed missionary treasury. However, if the "Lutheran" is to 
bring such reports, they must be sent to it. They cannot be 
written here in St. Louis without information from outside. About 
our heathen mission, the commission in question always has 
very detailed reports from the missionaries, from which it then 
publicly communicates the most important and necessary things. 
The reports on the negro mission are also based on exact 
information, partly on our own observations. Thus, reports on our 
inner mission should be sent in partly by those who can speak 
from their own experience and work in a mission field, our 
traveling preachers and missionaries, and partly by those to 
whom a precise and regular report is given by official authority, 
the individual mission commissions. Certainly also the visitators, 
who from time to time have to travel to mission fields officially, 
could communicate some things. Once again, we are cordially 
asked for such mission reports. If only the more detailed 
information, events, experiences, prospects, etc. are 
communicated to us; the compilation and arrangement will be 
gladly taken care of here. L. F. 


About a mission feast, which may be called an extraordinary 
one in regard to the Collecte raised, we gather the following 
information from a change sheet. The feast was celebrated on 
August 9 in Old Orchard, Maine. In moving words, two speakers 
spoke to the audience about the needs in the various mission 
fields and asked for gifts for the mission. And their request found 
willing hearts and hands. At the morning service over P95,000 
was collected and in the afternoon this sum rose to K101, 324. 
Some gave their gold watches, others their finger and ear rings, 
and still others, imbued with the need for missionary work, 
promised to place their children in missionary service. And these 
were people who did not have the gospel as loud and pure as 
we do. We can thankfully boast that through Jesus Christ we 
have been made rich in all things, in all doctrine, and in all 
knowledge; that the preaching of Christ has been strengthened 
in us, so that we have no lack of any gift, and only wait for the 
revelation of our Lord Jesus Christ. How much more therefore 
should we be zealous in the direction of our holy missionary duty, 
and not grow weary in the propagation of the true gospel! L. F. 


A "Lutheran Intelligence Bureau," through which "Lutherans may 
find one another," is being planned by one Rev. Gearhart, D. D., 
of the General Synod, by obtaining the addresses of Lutheran 
members of the congregation.

But at 
any rate, the compilation of a list, according to which a multitude 
of Lutherans will be reachable by mail, is a business enterprise; 
for such address lists are 
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for various purposes, including political and business ones, and 
since one does not know what will be done with this Lutheran list, 
one should not encourage it. In general, no one has the right to 
reveal the name of another for purposes he does not know 
exactly, and least of all should a pastor expose his congregation 
members to harassment he does not want to be responsible for 


by supplying their addresses. A. G.

Ecclesiastical Involvement in "Cremations". In response to an 
inquiry as to how pastors should behave in cases of 
"cremations", the Consistory of West Prussia replied that a 
pastor is neither entitled nor obliged to perform official acts in 
cases of cremation of corpses. The reason given was that the 
burning of corpses was against church custom. This is true. But 
it should be especially emphasized that in our time the burning 
of corpses has become a symbol or outward emblem of unbelief, 
just as, for example, the red flag in our time characterizes the 
anarchists. He who marches behind a red flag is taken by friend 
and foe for an anarchist; he who is a supporter of the burning of 
corpses is taken by believers and unbelievers for an enemy of 
the Christian church and especially of the Christian faith in the 
resurrection. Thus neither a Christian nor a Christian preacher 
can have anything to do with the burning of corpses. F.

The papacy seeks to spread everywhere and in all ways. This 
is also felt by the German regional churches. Thus, the 
Brandenburg Consistory recently considered it its duty to draw 
the attention of the superintendents there to the expansionism of 
the Roman Catholic Church in a circular letter. Everywhere, 
especially in the large cities, the church is trying to expand with 
all the means at its disposal. In the Roman hospitals, only the 
best personnel were employed; those living in mixed marriages 
were frequently visited by the priests, so that the children would 
not be baptized Protestant, but Catholic. The Consistory sees a 
danger in this, which the Protestant pastors should seriously try 
to counteract. - Here in America we have the same experience. 
Just look at how anti-Christianity is spreading, especially in our 
large cities, how the Roman prelates obtain large sums of money 
from rich people, who often do not belong to their church, for their 
purposes, for churches, orphanages, hospitals, educational 
institutions and schools, how they know how to employ the most 
skilful nurses in their charitable institutions, and the like. So it is 
also important for us to be constantly on our guard and not to let 
up with our testimony against the pope and his church.

The humiliation and exaltation of Christ. 


Jesus is the Christ, our mediator and Saviour. He came 
to save that which was lost, to redeem us, and to bring us to 
glory. To this end he proclaimed to the world that he alone 
is the way, the truth, and the life. And as the true high priest, 
he offered up to God in our stead the obedience and 
atonement which we owed him. As the head of his church at 
last, he governs all things for the salvation and speedy 
glorification of his church. As our prophet, high priest, and 
king, Christ thus exercises his office of mediator and 
redeemer, as has been explained in the three preceding 
articles. 

But in order to carry out the duties of his office, Christ had 
to descend to the deepest depths of shame and suffering in 
order to redeem us from sin, and then he had to enter into 
glory himself in order to prepare the way for our entrance 
and reception into glory. The individual duties which his 
ministry laid upon him could not therefore be administered 
by Christ in the same way. When Christ suffered and died, 
the state in which he was must necessarily be different from 
his state in the resurrection, in the ascension, and in sitting 
at the right hand of God. Thus we see Christ in the 
performance of his ministry, first surrounded by lowliness, 
poverty, shame, and suffering, and then by majesty and 
glory. This twofold, completely different way of administering 
his ministry is what we call the two states of Christ: the first 
state, from the conception to the burial of Christ, is called the 
state of humiliation; the second state, from the coming to life 
to the last judgment and for all eternity, is called the state of 
exaltation. 

The scriptures also testify of these two states of Christ 
and distinguish and describe them clearly. Is. 52 and Ps. 22 
describe first the humiliation and then the exaltation of 
Christ. In the 8th Psalm the state of humiliation is described. 
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It describes the time when Christ was forsaken by God and 
the exaltation as the crowning with adornment and honor. 
Hebr. 2, 7. 8. cites this passage and refers it explicitly to 
Christ. Peter also testifies that the prophets in the Old 
Testament testified both of Christ: "The sufferings that were 
in Christ, and the glory that followed." 1 Pet. 1, 11. To this 
also Christ points when He cries out to His disciples, "Did not 
Christ have to suffer these things, and enter into His glory?" 
Luc. 24, 26. But Paul speaks most fully of the two states of 
Christ, when he Phil. 2, 5-11. Thus he writes: "Let every man 
be minded as Jesus Christ was, who, though he was in the 
form of God, yet thought it not robbery to be in the likeness 
of God; but put himself forth in the likeness of a servant, 
being made in the likeness of another man, and found in his 
ways to be a man; and humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of the cross. Wherefore 
God also hath highly exalted him, and given him a name 
which is above every name: that at the name of JEsu every 
knee should bow, of them which are in heaven, and in earth, 
and under the earth; and that every tongue should confess 
that JEsus Christ is the Lord, to the glory of God the Father." 
- Now what is the meaning of these two states, and wherein 
the humiliation and exaltation of Christ consists, we will now 
consider further. 

Let us ask first of all: Who has humbled himself? The 
answer is: by no means the divine nature of Christ. It is not 
the case with humiliation as many newer theologians think. 
The Son of God did not strip off a number of divine attributes 
in order to take on human nature. The nature of the Son of 
God did not become less and poorer in humiliation. Of God 
it is written, "Thou remainest as thou art." Ps. 102:28. The 
same is true of the nature of the Son. One of the divine 
attributes is precisely immutability. Just as God cannot 
cease to be God, He cannot cease to be omnipotent, 
omniscient and omnipresent. 


God's attributes are not a dress which his nature could take 
off. Where God is, there is his essence, there are also his 
attributes. That the Son of God should have left his attributes 
in heaven to become man on earth is as contrary to reason 
as it is to Scripture. In the Incarnation itself, therefore, there 
was no humiliation, although Christ was in a state of 
humiliation from the first moment of His Incarnation. The 
Incarnation, like the visible intercourse of God in Paradise, 
and the action and indwelling of the Holy Spirit in the hearts 
of men, is indeed a gracious condescension of God, but it is 
not a humiliation. Because the Son of God took human 
nature into his person and shared it with others, human 
nature became infinitely richer, but divine nature was not the 
least bit poorer. What was gain for human nature was not 
loss for divine nature. It shares itself without forgiving itself. 
Rather, humiliation presupposes the incarnation. It was for 
this very purpose that the Son of God became man, that he 
might humble himself, which was impossible for divine 
nature as such. 

Now if the divine nature has not become less _ in 
humiliation, neither does the exaltation of Christ consist in 
the divine nature of Christ being made higher and more 
glorious. As the divine nature cannot become less than it is, 
so neither can it become greater than it is. God is the Most 
High, and there is nothing higher that can become God. God 
is the Most Blessed, and there is nothing more blessed for 
God to aspire to. There is nothing whereby the divine nature 
of Christ could be enriched. And further, because the divine 
nature laid aside no attributes in the Incarnation, it cannot 
have received any back in the exaltation of Christ. In short, 
as the divine nature was not abased, neither was it exalted. 
The exaltation, therefore, does not consist in the laying aside 
of human nature, which, of course, would have to be the 
case if the abasement consisted in the Incarnation. It is true 
that

All sorts of things from the reports of our 
missionaries. 


Missionary Nather writes in his July report about lack of 


no longer in possession of the divine majesty, did not consist 
the humiliation. Rather, in the state of humiliation Christ had 
all the divine attributes even as a man. Luther says, "All things 
belonged to Christ from the first moment of His conception." 
All the divine attributes were at His disposal even in His 
deepest humiliation. In His humiliation Christ was omnipotent, 
omniscient, and omnipresent. Just as the Son of God could 
not lay aside the possession of the divine attributes in order 
to become man, so Christ, the God-man, could lay aside the 
possession of the divine attributes as man without annulling 
the personal union. So long as human nature in Christ 
remained imbued with the divine, so long was it also filled with 
the divine attributes, which cannot be but from the divine 
nature. In the incarnate Word dwelt all the fullness of the 
Godhead bodily. Col. 2, 9. And Christ also proved this by the 
numerous miracles that revealed His glory as the glory of the 
only begotten Son of the Father. Joh. 1, 14. 2, 11. 11, 40. 
Accordingly, the exaltation could not consist in Christ's 
resurrection, for example, when he again took possession of 
divine majesty according to his human nature. Christ was in 
possession of all divine majesty, as God from eternity by’ 
virtue of his birth from the Father, and as man from the time 
of his conception by the Virgin Mary. Through his exaltation, 
therefore, Christ could not first come into possession of this 
majesty, even as aman. In the divine

Yes, the heathen country, and especially the East Indies, is a 
hard trodden road, a rocky soil, a field full of thorns and 
ithistles. And there our missionaries are to sow the good seed 
lof the divine Word. They, and we with them, must be patient, 
land trust in the promise of God that His Word shall not come 
to Him again void, but that it is as a fire, and as a hammer 
that breaketh in pieces rocks. In such confidence our 
missionary also labors and preaches on undaunted, and goes 
lagain and again to the places where he has preached before, 
land apparently without success. 

We want to show our readers "this time how Missionary 
Nather preached on July 7th in the interior of Krishnagiri on a 
street inhabited by Brahmins and how he fared there. He 
himself writes about it as follows: 

Most of my audience, which consisted of about 20 men, 
were advocates. An older man came up to me, greeted me 
land asked, "What did you come here for? What kind of work 
do you have to do here?" 

"| want to talk to you, that's my work. What kind of work 
do you do?" 

"O, | have work of my own -" he said, stretching. He did 
not like to say what kind. Later | learned that he was also an 
advocate. 

Me: "It is actually strange that everyone does a different 
job. | go and talk to the people, preach the Vedam 
(Scriptures) to them. They have work at home and in the 
fields (ne had indicated to me that he owned fields, which he 
also had to look after). In Bazar Street, through which | have 
just passed, there are merchants, bakers, tailors 
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post office clerks, carters, plumbers. Bricklayers build 
houses, carpenters do woodwork, weavers weave clothes, 
goldsmiths make jewels. The peasants plough, sow, reap. 
The Kurumber herd sheep and cows, etc., etc. What is it set 
up for?" 

"God made it that way!" 

"Yea, for what purpose did he so arrange it? Robinson 
Crusoe, of whom those of you who read English books may 
have heard, lived on a desert island and had to be his own 
mason, carpenter, weaver, tailor, cobbler, farmer, 
herdsman, cook, etc.! This was very primitive and poor, 
because he had no help. So why don't people here always 
work at the same thing and each for himself?" 

"To help each other!" 

"Good, more. To build a house, to weave a dress, etc., | 
do not understand. | do not have the strength to carry abeam 
up to the house. So because | don't understand everything 
and don't have the physical strength to do everything, others 
must do the work for me instead." 

"Yes, what are you saying all this for? You should be 
teaching your Vedam!" 


So it is going on uneasily now. | continue: "I shall teach 
you the Vedam. Just wait a little. | can also talk to you about 
something else. Don't you admit that what | said was right?" 

"O yes." 

"If you want to make it quite clear, think of a newborn 
child! Can it do any work?" 

"No." 

"It can't even walk! But how can it stay alive without 
working?" 

"The parents take care of the child!" 

"That's right. The parents work instead of the child. "If 
they didn't, the child would die. Let me give you another 
example. There are many advocates among you. Now, if a 
poor man is innocently sued - perhaps he is even unjustly 
accused of murder! - and not only does he not know the law, 
but he does not know how to speak before the high court, 
what must he do to avoid losing his liberty or his life? Must 
he not seek a lawyer to speak in his stead, to defend him, 
etc. ?" - 

After the listeners had openly admitted that in order to 
preserve and regain this earthly life, others must work, 
suffer, and toil in our place, the meeting took place amid 
much contradiction. | describe how much higher heaven is 
than earth, how much more important eternal life is than 
temporal life, how much weaker we are spiritually than 
physically - yes, dead in sins, how much more impossible it 
is, therefore, to preserve eternal life by our own strength, 
wisdom, knowledge, with our own merit, to win freedom from 
death and damnation, etc. Another must do this in our stead, 
and none other than God himself, and God has done it. Out 
of infinite love he became man, our brother, fulfilled justice 
for us by obedience, by fulfilling the commandment of love, 
bore all our punishment, and bled himself to death for us. He 
was raised from the dead and brought forgiveness, 
righteousness, life and blessedness to light for us.

received life again. He ascended into heaven and is our 
eternal advocate before the throne of God. Whoever holds to 
him through true faith, whoever is baptized and becomes his 
disciple, has forgiveness, life and salvation. - 

But that didn't end as calmly as | could have written this.

But now | remembered an episode in Rajapuram where 
one also asked like that, and | replied - it was in 1891 - "What 
year are we writing?" "1891." "Well, so many years ago 
Christ was born!" "Etsch! wrong! Christ was born five years 
before your era!" And an unparalleled uproar went up! - Here, 
too, the people evidently wanted to put me in such a fix. | 
therefore answered, at any rate more correctly than at that 
time: "Christ was born of two things: 1. as God from God from 
eternity, 2. as man nineteen centuries ago!"

A Legacy. On April 14, 1894, died at Terre Haute, Ind, widow 
Caroline Wahler. In her will she bequeathed real estate valued 
at over $20,000.00 to the congregation at Terre Haute, Ind. of 
which she had been a faithful member for many years, with the 
provision that the proceeds be used only for the salary of the 
pastor and for the school. She further directed that out of her 
estate -5000.00 be applied to a scholarship for our Concordia 
College at St. Louis and -5000.00 for Concordia College at Fort 
Wayne. These endowments shall bear the names: Thomas and 
Caroline Voter Fund. From the proceeds one student each is to 
be provided for during his period of study at the institution in 
question. In order to raise these sums, the testator had ordered 
in her will that certain real estate be sold for this purpose - but 
the trustees of our institutions did not consider it advisable to sell 
the land at knock-down prices in view of the devaluation of the 
real estate that would soon take place here, but rather acquired 
it themselves. Thus, real estate and securities in the amount of 
$10,000.00 have now been transferred to the trustees of our 
institutions. The income from rents etc. will from now on be used 
in accordance with the will. H. K. 

A few weeks ago, the Pittsburg Synod, which belongs to the 
General Council, met in Altoona, Pa. According to the report of 
the "Lutheran Church Gazette" published in the circle of the 
Council, the negotiations were in part strange and were 
conducted in a nativist, anti-German spirit. There were theses 
about education and mission. One of the latter stated: "To fulfill 
our mission on our territory we need a) more ministers, b) preach the 
Gospel in the languages of all the immigrants, c) look more diligently 
after and make better provision for the anglicizing of their 
children, . But finally, so as not to offend the Germans in the 
Synod too much, the last words of the thesis were changed in 
such a way that they read: "for their Anglicized children."" The 
same sentiment, however, showed itself again in some of the 
speeches made in the evening before the German congregation 
hosting the Synod and the Synod members on "education." One 
of the speakers even stooped to the statement, "We have given 
up the parochial school system. Had we done so earlier, we 
would have hundreds of thousands of able members whom we 
have now lost." Thus only one 


who simply knows nothing of the history of the Lutheran Church 
in America and of the blessing of proper parochial schools, and 
who himself bears the Lutheran name only as a figurehead. It 
was gratifying to note that opposition to this charge was raised 
by a respected member of the General Council. Dr. Weidner, 
professor at the English Theological Seminary in Chicago, 
"emphasized, in direct contrast to the previous speech, the 
inadequacy of the free religious schools, and desired that all 
Lutheran pastors, of whatever language they might belong, 
should be given the free school buildings during the summer 
months to teach religious instruction; he praised the Missouri 
Synod for being "the only organization in this country up to now 
which has solved the problem of Christian education, thanks to 
parochial schools, academies, seminaries for teachers and 
preachers". LiF: 
Parochial Schools. The Synod of Virginia, belonging to the 
"United Synod of the South," at its last meeting recommended 
the establishment of parochial schools. "If this is done"-says a 
report in the "Workman"-"it will be a great advance in the direction 
of Christian civilization." Indeed! But especially will parochial 
schools, if otherwise right, be planting places for Christian 
communities, and preparatory schools for heaven. F. P.

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The humiliation and heating of Christ. 


(Conclusion.) 


In the humiliation and exaltation of Christ we have to do 
not with the possession but with the use of the divine 
majesty, Christ was in divine form, he was rich. To Him 
belonged the divine majesty with all its attributes even as 
man. But he humbled himself; he became poor. 2 Cor. 8:9. 
of him the church sings, "He putteth forth all his power, and 
becometh lowly and mean, and taketh upon him the form of 
a servant, the Creator of all things." He became less than the 
angels, the least, the most despised and unworthy. He 
renounced the complete and constant use of his divine 
attributes. He did not walk on earth in the glory and clarity 
that He had with the Father. Joh. 17, 5. He did not consider 
ita robbery to be equal with God. Phil. 2, 6. 7. With His divine 
attributes He did not rule and reign at will. He put limits upon 
himself in the use of his majesty. And even then, when he let 
his glory shine in miracles, it was not to gain recognition and 
honor for himself, but for the sake of the people he wanted 
to save. Thus, he did not appear like a god, but rather walked 
on earth like a poor, lowly human being. He was like another 
man and was found to be like a man in his actions. Luther 
says of the inconspicuous life of Jesus: "He used everything 
like another man, such as eating, drinking, sleeping, waking, 
walking, standing, hungering, thirsting, freezing, sweating, 
getting tired, working, clothing, living, praying, and 
everything else like a man lives toward God and the world. 
Which he might have left all, and as a god go and be 
otherwise: but being made like a man, he suffered him also 
to go as aman, and received it as a man that might; and yet 
showed his divine power, wherein he was." E. A. 8, 170. 
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Yes, heaven and earth with all their treasures were his, 
and yet he allowed himself to be crowded into a stable, into 
the manger. From him the birds received their nests, and the 
foxes their dens, and yet he had not where to lay his head. 
Matth. 8, 20. With one word he could have turned all the 
stones into bread in the wilderness, but he withheld the word 
and hungered. Though omnipresence was at his command, 
yet he wandered laboriously up and down the Jewish 
country. He had omniscience, and yet he hid the day of 
judgment from himself. Marc. 13, 32. He gave out all the joys 
of heaven, and yet the Lord hungered and thirsted, tired and 
slept, mourned and wept. Hebr. 12, 1. 2. Matth. 4, 2. Joh. 4, 
7. Marc. 4, 38. Joh. 4, 6. He was the Lord of all lords, and yet 
he became a servant and served instead of being served. 
Matth. 20, 28. The giver of the law let himself be put under 
the law and submitted to his parents and the authorities. Gal. 
4, 4. 5. Luc. 2, 51. Luc. 19, 10. 11. Matth. 17, 27. With one 
look He could have crushed all His enemies, but He held 
back His look and let Himself be persecuted, taken, scourged 
and crucified. So instead of stretching out the arm of his 
omnipotence against his enemies, he held it out to himself, 
and let all his strength pass over him, and delivered himself 
into the hands of his enemies. All the legions of angels were 
at his beck and call, but he allowed himself to be bound and 
commanded Petro to sheathe his sword. In His great 
weakness in Gethsemane, He, the Almighty, allowed Himself 
to be strengthened by an angel. Luc. 22, 43. He took upon 
himself the shame of death on the curse wood of the cross, 
to whom belonged all the glory in heaven and on earth. Phil. 
2, 8. Yes, this is the humiliation, that Christ, though he was 
rich, yet was poor, poor, inasmuch as he did not use the 
divine majesty which he had, and which he might well have 
used. And - oh how consoling! - All this for our sake, that we 
through his poverty might be made rich. 

Corresponding to the humiliation, the exaltation now also 
consists in the fact that Christ, after His 


human nature has again entered into the full and unceasing 
use of his divine majesty. God hath highly exalted Christ, and 
hath given him a name which is above every name. Phil. 2. 
with glory and honour hath he crowned him. Hebr. 2, 9. 
Christ has entered into his glory. Luc. 24, 26. all authority in 
heaven and on earth has been given to Him. Matth. 28, 18. 
But all this not as if Christ had only received the possession 
of his majesty in the exaltation. Christ only assumed the 
constant and complete use of His divine attributes. As 
exalted, Christ now no longer holds to himself with his divine 
power and majesty.

Christ puts away poverty, shame, and torment, and 
the form of a servant. He tramples all his enemies under his 
foot.

19. with a transfigured body he emerges victorious from the 
grave. Phil. 3, 21. He now lives and does not die anymore. 
Rom. 6, 9. Revelation 1, 18. In triumph he visibly ascends to 
heaven. Marc. 16, 19. Apost. 1, 9. Ps. 47. He sits down at 
the right hand of the power of His Father and takes over the 
government of the world. And in all His glory, surrounded by 
all the holy angels, He will be resplendent in the judgment of 
the world.

Wangerin, the missionary for the deaf and dumb, was 
introduced into his sphere of activity among the deaf and 
dumb in Milwaukee. With evident joy all the assembled deaf- 
mutes gave their answer by standing up when | asked them 
if they now also greeted and welcomed the young missionary 
who, by God's grace, wanted to dwell and work among them. 
This silent, speechless crowd 
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has, for more than a year, been regularly attending one of the 
Lutheran churches in Milwaukee every month, often in very 
inclement weather, from distant parts of the city, as often as 
| have hurried to join them in the evening for services from 
Chicago. - 

What is the situation in Louisville, where a missionary has 
also been active since September 6? | want to tell you about 
that, too. Soon after our synod in Fort Wayne, | inquired of 
the deaf-mutes in Louisville what the situation was with 
regard to church care among them; our synod had decided 
on a mission among the deaf-mutes, and they were 
considering sending a missionary to Louisville as well. In the 
reply received, it was said that all the deaf-mutes had 
unanimously declared that they would be glad to have a 
pastor of their own in their midst, that they would welcome 
him very cordially, and that he should only be sent very soon. 


For twenty years there has been a "Bible class" among 


them, in which the letter writer has been the teacher for six 
years, and he has often prayed to God that a more skilful and 
capable man would take his place, as he is only an untrained 
deaf and dumb layman. Now he saw clearly that God had 
heard his prayer, and by God's grace he expected great 
blessings from the missionary work of the pastor they had in 
prospect. When he was introduced, all who could be present 
were present and showed their joy that there was now a man 
in their midst who would devote his time and strength to their 
eternal salvation. But who is not astonished that for twenty 
years in Louisville a small silent group has been gathering in 


a "Bible class," reading the Bible silently, one of them 


standing up and making a few remarks in the silent sign 
language, then all rising and praying silently together, and 
thus holding their service every Sunday? Must we not then 
rejoice in their love for God's Word, and at the same time 
realize that we should now also joyfully support the mission 
among these silent ones in the land? 

The work in this new mission field has now begun. It is a 
laborious and arduous work, which requires much patience, 
merciful love, and self-denial. To learn sign language and to 
preach in it is by no means the missionary work to be done 
among the deaf and dumb. Catechism must be practiced with 
them. To explain concepts to a man who cannot hear and 
speak is not always such an easy matter as could be settled 
in a few sentences. How difficult it often is, and how laborious 
and slow it often is to give comprehensible instruction to such 
deaf-mutes, who have little or no training, can only be judged 
by those who have tried. The instruction must be given in the 
most childlike, simple and clear manner. Our missionaries 
can usually give their lessons only in the evening, because 
the deaf-mutes are at their work during the day. In the various 
parts of the city where the deaf and dumb live together, our 
preachers have to set up small flappes, which they teach 
either in the schoolroom or in the homes of the deaf and 
dumb. This is a work in which progress can only be slow. 
Besides 


In addition to teaching catechism and biblical history, our 
missionaries must also teach sign language after they have 
acquired it. Not all deaf-mutes are able to speak sign 
language, but they can soon learn it if they are not too old 
and completely untrained. So our dear missionaries among 
the deaf and dumb do not lack work. But shall they lack the 
means of subsistence in their work? - To this question, dear 
Christian, give your answer as soon as possible in the 
receipts of this journal for the "Mission to the Deaf and Dumb. 

But before | close these lines, | feel compelled, for the 
sake of the poor deaf-mutes, to call attention to our dear 
institution for the deaf-mutes in North Detroit, and specifically 
to an expense which has recently arisen for this institution, 
but which was absolutely necessary if we want to expect 
blessed success from the mission among the deaf-mutes, 
especially in our congregations. What a great blessing the 
institution for the deaf and dumb in North Detroit has been 
for many years is well known in many parts of our synod. It 
is a Christian school for the deaf and dumb children. God's 
word rules there. They are taught to blessedness. The 
children learn what sin and grace are. They are shown the 
sinful corruption and the Savior who has bought them dearly. 
A pupil at this institution is to learn there to give an account 
of his faith. He also learns it, if the parents only leave him 
there long enough until his confirmation. Never have | 
realized so clearly what a rich blessing emanates from our 
institution as in the last two years in which | have been active 
in the mission for the deaf and dumb. | have become 
acquainted with more than a thousand different deaf-mutes 
in various states. Most of them had received their education 
in state schools for the deaf and dumb. They have often been 
able to write very fine, quite correct letters. But how little, how 
very little, they often knew of the one thing that was needed! 
How very different, how much more pleasant it was in this 
respect with the deaf-mutes who had visited our institution in 
Detroit! 

But all the deaf-mute pupils who had completed their 
course there had one great deficiency: they did not 
understand sign language, because it was not taught. They 
had received their education in spoken language, and in this 
respect were almost always ahead of the pupils of the state 
institutions. Now they can use spoken language very well in 
their intercourse with the family and with other sensible 
people, but in their intercourse with their fellow sufferers, with 
deaf-mutes, they cannot use it. Deaf-mutes use only sign 
language among themselves. Even sermons can be 
preached to the deaf and dumb only in sign language, so that 
they are quickly understood. As wonderful as it is that a deaf- 
mute learns the spoken language, it is equally desirable that 
he understands sign language in addition to the spoken 
language. The praiseworthy authorities of the Deaf and 
Dumb Institute in North Detroit have also recognized this and 
since September have employed a competent teacher for 
sign language. This teacher is also deaf and dumb and it is 
to be expected that our deaf and dumb children will benefit 
from her. 
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Pupils will make good progress in sign language and in the 
English language. All parents who wish to give their deaf- 
mute children a good and Christian education, so that they 
learn above all the best and most blessed truths, and are 
then also well equipped with good knowledge for this life, 
now know where to send their child. The dear brothers in the 
ministry should now make the wonderful blessing of our 
institution in North Detroit known in the community. Then it 
will not be lacking that one will have a mite left for it even 
more than before. Due to the new teacher, larger monthly 
expenses have arisen, which must be covered by support. In 
addition, necessary improvements to the_ institution's 
property have caused an expenditure of about H400.00, 
which has been undertaken and carried out in the 
expectation that it will be supported by dear fellow Christians. 
This support will also be forthcoming. God forbid! A. Reinke. 


Tenth Report of the Commission on Negro 
Mission of the "Evangelical Lutheran Synodal 
Conference of North America”. 

(In excerpt.) 


Again two years have passed since our last report. This 
time also we may joyfully boast to the glory of God: The Lord 
has been kind to us and has made his face shine upon us, 
so that our work has not been in vain in the Lord, and through 
our poor work many a soul has been converted from 
darkness to light and from the power of Satan to God. 

In carrying out our missionary work, we also had to 
struggle a great deal in these two years against shortages in 
our treasury, which is also the reason why many things 
necessary for the furtherance of the mission had to be left 
undone. For example, we received abundant donations for 
the construction of individual church and school buildings in 
response to our appeal, which we gratefully acknowledge; on 
the other hand, contributions for our current expenses flowed 
so sparsely that we felt compelled to spend those funds 
temporarily on the salaries of our missionary workers, if the 
entire mission was not to come to a standstill. Of course, this 
is hardly strange in view of the oppressive business situation 
of the last few years, and is an experience that most missions 
now have to lament; nevertheless, more could certainly be 
done if there were more love for this mission and more zeal 
for it in all our congregations. If we want to carry on negro 
missions successfully, we must not expect to be able to do 
so with as few means as some other missions; for it is not 
only a matter of sending and maintaining mission workers, 
but also of procuring and maintaining church and school 
property. For the Negroes are not only too poor to do this 
themselves, they have not yet learned to handle money, 
especially in such a way that the Kingdom of God is built by 
it; nevertheless, it cannot be denied that our Negro 
congregations have made a good start in this respect. Our 
monthly current expenses for salaries and for subsistence 
are as follows 
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Our missionary papers, of which the "Missionary Dove" was 
read in 16, 192 copies, and the "Pioneer" in 4071 copies, 
have brought a net profit in the two years, the "Missionary 
Dove" §2018. 26, the "Pioneer" $181. 74, together §2200. 

Our former oldest station, Little Rock, A rk., we have had 
to give up, as was feared two years ago. The Commission 
was also convinced by one of its members on the spot that 
the few members who were still loyal to us could be provided 
for elsewhere. Under these circumstances, it seemed 
advisable to us, given the state of emergency of our 
treasury, to discontinue the station. Pastor Bapler of the 
German congregation in Little Rock reports that the faithful 
negroes come to his church when he has English services 
in the evening, which is once a month. He also holds a 
special service for the Negroes once a month. This was 
done first in a private house, then, as the chapel is not yet 
sold, in this one. Some pews the negroes have had made 
for themselves. During the months of July and August, his 
vacation time, Pastor Bapler holds services for them every 
Sunday evening. They also hold Sunday school among 
themselves, and he takes care of them as much as possible. 
The people do not give up hope that the mission there will 
be resumed, and perhaps we will have a similar fate with 
Little Rock as we had with Meherrin, which was 
discontinued, but after two years had to be resumed, and 
has since then made a prosperous progress. 


Now, as usual, let's introduce our actual stations in order, 
starting with 


New Orleans. 


1. Mount Zion, founded in 1878, now our oldest station. The 
missionary of this station is Rev. E. W. Kuss. His associates 
are Teachers E. Vix and D. Meibohm. The property of this 
station is situated on the southwest corner of Franklin and 
Thalia St., with a frontage of 118 feet on Franklin and 96 feet 
on Thalia St. The buildings are a two-class school, 70x32 
feet, which will seat about 200 pupils, and a new church, 
about 60x30 feet, which will have room for 250 persons, is 
under construction on the same site where the old 
demolished church stood. The same is contracted for §2500. 
The property, when the church is completed, will be worth at 
least §8500. The resolutions of the venerable Synodal 
Conference of 1892 and 1894 could unfortunately not yet be 
fully carried out, but are, as stated, in the process of 
execution. In addition to many deficiencies and cases of sin, 
which made it necessary to exclude sagar, a true, living 
Christianity is evident in most of the members of the 
congregation. Confirmed were in the two years 13, baptized 
10, buried 5, married a couple. The number of souls in the 
congregation is 244, including 81 communicating members. 
The average attendance at church services is 85. The 
Sunday school numbers 157 and the weekly school 150 
pupils. The attendance in the 


Upper class is very regular. In funds the municipality has 
raised §630 in the two years. 

2. St. Paul, founded in 1881. The pastor is Mr. Missionary 
F. J. Lankenau, who himself holds school in the upper class, 
and at the lower class is Miss H. Holland. The station 
property is on Annette St., between Claiborne and Derbigny, 
and measures 90x120 feet. On this stands a church, 28x55 
feet, together with confirmation room, and a two-story school 
building, 24x45 feet. The whole property is worth about 
§5000. The number of souls has increased by 22 since the 
last report and now amounts to 180, including 86 
communicating members. There are 2 adults and 10 
children baptized, 4 adults and 12 children confirmed. The 
Sunday services are attended by about 100 and the weekly 
services by 60 mostly adults. The number of pupils in the 
weekly school varies between 125-160, and in the Sunday 
school between 70-80. A predominantly Christian change 
prevails in the congregation, and has raised the same during 
the last two years §639. 85. Moreover, the people have 
painted their church themselves and intend to do the same 
with the school; they have also paid the insurance premiums 
for church and school themselves. For some time now the 
congregation has been sending regular monthly 
contributions of §10 to the missionary fund. 

This station was founded in 1887 by Missionary Aug. 
Burgdorf, who served as pastor until his departure a year 
ago due to illness. His successor in the office is Missionary 
J. KoBmann, who was introduced by Missionary Lankenau 
on November 10, 1895. The teachers in the school are Mr. 
E. Rischow for the upper class and Mr. C. Niewedde for the 
lower class since April 1895. The property of this station is 
situated at the corner of Washington Ave. and Dryades St. 
The square is 60x150 feet. On it is a church, 28x50, with 
confirmation room, and a two-story school building, 24x45 
feet. The whole represents a value of about §6500. 27 souls 
have been added to the congregation since the last meeting 
of the honorable Synodal Conference. 12 were baptized and 
12 confirmed. 3 couples were copulated and 6 persons died. 
Thus the number of souls is now 151, including 64 
communicating members. The average number in the 
church services is 87. The weekly school has 150 pupils and 
the Sunday school the same number. Mr. Pastor KoBmann 
wrote on June 30: "Since | have been here, that is, since 
November 1895, this ward has raised §421.04, plus a box 
stock of §89. 22, makes §510. 26." 

Before we leave New Orleans, we would like to note that 
our mission property there is in good condition; all three 
stations have spacious and new churches and schools. The 
payment for the Zion Church, which is_ still under 
construction, will, however, be of concern to the 
Commission.

The "Evangelisch-Lutherische Blatter" give an interesting 
and gratifying report on the growth of the Southern District of our 
Synod. It must be borne in mind that in the Southern District the 
gathering of Lutheran congregations is connected with special 
difficulties. The German immigration to the Southern States is 
small, and those Germans who were originally Lutherans or who 
wanted to be Lutherans have been living in the South for a long 
time, but are mostly involved in lodges or irreligious church 
fellowships or are otherwise alienated from the Lutheran 
Church. It often takes years of work for small groups to form 
congregations, and even more years for these congregations to 
become strong enough to have a pastor. Nevertheless, by God's 
grace, the Southern District has made great progress. So the 
report before us says, "It is a wonder before our eyes that so 
great a thing has been accomplished. Where ten years ago 
God's pure Word was preached by 25 pastors in 59 different 
places, it is now done by 57 pastors in no less than 131 places, 
and where then 7915 souls were under the sound of this Word, 
there are now 17, 752, an increase of nearly 10,000 souls in ten 
years. Where in 1885 there were only 3781 confirmed Lutheran 
Christians, there are now 9378, an increase of nearly 5600, and 
almost in the same measure the other numbers have increased. 
Only in one case has the increase been relatively small, namely 
in the number of parish school teachers, which has risen only 
from 18 to 23. But this is explained by the fact that the parishes 
are still small and poor and it is too difficult for them to employ a 
teacher in addition to the pastor, in which case, however, the 
pastors always provide the necessary school instruction in 
addition to their actual ministry. Thus, in 1895, in addition to the 
23 teachers, 37 pastors still regularly held school, and both 
together taught 2817 children, as opposed to 1458 in 1885, in 
the pure teaching of catechism and other necessary subjects." 
Praise be to God for all! F. P. 

The first Evangelical Lutheran congregation of deaf-mutes has 
recently organized in Chicago. The congregation numbers 16 
voting members and has elected two superintendents. The 
pastor of the congregation is Mr. ik. Reinke, who for a time 
preached to the deaf and dumb in sign language. This church 
formation is already a fruit of the blessed ministry of Bro. Reinke 
among the deaf and dumb of Chicago. The legal name of the 
congregation is, "First Evangelical Lutheran deaf-mute 
Congregation of our Saviour." May God now grant that this 
congregation may become in His hand of grace a means of 
leading many more deaf-mutes of Chicago to the knowledge of 
their Savior, who has also redeemed them with distant blood 
and wants to have them also in His heaven. By the way, there 
are more than 16 people in the new congregation. In addition to 
the 16 members who are entitled to vote, there are also a 
number of people who are not yet 21 years old or have not yet 
been confirmed. Furthermore, a number of women and virgins 
belong to the congregation. F..P. 

In 1898 the ministry of Pennsylvania, the oldest belonging to 
the General-Concil 


Synod, the 150th anniversary of its existence. Already 
preparations are being made for this celebration. An English 
history of the ministry is to be published in such a way that the 
proceedings of the ministry during the last fifty years will be 
carefully and accurately reprinted. Furthermore, a Jubilee Fund 
of -150,000 is to be raised to relieve the Synod's institutions 
entirely of their debts in the Jubilee year, and to extend the 
educational and missionary activities. This fund is to be collected 
in such a way that the individual conferences are instructed to 
raise a certain sum according to their prosperity and their 
willingness to make sacrifices. The plan is that in each of the nine 
Conferences a contribution of 85 cents up to -3. 13 per capita is 
to be levied. However, this plan meets with opposition in some 
circles of the Ministry, and voices are being raised which claim 
that it is impossible to raise this sum. In order to arouse general 
interest in the matter, however, a quarterly journal will be 
published from now on under the title "Unser Jubilaum" ("Our 
Jubilee"), which will at the same time contain some news from 
the history of the Ministry and be distributed free of charge in the 
communities. The first number, which has just appeared, shares 
some figures that clearly show the growth of the Lutheran Church 
in America. While in 1748 there was 1 synod, 12 pastors, 33 
congregations and 3600 members, in 1896 there are 61 synods, 
5725 pastors, 9573 congregations and 1, 402, 189 members. Of 
these, 314 pastors, 484 congregations, and 123, 689 members 
fall to the ministry. L. F. 


In New York a new paper in the interest of the mission to the 
Jews has been published in English since August 8: "The 
Christian Israelite." The same is published by the proselyte Alex. 
Schapp, who is employed by the Swedish Augustan Synod as a 
missionary to the Jews in New York. The interesting and faith- 
strengthening description of the life of our deceased faithful 
missionary D. Landsmann, which is currently appearing in the 
"Witness of Truth", will also be published in English translation in 
this journal.

Even worldlings take offence at this, 
as a local political paper said of one such preacher that "he might 
have been more applauded for his campaign speech if he had 
not delivered it in a gown and with most improper use of a Bible 
verse."

Under the direction of the Rev. Dr. Donald McLeod, the 
"Moderator of the Church of Scotland", a festive celebration took 
place, in which one of the preachers, York Hunter, in an address 
sought to justify and defend the method of burial by fire. Whether 
this piece of paganism really has greater appeal in England?

"2. if it finds the charges to be valid, to make an earnest 
attempt to right those who have erred by instruction and 
admonition from and with the word of God, and to urge them 
to acknowledge the wrong done as such, and to make 
amends according to their ability. 

"3. To report as soon as possible on the result of their 
surveys and the success or possible failure of their efforts, as 
well as in general on the state of affairs in the Michigan Synod 
through the organs of the individual synods belonging to the 
Synodical Conference, and thus to enable the other synods 
and their members to know what position they are to take 
toward the Michigan Synod." 

Soon after the meeting of the Synodal Conference, the 
chairman of the Commission informed Praeses Bohner of the 
measure taken by the Synodal Conference and of the 
instruction issued to this Commission. As an answer he 
received the following: 

"Marshall, Mich. August 24, 1896. "Prof. 
Grabner, St. Louis, Mo. 
"Esteemed Professor. 


"| have received your letter and take the liberty of 
replying to it as follows: 

"We adhere to the fact that the honorable Synodal 
Conference has no right to bring individual members of our 
Synod before its forum and to sit in judgment on them, but 
must first deal with the Synod as such. 

"We demand that our Synod be allowed to preserve its 
right to act, judge and decide on the events of this year 
without being disturbed, before others judge on them. 
Thereafter we are be- 


We are prepared to act with others and will not 
withhold our judgement at all. 


"We demand that the defendants, whether individuals or 
the entire Synod, be informed of the charges and given four 
weeks to prepare for their responsibility. The maneuver of 
assaulting people with accusations on the part of this 
opposition has already been practiced on us many times. 

"We are ready at our next synodal meeting to appoint a 
commission to negotiate with that commission and to bring 
forward our complaints against the opposition; for our synod 
truly has cause to complain. 

"We firmly demand, as our right, that the above demands 
be respected. Every Synod has been allowed to deliberate 
on its affairs without continual disturoance. We are struck by 
the haste with which this charge is being pursued. It almost 
seems as if they could not wait to throw us out and 
compliment Wisconsin. 

"6. be the matter as it may, we will not enter into a 
discussion of the matter with others during the synodal 
session, since we can once again pass a synod in peace and 
quiet and order our affairs. 

"In communicating this to you as our resolution, after 
consultation with the other synodal officials and a number of 
pastors, | sign with all due respect your 

C. F. Bohner, President."

Immediately after his arrival in Sturgis, Mich., on the eve 
of the opening of the Synod, the chairman of the commission 
made a request to well-known members of the Michigan 
Synod for a preliminary meeting to initiate a fruitful 
negotiation and to eliminate any pending misconceptions, as 
they had evidently found expression in the letter of August 
24 from Praeses Boehner. This wish was not granted by the 
other side. The next day the members of the Commission 
attended the opening service in the church, as well as the 
first afternoon meeting, in which the organization took place 
and Pastor Boehner was re-elected as Synod President.

North Carolina. 

1st Concord. This station was established in 1891 by 
Missionary N. J. Bakke, who still serves it. The mission 
property is situated on a main street of the city, and is 75x160 
feet in size. On this stands a church 28x50 feet, which seats 
an audience of about 300. At times every seat is filled, the 
average number being about 100. Besides. 
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The church has a two-storey school building, built by the 
children of the Synodal Conference. It has room for 160 
children. 115 pupils have attended the school during this 
year. Mr. E. F. Rolf stands as teacher at the school. The 
Sunday school numbers 140 children and adults. The 
congregation consists of 138 souls, including 74| 
communicant members. 

2nd Rimertown. This station is eight miles from Concord, 
and is served by Missionary Bakke. It numbers 52 souls, 31 
communicants. A little church stands on an acre of land, 
which seats 150 persons. The services are usually attended 
by 50 to 60 hearers, mostly adults. 

3. Mount Pleasant, a town of 400 inhabitants, nine miles 
from Concord, a preaching place of Rev. Bakke. Until last 
winter the services, attended on an average by 40 persons, 
would be held in a public school-house, then the use of this| 
school was prohibited, and services are now held outside the 


little town in a negro hut, called a cotton-house. A 


congregation is in the making here. An indispensable need 
for the existence of this station would be a small church, 
which also served for school purposes. 

4th Claremont. This ward is formed of negroes formerly 


connected with "St. John's Church," Rev. Prof. Dau. It at 


present numbers only eight souls, five communicants, 
Services are held in a small negro schoolhouse, 2Z milecn 
from Claremont. Without a small house of worship the 
mission cannot prosper here either. A chapel could be built 
for §250. 

5 Lexington. The small Lutheran Negro settlement near 
Lexington consists of 25 souls with nine communicating 
members. The services are held in the town and in the 
country, and are attended by an average of 25 people. 

6. Salisbury. This is a flourishing town of 8000 inhabitants, 
and the centre of an important mission field. A congregation 
is not yet organized. A number of young people are receiving 
catechism instruction. At the beginning of June, student 
Volkert started a weekly school, which is attended by 45 
children. The weekly service is attended by about 25 adults. 
Through the school this station is entitled to the most 
beautiful hopes. 

7th Rockwell. This station has been served from 
Salisbury for about a year. It numbers 33 souls with 18 
communicating members. The services are held in a private 
house, where an average audience of 40 assembles. The 
Sunday school numbers 35 children. A chapel for about 250 
would be absolutely necessary. 

8 Gold Hill. This congregation, consisting of 28 souls, 16 
communicant members, whose services are attended by 50 
hearers, and its Sunday-school by 45 children, is also served 
from Salisbury. Nine persons are in class. There is plenty of 
material for the congregation. The Negro public school house 
is the meeting place for the congregation. At some time it 
may be turned out of it. Hence a little church for §250 would 
be much desired here also. 


9th Charlotte. This station was founded and is still served 
by the negro preacher W. P. Phifer, under the supervision of 
Missionary Bakke. The congregation numbers 54 souls with 
32 communicating members. The church, 28x47 feet, has 
room for 250 persons. The services are attended by an 
laverage audience of 50. The Sunday school numbers 90 and 
tthe weekly school was attended by 60 pupils. The 15x40 foot 
school building, in which the missionary's wife helps to hold 
school, was built by the congregation itself for §150 .90 
children have enjoyed Christian instruction here during the 
year. 

10th Meyer's Plantation. About three miles from Charlotte 
is a settlement of negroes, who have been without church 
attendance until the beginning of this year. There are about 
100 negroes here working a part of a large plantation, the 
owner of which is called Meyer. Missionary Phifer has 
lorganized a Sunday school of 60 children here. Every 
Sunday morning church service and school are held under 
the shade of the trees. About 25 adults attend the services. 
A chapel would also be absolutely necessary here. 

Eleventh Greensboro. This is a town of 10,000 
inhabitants, including about 3000 negroes. All sects are 
represented among them. After Missionary Schmidt was 
ordained July 29, 1894, he began his work in Greensboro, 
first with 2 women and 3 children. Under God's gracious 
guidance, the number of souls has increased to 63, with 8 
communicating members. The missionary has confirmed 7, 
baptized 56. 6 adults and one child are still in class. 
Attendance at church services is very regular, averaging 41, 
but the number has already risen to 150 and more. The 
weekly school numbers 84 children, with a daily attendance 
lof 47 on the average. 37 contributions have been received in 
this ward. Misfion property does not yet exist in Greensboro. 
Services are held on the second floor of a lodge hall. Five 
dollars rent must be paid monthly for the use of this hall. The 
procurement of a property and a church or school should be 
an indispensable necessity for a further effectiveness in 
Greensboro. The negroes here are mostly industrious, quiet 

eople. They have begun to collect among themselves for the 
urchase of a place. Besides Sunday services, the 
issionary holds services during the week with catechism 
nd singing lessons. Missionary Schmidt has his residence 
n Greensboro. 


12th Elon College Station, Trinity Church, 17 miles from 


reensboro. The Mission owns H acre of land here, and on 
t a little church 25x32 feet, which cost §610 without interior 
urnishings. It is the only church in the place. The station 
umbers 30 souls, including 10 communicants. The 
issionary baptized 15 persons, including 3 adults, and 
onfirmed 6 adults. 6 adults and 4 children are still in class. 
he services are attended by an average of 28 listeners. The 
unday school counts 23. In funds received §50. 75. There 
ould also be enough material here for a weekly school, 
ecause 40 families live here with at least 100 school-age 
hildren. The negro student Burthlong held here last year a 
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School for a while. The parishioners would also like to build 
a school next to the church for about §150. They have 
planted the vacant lot by the church with tobacco in order to 
buy a bell for the proceeds, but may well be induced to use 
it for the school building. Missionary Schmidt also preached 
as yet at Springdale, 27 miles from Greensboro. Here is a 
little church on the land of the Rev. Sam. Holt, therefore 
called "Holt's Chapel", is also claimed by Rev. Holt as his 
property. Although he promised our missionaries years ago 
that he would not preach any more, he seems to suffer from 
a chronic preaching fever, holds pulpit and communion 
fellowship with all the enthusiasts, and has so confused 
almost all those who adhered to us that they have withdrawn 
from us. Only two families have remained faithful to us. There 
being no prospect of increase, and these two families having 


agreed to move to Elon College, Springdale or Holt's 


Chapel has been abandoned. Missionary Schmidt's helpers 
in his missionary work last year were colored Student 
Burthlong and this year Student Volkert, both of Springfield. 
What Missionary Bakke recently reported of his stations, we 
can say of our whole mission field in North Carolina, namely, 
"In all the stations, Lexington perhaps excepted, there is 
growth. The preaching of the Word of God is listened to with 
due devotion, and fruits of the Word are everywhere visible. 
Our mission has gained a firm foothold in North Carolina, and 
looks forward to a hopeful future." This is also testified by 
Prof. Grabner of St. Louis, who recently visited our mission 
stations in North Carolina on behalf of the Commission. 


Meherrin, Lunenburg Co, Va. 

This station was resumed eight years ago by Missionary 
D. H. Schooff with 28 souls, the same having been 
abandoned as hopeless two years before. Since then our 
missionary has labored there in blessing. The internal and 
external growth of the congregation has been a slow but 
steady one during these last two years. The number of souls 
has now increased to 120 with 55 communicants. There 
have been 13 infants and 7 adults baptized in the last two 
years. Church services have been attended by 50 to 80. The 
Sunday school numbers 85 and the weekly school 70 pupils. 
Money was received in excess of §100, and much voluntary 
work was done. The mission property includes 21 acres, 15 
acres under cultivation. On this land is the church with 
seating for about 150 people, and the school, separated from 
it by a roll wall. In addition, there is a parsonage with the 
necessary outbuildings, a good well, orchard, vegetable 
garden and graveyard. Missionary Schooff also has two 
preaching places at a distance of four and ten miles, with an 
audience of 30, respectively 40 listeners in the service and 
Christian teaching. The services often have to be suspended 
because we lack our own locale.

Our negro mission counts 18 stations, 7 missionaries, 6 
teachers, 1171 souls, 516 communicating members, 868 
pupils in the weekly schools, 879 pupils in the Sunday 
schools. The contributions of the Negro congregations 
amounted to §2245. 65. 

May our Lord Jesus Christ, the Lord of His Church and 
Bishop of our souls, who has given us this missionary work, 
though arduous, yet also glorious, fill His entire orthodox 
Lutheran Church in this land with renewed love and zeal for 
this work.

From the community in London, England. 


Who does not like to read of people who rejoice in the 
gospel, as one rejoices when he gets great spoils? Who 
does not like to rejoice with them? Read then, dear friends 
of missions, the following first report of the servant called 
from our midst to London, England, to a mission church 
there, which he sent to your mission committee. 


Beloved fathers in the Lord!

At the train station | was greeted and welcomed in the 
friendliest manner by two members of the congregation. In 
the afternoon my little congregation gathered around me, 
and with thankful hearts we sent up a "Glory to God alone in 
the highest" to the throne of grace; for what the dear 
Christians here had scarcely hoped for at first, God had now 
granted them through petition and understanding. The first 
service, attended by eight persons, was held in the home of 
a member of the congregation, for want of a more suitable 
place. But already for the following Sunday the Lord let us 
find a suitable place under favorable conditions. The local, a 
friendly room, which was given a church-like appearance by 
a small pulpit and a simple altar with crucifix and 
candlesticks, comfortably holds about 150 listeners, and is 
not only located in a relatively clean and healthy, but, what 
is the most important thing, in such an area, which, outwardly 
seen, lets us expect growth for our mission.

From the Inner Mission in our California and Oregon District. We find 
an interesting report in the "Lutheran Messenger" about a 
missionary journey to Reno, Nevada, and Lassen County 
California. From this report we communicate the following here: 
Some months ago a blind lady, led by a girl twelve years old, 
came to our church in Oakland, California. She listened, it 
seemed, very attentively to the sermon. Soon afterward she 
auditioned at the parsonage. She told us that it was the first time 
in fourteen years that she had heard a German sermon. In her 
hometown, Susanville, Lasten County, California, there had 
never been a German preacher to her knowledge. How nice it 
would be, she exclaimed, if a Lutheran preacher could come to 
our lonely region! There are people there who are longing for 
God's word. The Missions Commission of the California and 
Oregon District commissioned the pastor of Oakland to travel to 
Susanville and the surrounding area. That is a long trip. To get 
to Susanville, one must first cross the Sierra Nevada to Reno, 
Nevada, about 250 miles from San Francisco. From Reno a 
narrow-gauge railroad leads 90 miles farther north, and from 
there another 30 miles must be covered by stagecoach. Already 
on the way the Lutheran pastor was most kindly greeted and 
welcomed by individuals and families.

The two oldest congregations in Saxony celebrated their 
twenty-fifth anniversary September with praise and 
thanksgiving in beautiful services. We take the following 
information from the detailed reports in the "Freikirche". First of 
all, the jubilee of the Trinitatis congregation in Dresden was 
festively celebrated on September 6, with the participation of 
many of its members living outside of Dresden (in Leipzig, 
Bautzen, RoBwein, Berlin, etc.). All sister congregations in 
Saxony had delegated representatives. In the solemn main 
service, the Synod President, Willkomm, preached on Hagg. 2:1- 
10, and answered the question: "Why, in spite of the outward 
inconspicuousness of our Free Church and this congregation, do 
we have every reason to rejoice in the birth of the same?" with 
the following: because we know "1. that God is with us in His 
Word, 2. that the consolation of all the Gentiles also makes this 
house full of glory, 3. that the Holy Spirit also fulfills His promises 
of peace in this place. In the afternoon, Lenk, the oldest of the 
former pastors of the Jubilee congregation still living, preached 
on the basis of the words: "| have no greater joy than this, that | 
hear my children walking in the truth," 3 John 4. The Jubilee 
collection, which amounted to over 35 dollars, was intended for 
two students from the Dresden congregation who were studying 
at our institutions. - Two weeks later, on September 20, the 
congregation in Planitz celebrated their jubilee, also with the 
active participation of their sister congregations who rejoiced with 
the joyful ones. The high point of the celebration was also here 
the festive service, in the first of which Father Kern, based on the 
passage from Is. 12, 2-6, asked the question: "How should you 
members of the St. John's congregation celebrate your 
congregational jubilee as a lasting blessing? (2) With the earnest 
resolution to draw water from the well of salvation with ever 
renewed joy. 3. with confident trust that the Lord will be your 
salvation and your strength." Since the congregation in Planitz 
has its own parochial school with two teachers and, recognizing 
the blessing of the same, expressly desired that reference be 
made to the same, the second celebratory preacher, Father 
Hanewinckel, after 2 Tim. 3:14-17, showed "the thanks of the 
jubilant congregation for the delicious gift of a Christian parochial 
school," elaborating "1. what a delicious gift a Christian parochial 
school is, and 2. wherein our thanks for it must consist." With two 
shorter speeches on the part of the present local pastor, 
President Willkomms, and the former second pastor of the 
congregation, Father Lenks, the uplifting celebration came to a 
close. About half of the 60 dollar festive collection was earmarked 
for the Danish Free Church, which is in great need of help, while 
the rest was used for a "jubilee bell". The report in the "Free 
Church" concludes with the words: "Thanks be to God for His 
Word and for the fact that we still recognize it as a treasure, which 
nothing on earth can fail to provide.

From World and Time. 


On the sanctification of the oath. Our dear Catechism says: "To 
swear by God's name is to call God as witness of truth and 
avenger of falsehood." But how little this serious truth is 
considered by innumerable people, especially in our country, of 
this many readers will have ample experience. What Christian 
has not often been frightened and anxious when he has seen 
and heard swearing here! How frivolous it usually is, and how 
often the sanctity of the oath is not recognized and feared! The 
following sad explanation of this. On the 15th of October, at the 
meeting of the Civic Federation in Chicago, President Baker, 
with just indignation, stated that up to that time, in the last few 
weeks, about 50,000 citizens' papers had been issued in Cook 
County, in which Chicago is situated. Before one judge 500 
aliens had been sworn in at the same time and had received their 
citizenship certificates without further formality. This, he said, 
was a disgrace to the country and a mockery of the law. Then he 
said, "Clerked agents are searching every nook and cranny for 
people to drag before the judge and make them American 
citizens. In the process, he said, the morals of the people, etc., 
are not asked. The agent gets 50 cents per head from his party 
and does not care about anything else. Whole crowds of Italians 
from 45 to 65 years of age, without having the slightest idea of 
the language of the country, had received full citizenship papers 
because they had allegedly come to the United States before 
they were 17 years old. And there were witnesses to this who 
could not have been born at that time, when many of those 
citizenship candidates must have already been living in America. 

This is an (to my knowledge unrefuted) example from only 
one county. In other cities and parts of the country it will be 
proportionately similar. How pernicious such examples must be! 
And who can count all the false oaths that are sworn not only 
before such a civic election, but also throughout the year! They 
bring no blessing to our country, where even in this there is so 
little notice of serious investigation and punishment. God have 
mercy! W.

From the Holy Gospel. 


"The right, true treasure of the church is the holy gospel 
of the glory and grace of God." Such was once the 62nd of 
the 95 Theses, which Dr. Luther posted on the Castle 
Church at Wittenberg on the 31st of October in the year 
1517. And every Christian will have to agree with this 
sentence, for it is drawn from Scripture. That we may truly 
be made partakers of the salvation which Jesus Christ, 
God's Son and God's Lamb, has purchased for all sinners; 
that we may eat and drink and be filled and made drunk with 
the rich goods of the house of God which have been 
prepared for us; that we may believe and be saved through 
faith - this we owe to the gospel. Therefore we say again 
with our Luther, "The right, true treasure of the church is the 
holy gospel of the glory and grace of God." 

For what is the Gospel, what is the meaning of this word 
taken from the original Greek language into our dear 
German Bible? Good news, joyful proclamation. In the 
gospel, therefore, a message is brought to us, through which 
something is to be made known to us human beings. The 
gospel is a proclamation of God. But it is not a law, a 
demand. If it were, it would not be good news for us sinners. 
The law, too, is a message from God, holy, right, and good 
in itself, but terrible to us men after the fall. For in the law the 
lightnings of Sinai flash, the thunders of divine wrath roll. The 
law proclaims to us the holy will of God, tells us what we are 
to do and what we are not to do, says: Thou shalt! Thou shalt 
not! and bids us punish all who transgress God's 
commandments. And we have transgressed them. Thus the 
law brings all the world under sin, puts all men under the 
wrath of God, and pronounces upon them the sentence of 
temporal death and eternal damnation. But the gospel is 
good news, the word of the grace of God in Christ Jesus.

What glad tidings it is when peace is proclaimed after a hard 
and dreary time of war! What good news is it when certain 
and complete help is announced to a man in the greatest 
distress! What glad tidings it is when full pardon is announced 
to acriminal condemned to death! What joyful, even the most 
joyful, news it must be when the lost and condemned children 
of men are told of their complete and eternal redemption from 
sin, death, and the power of the devil through Jesus Christ 
our Lord! And this message is the holy gospel of God. 

Of such good, happy news, of course, no man knows 
anything by nature. It is a secret, hidden from the world, and 
no thought of it has ever entered the heart of man. God 
himself has revealed and made known this secret, hidden 
wisdom, which he decreed before the world for our glory, 1 
Cor. 2:7, Rom. 1:16, 17, and has himself proclaimed it and 
had it proclaimed by his servants. It was the gospel when, 
even before the punishment for sin was pronounced, the first 
parents who had fallen into sin were promised by God a sin- 
bearer, a woman's seed and a serpent's tread, Gen 3:15. It 
was the gospel when the great comforter of the Old 
Testament, Isaiah, stood up in the name of his Lord and 
prophesied of Christ's future: "Comfort, comfort my people, 
says your God.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Man.

II. the second principal part of the Catechism of the 
three articles of the holy Christian faith. 
1. introduction. 

By the three articles of the holy Christian faith is meant 
the apostolic symbolum or creed, which consists of three 
articles or members, and thus reads: 

"| believe in God the Father, Almighty Creator of heaven 
and earth;

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And to JESUS Christ his only Son our Lord, who was 
conceived of the Holy Ghost, born of Mary the Virgin, 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, died, and was 
buried, descended into heaven, the third day rose again 
from the dead, ascended into heaven, and sitteth on the right 
hand of God the Father Almighty, from whence he shall 
come to judge the quick and the dead. 

| believe in the Holy Spirit, a holy Christian church, the 
congregation of the saints, forgiveness of sins, resurrection 
of the flesh, and an eternal life, amen." 

This apostolic symbol is a summary confession of all the 
main articles of Christian religion and faith. As a spiritual 
banner and _ standard, it identifies Christians and 
distinguishes them from the unbelieving world. For he who 
believes and confesses what is said in this symbol is a 
Christian; he who does not believe and confess it is an un- 
Christian; he may have whatever name he likes. 

The apostolic symbol is the oldest creed of Christianity. 
It reaches back to the times of the apostles. And it is called 
the apostolic, "either because it contains the summa of 
apostolic doctrine, and rests upon it as upon an unshakably 
firm foundation, or because the apostles gathered it together 
and handed it down to the church, as it were, from hand to 
hand". (Dietrich.) 

As the first and general and basic confession of 
Christianity, by which Christianity differs from the whole 
world (1 John 5:19), the apostolic symbolism has as its 
actual and most noble object "the divine mystery: God is 
revealed in the flesh, justified in the Spirit, appeared to the 
angels, preached to the Gentiles, believed by the world, 
taken up into glory. In other words, the apostolic symbolism 
is taken from the gospel of Christ, that is, from the divine 
teaching of the gracious forgiveness of sins through faith in 
Jesus Christ unto eternal life. Admittedly, in considering the 
apostolic symbolism, other doctrines of Holy Scripture are 
also discussed, which in themselves are not gospel, but 
belong to the realm of the natural knowledge of God*) and 
the law; as, for example, the doctrines of the nature of God, 
of the creation and preservation of the world, of the 
corruption and bondage of the human will, of eternal 
judgment, and others more. But all these things are taught 
for this purpose only, and are directed to make the brighter 
and more brilliant "the illumination of the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ," (2 Cor. 4:6.) Item, 
the gospel. - 

Before we begin to consider the articles of the Apostolic 
Symbol and the individual doctrines of the same, let us first 
deal with a doctrine which in the Church is called "the 
doctrine of God.

By this is meant all that the Scriptures answer to the 
questions: What is God? and: Who is the true God? 

It is true that the Scriptural answer to these questions is 
also given in the Apostolic Symbol; but the explanation and 
understanding of it will be much easier for us if we have 
become clear about these questions in advance. 

But do not think, dear Christian, that we can bring you a 
full and exhaustive answer to these questions concerning the 
supreme majesty of God. No, we cannotin the least. "For our 
knowledge is fragmentary, and our prophecy is fragmentary." 
For what we now see, even in the sacred Scriptures, of the 
great glory of God, we see only "through a mirror in a dark 
word," and only "piecemeal." (1 Cor. 13:9, 12.) We see here 
a glimmer of it, and there a glimmer; here a ray of light, and 
there a glimmer. Many a mystery remains unsolved. - And 
now even our poor presentation! That can and will be but as 
a child's babbling. That thou shalt know. 

And yet, however much the Scriptures answer the 
questions as to what and who God is, that much is certain, 
certain, infallible, and perfectly sufficient for the blessed 
knowledge of God. And what we shall repeat and repeat in 
the Scriptures, that shall also be so. This also thou shalt 
know. 

So now we ask 


What is God? 

To this question, then, our Dietrichian interpretation of the 
Catechism answers, "God is one Spirit, eternal, omnipotent, 
omniscient, omnipresent, holy, just, merciful, and true." 

Let's look at the individual pieces of that answer. 

a. God is a spirit. 

"God is a Spirit; and they that worship him must worship 
him in spirit and in truth," saith the Lord Christ John 4:24. 

God is a spirit. You must not think, therefore, that God 
has flesh and bones like a man. 

But, say you, why does the Scripture so often speak of 
God's eyes, ears, mouth, heart, hands, feet, and the like, if 
God is a spirit? These are all human and fleshly things, are 
they not? 

When Scripture speaks of God, it condescends to us 
poor, weak human beings who cannot grasp and understand 
God's purely spiritual being, and speaks to us childlike and 
simple-mindedly of God, according to our understanding, so 
that we may understand that God, who is a spirit, 
nevertheless sees, hears, speaks, feels, works, and walks. 
But it teaches that God is a spirit. And you must not suppose 
that anything corporeal, even of the very finest kind, is in 
God's nature and being, and that He is thus circumscribed 
and encompassed and enclosed by any space, here or there, 
great or small. "Behold, the heavens and all the heavens may 
not provide for thee," prays Solomon 1 Kings 8:27. 

Thou sayest: What is this "a spirit"? and what thoughts 
shall | now have of God, since | hear that He is a spirit? 
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Yes, dear friend, you are asking a question to which no 
man, however clever, can give you a satisfactory answer. 

Only remember this, that God is not a mere thought-thing, 
a concept or idea, but a real and essentially self-existent, 
incorporeal, living, holy and_ righteous, omniscient, 
omnipotent, omnipresent Lord and God, who thinks and wills 
and acts and does. 

And this Lord, who is the Spirit, reveals Himself to you, 
makes Himself known to you in His Word and through His 
Word. Seek Him, believe and know Him, worship Him. Then 
worship Him "in spirit and in truth.” 


b. God is eternal. 


The oldest Psalm we have in our Bible, which is a prayer 
of Moses, the man of God, inspired by the Holy Spirit, begins 
thus: "O Lord God, thou art our refuge for ever and ever. 
Before the mountains were made, and the earth, and the 
world, thou art, O God, from everlasting to everlasting." 

God is "from everlasting to everlasting", without end. God 
never dies or passes away. He is "the eternal king, the 
incorruptible". 1 Tim. 1, 17. 

Because God is the incorruptible, He is also the 
unchangeable, eternally the same, "with whom is no 
change, neither change of light, nor darkness. Jac. 1, 17. As 
He is from eternity, so He is to eternity. Every one of His 
attributes is imperishable and unchangeable. For every one 
of His attributes belongs to His essence: He is Truth, and 
Love, and Holiness, and Wisdom itself. Were God to change 
and give up any of His attributes, He would change and give 
up His essence, Himself. "But thou remainest as thou art," 
says Ps. 102:28; and God gives Himself the name, "I will be 
who | will be." Ex. 3:14. God can no more change than He 
can die; believe that firmly. "He is a rock." Deut. 5:32, 4. You 
can depend upon Him, and have refuge in Him for and for. 

But God is not alone "for ever", without end, but He is also 
"from ever", without beginning. There has never been a 
moment when God was not. From all eternity God is, the 
same God who is now and will be forever. 

For God hath not His life from another, as we creatures 
have life from Him. But God is the living God, who has life in 
himself. (John 5:26) God Himself is life, the eternal original 
life, the only source and fountain of all life in heaven and on 
earth. And therefore God, as without end, so also without 
beginning. - 

Old Mrs. Superklug, our reason, when she hears this, gets 


that a living being, that God, is from eternity and without 
beginning. This is quite incomprehensible to her. It seems 
impossible to her. The thought makes her dizzy. - Poor 
reason! She is at odds with herself. She cannot grasp what 
she herself must consider necessary. How weak it is! Do we 
want it to tell us what to do in divine matters? 

But we still want to say one thing about God's eternity, or 
rather let Luther tell us one thing. It is this: "We have this 
difference in time, that one thing is today, another yesterday, 
another tomorrow. Eternity does not have this difference. For 
there is no time, neither past nor future, but an eternal 
today. The beginning, end, and means of time with God is 
but One Moment. - These words we speak, like parrots, 
without understanding, for we ourselves are temporal, or (to 
say it more correctly) a very small part of time. For what we 
were is gone, and what we will be has not yet appeared. So 
we have nothing of time but a moment that is present. 
Eternity we do not even comprehend.” - "Because God is 
eternal, it must be the same with him before the beginning 
and after. For what is eternal, all creatures are present to it, 
none first nor last, and nothing can ever be before it or after 
it. Now if you look at the world from beginning to end, in the 
sight of men one thing follows another, but in the sight of God 
all things are one with another." - "In that being a thousand 
years are as one day in the sight of God." Ps. 90:4. 

O living, eternal, and unchangeable God, let me always 
rest upon thy gracious word, that | also may live for ever!

The Lutheran Children's Friend Society of 
Wisconsin. 


This society, consisting of pastors, teachers and 
members of the congregations of the Missouri Synod and 
the Wisconsin Synod in the State of Wisconsin, came into 
being in Milwaukee at Pentecost of this year. The Board of 
Directors requests permission to recommend the work of the 
Society to the readers of The Lutheran. 

The Society has set itself the task of caring for orphans 
(including neglected ones) in such a way that it seeks them 
out through its agents, takes them in, feeds them temporarily 
in a children's home, and places them as soon as possible 
in good Lutheran families for upbringing. 

It should be emphasized here at the outset that our 
society does not want to oppose the orphanages that exist 
among us; one would call it that, because we will probably 
relieve them of a large part of their work and thus prevent 
their overcrowding. We have just been overcrowded by the 
orphanages close to us. 


In this way, the orphanages were forced into the necessity of 
having to care for existing orphans in another way, and came 
up with this plan, which had already been pursued by other 
people, at the suggestion of others. - We do not consider 
ourselves called upon to change the minds of those who 
consider the care of orphans by orphanages to be better than 
their upbringing in good Lutheran families. For as urgently as 
Scripture urges us to care for abandoned children, it does not 
prescribe the manner of care. This is left to Christian 
discernment, and we too confidently leave it to the judgment 
of every Christian whether our work is good or not. That it also 
meets an existing need on the other side, namely the desire 
of many childless married couples to be able to adopt a child, 
is proven by the fact that we have received many more 
applications for children than we have children to give. If, as 
the experience of other similar societies teaches, there are 
enough families who would like to raise orphans and who are 
able to do so, why should the existing orphans not first be 
given to such families and thus help to satisfy the wishes of 
some as well as the needs of others, especially if in so doing 
one relieves public charity of a heavy burden? Orphanages 
will nevertheless remain necessary, if only to take in such 
children who cannot easily find a home in private families. 

Our company has been in full operation for three months 
now. Our general agent is Mr. Geo. Steuber, 1716 Chestnut 
Street, Milwaukee. He is responsible for the actual work of 
finding and delivering orphaned children to families under the 
supervision of the Executive Committee. Our children's home 
for the temporary care of the children handed over to us is 
located at 388 26th St. Mrs. Wittwe Augusts Teich presides 
over it with great devotion and loyalty. So far 51 requests for 
the assignment of orphans have been received by the agent. 
26 children have been offered to him for care, 24 have been 
accepted by him; 20 are housed, two are in the children's 
home, while two are still in the hands of relatives. These will 
also be taken care of in the near future. Most of these children 
are from the city and State, two from Illinois, four from 
Kansas. They are nearly all placed in the city and the 
immediate vicinity, so that the petitions from the State, 
Minnesota, Nebraska and the two DakotaS have not yet been 
considered. 

What a significant amount of work within three months! 
And we learn that it increases with every week. This moves 
us to go before our dear readers and ask them cordially and 
urgently - we may well say: in the name of Jesus, the great 
friend of children - to support us in our ever-increasing work. 
It is true that the costs of this kind of orphan care are very 
low. The care of the above-mentioned children has probably 
not exceeded the sum of $10 per child; but the forces of the 
Society are also as yet quite weak. The subscriptions paid in 
by about 200 members have long since been exhausted, and 
we have had no other income as yet. Therefore we ask the 
worthy readers of this paper for gifts for our work, whether 
they be

us voluntary smaller or larger contributions. At the same time 
we ask those who would like to have orphans cared for, and 
at the same time those families who are willing to accept 
orphans, to turn to us with confidence.

The financial situation of our Synod has been the subject of 
consideration not only in America, but also in Germany. Even the 
Leipzig "Allgemeine Ev.-Luth. Kirchenzeitung", which otherwise 
reports very little from our Synod, dedicates a note to our 
finances. It prints a few sentences from the "Lutheraner" and 
gives them the headline: "The financial affairs of the Missouri 
Synod are on the increase." We therefore ask all who are 
interested in our financial situation to read the brief factual report 
of the Treasurer of the General Synod. It is not the case that this 
year our Christians have contributed nothing to the general 
purposes of the Synod. Nor can it be said that less has been 
given this year than in other years. Our Synod treasury is able to 
meet its current expenses through its regular income. The extra 
grants from the Synod of Delegates, which met this year and had 
to be paid out immediately, exhausted the Synod treasury. And 
the fact that the extra funds granted for buildings etc. were not 
collected in the course of the summer was also due to the fact 
that at that time collections were being made for those affected 
by the terrible hurricane. Our dear congregations will certainly 
pay off the debt of the building fund, although Dr. Munkel said of 
us and all Free Churches that we would perish in the second 
generation for lack of money. But let us be sure: the church will 
not perish for lack of money, but for lack of the gospel. As long 
as we love the gospel, we will not lack the necessary earthly 
means. FsP:

In the past year alone, 
it exported 634,025 copies of holy scriptures to foreign countries. 
In addition, it had a large number of Bibles and Bible parts 
produced in its own printing houses in Constantinople, Shanghai, 
Bangkok, Yokohama, Paris and Bremen. The distribution of the 
Bible among soldiers, sailors, prisoners, emigrants, and Sunday 
school students is becoming more and more widespread, and 
the Bible messengers are reaching even the most remote islands 
of the Pacific Ocean with their precious gifts.

As a result of the announcement that the General 
Treasurer had to borrow money to meet current expenses, 
unjustified fears arose with regard to the financial situation 
of the Synod. It is true that the treasurer was in the 
unpleasant position of having to borrow money for this 
purpose. But this was not because the synod treasury did 
not have its usual income; nor was it because our current 
expenses had increased to such an extent that they could 
no longer be covered by the regular income. Rather, | can 
state that the synodal treasury had its usual income this 
year, and that the usual income will probably be sufficient to 
cover the current expenses of the enlarged synodal budget. 
The embarrassment came from the fact that the cash 
reserve of the synodal treasury was consumed by the 
extraordinary expenditures, especially of the building 
treasury. The Synod of Delegates, which met in April and 
May of this year, allocated approximately 14,000 dollars for 
buildings, advances, etc., for immediate payment, and thus 
exhausted the Synodal treasury's reserves, which it needed 
for the summer months. If, therefore, the Synod collects the 
14,000 dollars granted this year and also pays off the debt 
of 24,737 dollars of the building fund from previous years - 
a debt that was previously covered by the reserves of other 
funds - the finances of the Synod will be in good order. The 
current expenses of the synodical treasury, as already 
remarked, are expected to be met by the regular receipts of 
that treasury.

Everyone who has tried to find them knows how rare the older 
synodal reports have become, how sometimes years of searching 
for them are in vain. And yet the demand does not cease, since in 
these reports often quite excellent and valuable speeches are 
printed. So it is certainly a good thing that some of them are 
reprinted. This has been done in the present issue with a paper on 

the lodge question. It is understandable that there has been a 

repeated demand for these very remarks. After all, the lodge 

question is still a burning issue, and just as the number of lodges is 
not decreasing, they are not improving either. In these negotiations, 
however, one of our District Synods already took a stand 23 years 
ago, for which our whole Synod is responsible. And this position is 
the right one according to God's Word. For those who wish to learn 
more about it, this tract is recommended, which should be widely 
distributed and will be of good service to all those who have to do 

with lodges and lodge members. In order to exclude a 

misinterpretation of the 7th thesis that has already occurred, we 

hereby draw attention to the expert opinion that was published about 

two years ago in "Lehre und Wehre", Volume 40, Page 140. L. F.

Christ has purchased salvation for sinners. The work of 
acquiring salvation follows the acquisition of salvation. 
Luther writes of this in the Large Catechism: "Neither you 
nor | could ever know anything more of Christ, nor believe in 
him, nor come to the Lord, unless it were offered by the Holy 
Spirit through the preaching of the gospel and given to us in 
the bosom. The work is done and accomplished, for Christ 
has purchased and won the treasure for us through his 
suffering, death, and resurrection. But if the work were 
hidden, so that no one knew, it would be in vain and lost. 
That therefore such treasure should not be hid, but should 
be laid up and enjoyed, God hath sent forth and preached 
the word, and hath given the Holy Ghost therein to bring 
home and appropriate unto us such treasure and 
redemption.” Christ won the treasure, salvation. God then 
put that treasure into the Word. In the preaching of the 
gospel, God causes the treasure to be laid up for men. And 
the Holy Spirit, who is active through the Gospel, puts the 
treasure into our hearts, into our bosoms, works faith, which 
grasps the treasure and holds it fast. This is also an 
important part of the knowledge of salvation, that we learn 
and know how to be made partakers of salvation in Christ.

In the Small Catechism Luther describes the work and 

ministry of the Holy Spirit, the sanctification or the 
consecration to salvation, with the words: "I believe that | 
cannot believe in Jesus Christ, my Lord, or come to Him by 
my own reason or strength, but the Holy Spirit has called me 
through the gospel, enlightened me with His gifts, sanctified 
me in the right faith, and preserved me. The Holy Spirit does 
the double, He leads us to Christ and keeps us with Christ. 
Let us now look more closely at the first part, how we come 
to Christ. The way we come to Christ is by learning to believe 
in Christ, that the Holy Spirit calls us through the gospel and 
enlightens us with his gifts. Calling and enlightenment are 
also called the conversion of the sinner to God or the new 
birth. 
Here, too, we draw all salutary instruction from the 
Scriptures. The Scriptures speak in many places of this 
divine work in the heart of man. We will recall only the best 
known passages. The prophet Jeremiah makes Israel pray 
and plead, "Convert me, and | shall be converted: for thou, 
O Lord, art my God." Jer. 31:8. In Ezekiel God says, "I will 
give you a new heart and a new spirit, and will take away the 
stony heart out of your flesh, and give you a heart of flesh. | 
will put my Spirit within you, and will make you such men as 
will walk in my statutes, and keep my judgments, and do 
them." Ezech. 36:26, 27. Christ the Lord saith, "Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom of God." 
"Except a man be born of water and of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of God. That which is born of the flesh 
is flesh, and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit." Joh. 3, 
3.5.6. "No man can come unto me, except the Father which 
hath sent me draw him."

Conversion is a pure work of God's grace. And in what 
way, by what means does God direct this work of his to the 
hearts of men? He does not use force and violence. It is 
rather according to the rule here, "O Lord, thou persuadest 
me, and | was persuaded; thou wast too strong for me, and 
thou wonst." ler. 20, 7. We are born again of incorruptible 
seed, through the living Word of God. Through the Word God 
deals with man here. Through the Word He works upon the 
mind, heart, and will of man. The word is the seed, the means 
of regeneration, and that is the preaching of the gospel. Of 
course, according to God's order, the law must precede the 
gospel. Through the law comes the knowledge of sin. And 
only in a heart filled with fear and terror over its sin is there 
room for faith in Christ. He who does not feel his sin, why 
does he ask for the Savior of sinners? But the law does not 
heal, help, or mend, and does not bring man one step nearer 
to God. It is through the law that sin becomes exceedingly 
sinful. What makes the sinner free from sin, what draws him 
to God and Christ, what converts the sinner, that alone is the 
gospel. God has called us from darkness to his marvelous 
light. God 
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has called us with a holy call. In the Gospel, the call goes 
out, the voice of God. It is: Come, all is ready! Come to 
Jesus! Behold, here is the Lamb of God, which bare the sin 
of the world, which also hath atoned for and made 
reconciliation for thy sin. Here in Christ thou hast forgiveness 
of sins, grace, peace, comfort, and all good things. Oh, then 
take hold of it! Why will you die and perish in your sins? From 
such words a bright light falls into the sinner's benighted 
heart, that he may rightly know the Saviour Jesus Christ. By 
speaking so kindly to the sinner, God begins to melt the bark 
of ice that has settled around his heart. By such calls, 
enticements, enticements, persuasions, God wins the heart 
of man, that he turns his heart and will to God and Christ, 
that he gives up the contradiction, no longer says No! No! but 
gives the affirmative. God Himself, by Word and Spirit, puts 
the word of consent into his heart. And so the tide of the 
scales has tipped. Now the heart that was first alienated from 
God is devoted to God and to Christ. Man has now become 
God's own, is devoted to God from the innermost depths, is 
now governed and driven by God's spirit, animated by a 
willing, joyful spirit, and moves his mind and thoughts, as well 
as all the powers and members of his body, in the service of 
God. Thus, through the Word, God creates a new life, a new 
creature, in the corrupt, degenerate human nature. But it is 
also said that we are born again of water and the Spirit. The 
water of baptism is also a means of rebirth, a bath of 
regeneration and renewal of the Holy Spirit. Through 
baptism, the Holy Spirit makes the little ones, the under- 
aged, who cannot yet grasp and understand the Word, into 
new people, into children of God. 

The apostles, as the above passages prove, usually 
speak of conversion in their epistles in such a way that they 
remind Christians of what God has done for them, that he 
has called them and made them alive with Christ. So we also 
ought always to remember the great mercy of God, that he 
has made us new creatures and thus Christians, just as the 
Christian congregation, at the death of its members, praises 
and acknowledges the one thing above all, that God has 
brought them to the knowledge of his dear Son Jesus Christ. 
There is truly no greater blessing than that God has kindled 
in us a saving faith. 

Of course, God's love is universal. God wants all men to 
be helped and to come to the knowledge of the truth. God 
does not want the sinner to die, but to be converted and to 
live. The Holy Spirit, through the gospel, calls all men who 
hear it earnestly and powerfully to repentance and thus to 
salvation. But alas, most people despise this call of God, 
block the way of the Holy Spirit, refuse to believe, and so are 
lost, and it is their own fault that they are lost. To all 
unbelievers applies what the Lord testifies to the city of 
Jerusalem: "How often have | desired to gather thy children 
together, as a hen gathereth her chickens under her wings, 
and ye would not!" Yes, ye would not! 

Now, we Christians know that by nature we are no better, 
that we are in the same debt, as the An

therefore we do not understand why God has chosen us of 
all people, who are unworthy, and made us something for his 
praise and glory, why we have been converted before others. 
This is a wonder and a mystery before our eyes. But we 
should not ponder over this any further, but praise the 
unfathomable and undeserved grace of God, that he has 
brought us around and drawn us to himself out of pure love, 
and then prove our gratitude for such grace also by 
proclaiming and bringing near to our poor, pitiable fellow 
men, who are still dead in sins, the word which can also 
make them alive and blessed.

Southern Illinois Inner Mission. 


When the Pastoral Conference of Southern Illinois, as| 
reported in the "Lutheran" of its time, decided a year ago to} 
explore its geographical area in a missionary way, it was| 
clear to it from the beginning that it was undertaking an 
extraordinarily difficult work and that it could not count on 
great and quick successes. Nevertheless, she recognized 
that the missionary task of the orthodox Church, as far as our 
own country is concerned, consists not only in supplying 
grace-hungry Christians with the means of grace of the Word| 
and the Sacraments, but also in bringing the Gospel of Christ 
JEsu to the modern heathen, to the world. As surely as God 
has commanded that we should go into all the world with the 
glad tidings of the gracious forgiveness of sins, and preach 
the same to every creature: so surely also is it our high, 
glorious, and divine calling to fill the United States of North 
America with the resounding of the pure Gospel. Without any 
doubt, the all-wise God brought the Church of the true 
Reformation, the Evangelical Lutheran Church, into this 
country, among other things, because he wanted it to be al 
city on a high mountain, a salt of the earth and a light of the| 
world, and to offer all inhabitants, whatever language they 
may speak, at least the opportunity to hear his Word in 
apostolic, unadulterated purity. A great work, a gigantic work 
lies before us. Our church has hardly begun to do a little of it, 
Many, many thousands of our fellow-citizens of German and 
English tongues, in spite of the preaching of the gospel, 
which resounds in the East and West, in the North and South, 
still walk in darkness and in the switching on and off of the 


far off! Already the sects and enthusiasts are exerting 
themselves to the utmost to make this careless pilgrimage 
through the world, mostly of poor people, their prey: how 
much more should we try with holy zeal and with persevering 
courage to win them for Christ and to offer them the jewel of 
certain, pure doctrine! And if through such efforts we do not 
bring independent congregations into being in a short time, 
but everywhere achieve only slight successes, perhaps often 
only bringing individual souls to the knowledge of the truth, 
then consider that this work does not consist in the gathering 
of Christians who have already been converted, but who are 
unchurched, but is a mission in the true ecclesiastical sense 
of the word, in which we may expect just as few rapid, 
splendid, eye-catching results as in the work of the Gentile 
mission in distant, idolatrous countries. Here is the 
opportunity for the employment of all the candidates of 
theology who will come out of our two seminaries in the next 
centuries, even if there should be so many of them; we will 
never have too many, never enough workers for this 
immensely large mission field in our own country. Here is the 
opportunity to help spread the kingdom of the Lord through 
abundant gifts. 

From such and similar considerations the Inner Mission 
in Southern Illinois arose; in the spirit of the same it was and 
is continued, but in such a way that here too, according to 
God's Word, we follow the course always observed by our 
Synod, first of all taking care of the possibly existing, 
unchurched fellow believers and then turning our attention to 
the obvious unchristians. 

Our work in the Lord has not been in vain. As proof, let 
us consider the pleasing fact that the regular service of 11 
different mission stations has been started, and in some 
cases better organized and prepared, as a result of the 
mission that has begun. The majority of these stations are 
served by neighboring pastors in the best possible manner. 
But this cannot be done in all cases. Several mission posts 
are far away from our independent churches. Everyone can 
easily imagine that the latter would suffer greatly if their 
pastors often had to undertake time-consuming missionary 
journeys. Therefore, the appointment of a traveling preacher 
for Southern Illinois was planned some time ago. The 
Commission for Inner Mission chosen by the Illinois District 
granted its approval, and the plan was carried out. 


and so a travelling preacher has now been appointed, who 
is to take up his residence in a town of nearly 5000 
inhabitants and from there serve four different mission fields 
for the time being. 

With heartfelt gratitude to God we welcome this progress 
in our missionary work, and we confidently hope, trusting in 
Him whose work we are doing, that He will not withhold His 
blessing in the future. 

Finally, the undersigned is permitted to address a 
heartfelt word to the dear congregations in Southern Illinois. 
Through the employment of a traveling preacher, the mission 
treasury is burdened with a new expense, which is caused 
by a mission that is carried out in our own area and therefore 
must be especially close to our hearts. The money coming 
in for the various missions is by no means sufficient to meet 
all the demands. In particular, there is a great lack of earthly 
means, which are indispensable for the spread of the 
Kingdom of God in our own country, according to the course 
of events here on earth. Since the situation is like this, do we 
want to cause new expenses for the missionary treasury 
through our mission without helping to fill these coffees with 
especially abundant gifts? Should we not, out of heartfelt 
gratitude to the faithful God who promotes His kingdom in 
our vicinity, now also make the serious attempt to meet the 
costs of the Inner Mission in Southern Illinois through 
collections and other contributions alone, in addition to the 
funds which we already place on the altar of sacrifice of the 
Mission? Certainly, we do not want to refuse this, and we will 
see to our own amazement that even in so-called bad times, 
if we only all lend a hand to one another, we can do much by 
the grace of God. But may the Lord bless our gifts! Amen.

Remember the poor. 


Dear brethren! By undeserved grace God has given to our 
churches the great good of the pure doctrine of free grace in 
Christ. The gospel is preached to us purely and abundantly, 
that we poor sinners are justified and saved through faith in 
Jesus Christ alone, without any works. We know the grace 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, that though he was rich, yet for our 
sakes he was poor, that through his poverty we might be rich 
in spiritual and eternal goods, which no man, not even death, 
can rob us of. Happy are we! - 


Now therefore it is also necessary that we walk worthy of 
the gospel, and be fruitful in all good works. The Lord 
admonishes us: "Let your light shine before men, that they 
may see your good works and praise your Father in heaven. 
- To the good works of faith, which is active in love, belongs 
also that we remember the poor. The Lord expressly 
commands us to care for our poor fellow believers who are 
dependent on our help. For thus saith he by the apostle, 
Take heed to the necessities of the saints. So then it is also 
the will of the Lord that 


that a Christian community faithfully provides for the food, 
clothing, housing, and all other needs of the poor, widows, 
orphans, the elderly, and the infirm. If, of course, needy 
Christians have impossible relatives, itis first of all up to them 
to take care of their poor relatives. "But if," writes St. Paul, "a 
believer or a believer has widows, let him provide for them, 
and let not the church be burdened, that they which are right 
widows may have enough." But if there are no such relatives, 
a Christian congregation must, according to God's Word, 
provide for the needs of its poor members. No brother, no 
sister, should be tempted through fault of the church to 
appeal to the mercy of those who are without, to the dishonor 
of the gospel. A shining example of Christian care for the 
poor>.has been left us by the first Christian church at 
Jerusalem. Diligently, wisely, and kindly, she saw to it that 
none of her members suffered need. Every Christian 
congregation must follow this example. She should 
remember that her poor, widows, and orphans are her 
greatest treasures. In them the Lord Jesus comes to them, 
saying, "Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of 
these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. It is especially 
incumbent upon a congregation to take care of its pastor and 
teacher who has become old, ill, or infirm in his ministry, and 
of the pastor's and teacher's widows and orphans, if 
necessary. Porta, in his Pastorale Lutheri, writes in regard to 
Numbers 8: "Now, if in the Old Testament the old Levites 
were deprived of their office and yet left with the others and 
helped to maintain them, why should we Christians not show 
the same kindness to old emeritus and well-deserving 
preachers and ministers? For it would be a shameful 
ingratitude to cast them off in their old age." And would it not 
be base ingratitude of unbelief if we would not take care of 
the orphans and widows of poor departed teachers and 
preachers? - 

Unfortunately, however, one often forgets to pay the debt 
of love that one owes to one's pastor and teacher and their 
widows and orphans. That is why in earlier years pastors and 
teachers formed a benevolent society. Each pastor and 
teacher who joined this society paid in about $4.00 annually. 
From this money old and sick pastors and teachers and 
pastor and teacher widows and orphans who were in need 
were supported. But because some disliked the nature of this 
charity; because the congregations of our Synod also 
recognized that it was their duty to care for the 
aforementioned, the Society was dissolved. The Synod now 
established a General and for each District of our Synod a 
District Support Fund. It now expected that every pastor and 
teacher would still send in a contribution and every 
congregation one or two collections annually for this fund. In 
this expectation she has been deceived many times. From 
the various districts of our Synod we hear the complaint: our 
support fund is empty. The caste of our district is also empty, 
and oh! winter is at the door.

Adherence to the Lutheran Church is reported by the Croatian 
and Slavonian Christians and congregations in the provinces of 
Austria-Hungary.

About an anti-Masonic congress recently held in Trento by 
Roman Catholics, we learn the following details from a 
newspaper: "About 1200 persons took part. The Congress held 
a public procession with the participation of 94 ecclesiastical 
associations of Tyrol with church flags. Twelve bishops and 
abbots in great regalia walked at the head. Then the sections of 
the Congress held meetings. It was decided to oppose the 
Masonic undertakings on the Catholic side with equal 
undertakings. A committee is to be formed to enlighten the 
Catholics about the secrets of Freemasonry, about which 
converted Freemasons will provide information. News arrived 
from Madrid that the Catholic Cortes deputies were calling upon 
the government to declare Freemasonry unlawful and to dismiss 
all Masonic state officials. The Congress resolved to call upon 
all Catholic governments to do likewise. On October 1 the 
Congress closed. The keynote of the entire Congress was set 
by Prince-Bishop Valussi of Trent, who, in his welcoming 
address, considered himself fortunate to welcome the Congress 
to Trent, where that Council had once met which 'shattered the 
horns of Protestantism’. Today it was a matter of fighting an 
enemy who, cunningly and deviously, under a false cover, was 
wreaking havoc in the name of humanity and humanity, which 
he preferred to divinity - Freemasonry, which was to be 
compared to the infernal serpent." - Such occurrences show that

In so doing, they practiced, pretended or really, various 
mysterious arts, indulged especially in the healing of bodily 
diseases, gathered disciples around them, whom they 
initiated into their art and science, or set out to initiate, and 
knew how to draw their temporal profit from all this. Although 
their teachings and all their doings were of such a nature 
that one with even somewhat spiritually trained senses could 
easily discern whose spirit they were, these seducers 
nevertheless proved to be so dangerous that the teachers of 
the church in the first centuries could not avoid the task of 
bearing witness against them. For instance, the excellent 
Bishop Irenaeus of Lyons wrote a pamphlet entitled, 
"Refutation and Putting Down of the Falsely Famous 
Science." Of a somewhat different kind from these Gnostics, 
but also a dangerous swarm spirit, was Montanus, who, with 
his prophetesses Maximilla and Priscilla, troubled the

Short interpretation of the doctrines of the 
"Lutheran" Catechism for the common Christian. 


(Continued.) 
f. God is holy. 

"Holy, holy, holy is the LORD of hosts; all the earth is full 
of his glory!" Thus sang the seraphim, of whom Isaiah says 
in his book Cap. 6, 3. 

What does that mean, "God is holy"? 

John writes: "This is the proclamation which we have 
heard from him (Jesus Christ) and declare unto you, that God 
is light, and in him is no darkness." 1 John 1:5. John speaks 
alike, and means to say, God is of bright and shining purity, 
and there is not the least spot or blemish in such purity of 
God to darken it; God is perfectly good, and there is nothing, 
absolutely nothing evil in God. And this is precisely what is 
meant when it is said: God is holy. If, therefore, thou hearest 
that God is holy, imagine a light of the utmost purity and most 
dazzling brightness, and say, however bright and pure and 
dazzling this light may be, it is but a poor created thing, and 
but a dim image of the ineffable purity and goodness of God, 
who is the eternal, uncreated, and spiritual light, namely, 
holiness itself. 

But if God is holy and holiness itself, then you, man, must 
not make Him a law and a right as He ought to be; you must 
not want to form Him according to your thoughts and 
according to your pleasure; you must not measure Him 
according to your measure; you must not undertake to place 
Him, as it were, before your judgment seat and to judge Him 
as if you were judge over Him. 

All these are presumptuous, audacious, impudent, and 
blasphemous thoughts, according to which the heathen, who 
know nothing of God, make their idols. And even in the midst 
of Christianity such pagan endeavors are found, that they 
want to master the holy God and make Him to their own 
liking; especially is this found among learned men, but also 
among the people. 

No, rather, the holy God establishes for all the world and 
for you law and right as you ought to be; He wants to form 
you according to His thoughts; He measures you according 
to the measure He has prepared for you; He places you 
before His judgment seat and judges you and is your judge. 
But He Himself "hath no law, but as He willeth, so is it willed; 
His will is His judgment, measure, and weight,” says Luther. 
God binds you to His law, and verily! you are bound by it. But 
He Himself is free and unbound from all law, even from that 
which He has set for you; yet He is and remains the light, and 
in Him is no darkness; He is and remains the holy God. 
Therefore do not approach Him in any masterly way, do you 
hear? He "dwelleth in a light where no man can approach.” 1 
Tim. 5:16. And the light is His clear, glorious holiness. 

g. God is just. 
"Thou, O LORD, art righteous, but we are ashamed." 
Dan. 9, 7. 


We have just seen that God is holy; now it is said that God 
is just. Is "just" something different from "holy"? 

Not really. Holiness and righteousness are essentially the 
same thing. But when we speak of the holiness of God, we 
commonly mean the intrinsic holiness of God, that He is holy 
in and for Himself. And when we speak of the righteousness 
of God, we mean by it the external holiness of God, that He 
proves Himself holy outwardly, in the creatures. And thus it 
comes to pass that we consider the holiness and the 
righteousness of God separately. - 

Now the righteousness of God consists in this, that the 
holy God judges perfectly right, namely, hates and punishes 
the evil where He finds it, but loves and rewards the good. 

Nor can it be otherwise. Because God Himself is holy, 
yes, He is holiness itself, He must condemn and punish that 
which is unholy and evil, as contrary to Him; but He must love 
and reward that which is holy and good, as similar to Him and 
in accordance with Him. If it were otherwise, God would be 
unholy and unjust, which cannot be, for He would then give 
up His own nature and being. 

Hence it happens that God is angry with sinners with a 
great, mighty, fire-burning wrath. "God's wrath from heaven 
is revealed against all ungodliness and unrighteousness of 
men." Rom. 1:18. And God is not angry as we men are. We 
wrath changeably and mutably according to our changeable 
and mutable nature. Our anger is about to subside, our zeal 
we forget. But God is angry according to His eternal, 
unchanging nature. With Him there is nothing changeable. 
His wrath against sinners is as immutable as His holiness and 
righteousness. "Christ's sufferings testify to the fierce anger 
of God and His constant earnestness against sinners, since 
He would not even let sinners go unpunished and free for the 
sake of His only begotten Son, unless the Son redeemed 
them by His death." (Luther.) 

In God's righteousness, dear Christian, do not err in any 
way. 

It often seems as if God were mocking and laughing at 
the wicked, who do evil without fear, and at the threatening 
law of God and His enticing gospel. He would let them sit in 
His bosom, but would not regard the faithful Christians who 
trust in His grace and walk in His ways, and would deliver 
them into His wrath and all punishment. "Why dost thou go to 
church," said a godless rich man to a pious poor man, "and 
send thy children to church school, and give of thy poverty 
also for church and school? Look at me! | go to no church, 
nor have my children baptized, nor do | send them to a muck 
school, nor do | give acent to the clergy. And yet | am healthy 
and rich, and my children are fat and fat. What does your God 
help you?" 

Dear Christian! If you are troubled by such things, take 
your Bible and read the 73rd Psalm, and it will help you.

Dr. Martin Luther's SAmmtliche 


Psalms (continued), Ecclesiastes, and Song of Solomon. 


This recently published volume of our Luther edition 
again contains such delicious writings, and offers our 
Christian people once again such a rich treasure of 
instruction in God's Word that it is certainly appropriate to 
draw the attention of the readers to it with a few more 
detailed words, and to encourage them to acquire this 
volume and to read it diligently. 


Although this volume appears to be a continuation of 
Luther's collected works in general and his interpretation of 
the Psalms in particular, it forms an independent whole. 
While the preceding fourth volume contained Luther's 
interpretations of entire groups of psalms, this volume 
contains his explanations of individual psalms. The following 
Psalms are interpreted on 1371 columns, some longer, 
some shorter: The 2nd 8. 19. 23. 26. 37. 45. 51. 62. 65. 68. 
76. 82. 90. 94. 101. 109. 110. 111. 112. 117. 118. 119. 120. 
127. and 147th Psalms. "The Psalter," says Luther once, "is 
a right school, wherein one learns, exercises, and 
strengthens faith and a good conscience toward God." And 
as Luther speaks this from his own experience, as he himself 
went diligently to school in the Psalter, so he was also 
anxious throughout his life. He is still doing so to great 
blessing to this day, precisely through his masterful 
interpretations. Let us pick out a few Psalms that are 
explained in the present volume. The 23rd Psalm has 
always been a favorite Psalm of pious Christians, their joy in 
good days, their comfort in evil days. Here we have an 
interpretation of which the old pious and learned Seckendorf 
already said in his famous History of Lutheranism: "Very 
beautiful is the explanation of the 23rd Psalm, which Luther 
gave over tables and Rorarius copied. It deals with the 
excellence and usefulness of the Word of God, and likewise 
with the grace and kindness of the good Shepherd Jesus 
Christ, lamenting that such things have been obscured in the 
papacy, since Christ is presented as a severe judge, harsher 
than Moses. Praise also the blessedness of Christ's sheep, 
against which all the splendor and power of this world count 
for nothing." The 51st Psalm contains the well-known prayer 
of repentance and confession of David, who was brought to 
the knowledge of his sin by the prophet Nathan. Luther's 
interpretation of this passage of Scripture is judged by 
Seckendorf: "This interpretation deserves to be read with 
great diligence, since there is almost nothing in it that can 
awaken faith and promote godliness. It urges not only trust 
in the grace of God acquired through Christ, but also 
sanctification, repentance, and daily correction, confessing 
besides, as elsewhere more, which also experience shows 
that, where this is put in the background, people only 
become more angry after hearing the Gospel." Luther 
himself begins his interpretation of the 110th Psalm with the 
words: "This is the right high main Psalm, made by our dear 
Lord Jesus Christ, in which both his person and who he is, 
namely both the promised Son of David according to the 
flesh and God's eternal Son, as well as an eternal King and 
Priest, and his resurrection, ascension, and entire kingdom 
are described so clearly and powerfully that the like is 
nowhere to be read in the Scriptures of the Old Testament." 
And who better than Luther, in his glorious sermons on this 
Psalm, could expound these points clearly and powerfully to 
the Christian people from the Scriptures? The 117th Psalm 
is the shortest, consisting of only two verses, in the whole 
book of the Psalter: "Praise the Lord, all ye nations; praise 
him, all ye peoples. For his goodness and faithfulness are 
over us forever. 


lich, Hallelujah." But what a wealth of thoughts Luther knows 
how to draw from these few words! He leads the reader into 
the center of the whole Christian doctrine, into the article of 
justification, shows how only this doctrine, "namely, that 
without all merit, by the grace of God alone, we are given to 
us in Christ, become pious, alive, and blessed," holds the 
key to the correct understanding of the Old Testament, and 
reveals from the text the richest abundance of heavenly 
consolation. Luther's interpretation of the 118th Psalm, 
however, is a true song of triumph, which he sang from the 
fortress of Coburg from June 13 to 26, 1530, in the midst of 
the battles that were then being waged in Augsburg for the 
evangelical truth, and with which, certain of final victory, he 
lifted himself and his comrades in arms. As is well known, 
this Psalm was Luther's favorite Psalm, of which he 
expressly said: "It is my Psalm, which | love. Although the 
entire Psalter and the Holy Scriptures are also dear to me, 
as they are my only consolation and life, | have fallen 
especially in love with this Psalm, so that it must be called 
and be mine, because it has often earned its merits for me, 
and has helped me out of many great troubles, otherwise 
neither emperors, kings, wise men, wise men, nor saints 
would have helped me, and | prefer it to the honor, goods, 
and power of the pope, Turks, emperors, and all the world, 
and would not willingly "bend", that is, "exchange", 
everything with them for this psalm. 

Something similar could be said about each of the 
interpretations of the Psalms given here. It is difficult to say 
which one should be preferred. None may be missed. And 
besides, the present volume also contains the explanation 
of Ecclesiastes Solomon and Song of Solomon. Thus this 
book is a precious treasure to be brought into one's house 
at little cost. Also the external decoration, as far as printing, 
paper and binding are concerned, is to be called exemplary. 
Finally, however, the diligent and faithful work of the 
meritorious editor, Prof. A. F. Hoppes, should be 
remembered. He has not only newly translated all those 
explanations that were originally written in Latin, since the 
old translations were insufficient, but has also added many 
estimable annotations, some of which certainly cost him 
much effort. With this entire, splendid Luther edition, 
however, which is connected with great costs, a service is 
done to the church, which should be gratefully 
acknowledged by all of us. And the best acknowledgment is 
the diligent use of the spirit-empowering writings of the 
greatest teacher since the time of the apostles. _L. F.

With this booklet, which has just appeared in exemplary condition, 


the execution of the resolution of our Synod of Delegates this year, 
namely, that "a theological 
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Journal in the English language, edited by the theological faculty in 
St. Louis, published quarterly by our publishing house". The decision 
was made in consideration of the fact that our Synod must have a 
theological organ published in the national language if it is to do 
justice to its task of proclaiming and defending the correct Lutheran 
doctrine to Anglo-American ecclesiasticism. After all, there is always 
only a limited number of American preachers and theologians who 
speak German. The very first number fulfills its purpose in the most 
excellent way. The first article, dealing with the field of doctrine 
proper, "What is Theology? " sets a clear, distinct tone. In it it is 
shown what is actually theology, true theology, namely, that which is 
based wholly and solely on the Holy Scriptures, and that modern 
"scientific" theology is only an after-theology. It is not the place here 
to go into the individual articles in detail. We only inform you that the 
journal is designed in such a way that the four main parts of theology 
as a whole are to be treated, and that for this very reason the form of 
a quarterly journal has been chosen, so that the individual articles do 
not have to be kept too short. Thus, the so-called exegetical theology 
finds consideration in "The Genesis of New Testament 
Greek," the historical theology in "Calvin and the Augsburg 
Confession," the practical theology in "Public Worship in the 
Lutheran Church," all highly instructive and interesting articles that 
bear witness to the thoroughness, versatility, and working power of 
the one who has long been known among us in this respect and who 
has written 118 pages of this issue, Professor A. Grabner. The 
translation of the paragraphs of Walther's Pastoral Theology and our 
new Synodal Catechism will be welcomed by many. The 
communication of ecclesiastical and contemporary history is 
excluded in a journal that appears only every three months, unless it 
is amatter of epoch-making events that occupy attention for a longer 
period of time; on the other hand, much space is already devoted in 
the first issue to the discussion of theological works. Finally, under 
the heading "The Pulpit", sermons will be included, beginning with 
a doctrinal sermon by Professor Romoser on the threefold use of the 
law. The less the actual nature of Christian preaching is recognized 
in American ecclesiastical circles, the more valuable this section will 
prove to be. And so we wish the new magazine the widest distribution 
within and outside of our Synod, within and outside of the Lutheran 
Church, and ask the dear heavenly Father that he may give his mild 
blessing to this whole enterprise, to the glory of his name, to the 
benefit of his Church, to the salvation of many souls!

is the blessed time when the hearts and minds of all the 
devout are turned towards Bethlehem and the child in the 
manger. So it was on that consecrated night itself. Mary and 
Joseph looked upon their child with wonder and amazement. 
From heaven came the angels to announce and praise the 
birth of the child. With the words: "Let us now go to Bethlehem 
and see the story that has come to pass, which the Lord has 
made known to us," the shepherds also directed their steps to 
the child in the manger. And when the wise men of the east 
had seen the star of his birth, they too set out quickly to pay 
homage to the newborn King of the Jews. 

Nineteen hundred years have now passed since the first 
Christmas, and still the gaze of Christians flies toward 
Bethlehem. The devout desire of Christians has still not 
recovered any other goal or resting-place. The present 
celebration of Christmas throughout Christendom bears 
eloquent and emphatic witness to this. And just as in the New 
Testament we look back with faith to the birth in Bethlehem, 
so in the Old Testament the children of God looked forward to 
it with hope. The holy prophets lifted up their finger and 
pointed their people to Bethlehem. In Jacob's wish: "Lord, | 
wait for your salvation" the deepest desire of all true Israelites 
was expressed. As the Christmas angel cried to the 
shepherds, "Unto you is born this day a Saviour, which is 
Christ the Lord in the city of David," so the prophet cried to the 
faithful of Israel, "And thou Bethlehem Ephrathah, which art 
little among the thousands of Judah, out of thee shall he come 
unto me that is Lord in Israel, which is the beginning and the 
beginning of the world. Micah 5, 1. And as we sing every year, 
"A little child is born to us this day," so Israel also rejoiced, "A 
child is born to us, a son is given to us. Is. 9, 6. Yes, the 
thoughts of all believing children of God in the Old and New 
Testament are directed to the child in the manger. 

And rightly so; for what happened on that holy night in 
the stable at Bethlehem is the realization

"Science and Health" is the title of the book by the 
inventor of Christian Science. Of herself she says: "The 
author has healed the hopelessly ill and raised the dying to 
life and health?1) And of her book: "Christian Science is 
completely presented in this book. It is applied to the healing 
of the sick without the use of other means"?) And of the use 
of her book: "Reading the writings of the authoress 
continually makes the sick well. ... Persistent perusal has 
commonly cured patients completely."?) And of her pupils: 
"If the pupil strictly adheres to her teachings, and does not 
presume to break the rules of Christian Science, then 
he cannot lack success in making healthy. "4) 


According to this, Christian Science is concerned with 
that which actually belongs to the profession of physicians. 
Not as if the disciples and masters of so-called Christian 
Science were engaged in the study of medicine. The Eddy 
advises her disciples

This reading strengthens our scientific view of the petition; 
for Christian Science teaches us that evil is only another 
term for material sensation. It is only by rising above all 
material sensuality that we can attain to the heaven-born 
aspiration and spiritual consciousness indicated in the 
Lord's prayer, which instantly heals the sick. Allow me to 
reproduce here what | consider to be the _ spiritual 
interpretation of the Lord's Prayer: 
Our Father, who art in heaven,

Omnipresent and Almighty.

That this woman's so-called "spiritual interpretation” of 
the Lord's prayer is no longer a Christian Lord's Prayer can 
be seen by every simple-minded Christian, and it has long 
been evident from what has been told so far that the means 
by which the people of Christian Science make people 
healthy is the same as the means by which the people of 
Christian Science make people healthy. 
can't be praying. 

But what is it? It is the lie. As in its teaching, so in its 
practice, this new gnosis deals with lies, loud lies. Christian 
Science first denies the disease. Thus the Eddy writes: "God 
gives laws; but he is not the author of a barbarous code of 
laws. In the kingdom where he reigns there is no disease." 
2) "If you believe in inflamed and weak nerves, you are 
subject to an attack from there. Thou callest it neuralgia; we 
call it a delusion."* "Thou sayest oher thinkest, because 
thou hast eaten salted fish, thou art thirsty; the counterfeit 
opinion would have the counterfeit consequence." 4) 
"Expose the body to a certain temperature, and the delusion 
says you catch cold or get catarrh; but such a consequence 
does not occur where the mind does not demand and 
produce it. So long as the delusion declares that certain 
conditions of the air produce catarrh, fever, rheumatism, or 
consumption, these effects set in-not because of the 
climate, but because of the delusion. "5) He who wishes to 
make well should believe as little as his patient that there is 
"a tumor, a cancer, an emaciated lung;" nor should he speak 
of disease to the sick person at all. "Explain to the sick," she 
says, "the power which a delusion exercises over their 
bodies. "6) "Inflammation is only a false delusion, a fear 
which hastens or inhibits the movement of the blood." 7) 

But, says the Christian reader, sickness and death are 
after all consequences of sin. "No," says the 

Christian Science. "Fear, sickness, and sin 

have no ground in the truth," writes the Eddy. 3) And, "It 
must be clear to you that 'sickness is no more real than sin.' 
This morbid dream of sickness, sin and death should cease 
through Christian Science None. 
Then one disease would be exterminated as well as 
another." So in these words this woman also denies death. 
She does so in other respects also. She writes: "If it is true 
that man lives, this fact can never change into the opposite 
assumption, that he dies. ... Death is but another phase of 
the dream, that the

Being is composed. Nothing can disturb the harmony of being 
or bring man's existence to an end. He is the same before as 
after a broken bone, before or after beheading from the 
guillotine ... the dream of death must be OVERCOMEED by the 
spirit. The thought awakens from its own material declaration: 
"lam dead" to catch the trumpet call of truth: "There is no death" 
... life is real, and death is a delusion."* 
That these claims of Christian Science 

The Word of God from the first book of Moses to the Revelation 
of John and the daily experience of many millions of people for 
thousands of years are proof enough that the Eddies and their 
followers lie when they deny sickness, sin and death.

Brief Interpretation of the Doctrinal Pieces of the 
Lutheran Catechism for the Common Christian. 


(Continued.) 

h. God is merciful. 
We have heard many things of God. We have heard that 
God is a spirit, and eternal, and omnipotent, and omniscient, 
and omnipresent, and holy, and just. But there is still one big 
thing missing. We have not yet heard what God's heart and 
will is against His creatures. And since we are far more in 
God's power and authority than the little worm writhing at our 
feet is in our power and authority, everything must of course 
depend on what kind of heart and will God has toward us. If 
he is against us, we are lost; if he is well with us, we are well 
off. 
What then is God's heart and will against us? And of what 
have we to be provided by Him? 
Moses, the man of God, had a great desire to know God. 
Now the second time, when he had been with God forty days 
and forty nights in Mount Sinai, the first day the LORD, the 
eternal Son of the eternal Father, came down in a cloud, and 
$tood with him there, preaching the name of the LORD. And 
when the LORD

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He cried out, "O Lord God, merciful, and gracious, and 
patient, and of great mercy and faithfulness; who hast 
shewed mercy to a thousand generations, and forgiven 
iniquity, and transgression, and sin, and before whom none 
is innocent; who hast visited the iniquity of the fathers upon 
the children, and upon the children's children, unto the third 
and fourth generation." Ex. 34:6, 7. 

How did Moses know and how do we know God from this 
preaching of the Son of God? 

We see from this that God, as a holy and righteous God, 
is indeed angry and punishes, and punishes severely, 
because the iniquity of men urges and compels Him to do 
so. But this is not God's very nature. God is not in Himself 
an angry God. But God is described in His nature as being 
merciful and gracious and patient and of great grace and 
faithfulness. And God, who is of this nature, shows this also 
in us, in that he shows mercy in a thousand parts, and 
forgives iniquity, transgression, and sin. 

So then we rightly meet and apprehend God's nature 
when we say, God is merciful; or, which is the same thing, 
"God is love." 1 John 4:16. 

"If any man would paint and make God, he must make 
such an image as would be love itself; as if the divine nature 
were nothing but a furnace and fountain of such love as fills 
heaven and earth. And again, if one could paint and form 
love, one would have to make such an image, which would 
not be noticeable nor human, nor English nor heavenly, but 
God Himself." (Luther.) 

The love of God is far different from the love of man. "The 
love of God does not find, but creates for itself a thing that it 
can love; the love of man is caused by the thing that he 
loves. (Luther.) 

Thus God created us human beings that He might love 
us, and gave us an earth under our feet that is full of His 
goodness, and arched over us a heaven that shines and 
glows and drips with the goodness of God, so that we might 
live and weave and be blessed in His love and goodness. 

But how has it become? "The world is a stable full of 
wicked, shameful people, who most shamefully abuse all 
God's creatures, blasoheme God, and put every plague on 
Him. God loves these same wicked people. This is a love 
above all love. It must truly be a pious God, and His love 
must be a great incomprehensible fire, much greater than 
the fire which Moses saw in the bush, yea, much greater 
than the infernal fire." (Luther.) And now it is a very 
extraordinary proof of His love that God gave His Son to die 
for us wicked people, that He might redeem and reconcile 
us; and He gives His Holy Spirit to entice and draw us to Him 
through the gospel, that He might make and create us once 
more such people as He can love and make eternally 
blessed. 

Where is an end to the love and mercy of God? Verily 
God is love and mercy. Be thou assured of this unto Him!

i. God is true. 

That God is true is testified with the same words by the 
Lord Jesus Joh. 7, 28. and also testified by the Holy Spirit 
through John the Baptist Joh. 3, 33. and through the apostle 
Paul Rom. 3, 4. 

Now when this true God, who is a fountain and source of 
all truth and truthfulness, speaks a word, then this word must 
be as true as He Himself. And if He promises something, He 
will certainly keep His promise. "The word of the LORD is 
true, and what He promises He surely keeps," says the 
Psalmist Ps. 33:4. "It is impossible for God to lie." Ebr. 6, 18. 

But not only is it impossible for God to lie, it is also 
impossible for Him to repent of anything He has once said, 
threatened, or promised. "Neither doth the hero of Israel lie, 
neither doth He repent: for He is not a man, that anything 
should repent Him." 1 Sam. 15, 29. A man may threaten or 
promise something, which he later regrets, because he 
gains a better insight, or because he sees that he does not 
have the power to keep his word. But this cannot happen 
with the eternal Spirit, who is wisdom itself, with whom there 
is no before and after, but only an eternal today, to whom all 
things are at once present and before His eyes, and who, 
with His almighty power, directs, governs, works, and 
creates all things. - 

Now it is true that in Genesis 6:6, 7 it is said that God 
repented that He had made mankind when He saw their 
wickedness. And this seems to contradict what we have just 
said. 

But God, who is a pure Spirit, also speaks often of His 
eyes, ears, nose, mouth, heart, hands and feet. And He who 
knows all things says to Abraham Gen. 18:20, 21: "There is 
acry in Sodom and Gomorrah, which is great, and their sins 
are almost grievous. Therefore will | go down, and see 
whether they have done all according to the cry that is come 
before Me, or whether it be not so that | know." - All this is 
plainly and equally spoken, and according to our 
understanding, that we poor men may understand it, for we 
cannot comprehend the pure majesty and divinity, "if we 
would tear ourselves asunder," as Luther expresses it. 

And in the same way it is said in Moses that God 
repented that he had created men. This means that God was 
grieved in His heart that the people, whom He had created 
in His image and for eternal life, had become so evil that He 
now had to inflict severe punishment according to His 
justice. 

But that God should truly repent of any work or word, as 
it is with us men, is impossible; and it remains, "He is not a 
man, that He should repent of any thing;" and, "The word of 
the Lord is true, and what He promises He certainly keeps." 

Since this is so, and since we have the word of God, 
which threatens God's wrath on the ungodly and rebellious 
despisers, but which rather beckons and promises us an 
abundance of grace and gifts of mercy, we should fear, 


Despise God, and rather come to His grace and His 
gracious and so great and many promises to comfort us. 
Nor should anything seem impossible to us of all that God 
promises us. He says it, and the Almighty and the True One 
will make it come true. 

"This word, which is now in writings, Is fixed and 

immovable; 

Though heaven and earth pass away, God's word abides 

forever; 

No cover, no plague, nor recent day Can destroy it, 


therefore to those His eternally well shall be, Who 
thereupon rightly direct themselves."
